The Appendices comprise the List of Officers of the 88th and g4th, 
and all who joined the 1st and 2nd Battalions of The Connaught Rangers, 
the recipients of the Victoria Cross, the Colours, Music, the Band, the 
‘‘ Jingling Johnny,’’ Customs of the Regiment, and a short History of 
Regimental Medals. The History of the Regimental Dinner Club, the 
formation and work of the Historical Research Committee, the Regimental 
Journal, ‘‘ The Ranger,’ the Regimental Association and the Old Comrades 
Association are also added; and, together with a List of the Officers of 
the Special Reserve and Militia Battalions who were serving at the out- 
break of War, all information about the Rangers has been duly included 
and chronicled within the three volumes of the Regimental History. 


It is hoped that this, with the two previous volumes, will form the 
monument to The Connaught Rangers of all Battalions throughout the years 
to come. 


It was also hoped to include further information of the Battalions of 
Militia, or Special Reserve, which from the time they became Battalions 
of The Connaught Rangers have so gallantly always come to the assistance 
of the Line Battalions in times of stress and strife. The Records, how- 
ever, of these fine Battalions have been, it is feared, lost for ever. They 
cannot now be traced. The whole available material has been utilized 
in Volume II. 


In conclusion, hearty thanks are again tendered to all who have helped 
to make the History so complete.

HE History of the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers has been 
written in detail, as the material for it was still available. It 
was also considered that the method of raising one of the bat- 
talions of the New Army in such an emergency as occurred in 1914, will 
be found to be interesting not only to the readers of the Regimental History 
but to all. 


1914 

At 4 p.m. on August 4th 1914, the British Government gave orders for 
the mobilization of the Army. This order was received at the Depot at 
Galway at 6.53 p.m. on the same day. The telegrams announcing general 
mobilization throughout the province of Connaught were sent out at once, 
and on the following morning the reservists began to arrive at Renmore 
Barracks, Galway. Several even reported on the evening of the 4th. The 
day previous, August 3rd, was the Bank Holiday, and it was thought that 
this would retard mobilization, but the reservists came in so quickly and 
in such good time that by the evening of Friday, August 7th, the fourth 
day of mobilization, 621 men had been dispatched to join the 2nd Battalion 
of The Rangers, then at Aldershot. 

On August 8th the 3rd Battalion was also mobilized, and on the evening 
of that day proceeded to Crosshaven, Co. Cork, leaving at Galway only 
the details necessary for the duties of the Depot. Major H. F.N. Jourdain, 
the O.C. Depot, who had carried out the mobilization of the reservists of 
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the 2nd and 3rd Battalions, handed over the duties of Officer Commanding 
the Depdt on August 8th to Colonel H. D. Chamier (retired pay—late of 
The Connaught Rangers). Major Jourdain, on the 3rd Special Reserve 
Battalion being completely mobilized and ready for entrainment, handed 
over its command to Lieut.-Colonel A. C. Lewin, D.S.O., O.C. 3rd Special 
Reserve Battalion. Major Jourdain proceeded to Crosshaven with the 
3rd Battalion. 

On August 6th orders were received by wire, ordering recruiting to be 
opened at once, in order to raise the Hundred Thousand additional men 
required for the British Army. Recruiting, at first fair, later became 
exceedingly good. 

On August goth, Captain M. H. C. de C. Wickham, Lieutenants H. B. W. 
Maling and G. J. B. E. Massy arrived from the 2nd Battalion at Aldershot, 
with 15 N.C.O.’s, of whom 4 were sergeants and II corporals, to act as 
drill instructors to the new battalion. Major Jourdain, who had arrived 
at Crosshaven with the 3rd Battalion of The Rangers, was recalled by wire 
on August oth to take over the recruiting in the Province of Connaught, 
and left Crosshaven on August roth, arriving in Galway on the following 
day. Major Jourdain was appointed on August 19th by wire from the 
War Office to command the 5th (Service) Battalion The Connaught Rangers, 
as the new battalion now became, and was granted the temporary rank 
of Lieut.-Colonel from that date. He proceeded to Dublin, and there took 
over command of 220 N.C.QO.’s and Men, who left Galway on that date 
for Dublin, under Captain M. H. C. de C. Wickham and Lieutenant H. B. W. 
Maling, who had been appointed adjutant. Captain G. F. Callaghan joined 
on August 22nd but was ordered to proceed to join the rst Battalion on 
August 29th. Captain N. C. K. Money, 22nd Punjabis, Indian Army, 
joined on August 24th. Lieutenant and Quartermaster P. Farrell joined 
on August 25th, having been promoted on mobilization. 

On August 24th, Lieut.-General Sir Bryan T. Mahon, K.C.V.O., C.B., 
D.S.O., assumed command of the Tenth (Irish) Division, and visited Rich- 
mond Barracks, Dublin, that day to see the men of the battalion already 
joined. 

On August 27th, Colonel R. J. Cooper, C.V.O., who had been appointed 
Brigadier-General to command the zgth Brigade, in which the battalion 
was included, visited Richmond Barracks, and inspected the men of The 
Rangers. 

A draft of 109 N.C.O.’s and Men under Lieutenant S. H. Lewis of The 
Connaught Rangers arrived in Dublin from Galway and joined on August 
28th. 

The 5th (Service) Battalion of The Connaught Rangers was included in 
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the 29th Infantry Brigade, with the 5th (Service) Battalion The Royal 
Irish Regiment, the 6th (Service) Battalion The Royal Irish Rifles, and 
the 6th (Service) Battalion The Leinster Regiment. Captain A. S. Hog 
(Reserve of Officers, late of The Connaught Rangers) joined the battalion 
on August 29th. Major G. C. Digan (Reserve of Officers, late of The Con- 
naught Rangers) joined the battalion on August 31st, but shortly after- 
wards proceeded to the Depot for duty. 
The following drafts joined the battalion :—

The nucleus of four companies had now been formed and the strength 
of the battalion was over 650 N.C.O.’s and men, with 11 officers. 

Captain H. J. Nolan-Ferrall had joined on September 4th. 

Lieutenant J. H. N. H. Burke (Reserve of Officers) joined for duty on 
September 7th. 

Lieutenant G. J. B. E. Massy joined on September 7th from Galway. 

The battalion left Richmond Barracks, Dublin, at 7 a.m. on September 
roth and proceeded by train to Fermoy, Co. Cork, en route for Kilworth 
Camp. The strength of the battalion was now Io officers and 629 N.C.O.’s 
and Men. Fermoy was reached at 1.50 p.m., and the battalion marched 
to Kilworth Camp, reached at 4.35 p.m. Here The Rangers occupied huts, 
while some of the men were placed under canvas. Captain A. L. Keogh 
(Reserve of Officers) joined the battalion on September roth. He was 
however shortly afterwards relegated to the Reserve. Two drafts of 137 
and of 47 N.C.O.’s and Men respectively joined the battalion on September 
11th at Kilworth Camp. Late in the evening of September 11th, 350 
recruits from Pontefract, England, joined the battalion at Kilworth. They 
were men who had joined the Army in Yorkshire for the York and Lancaster 
Regiment, but had been transferred to The Connaught Rangers by War 
Office order. During the period from August 22nd, the drill and instruc- 
tion of the new recruits had gone steadily on, and the formation of the 
new battalion had proceeded rapidly. 

The four-company organization had been adopted and the battalion had 
assumed shape as a well-disciplined unit. 

Hardly any orders had been received beyond the initial telegram appoint- 
ing Major Jourdain to the command, but the Divisional and Brigade Staff 
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were always helpful. Through the foresight and exertions of the Com- 
manding Officer, each man had been served out with two suits of service 
dress, and nearly the whole battalion armed with the modern rifle from 
the mobilization stores at Galway. Fifes and drums were purchased and 
within a short time the men were most efficient. 

From September 13th, young officers were posted from the Officers’ 
Training Corps. They joined from day to day. Lieutenant and Quarter- 
master I. P. Praeger joined on September 13th for duty with the 6th (Ser- 
vice) Battalion, which was about to be formed. 

The following drafts joined on the dates mentioned : 


September 14th, 51 N.C.O.’s and Men joined from the Depét, Galway. 
September 15th, 12 Men joined from Dublin. 

September 16th, 70 N.C.O.’s and Men from the Depot, Galway. 
September 18th, 38 N.C.O.’s and Men ,, __,, S a 
September 18th, 5 Men from Glasgow. 

September 21st, 15 N.C.O.’s and Men from Galway. 


Captain B. R. Cooper (late Second-Lieut. R.A. and Captain (Special 
Reserve) Royal Field Artillery) joined the battalion at Kilworth Camp on 
September 16th. Major A. W. H. Bell (Reserve of Officers, late of The 
Connaught Rangers) joined the battalion on September 17th.. Major C. T. 
W. Forth (late Indian Army) joined on September 18th. Four clerks from 
the Army Service Corps from Aldershot joined on September 17th, lent as a 
temporary measure to the battalion. On September 21st A Company of 
the 6th (Service) Battalion was formed, and 260 N.C.O.’s and men were 
transferred to that unit by order of The War Office. They remained how- 
ever temporarily attached to the 5th (Service) Battalion. Major C. W. 
Bowlby (Reserve of Officers) Joined for attachment to the 6th Battalion 
on September 24th. 

Nineteen men joined on September 23rd from Galway, and 22 on Sep- 
tember 24th. Both these drafts were posted to the Company of the 6th 
Battalion. Sixteen officers joined between September 13th and October 
5th, of whom three were posted to the 6th Battalion. The details of the 
6th Battalion, under Major Bowlby (strength 3 Officers, r Quartermaster, 
and 340 Other Ranks) left Kilworth Camp for Moore Park, Fermoy, there 
to be stationed, pending the formation of the Sixteenth (Irish) Division. 
Captain Sir Andrew Armstrong, Bart. (late Leinster Regiment, Militia) 
joined the battalion on September 28th for duty. 

The 5th (Service) Battalion was now put under orders to return to 
Dublin, and on October 5th, an advance party of 40 N.C.O.’s and men, 
under Lieutenant Massy, left Kilworth Camp for Royal Barracks, Dublin, 
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to take over quarters. The battalion left Kilworth Camp on October 9th 
by march-route, and entrained at Fermoy in two trains leaving at 10 a.m. 
and 10.15 a.m. the same date. A and B Companies left by the first train 
with Head-quarters, and C and D, under Major Bell, in the second 
train. 

The battalion arrived in Dublin at 2.15 p.m. and 3 p.m., and took over 
quarters in the Royal Barracks, in Arbour Hill and Horse Square. Lieut.- 
General Sir B. T. Mahon visited the barracks on October roth and inspected 
the battalion. Major-General Vesey Dawson, C.V.O., Inspector-General 
of Infantry for Ireland, inspected the battalion in marching order at 11 a.m. 
on October 14th, and complimented the battalion on the very fine physique 
of the men, and the excellence of its general state. The same after- 
noon the battalion was inspected in field operations in the Pheenix 
Park. 

During October, Captain A. Webber joined on the 16th, Captain F. C. 
Burke on the 27th, and Drill-Sergeant John Hudson, D.C.M., on the 19th. 
Captain Wickham left the battalion for the Expeditionary Force. He was 
killed shortly afterwards, having displayed great gallantry and having 
performed most excellent service with the 2nd Battalion The Royal Irish 
Regiment. A Company of the battalion commenced a Musketry Course 
at Dollymount on November 4th. 


25 Recruits joined from the Depot at Galway on November 7th.

On November 28th, 1 Officer, 1 Company-Sergeant-Major, 1 Corporal 
and 12 Privates left the battalion for the Curragh as advance party for 
the Divisional Cyclist Company. On December Ist, 2 Lance-Corporals and 
15 Privates proceeded to the Curragh, and were transferred to the Divi- 
sional Cyclist Company. Ten officers joined the battalion on first appoint- 
ment. 

Company marches were inaugurated on December 8th; A Company 
marched to Dunboyne, Leixlip, and thence back to Dublin on December 
roth. 

The strength of the 5th (Service) Battalion on November 6th 1914 was 
as follows: 
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29 Officers ; 
x Warrant Officer ; 
83 N.C.O.’s ; 
485 Trained Men ; 
519 Recruits ; 
Total, All Ranks :—1,117. 


The establishment of the 5th Battalion was increased by 50 Rank and 
File by War Office Letter dated December 2nd 1914: Total for all ranks 
1,157. Commanding officers were empowered to make arrangements with 
O.C. Depots to make up the deficiency at once. 

Under the new system of granting Temporary Rank to such officers as 
were performing duties of a rank higher than that which they held in the 
Regular Army, Lieutenant and Adjutant H. B. W. Maling was promoted 
Captain (temporary) from November 18th 1914. Captain H. J. Nolan- 
Ferrall was promoted temporary Major from November 19th. Second- 
Lieutenants B. W. Bond and R. R. Martin were promoted temporary 
Lieutenants from November 19th. Seventeen more recruits joined the 
battalion on December 2zist. 

B Company proceeded on a company march on December roth. It 
returned to Head-quarters, Royal Barracks, Dublin, on December 11th 
on account of inclement weather. 

All men of the battalion who had not been guilty of misbehaviour 
were granted free warrants to their homes for seven days to those who 
lived in England; and for six days to those domiciled in Ireland, as a 
special concession during the Christmas leave period. Training, however, 
went on as usual for all who remained. 

Major-General Vesey Dawson, C.V.O., Inspector of Infantry for Ire- 
land, inspected the battalion at field operations near Rathfarnham on 
December 30th. 

Three officers joined the battalion during December. Three officers 
left the battalion for other duties. On December 28th, Captain N. C. 
K. Money was promoted to the temporary rank of Major, and Lieutenant 
G. J. B. E. Massy temporary Captain. 

All Companies, except the latest recruits, had completed musketry 
before the close of 1914. 


1915 


Battalion training commenced on January 18th in Dublin in cold and 
inclement weather, and after a week of hard work, brigade training began 
on January 25th. 
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The strength of the battalion in January 1915 was: 
41 Officers ; 
r Warrant Officer ; 
g6 Sergeants and Corporals ; 
800 Trained Men ; 
173 Recruits ; 
Total, All Ranks :—1,111. 


There were in addition 52 specially enlisted batmen and 3 attached 
men. 
Four officers joined the battalion during this month. 

On February Ist 1915, an advance party of 3 Officers and roo Rank 
and File left Dublin by train for the Curragh Camp, to take over quarters 
at Beresford Barracks. The battalion left Dublin at 8 a.m. on February 
znd by march-route for Naas, en route for the Curragh Camp together with 
the 6th Royal Irish Rifles. After a very tiring march in very heavy rain 
and a high cold wind they reached Naas at 2 p.m. the same day. The 
battalion was billeted in the town, mostly in the Town Hall, the gaol, and 
in some old stables. 

On February 3rd the battalion marched independently to the Curragh 
Camp, starting at 9.30 a.m. It reached Beresford Barracks soon after 
12.30 p.m. and took over quarters. 

The 6th Royal Irish Rifles arrived at the Curragh on February 3rd, and 
the 6th Leinster Regiment on February 2nd by train from Birr. 

The following drafts arrived from the Depot at Galway to make good 
deficiencies : 

February 12th . . . 13 Recruits. 
February 15th . . . 50 s 
February I9th . . . 39 ‘ 
February 24th . . . 22 


After arrival at the Curragh, the battalion was ordered to perform 
two days a week brigade training, one day battalion training, two days 
individual and platoon training, and one day company training. Several 
men, now found unfit for service abroad, were sent to Kinsale to the 3rd 
Battalion. Various promotions among the junior ranks of officers were 
made to bring the battalion up to the required establishment. 

The battalion was issued with the 1914 Equipment (American pattern) 
and the short mfle on March 18th, r9th and 2oth. The web equipment 
and long rifles were taken in and returned to store. The 1914 Equipment 
issued later on June 25th at Basingstoke proved most serviceable in the 
campaign in the Peninsula, and was worn by all Officers and Other Ranks 
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during the campaign in 1915 on Gallipoli and in Serbia. It was more 
durable than the American pattern issued at the Curragh. 

By a War Office Letter dated March 12th, it was intimated that Tem- 
porary Second-Lieutenants in excess of War Establishment would, on a 
battalion proceeding abroad, be retained at home, and attached to a Reserve 
Battalion of the unit, with a view to filling vacancies caused by casualties 
at the front. It was, therefore, in the interests of all battalions to train 
as large a reserve of Second-Lieutenants as possible. By the same order, 
commanding officers were empowered to select the most proficient to 
complete the numbers up to establishment, irrespective of dates of appoint- 
ment, on a battalion being ordered to proceed on service. 

All recruits and men unfit for service abroad were ordered during March 
1915 to be sent to Kinsale to join the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion. Two officers 
joined the battalion on posting in March. 

The battalion was inspected by Brigadier-General R. J. Cooper, C.V.O., 
commanding the 29th Brigade, on April 6th at Beresford Barracks. The 
brigadier expressed himself as well pleased with the appearance of the 
battalion, and informed the parade that the Lieut.-General commanding 
the Tenth (Irish) Division was very pleased with the way the whole battalion 
moved and was handled on field operations. 

The battalion paraded on April 16th with the z2gth Brigade, and all 
units of the Tenth (Irish) Division (except the 31st Brigade and the 7th 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers at Dublin, and the Signal Company at Carlow) 
for inspection by the G.O.C. the Tenth (Irish) Division (Lieut.-General 
Sir B. T. Mahon, K.C.V.O., C.B., D.S.O.). After forming up in line of 
mass, the battalion marched past in mass, after which again forming up 
in line of mass of battalions, advanced in review order. ‘The Rangers 
paraded at 10 a.m. but did not return to barracks until 1.35 p.m. The 
turn out, handling of arms and drill of the battalion was excellent, and 
the march past could not have been better. 

The 5th (Service) Battalion was now warned to be ready to move to 
a point of concentration near Aldershot about the end of April. On the 
25th of that month an advance party of r Officer (Lieut. Blake) and 20 
N.C.O.’s and Men left for Basingstoke, to take over camp. The train 
transport and second line were ordered to proceed to Dublin by march- 
route, and thence embark for Liverpool en route for Basingstoke. The 
battalion was meanwhile ordered to be ready to move to Basingstoke on 
or about May 2nd. Thirty officers were ordered to proceed with the bat- 
talion, the surplus officers being detailed to proceed to Kinsale on April 29th. 

The 5th Rangers left the Curragh Camp Siding on May 4th by two 
trains for Dublin at 3 p.m. and 3.15 p.m. Proceeding thence by rail they 
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reached the North Wall, Dublin, at 4.20 p.m., and almost immediately 
embarked on the hired Transport Munich, one of the Harwich and Hook 
of Holland packets. The embarkation was carried out most expeditiously. 
The General Officer commanding the Forces in Ireland, Major-General 
L. B. Friend, C.B., came down to wish the battalion farewell. He said he 
was much gratified with the appearance of The Rangers, and with the 
splendid reports he had received of the battalion from all sources. The 
utmost enthusiasm prevailed at the docks, and the men of the battalion 
were the recipients of cigarettes, pipes, tobacco, chocolates, and matches 
from a Committee of Irish Ladies, members of whom were present. 

The naval and military embarkation officers both at North Wall and 
Holyhead complimented the commanding officer on the exceedingly good 
behaviour and orderliness of the N.C.O.’s and men of the battalion, which 
made the embarkation at Dublin, and the disembarkation at Holyhead 
very easy. 

The crossing to Holyhead passed without incident, although a hostile 
submarine had been seen near Holyhead on the afternoon of May 4th. 

One Company of the 6th (Service) Battalion Leinster Regiment, under 
Captain C. D’Arcy-Irvine, crossed with the battalion in the Munich. Curi- 
ously, this same company also proceeded from Mudros to the Gallipoli 
Peninsula in the Clacton in the August following. Captain D’Arcy-Irvine 
behaved with the utmost gallantry in Gallipoli, and was killed in action 
there. 

The following officers proceeded with the battalion to the place of 
concentration of the Tenth (Irish) Division :

Lieutenant J. W. Cartmel-Robinson and Second-Lieutenant A. St. J. 
Mahony were left behind on the sick list, and afterwards joined the battalion 
at Basingstoke. Second-Lieutenant D. P. J. Kelly was left at the Curragh 
to give over Barracks, and to be in charge of details. He later joined 
the battalion at Basingstoke. Sergeant-Major John Hudson, D.C.M., 
proceeded with the battalion as regimental-sergeant-major. 

The Rangers proceeded by train to Basingstoke direct, arriving at 
10.20 a.m. on May 5th. The first half battalion detrained at once, and 
marched to New Park Camp, Hackwood, about an hour’s march distant. 
The morning was very hot and the battalion was in marching order and 
in addition the men were carrying blankets, by an order for all troops 
leaving Ireland at the time. New Park Camp was reached at 11.30 a.m. 
The left half battalion reached camp at midday. . 

On May 6th the battalion received a sudden order to fall in for inspec- 
tion by General Sir Archibald Hunter, G.C.B., G.C.V.O., D.S.O., then 
commanding at Aldershot. After a short inspection the men were dis- 
missed. The battalion marched in brigade on May 7th. The weather 
was however exceedingly hot and sultry, and after a short march, the 
battalion returned to camp with the 2gth Infantry Brigade. The trans- 
port of the battalion arrived from Liverpool at 5.30 a.m. on May 6th. 

The battalion was exercised daily in brigade from May 7th to 12th. 
It marched on the 12th in brigade from New Park Camp at 9.45 a.m., 
and with the remainder of the Tenth Division billeted at night at Greywell, 
where outposts were mounted. At 6.30 a.m. on May 13th the brigade 
resumed its march in heavy rain, which interfered much with the opera- 
tions. After some skirmishing at 2.20 p.m., the brigade began the return 
march to camp in torrential rain from Long Sutton, reaching camp at 
4.30 p.m. The battalion continued to operate from Basingstoke until 
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May 19th. The machine-gun detachment proceeded to Bordon Camp on 
May 16th for practice. 

On May roth the battalion marched from New Park Camp through 
Odiham, and went into billets at Great Rye Farm the same night. The 
following day The Rangers, with the other battalions of the 29th Brigade, 
took part in operations with the Twelfth Division of the Aldershot Com- 
mand, at the conclusion of which, the battalion returned to billets at Great 
Rye Farm. On May a2ist the battalion marched in brigade to Rushmoor 
Camp, Aldershot, and took over the camp vacated by the 41st Brigade. 
The battalion went through a short course of musketry on the Ash Ranges 
on May 22nd. It remained at Aldershot for field operations on May 23rd, 
returning to Basingstoke on the 24th. Basingstoke was reached at 4.30 
p.m., after a midday halt at Hook for dinner, without a single man falling 
out. General Sir Archibald Hunter inspected the battalion at Hook 
Common while on the march. On May 26th the battalion took part in 
night operations from 6 p.m. until 2.30 a.m. on the following morning. 
There was a rehearsal parade of the Tenth Division on May 27th. On 
May 28th the battalion paraded at 8 a.m. and marched in brigade to Hack- 
wood Park, where the whole of the Tenth Division (less the 31st Brigade) 
was assembled. 

His Majesty The King arrived at Hackwood Park a few minutes past 
II a.m., and after being received with a royal salute, rode down the line 
and inspected each battalion or corps. The infantry then marched past 
first, followed by the Royal Field Artillery and Heavy Brigade, and the 
squadron of the South Irish Horse. 

The battalion returned to camp at 12.50 p.m., and paraded again for 
night operations at 4.45 p.m. in the neighbourhood of Hackwood. 

On June 1st the whole of the Tenth Division paraded at 9.15 a.m. for 
inspection by the Secretary of State for War (Field-Marshal Earl Kitchener, 
K.G., etc.). The parade was formed up at midday. After the general 
salute the Field-Marshal rode down the lines, and the troops then marched 
past. 


The following complimentary orders were afterwards issued : 
Tenth Division Order No. 34, dated June Ist 1915. 
Inspection by H.M. The King on May 28th ro15. 


“‘ Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon has received His Majesty’s com- 
mand to publish a Divisional Order to say how pleased His Majesty 
was to have had an opportunity of seeing the Tenth Irish Division, 
and how impressed he was in the general appearance and physical 
fitness of the troops. 
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‘“‘H.M. The King recognizes that it is due to the keenness and 
co-operation of all ranks that the Tenth Division has reached such 
a high standard of efficiency.”’ 


Inspection by the Secretary of State for War on June Ist. 
Divisional Order No. 34. Dated June Ist rgr5. 


‘“‘ The G.O.C. Tenth Irish Division has much pleasure in conveying 
to the troops that Field-Marshal Earl Kitchener of Khartoum, the 
Secretary of State for War, expressed himself as highly satisfied with 
all he saw of the Tenth Division at the inspection to-day.”’ 


On June 2nd the battalion marched in brigade to Thatcham, and went 
into billets that night, afterwards taking part in operations near Kingsclere 
and Newbury. It returned to camp at Basingstoke at 3 p.m. on June 
4th, having bivouacked near Cannon Heath Farm on the previous night. 
During these three days’ operations and marching not a man of the battalion 
fell out, although the weather was very hot on June 2nd and 4th. The 
Brigadier-General Commanding highly complimented all ranks of the 
battalion on their excellent performance. The battalion proceeded with 
the remainder of the Tenth Division to the neighbourhood of Strathfield- 
saye and Aldermaston for operations, bivouacking from June 9th to 11th, 
and returning to camp at Basingstoke on the 11th. 

On June 12th a draft of seventy-two men from the 7th Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers joined the battalion in camp at Basingstoke. These men 
had been transferred from the Sixteenth Division to bring the battalion 
up to strength. They were hurriedly put through a course of musketry 
at Aldershot. The Rangers left Basingstoke in brigade on June 17th for 
field operations against the Eleventh Division, and returned on June 1gth 
at 10 a.m. These operations took place in the neighbourhood of Holy- 
bourne, Alton, and Frensham. 

On June 25th a new pattern 1914 Equipment, made in England, was 
issued to the men of the battalion, and the American pattern, issued at 
the Curragh, was withdrawn. This equipment was most serviceable, and 
was considered preferable to the web equipment worn in France and other 
theatres of war. 

On June 27th the 29th Brigade, together with the Tenth Division, was 
officially ordered to hold itself in readiness for service in the Dardanelles 
Campaign. All officers’ chargers were given in to the Remount Depart- 
ment. Notification was at the same time received that the transport 
officer, transport sergeant and twenty drivers were to remain behind on 
the departure of the battalion. 

The 5th Battalion continued to take part in intensive operations until 
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July 1st, when orders were received for the battalion to proceed with 
the Tenth Division on service to Gallipoli. Helmets and khaki drill 
clothing were issued to the men, and the process of fitting was completed 
by July 4th. On July 6th, orders for the embarkation of the brigade 
were received, and on the following day the roth Hampshire Regiment 
and the 6th Royal Irish Rifles entrained for the port of embarkation. On 
July 8th the battalion, less 12 Officers and 159 Other Ranks—who left 
Basingstoke at 1r p.m. with Divisional Head-quarters and other units for 
embarkation on H.M. Transport Mauretania at Liverpool under Captain 
B. R. Cooper—paraded in two parties at 8 p.m. and 10 p.m. The first 
party, comprising 9 Officers and 397 Other Ranks, under Lieut.-Colonel 
H. F. N. Jourdain, Commanding, and Head-quarters, marched to the 
London and South-Western Railway Station at Basingstoke, and entraining 
in a few minutes, left at 9.10 p.m. for Keyham Dockyard. The second 
party, also comprising 9 Officers and 397 Other Ranks, left by the 11.40 
p-m. train, under Major H. J. Nolan-Ferrall. The two trains arrived at 
Devonport on July gth at 5.50 a.m. and 8.20 a.m., on which the battalion 
embarked at once on the H.M. Transport Bornu, a West African Elder 
Dempster liner of 3,259 tons and some antiquity. The embarkation was 
excellently well done, and was complete by 10.50 a.m., all stores and baggage 
being on board. Seven men of the 6th Leinster Regiment, and four of 
the 10th Hampshire Regiment together with nineteen wagons accom- 
panied the battalion in the Bornu. At 1.20 p.m. the Transport moved out 
and at 3.35 p.m. was at sea, escorted by H.M.S. Medea and Mansfield. 
As the Transport moved down the harbour the training ships and people 
on shore gave The Rangers a rousing cheer, the drums of the battalion 
returning the compliment by playing ‘‘ Brian Boru ” and other Irish tunes. 
The weather was fine and bright, and the men of the battalion were in 
excellent spirits. The Borns (afterwards sunk in a storm off the coast of 
Portugal) with the escort steered a zigzag course, until 8.20 a.m. on July 
roth, when the two destroyers turned northwards and made for the base 
at Devonport. On July roth, after the usual inspection of the ship at 10.30 
a.m., the following message from His Majesty The King to the Tenth 
Division was read by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, who commanded the troops 
on board : 


‘* Officers, Non-commissioned Officers and Men, 


“You are about to join your comrades at the front in bringing 
to a successful end this relentless war of eleven months’ duration. 
Your prompt patriotic answer to the Nation’s call to arms will never 
be forgotten. The keen exertions of all ranks during the period of 
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training have brought you to a state of efficiency not unworthy of 
my Regular Army. I am confident that you will nobly uphold the 
traditions of the fine Regiments whose names you bear. Ever since 
your enrolment, I have closely watched the growth and steady progress 
of all units. I shall continue to follow with interest the fortunes of 
your Division. In bidding you farewell, I pray that God may bless 
you in all your undertakings.” 


At the conclusion of the message three cheers for the King were heartily 


given by all ranks. 
The following officers of the battalion proceeded to Mudros in the 


Bornu:

The Commanding Officer, previous to the departure of the battalion from 
Basingstoke, issued the following order, which was read on parade by all 
Companies, and was afterwards inserted in the battalion records : 


‘‘ To all Companies of the 5th (Service) Battalion The Connaught Rangers. 
Upon the eve of the departure of the battalion on active service, and on 
the completion of nearly eleven months of continuous and very exacting 
training for war, the Commanding Officer is very pleased to congratulate 
all officers, warrant and non-commissioned officers and men of the 5th 
Battalion The Connaught Rangers on the splendid condition of the battalion, 
and on the very loyal and efficient way they have all worked throughout 
the period since the battalion was formed. The battalion has earned 
for itself the highest commendation from Major-General Friend, C.B., 
Commanding the Forces in Ireland, Lieut.-General Sir Bryan Mahon, and 
the Brigadier-General Commanding the Brigade; and the good reports 
of all the Generals under which the battalion has served have been very 
well earned. With the exception of the offence of absence, which has been 
all too frequent, the behaviour of the men has been very good indeed. 
The Commanding Officer wishes to convey to all ranks that it has been 
a great pleasure to command so fine a battalion, and to have worked so 
harmoniously during the last eleven months with such splendid officers 
and men as the battalion now possesses. He wishes to inform all ranks 
that he has subscribed from Battalion Funds to all Societies and Funds 
which have been helping the relatives and men of The Connaught Rangers. 
These Societies help both those who have lost relatives in the war, and 
those who have been wounded or who are prisoners of war, and all these 
committees will now help any Connaught Ranger of the 5th Battalion 
who may need their assistance. Any information on the subject can be 
always obtained from the officer commanding the depét at Galway or 
from the C.O. himself. It will be some satisfaction to know that the N.C.O.’s 
and men of the 5th Battalion have not and will not be neglected. In 
conclusion, the C.O. wishes to especially thank those officers, warrant and 
non-commissioned officers and men, who since the raising of the battalion 
have toiled unselfishly and successfully to make the battalion what it now 
is. He would like to single out Sergeant-Major Hudson, who has done so 
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much for the battalion by his great zeal and unswerving loyalty, and who 
has shown such admirable tact throughout a particularly trying time. 
The ready and efficient co-operation of all ranks has made the battalion 
a highly trained and well-disciplined unit, of which all battalions of The 
Connaught Rangers will indeed be proud.

Twenty-nine Officers and one Chaplain with 945 Other Ranks em- 
barked on July oth. 

The Bornu reached Gibraltar on July 14th at 7 p.m., and after a short 
stay proceeded on to Malta. The weather was fine and warm, and the 
run of the transport averaged 230 miles in twenty-four hours. On July 
18th Private Whyte died at sea of pneumonia at 4 p.m. He was buried 
the same evening. On July roth the Bornu reached Malta at 7 a.m., and 
moved into the Grand Harbour. Orders were received for the Bornu to 
coal at once, but this was suddenly suspended, and the vessel was ordered 
to put to sea at 6 p.m.; the destination being Alexandria. On leaving 
Malta the sea was somewhat rough, and as the portholes had to be closed 
to keep out the sea water, the quarters occupied by the men became intensely 
hot. 

Alexandria was reached at 9.55 a.m. on July 23rd. Orders were received 
for the orderly room sergeant and four storemen, with all base kits, 
limber wagons, water carts, and officers’ mess cart to be left at Alexandria. 

The battalion paraded at 12 midday on July 24th and proceeded through 
the principal streets of Alexandria for a route march. The drums played 
very inspiriting airs, and the battalion returned to the ship at 1.20 p.m., 
very hot and dusty, but much the better for the march through the city. 

The Rangers left Alexandria at 7 a.m. on July 26th. They were now 
clad in khaki drill only, as all spare kits had been left behind at Alexandria. 
The weather was hot, but pleasant. The Borns steered a north-westerly 
course for the Island of Lemnos, zigzagging from time to time as a pre- 
caution against submarine attacks.

CHAPTER LXXV 


MUDROS. GALLIPOLI, THE LANDING AT ANZAC COVE. SUBSEQUENT 
OPERATIONS. ‘HILL 60,’”’ THE WITHDRAWAL. 
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E harbour of Mudros was reached at 6 a.m. on July 28th, and 
after a while the ship moved into the inner harbour. Orders 
were received in the evening for the disembarkation to com- 
mence at 8.15 a.m. next morning (July 2gth). All ranks on board 
were delighted when the disembarkation began punctually at the ap- 
pointed hour. B and part of A Company proceeded on shore with the 
first ship’s boats, followed soon afterwards by C and D Companies. 
Each man carried two days’ rations and an iron ration. All baggage 
was loaded on the barges at 9.30 a.m. The companies as they were 
landed marched up at once to the bivouac laid out for the battalion, 
whither the Head-quarters of A Company, and the officers and men in 
the Mauretania were in bivouac. The men were employed during July 
29th in carrying the baggage and stores up from the landing-stage to the 
bivouac, as no transport was available. The day was intensely hot, and 
the distance from the South Pier was nearly a mile. The distant noise of 
the heavy guns on the Peninsula could be heard at intervals throughout 

the day. 

The battalion was exercised in drill and musketry on July 30th, and 
on the following day, the brigade was exercised in night operations. The 
Rangers paraded at 9.20 p.m. and marched down towards the village of 
Pisperaghan, the 6th Leinster Regiment leading, followed by the Rangers, 
the 6th Royal Irish Rifles, and the roth Hampshire Regiment. After a 
short halt at the village of Pisperaghan, the brigade moved towards a 
high ridge; the men carrying 150 rounds of ammunition and entrenching 
tools, in addition to all their equipment. The bivouacking ground was a 
mass of sand flies, and was very insanitary. In addition dysentery had 
already made its appearance among the men of the battalion. The majority 
of them had been nearly three weeks at sea, and were much weakened by 
the severe attacks of dysentery, which forced about ro per cent. of the 


available strength to report sick. After advancing up the rocky ridge the 
VOL.

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battalion halted at 2 a.m. on August Ist, and at 2.45 a.m. the cease fire 
sounded. The troops then marched back across very rough and broken 
country to the battalion bivouac in semi-darkness. Water could only be 
obtained in fixed quantities, and the weather was very hot. Orders now 
came for all men to be inoculated against cholera. 

The battalion remained at Mudros until August 5th when orders were 
received for the brigade to embark at 10.30 a.m. at Turk’s Head. The 
other three battalions of the brigade embarked before the Rangers. One 
company of the 6th Leinster Regiment embarked with them. At 9.30 a.m. 
the Rangers marched down to the South Pier, and on reaching the point 
of embarkation at ro a.m., found the other three regiments there also 
waiting to embark. Some hours passed, while the pinnaces and boats 
made trips backwards and forwards to the troop carriers. It was not 
until 3 p.m. that the Rangers began to march to the pier, and commenced 
to embark. On the previous day Captain B. W. Bond, Lieutenant F. J. 
Charlton, Second-Lieutenant C. F. B. Harvey and 176 N.C.O.’s and Men 
had left the battalion and joined No. 12 Base Depot then being formed, 
as first reinforcement. The numbers embarking on August 5th were 25 
Officers and 749 Other Ranks. 

The whole battalion was on board the Clacton at 3.25 p.m., and at 4 
p.m. the vessel proceeded to sea, calling at the Arragon for orders. 

After a smooth passage the Clacton anchored at 10.20 p.m. outside 
Anzac Cove, but it was not until after 3 a.m. on the morning of August 
6th that the work of disembarkation began. It was then a race to get the 
men on shore before the day broke. During this long wait bullets from 
the land, which generally whistled harmlessly over the decks or fell into 
the water near the transport, claimed two victims: one man of the Leinster 
Regiment, shot in the chest, and one of the Rangers, wounded in the hand. 
It was nearly daylight as the first lighter full of men of the battalion reached 
the pier at 3.45 a.m. The men were ordered to disembark at once and 
following a New Zealander guide proceeded to Shrapnel Gully with all 
speed. Not a moment was lost. As boatload after boatload reached the 
pier (Walker’s) the men quickly leapt ashore and formed up under the 
sandy bluff near the sea. The first party of the battalion reached Shrapnel 
Gully at 4.30 a.m., and found that the rest of the 29th Brigade had already 
begun to dig themselves in. 

Before the whole battalion had reached ‘‘ Rest Gully” or ‘‘ Shrapnel 
Gully,” the enemy began to shell the sap with shrapnel, but only one man 
was wounded, in the shoulder. After most of the Indian Brigade had been 
landed, the embarkation had to be suspended. The three other regiments 
of the 29th Brigade occupied one side of the gully and the Rangers were 
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ordered to make themselves secure on the other. In this portion of the gully 
there were many small holes, which had been excavated by previous occu- 
pants, but none of them were shell or bullet proof, and they hardly kept 
off the sand when the wind blew. The plague of flies was also very irri- 
tating and insanitary. 

The noise of the rifle and machine-gun fire was incessant and very 
heavy, both from the Turkish lines and from those manned by the Aus- 
tralians. The sound of gunfire broke out as the Rangers reached their 
appointed position. The battalion was ordered to take as much rest as pos- 
sible, in view of intended operations at 4a.m. the following morning. Sleep 
however was out of the question, and, as if the sound of gun, machine-gun 
and rifle fire was not enough, the swarms of flies made rest quite impossible. 

At II a.m. on August 6th a very heavy fusillade broke out, and a quarter 
of an hour later a shell fell into a dugout and killed Private Hall of C Com- 
pany. Two other men were wounded by shrapnel a quarter of an hour 
later. On the other side of the gully a shell burst near the roth Hamp- 
shire Regiment. It was not until 1.30 p.m. that the sound of gunfire 
died down for a while, but at 3 p.m. it recommenced, and several men 
were slightly wounded by shell fragments. 

At 4.30 p.m. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain went to Brigade Head-quarters 
for orders, and while maps were being issued to the commanding officers 
of the brigade the bombardment of the enemy’s position, previous to the 
attack on the Lone Pine trenches, commenced. The 29th Brigade was 
at this time termed Corps Reserve together with three battalions of the 
Thirteenth Division. 

The attacks on the Lone Pine and German Officers’ Trench, which 
took place on this day, were made with the intention of drawing off and 
retaining troops, which might be used against the attacks, designed to be 
made further north. There was the idea also of making the enemy believe 
that the main attack was coming more from the south of the Anzac position. 
‘When once the Pine and German Officers’ positions were taken, it was 
anticipated that Johnston’s Jolly, lying between them, might possibly be 
captured by a comparatively small effort. In these operations the vital 
movement, to which all the rest were subsidiary, was that against the crest- 
line of the range.* 

The 29th Indian Brigade, comprising the 1/5th, 1/6th, and 2/1oth 
Gurkhas and the 14th Sikhs were to have been sent on August 7th, but 
General Birdwood telegraphed “‘I would much rather have it (i.e. the 
agth Indian Brigade) than two battalions of the Tenth Division ’”’ (which 
were being sent earlier). Eventually the 29th Indian Brigade arrived on

the night of August 6th—the same night as the 29th Brigade of the Tenth 
Division. The time fixed for the commencement of the offensive in the 
southern zone at Helles was 3.50 p.m. 

Lone Pine was attacked at 5.30 p.m. and at ro p.m. further north the 
main blow was launched. At the extreme north the Suvla force began 
to land soon afterwards. It was anticipated that if all went well daybreak 
would find Sari Bair and Tekke Tepe in the hands of the British, with 
Suvla behind as a base, and the old Turkish position in front of Anzac 
outflanked and crumbling before a further advance. The troops however 
that had landed late on the night of August 5th, or early the following 
morning, knew little of the scheme. They were brought into action almost 
before they landed, and, in addition, were in many cases not sufficiently 
accustomed to the stifling heat, and to the lack of good water, the pre- 
vailing conditions especially in the Anzac area. 

The Rangers, who had been nearly three weeks at sea, had, as has been 
said, been suffering from the common complaint of dysentery, but in their 
ranks were many who had seen considerable service in South Africa, and 
India, and who recovered from the above-mentioned scourge soon after 
landing in the Anzac area. The men bore the heat uncommonly well, 
and they further showed great continence in keeping their water bottles 
full and in abstaining from drinking either good or bad water. 

After the war it was ascertained that on July 16th a report had reached 
the enemy from Salonica that upwards of 60,000 men and 140 ships were 
at Lemnos, while indeed other rumours placed the numbers even higher.* 
The Turks were thus certainly warned of the impending attack but had 
no idea as to when it would be delivered. The noise at the landing-stages 
had been also heard right up on the cliffs at Anzac. The enemy though 
had not been unduly alarmed and consequently the attack was a surprise. 

The Rangers had had a somewhat disturbed night on August 5th and 
sleep had been quite out of the question on the day following their dis- 
embarkation at Anzac Cove. The “intensive bombardment ”’ that broke 
out at 4.30 p.m. on August 6th was, in fact, the commencement of the 
great offensive, from which so much was expected. 

The guns, which had been engaged in the slow shooting at the entangle- 
ments and the trenches, now began to fire at a regular, though not rapid, 
rate. The land batteries, which had not previously taken part in the 
bombardment, now opened upon the Turkish batteries, and other targets. 
Some field pieces were even run up to the crest-line, some 200 yards from 
the Turkish position. It was a most gallant feat of modern war. The 
guns from the ships of the squadron supporting Anzac, under Captain the

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Hon. A. D. E. H. Boyle of the Bacchante, joined in and shelled the more 
distant targets, and Sari Bair itself. The incessant noise of musketry and 
machine-gun fire was almost deafening. 

Meanwhile the 2nd, 3rd and 4th Battalions of the 1st Australian Brigade 
were filing up to their positions through the head of Victoria Gully, known 
as ‘‘ Brown’s Dip,” which, ever since the landing, had formed the approach 
and centre of communication for this part of the line. Gallant fellows 
they were, they deserved to win and they did succeed. 

Soon after 5.30 p.m. the Turkish trenches on Lone Pine were reported 
captured. German Officers’ Trench however was not reported captured. 

The shrapnel and rifle bullets from the Turkish lines, which passed over 
the Australian trenches, fell into the gully where the 29th Brigade of the 
Tenth Division were. Under the light of the setting sun the incessant 
splash of the bullets on the sandy hill-side resembled a hailstorm. 

The holes, no one could call them ‘“‘ dugouts,’’ were worse than useless 
as shelter. The 5th Battalion of the Rangers endured this, their first day 
in action, with more than coolness. As the sun set, and the short dusk 
closed in, the fire from both sides redoubled. After it, although the heavy 
gunfire subsided, the sound of rifle fire was continuous. The men ate 
what rations had been served out to them. Later on water bottles were 
replenished in view of operations during the night or in the early morning 
of the following day. The brigade was ordered to be ready to move at 
I a.m., and such kits as had been brought ashore were packed and stored 
in readiness for a move. During August 6th The Rangers lost one man 
killed and nine men wounded. 

At 12.40 a.m. on the early morning of August 7th, the Rangers fell 
in quietly, and marched down towards the gully at the bottom of Shrapnel 
Valley, the 6th Leinster Regiment, and the 6th Royal Irish Rifles being 
in front, in the order named. The march was then continued towards. 
“Monash Valley ” and *‘ Quinn’s Post.” The night was exceedingly dark, 
and after a short march the brigade was halted. Here orders were received 
for the 6th Leinster Regiment to remain as support, and they were accord- 
ingly detached from the brigade. The remainder of the 29th Brigade 
then marched back to the upper part of Bridges’ Road. 

The bombardment of the Turkish positions began again at 4 a.m. and 
for upwards of half an hour the noise was deafening and incessant. There 
had been musketry fire throughout the night, and now, as the day broke, 
the thunder of gunfire resounded over the whole peninsula, and rever- 
berated through the gullies where the Rangers were with the other two 
battalions of the 29th Brigade. 

The attack by the Australian Infantry on the Lone Pine trenches had 
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been successful, but, although the utmost gallantry had been shown in 
the attack on the German Officers’ Trench, the result was less successful. 
At 8.30 p.m., immediately after the setting in of darkness, the New Zealand 
Mounted Rifles Brigade began to move to its task of sweeping the foot- 
hills north of Anzac. This was preliminary to the whole northern advance, 
which was the crucial movement of the offensive, and indeed, the most 
important in the whole Campaign. 

The Rangers waited on the Bridges’ Road in case their services were 
required. They were subjected to some shrapnel fire, but although three 
officers were hit by splinters, they were happily only very slightly wounded, 
The officers were Captain B. R. Cooper, Captain F. C. Burke, and Lieu- 
tenant J. W. Cartmel-Robinson. During the night Corporal O’Brien was 
wounded in the chest by a bullet. 

The enemy had previously moved the Ninth Turkish Division into the 
Open area on the western slopes of Kayali Tepe (a western prominence of 
the Kilid Bahr plateau). It was a sure sign that he expected an attack 
to the south of Anzac, and between Anzac and Helles. North of this 
division, under the command of Essad Pasha, the Nineteenth and Sixteenth 
Divisions held the trenches opposite the main Anzac line, with one regiment 
of the Fifth Division (the 14th), stationed in the hills north and east of 
the New Zealand outposts. The 13th and 15th Regiments were in reserve. 
There was also the 72nd (Arab) Regiment of the Nineteenth Division in 
reserve. Such were the forces immediately opposing the Anzac area at 
the commencement of operations in August r915. Other forces opposed 
the Helles front, and Gendarmerie and part of the 33rd Regiment watched 
the Suvla area. 

Throughout the day (August 7th) the unending stream of dead and 
wounded men, which continued down the Bridge’s Road, demonstrated 
the severe nature of the fighting that had been carried on by both sides 
since the previous evening. Many shells, and other missiles from trench 
mortars, etc., fell into the position occupied by the battalion, but few men 
were wounded. The sickness, which had ravaged the battalion at Mudros, 
grew less and less, and few men reported sick to the medical officer. They 
feared that by doing so they would miss any service to which the battalion 
might be allotted. 

At 7 p.m. the Rangers were ordered to despatch one company to near 
‘“ Brown’s Dip,” while the remainder of the battalion was ordered to rein- 
force the 3rd Australian Brigade. The battalion was now attached to the 
above brigade, and B Company, under Major Money, proceeded to Brown's 
Dip and The Pimple, which was the centre of the original Australian line, 
facing the Lone Pine position. 
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The men of the 1st Australian Brigade, having fought a most gallant 
fight, and having been repeatedly counter-attacked, were now not only 
almost completely exhausted, but also sick from the stench of the dead 
and the dreadful conditions of the position at the Pine.* The southern 
half of this position was relieved by the Seventh Australian Battalion on 
August 8th. 

B Company of the Rangers left at 7 p.m. to take up their position near 
The Pimple. They had to clear the trenches of dead, not merely to improve 
communication, but also for the health of the men. During the remainder 
of the fighting this task was performed during almost every lull of the 
battle, by the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers, who laboured both 
day and night to assist their Australian comrades in the desperate battle 
for the retention of the Lone Pine trenches. 

The battalion had reached its position by 8.10 p.m. on August 7th 
near the 12th Australian Infantry under Brigadier-General Sinclair Mac- 
Lagan, D.S.O., facing almost due south. Darkness soon compelled a short 
cessation of hostilities and many, who had had no sleep for two whole nights 
and three days, slept soundly on the sandy hill-side. They slept until 
nearly 3 a.m., when a heavy bombardment aroused the weary men. Two 
men of the battalion were wounded on August 7th. Breakfasts had to 
be cooked independently, and men had to eat their rations whenever oppor- 
tunity occurred. After a hurried breakfast about 6 a.m., the battalion 
prepared for a sudden move. Early in the day one man of A Company 
was hit in the leg, and many enemy shells fell among the men of the bat- 
talion. B Company had been employed during the whole night in clearing 
the trenches and carrying down and burying dead, and succouring wounded. 
They had sustained only one casualty during the night, but at 11.30 a.m. 
Major Money reported several men of his company wounded. Throughout 
the day the Rangers occupied their exposed position, and the almost 
continuous roar of gun fire from the monitors, destroyers and other ships, 
as well as from the land batteries went on. Little news came through 
as to the success of the battle now proceeding all along the various 
positions. 

At 6 p.m. on August 8th, orders arrived for head-quarters and the 
three companies to move down to Victoria Gully behind The Pimple. The 
battalion moved at once, and occupied their allotted position shortly after- 
wards. The three companies were ordered to dig themselves in, and to 
remain ready for any emergency. The day was now far advanced, but 
this did not interfere with their work. Lieutenant Cartmel-Robinson and 
fourteen men were wounded during the day, and Lieutenant T. S. P. Martin

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and Second-Lieutenant T. W. G. Johnson were struck by spent bullets. 
They were slightly wounded but did not report sick. 

During the early hours of August 9th, B Company was ordered to 
rejoin Head-quarters as the battalion was warned to be ready to rejoin 
the 29th Brigade. At 4 am. on August oth however there burst from 
the enemy’s position round the Pine, and also from Johnston's Jolly, intense 
machine-gun and rifle fire. All the periscopes of the watching sentries 
were quickly shattered. Bayonets were broken. Sandbags, torn and 
ripped, emptied themselves and then slipped into the trenches. Every 
spare man had to be employed in replacing them. Under cover of this 
fire there fell upon Lone Pine a most violent general attack. It was how- 
ever most splendidly repulsed. B Company was at the time engaged in 
helping to clear the lines, and acting also as a reserve. This was the 
fourth and last day of the acute struggle on Lone Pine. Later came orders 
for the Rangers to remain in reserve in consequence of the attack on 
the early morning of August 9th. The men of B Company meanwhile 
worked on at their uncongenial task.* 

At 9 a.m. this order was cancelled and the battalion ordered to remain 
in reserve behind the rst Australian Brigade. C Company, under Captain 
Hog, proceeded up to the trench line almost at once on this order being 
received. Soon after r1 a.m. three men of the above company were brought 
down severely wounded. The sound of gun fire from the left of the Anzac 
position was very heavy during the morning, and in the evening the enemy 
shelled the cutting near the battalion, killing and wounding many of the 
Mule Corps and baggage animals. In the evening the battalion was warned 
to be ready to move into the front-line trenches in support of the Aus- 
tralians. During the following night D Company went up to relieve C 
Company, who rejoined Head-quarters. C Company had one man killed 
and eight wounded during the day. 

Second-Lieutenant T. W. G. Johnson behaved with great gallantry 


* For gallantry nothing can exceed the story of two Australians, Corporals Webb and 
Wright, who were deputed to lie on the floor of the trench and to catch the Turkish bombs, 
and either throw them back, or smother them with a Turkish overcoat. The two brave 
men went on doing this until one by one the men who were catching bombs were wounded. 
Wright clutched at one bomb which burst in his face and killed him. Webb continued to 
catch them, but presently both his hands were blown away. After walking out of the Pine, 
he died at Brown’s Dip near the Rangers. May they rest in peace ! 

In the short History of Turkish operations issued by the Historical Section of the Turkish 
General Staff, it is stated: ‘‘ The enemy completely achieved the object he had in view in 
making this offensive. Not only did he capture the Kauli Sirt (Lone Pine) line, but he drew 
into the fighting at Kauli Sirt, at this very critical moment, three regiments from the reserves 
of the northern group.’ The Sixteenth Division is said to have lost 6,930 men in five days, 
the majority during the Lone Pine fighting. Of these casualties, 5,000 according to Zeki 
Bey, occurred in or around the Cup. Official History of Australia in the War, Vol. II, 
p- 566. 
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in holding an advanced trench during one of the counter-attacks. Twice 
he bound up men’s wounds under heavy fire, thereby saving their lives. 
B Company gained the friendship and commendation of the Australians, 
and C and D Companies gallantly maintained their reputation. 

The night following was not without alarms and rumours, and sleep 
was difficult, especially for those in authority and those on fatigue in the 
front trenches. From accounts obtained after the war the Turkish garrison 
at Lone Pine on August 6th consisted of two battalions of the Turkish 
47th Regiment, of which a third battalion occupied Snipers Ridge, which 
was somewhat in rear on the Turkish left. The 47th was the central regi- 
ment of the Sixteenth Division, of which the 126th Regiment held John- 
ston’s Jolly, which was on the north of Lone Pine. The 48th Regiment 
held Pine Ridge, in rear of Snipers Ridge. The head-quarters of the 
Turkish 47th Regiment, and the Lone Pine battalions were in the Cup. 
At least 500 men appear to have held the front trenches, with another 500 
in close support. By 5.30 p.m., when the attack commenced, about half 
the front line garrison had been killed or wounded. Most of the re- 
mainder werein thetunnels.* The Turkish 1/5th Battalion was relieved, 
in a state of utter exhaustion, on August 9th. 

The demonstration at Lone Pine cost the First Australian Division 
over 2,000 men. When the Rangers came up to support the gallant Aus- 
tralians, the trench was so crowded with men of the Ist, 2nd and 12th 
Australian Battalions, and the bombers of the 7th Battalion, that the 
troops could not dodge the enemy’s bombs. The trench was literally 
floored with dead, in places several deep, and the fight which was incessant, 
had to be carried on over their bodies.t The story of that gallant fight 
has been told by others and for lack of space cannot be told here.f 

At 7 a.m. on August roth, orders arrived for the battalion to concen- 
trate, and move at once to Anzac Cove and there obtain orders. D Com- 
pany was recalled at once from Brown’s Dip and rejoined Head-quarters 
at 7.53 a.m. All water bottles were at once filled and the battalion pre- 
pared to move down to Anzac Cove almost due north. 

Fighting went on in the Lone Pine trenches, and D Company, who had 
only been in the line for a short time, had sustained the loss of five men 
wounded. That company had had no sleep or rest all night, and only 
rejoined Head-quarters a few minutes before the battalion moved off. 
Major Nicholson (G.S.O. III Australian and New Zealand Army Corps) 
came up to guide the battalion, which made a long détour to escape 
observation of the enemy from the Gaba Tepe headland. It reached Anzac

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Cove at 9 a.m. without a casualty. A short halt was made to obtain orders 
and take on 3,000 sandbags, and then the Rangers were ordered to push 
on towards No. 2 Post. This post had lately become the head-quarters 
of Major-General (afterwards Lieut.-General) Sir A. Godley. It was near 
the sea and a little past the entrance to the Sazli Dere. 

The day was exceedingly hot and there was hardly any breeze. The 
sandy shore of Anzac beach also gave anything but a sure foothold to 
men who had been continuously employed throughout the preceding night, 
but there was no halting nor straggling. From the meagre news gathered 
at Anzac some reverse had attended the operations on the left. The bat- 
talion had orders to push on as quickly as possible. The last two battalions 
of the General Reserve were being thrown in. 

The Rangers now entered the Sap which led to No. 2 Post, but the 
stream of wounded men made rapid progress extremely difficult. At 10.15 
a.m. the head of the battalion emerged from the Sap, and the Commanding 
Officer reported for orders. Here were then assembled Lieut.-General Sir 
William Birdwood, and Major-Generals Sir Alexander Godley and F. C. 
Shaw, who informed Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain that the Turks had massed 
and driven in part of the line. He was requested to push on and report 
to Brigadier-General H. V. Cox, C.B., C.S.I., as soon as possible. The 
battalion heard with much regret that the Commander of the 29th Brigade, 
Brigadier-General R. J. Cooper, C.V.O., had been severely wounded, while 
the three commanding officers of the brigade had also been wounded. 

After a few minutes’ halt, the march was resumed. Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain was handed the following order before leaving No. 2 Post: 

“Q.C. Connaught Rangers. 

‘*N.Z.G. 152—August roth. 

“Your battalion will proceed at once up the Aghyl Dere and come 
under the orders of Brigadier-General Cox, Commanding the 6th Sec- 
tion of Defence. General Cox is sending an officer to meet you to 


guide and give you orders, A.A.A. 
“You should halt the head of your column at the junction of the 


Aghyl Dere Square 92 XY. 
“ (Sgd.) W. G. BRAITHWAITE.”’* 


The operations covered practically the whole of the northern portion 
of the Anzac area. These details in regard to the 29th Brigade on August 
roth should be recapitulated.

“‘ Hearing of the violent and almost successful counter-attack, General Birdwood hurried 
up the last two Battalions of his Corps Reserve—the 5th Connaught Rangers being one. 
Two companies of the 5th Connaught Rangers (Colonel Jourdain) went up to the Farm on 
the evening of the roth after the other troops had been withdrawn, and brought in many 
wounded whom they found lying there in great need of water and attention.” 
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The Turkish Regiments engaged in the attack were the 23rd and 24th 
of the Eighth Division; and the 25th and 64th of the Ninth Division, 
according to the report furnished by Zeki Bey to the Australian Historical 
Mission in 1919. The Turkish General Staff says: ‘‘ The 23rd and 24th 
Regiments of the Eighth Division and the 46th Regiment of the Thirteenth 
Division.” Anyhow the last reserve on the Peninsula, the 23rd, were taken 
for the attack. At about 3 a.m. or perhaps 3.30 a.m. on August roth 
after a quiet night, some bombing began at Chunak Bair and the Farm. 
As daylight increased, the enemy’s artillery shelled the position. Then 
the enemy began to bomb again and again, and the enemy bombers became 
a target for the front-line trenches. 

Suddenly over the crest-line came a line of Turkish infantry advancing 
with the bayonet. Then came other lines of dense enemy infantry from 
Chunak Bair against all the positions held by the British, including the 
39th Brigade, The Farm, The Apex, and The Pinnacle. First there was 
a tremendous outburst of rifle fire, and afterwards some of the troops on 
the British right broke, and the Turks then closed with the advanced 
troops. Four or five lines of Turkish infantry bore down on the scattered 
British lines, and did terrible execution and overbore the remnants that 
attempted to stay their forward rush. It was a splendid attack and bore 
all in front of it for a while. Soon however the battleships opened on the 
enemy, firing broadsides, four or five shells from each ship bursting almost 
at the same time among the enemy. The shore batteries were not idle, 
and heavily shelled the inland slope. 

The New Zealanders and their machine guns caught the Turkish lines 
as they swept down towards the Farm. The Turkish infantry exhibited 
admirable persistence. The fight went on for a while, and there was much 
gallantry shown, but at 10.30 a.m. the troops fell back to the foot of the 
hill. They were again led forward, but were later withdrawn to Brigadier- 
General Cayley’s Head-quarters near the easternmost fork of the Aghyl 
Dere. Such was the position soon after the Rangers left the Lone Pine 
position. 

“‘ Hearing of the threat to the Farm, General Birdwood sent forward 
at 7.45 his last reserve battalion, The Connaught Rangers, till then engaged 
in burying the dead and supporting the Australians at Lone Pine. By 
11.40 the Rangers arrived at Cayley’s Head-quarters. As it was reported 
that the Farm had not yet actually been reached by the enemy, the Rangers 
were ordered to occupy it. This they did without heavy loss. But as 
certain of the windings of the Aghyl Dere, up which their supplies must 
come, were now commanded by the Turks at the Pinnacle, and as the 
British and Gurkha battalions had that morning been ordered to withdraw 
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from the side of the range further north, it was realized that it was impos- 
sible to hold an advanced and isolated position at the Farm. Having 
remained till dusk to cover the collection of the wounded—during which 
process the Turkish machine guns were silent—The Connaught Rangers 
were at nightfall withdrawn by order. The British retired to a line running 
across the lower hills at the foot of the range, with their nght on Cheshire 
Ridge and the Apex, and their left adjoining the 4th Australian Brigade. 
The vacant Farm was later reoccupied by the enemy. The losses in the 
29th Brigade were Officers killed, wounded and missing 65. Other Ranks 
killed, wounded and missing 1,240.” * 

The Turks lost, according to their own official accounts, 9,200 men 
in the four days’ fighting on Chunak Bair and “ Hill 971” ; between 1,800 
and 2,000 on the sector of the Nineteenth Division (Baby 700 and the 
head of Monash Valley) ; and 6,930 in the Sixteenth Division, mainly at 
Lone Pine. Their total loss at Anzac is therefore placed at 18,000 as 
against 12,000 to 13,000 casualties on the British side.f 

While the Rangers had been assisting the Australians in the southern 
sector, there had been much severe fighting in the northern sector. By 
a magnificent feat of arms, the brilliance of which was never surpassed, 
if indeed equalled, during the campaign, almost the entire Turkish defence 
north of Anzac was for the moment swept aside, and the way cleared for 
the infantry to advance up the valleys to Chunak Bair. The opening 
move by the mounted rifles was undoubtedly that upon which the success 
of the offensive mainly depended. 

The whole of this fine work had been brushed aside and the work of 
days undone by the recapture in the furious onslaught of the Turkish 
counter-attack early on the morning of August roth. The New Zealanders 
hung on to Rhododendron Ridge and by fine courage held the position. 
They were later strengthened by the 6th Battalion Leinster Regiment 
from the 29th Brigade, who fought splendidly and more than upheld their 
reputation. 

The situation was at the time of the arrival of the Rangers somewhat 
obscure, and so after receiving orders from No. 2 Post, Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain pushed on past No. 3 Outpost, past the entrance to the Chilak 
Dere, leaving Bauchop’s Hill on the right and striking out in a north- 
eastern direction. Thus he reached the western entrance to the Aghyl 
Dere, and in accordance with instructions contained in the order received 
at No. 2 Post, the battalion was halted at the junction of the two branches

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of the Aghyl Dere soon after 1r a.m. The battalion had been subjected 
to a good deal of sniping in their march up to the Aghyl Dere, but there 
were few casualties. 

Progress up the dried water-course of the Aghyl Dere became very 
difficult owing to the large number of wounded men, who lay by the bank 
waiting to be transported down to the beach. Water, except at a few 
water-holes (which were nearly always fouled by the presence of corpses 
buried in the Dere only some few feet away), was practically unobtainable. 
Even from among the helpless wounded that lay down the water-course, the 
enemy’s fire continually claimed victims. It was no uncommon sight to see 
a wounded man suddenly jump up from the sandy bed with a shriek and 
almost at once fall dead, hit in some vital spot. Sometimes a poor soldier, 
generally of the New Army, would roll over with a groan, and collapse, 
never to rise again. The Rangers marched on until the Head-quarters 
of Brigadier-General H. V. Cox were reached. 

The General, although wounded some few days previously, had refused 
to leave his post of duty, and although he was scarcely able to walk, he 
welcomed the arrival of the Rangers, and explained the situation, as far 
as possible, while the battalion rested for a few minutes under the banks 
of the water-course.* This was at 11.15 a.m. General Cox pointed out 
the position of the enemy on the Chunak Bair,t which was quite visible 
from his head-quarters. There were however no British forces on the 
front from the New Zealand position down past the Farm, and on to 
the small underfeatures in the Aghyl Dere. Here were the 7th (Service) 
Battalion North Staffordshire Regiment, and beyond them the 14th 
Sikhs. 

Brigadier-General Cox gave Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain the following 
order : 


* At this time roads had not been carefully laid out—as they were later, clinging to the 
sheltered slopes—and the troops had to use the dry stream beds, which were narrow, steep, 
and at certain points made dangerous by Turkish snipers, and even machine guns, firing 
down them from the distant crest of the range. In addition, the enemy, knowing that there 
must be constant traffic along those valleys, frequently burst shrapnel over certain parts of 
the tracks. Such corners were usually marked by the body of some man recently killed, 
or by the carcasses of mules, putrefying in the heat, which throughout the whole of the August 
fighting was extreme. It was upon mules that the supplies were mainly carried, and the 
valleys were frequently congested with their movements and that of the wounded. Thus 
the march of any body of men, always in single file, was generally very slow. Sometimes 
near a water-hole the bodies of even as many as six men could be counted. They had been 
killed by a Turkish sniper, who had found his way down the Aghy] Dere, and until his hiding 
place was discovered by the 5th Gurkhas, the Turk had accounted for so many lives. The 
sniper generally had his face painted green, and his clothing was camouflaged to represent 
a bush, in addition to which he generally took up his position behind the branch of a tree, 
or some such cover.

39th Brigade at 12.45 p.m. to reinforce his line. His head-quarters 
are on hill just above you to the left ; bearer will show you——. 

‘‘IT have told him where to find you. 

‘“‘ (Sgd.) H. V. Cox, Brigadier-General.”’ 

“12.20 p.m. 


The battalion was again on the move at 11.40 a.m. and the march up 
the Aghyl Dere was continued until the Head-quarters of the 39th Brigade 
was reached, now under Brigadier-General W. de S. Cayley. Here the 
Rangers halted behind a hill on which the Head-quarters of the 39th Brigade 
were established. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain went up to see General Cayley, 
and was ordered to send two companies, as soon as the men had had a 
meal, up the Aghyl Dere, and the wooded and broken sides of Chunak 
Bair to the Farm. The G.O.C. 39th Brigade wished the mdge just below 
the Farm, a small portion of which was cultivated, and on which corn 
was growing, to be held, in order that the wounded might be brought down 
safely, and the small detachments of different corps, said to be clinging 
to the hill-side, might be relieved and collected. Only two companies were 
thus placed at the disposal of the G.O.C. 39th Brigade. The men of the 
5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers had been under arms, and on the 
march, since 7 a.m., and were all parched with thirst and covered with 
dust. They were given about half an hour’s rest before being ordered to 
advance up the almost precipitous sides of the woody range. 

At 2.10 p.m. A and B Companies, under Major N. C. K. Money and 
Captain B. R. Cooper, commenced their arduous task. They were sub- 
jected to heavy and continuous rifle fire, chiefly from snipers and squads 
of the enemy who had advanced down to the Aghyl Dere. Several men 
were also hit in the temporary bivouac of the battalion. Several of the 
enemy were found with tree branches over their heads and bodies, and 
their faces besmeared with paint, and were bayoneted at once. The 
advance of the two companies was disputed by the enemy, but not in 
force. The slope of the hill was exceedingly steep and rocky, and even 
to troops unopposed was a formidable obstacle. None of the detachments 
spoken of by the G.O.C. 39th Brigade were met with, but many wounded 
were found and were carried down the hill-side by the devoted stretcher 
bearers of the Rangers. The leading platoons of these two companies 
reached the ridge near the Farm after sustaining several casualties, and 
the remainder of these two companies joined them soon afterwards. 

At 4 p.m. Brigadier-General Cayley pointed out from Brigade Head- 
quarters the position he wished taken up at night, which was a low line 
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of rocky underfeatures connecting the point held by the 7th (Service) 
Battalion The North Staffordshire Regiment, and a hill held by the r4th 
Sikhs. This ground was at the time not held by British troops, but was 
under the close fire of the enemy. At 5.15 p.m. Major Money reported 
that he was in occupation of the slopes below the right of the Farm, but 
that every inch of the ground was under the enemy’s fire; also that he 
had had a good many casualties both in the advance, and in holding the 
position. 

Meanwhile the work of getting down the wounded continued. The 
dead were left where they lay, but at that time they had not been touched 
or plundered. The enemy persistently harassed the two companies of the 
Rangers, but after the bombardment of the morning did not advance on 
their position. General Cayley ordered these two companies to maintain 
their position, high up on the slopes of Chunak Bair, to cover the removal 
of the wounded and scattered parties, a task which they did right well. 
After dark they were ordered to retire to the bottom of the slope, and to 
hold the Spur on the left of the gully, which was pointed out to the officer 
commanding by the G.O.C. This underfeature, which had no name, was 
under the fire of the hostile machine guns, and was almost enfiladed on one 
side. The field of fire also was not good, but the G.O.C. 39th Brigade 
wished this position taken up. 

C and D Companies were accordingly detailed for this purpose, as A 
and B were still in action up near the Farm, and marched out at 6.10 p.m. 
to take up the allotted position. They were however subjected to a heavy 
rifle fire, and although they reached the Spur in front of and north-east of 
Green Hill, they were unable to hold it, as the enemy brought machine- 
gun fire at once to bear upon it, which enfiladed the proposed line of resis- 
tance. 

Captain Maling the Adjutant of the battalion, who accompanied these 
two companies, informed the Commanding Officer of the situation. After 
the latter had acquainted the Brigadier-General with the state of affairs, 
the two companies were drawn back to an inner line, which was at once 
put in a state of defence, and was protected on one flank by the 7th Bat- 
talion North Staffordshire Regiment. 

After dark the two companies from near the Farm, A and B, which had 
been in action all the afternoon reached the temporary bivouac, which 
was under the fire of several parties of the enemy. They had brought 
down nearly all the wounded, and had covered the retirement of several 
scattered parties of several regiments, located later. 

Captain G. J. B. E. Massy and Lieutenants T. S. P. Martin and A. D. 
Mulligan had been wounded with many men, but Captain Massy remained

in the line until the evening, when he accompanied his company back to 
the bivouac. 

After these companies had returned, the stretcher bearers of the bat- 
talion, with Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain and Major Money, worked on through- 
out the night in bringing in the wounded, and sending them down to the 
dressing station. The medical officer of the battalion (Lieutenant J. I. 
O’Sullivan) showed the greatest devotion to duty, and worked on through- 
out the night. At one time no fewer than 320 wounded were collected 
in a very limited space near the bivouac, nearly every one of whom was 
unable to move or walk. Many were terribly wounded, and had been 
unattended from early morning to late on the evening of August roth. 
No help arrived from any other battalion, yet nearly all these men were 
sent down to the dressing station, some hours after daylight on August 
11th. Some however died before they could be moved. They belonged 
chiefly to the Thirteenth Division, and the 29th Brigade, and one and all 
were parched with thirst. Water all the time was very scarce. All this 
was carried out by eight stretcher bearers, and a few volunteers. During 
the night Second-Lieutenant J. Wallace was wounded by the fire of a 
sniper, who continually fired among the sleeping and the wounded. 

The battalion stood to arms an hour before dawn on August 11th, but 
there was no further advance of the enemy. The Brigadier-General 39th 
Brigade decided during the morning of August 11th, to depute the Rangers 
to capture the outer line, which he had decided to hold. Heavy sniping 
went on all day against C and D Companies, and in the afternoon the enemy 
shelled C Company with shrapnel, causing a few casualties. Several men 
were wounded in D Company also. 

There was a great scarcity of water, and the heat was stifling in the 
enclosed position near the bed of the Aghyl Dere. The one water-hole in 
the Dere was much fouled by corpses lying beside it, and the enemy artillery 
shelled the bed of the dried-up stream every few minutes. The men how- 
ever bore their discomforts with great fortitude. The smell of the many 
human corpses of British, Turks, Gurkhas and others that lay either in 
the bed of the Dere, or in the neighbouring undergrowth, made the place 
most insanitary. As soon as evening fell, burying parties were organized, 
and sent out, but these were also subjected to sniping and at times to 
gun fire. Ammunition and equipment were collected, and rifles, etc., sent 
down to Bngade Head-quarters. 

The advance to the ridge in front of the line already held by the two 
companies of the Rangers (C and D) was timed to commence at 9 p.m. 
A and B Companies, augmented by one platoon of D Company, formed 
the attacking force, under Major Money. The men were ordered to reserve 
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their ammunition and to use the bayonet only. The position was rushed 
in a few minutes, with the loss of two men wounded. It was a very rapid 
and successful operation. The enemy, who had occupied the Spur with 
small parties, were either bayoneted or put to flight, and the line was con- 
solidated before midnight. This position was firmly held that night and 
during the following day, although the enemy sniped the position all day 
long, and their fire enfiladed part of the position. The men however were 
well dug in and the main body was posted behind the line, well protected 
by some rocks and mising ground. 

The Commanding Officer (Lieut.-Colonel H. F. N. Jourdain) was ordered 
to assume command of the 29th Brigade, from August roth, but the G.O.C. 
39th Brigade requested him to carry out the operation on the night of 
August 11th, before taking over the 29th Brigade. On August 12th, Colonel 
Jourdain proceeded to the Olive Grove, and took over the command of 
the brigade. Major Money assumed temporary command of the battalion. 

On the early morning of August 12th, Captain A. S. Hog was severely 
wounded. To the regret of all ranks he afterwards died at sea of wounds 
received in action on that day. Fifteen men were also wounded on August 
12th. 

In the evening the battalion was relieved in the advanced trenches, 
and brought down to Olive Grove to rest. A and B Companies arrived 
at 10.30 p.m.; C and D some hours afterwards. The battalion had been 
almost continually in actioh since August 6th, and had had over 118 officers 
and other ranks killed or wounded. The cheerfulness and willingness of 
the men throughout was beyond all praise. On August 13th, Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain rejoined the battalion and took over command. Lieut.-Colonel 
Agnew, M.V.O., D.S.O., had arrived and taken temporary command of 
the 29th Brigade. 

Olive Grove bivouac was not altogether a health resort. The enemy 
snipers continually fired into it both day and night, and at times it was 
shelled with shrapnel. 

In the early hours of August r4th in came urgent requisitions for many 
fatigues. Several parties of men were despatched to dig a covered way 
down to the Aghy] Dere and the water-hole, but at length the commanding 
officer protested to the brigadier, that the battalion had had its full share 
of such duties, and there were no more requests for fatigues for that day. 
The men were ordered to dig themselves in, as rifle fire and sniping be- 
came very heavy during the day, especially in the early morning. 

At 2 p.m. on August 14th the battalion was warned to be ready to 
move to the flank of the 29th Indian Brigade, and to be stationed en échelon 
on that flank, to act as flank guard to the gth Corps, which was stated 
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to be preparing for a further advance at dawn on the morrow. The orders 
detailed the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers to lead the advance. 
Another battalion was to be brought from the beach, where it had been 
employed on fatigue duties, to act as support. These orders however were 
cancelled at 5.47 p.m. and the battalion remained in bivouac in Olive Grove. 
The day was, as usual, attended with some loss, as one man was killed, 
and six men of D Company were wounded ; in the trenches at the top of the 
slight eminence overlooking the grove, which served as a look-out post and 
outpost. During the night two more men were wounded. Some men 
were kept on fatigue during the whole night, improving the Sap down to 
the Aghyl Dere, which was continually under fire. It was about a hundred 
yards away from the bivouac of the battalion. Although the ground was 
hard, the work was well done, and formed a great protection for ration 
parties and others coming up to the grove. 

On the afternoon of August 14th, a gallant chaplain (the Rev. W. Leigh- 
ton, M.C.), who had already shown great courage during the previous 
week's operations, came down to visit the battalion, and administer to 
the men. One man was killed, while he was kneeling a few feet away, 
and the bullets from the enemy continually struck the trees or the sandy 
bluff close by, while the chaplain was hearing confessions. Mass was 
celebrated at 5.20 a.m. the following morning, and scarcely had the service 
concluded, when a hostile sniper claimed another victim. A hasty grave 
was dug, and the man was buried by the chaplain, who had just concluded 
the service. 

Heavy fire went on all day long, and although many bullets fell among 
the battalion, there were few men wounded that day. Major-General 
F. C. Shaw, C.B., visited the Rangers and complimented them on their 
gallant service since their arrival on the Peninsula. The Rangers on August 
15th furnished two posts overlooking the bivouac, and four working parties, 
otherwise the battalion was concentrated. It was now ascertained that 
the battalion was under the orders of Brigadier-General Cayley 39th Brigade 
for “ tactics,’ but for other duties they were under the command of Lieut.- 
Colonel Agnew, M.V.O., D.S.O., 3rd Royal Scots Fusiliers. On the 15th 
two men were killed and several wounded at the barricade overlooking 
the bivouac, and one man was wounded on outpost duty. 

Except for the men on duty, the battalion was inspected on August 
16th by the Brigade Commander. Recommendations were also called for 
of those distinguished by gallantry during the recent fighting. Later in 
the day the Rangers were warned to be ready to take over on August 17th 
the trenches then held by the 6th (Service) Battalion South Lancashire 
Regiment, and the 6th (Service) Battalion East Lancashire Regiment. 
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At 9 p.m. one man was killed. At 10.55 p.m. orders arrived for one officer 
and fifty men of the battalion to relieve the party on ‘‘ Gurkha Post.” 
These men rejoined the battalion the next day. During the day the bivouac 
of the battalion was subjected to heavy rifle fire, and some shrapnel shelling. 

At 7.50 p.m. on August 17th the battalion paraded under what little 
cover was available, and marched in single file up the water-course of the 
Aghyl Dere. They then took over the trenches held by the service bat- 
talions of the East Lancashire and South Lancashire Regiments as 
mentioned above. The relief was complete before 9 p.m., and the relieved 
regiments left soon after that hour. 

The battalion stood to arms for an hour before daybreak on August 
18th, and after a hasty breakfast, commenced to improve the trenches, 
which work had been commenced the previous evening. Brigadier-General 
Cayley and Lieutenant-Colonel Agnew complimented the battalion on 
the improvement in the lines. Except for the few men on duty, all were 
employed on making the trench line capable of resisting any attack. One 
man was severely wounded this day. At 8.40 p.m. the New Zealanders 
rushed a Turkish trench near Rhododendron Spur, but were compelled 
to relinquish it later. This trench was upwards of three-quarters of a 
mile from the Rangers’ trenches. Early on the morning of August 19th 
one man was killed, and one company-quartermaster-sergeant, one ser- 
geant, one corporal, and one private were wounded in the trenches. They 
were chiefly of D Company, who were on the left, and on whose working 
parties the enemy brought a machine gun to bear with effect. During 
the previous night the enemy fired thousands of rounds against the trench 
line, but the Rangers were ordered by the commanding officer not to fire 
unless the enemy advanced against the line. The enemy began to snipe 
the line heavily about 11 a.m., but a tunnel was made under the parapet, 
and certain picked shots crept out with the result that on a sniper showing 
himself he was promptly killed. In this way the sniping was effectually 
silenced. The sound of gun fire went on all day long. A shower of rain 
fell during the day, but only barely laid the dust in the trench line. The 
officers and men of the battalion had had nothing but what they stood up 
in from August 5th. One man was killed and four wounded this day. 

On August 20th all ranks were astir before the dawn, and remained in 
position until all was reported clear. The early morning was however 
very cold and as no coats or blankets had been allowed, the khaki drill 
clothing did not give much warmth to those on trench duty. 

The Anzac position had now been divided into two halves, of which 
the old position was held by 10,500 men, and the new, from No. 1 outpost 
northwards, by General Godley’s force, numbering 13,000 men. The new 
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front had also been subdivided into two sections. That facing east along 
the foot-hills of the main range was held by Major-General Shaw with 
most of the Thirteenth Division and the 29th British Brigade, besides the 
New Zealand Mounted Rifles. That facing north, next to the Suvla area, 
was held by Major-General Cox with the Indian and 4th Australian Brigades 
and the 4th South Wales Borderers. 

General Birdwood now transferred from Major-General Shaw to Major- 
General Cox the 29th Brigade, consisting of the 5th Battalion The Con- 
naught Rangers, and the roth Hampshire Regiment, with Head-quarters 
and two weak regiments of the New Zealand Mounted Rifles Brigade. 
These movements, which were carried out on August 2oth, provided suff- 
cient force for the projected advance on the left of the Anzac position. 

At 6.20 a.m. orders were received by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain for the 
Rangers to be relieved from the trenches soon after midday, and then to 
be ready to move to join Major-General Cox’s force. The exact hour was 
notified later. The other troops destined for the offensive had been with- 
drawn from the front line into close reserve, but the Rangers were actively 
engaged in the line till the afternoon of August 2oth. Sickness happily had 
been decidedly checked with the excitement of the recent fighting. The 
5th Battalion was relieved later by two battalions of the Thirteenth Division, 
and the Rangers left the trenches on Lancashire Hill at 2.40 p.m., and 
marched back to the old bivouac in Olive Grove, which was reached some 
eighteen minutes later. Major-General Cox expressed to the commanding 
officer a desire that the battalion should take as much rest as possible 
in view of the strenuous work which the Rangers were to be called upon 
to perform on the morrow. 

Colonel Jourdain proceeded at 4.30 p.m. to the Head-quarters of the 
2oth Brigade, and afterwards, at 5.20 p.m., to the Head-quarters of the 
29th Indian Brigade. The position held by the Turks near Kabak Kuyu 
was pointed out, and the plans for the attack were explained to Brigadier- 
General Russell, Lieut.-Colonel Agnew, and Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain. 

Major-General Cox had decided to attack with all sections of his force. 
On the left, next to the Suvla position, the roth Gurkhas were to advance 
eastwards to Susak Kuyu. The 5th Gurkhas were to advance on the 
right of the roth. The Connaught Rangers, next to them, in the rght- 
angled bend where the line turned inland, were to advance and seize the 
wells at Kabak Kuyu. They were afterwards to assist the New Zealand 
Mounted Rifles by sweeping up “ Hill 60,” if they found it possible to do 
so. The New Zealanders, numbering about 400 men, were to attack north- 
eastward across the Kaiajik Dere and seize “ Hill 60." Farther inland a 
detachment of 500 men from the 4th Australian Infantry Brigade, supported 
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by the roth Hampshire Regiment, were to attack the Hill 60 Spur, just 
above the knoll itself, and connect with the existing line of the 4th 
Brigade. 

The roth Hampshire Regiment could only muster five officers and 330 
men at this time. On August 8th the 4th Australian Bngade had been 
repulsed in an attack on the “ Flat Hill”’ or “ Yauan Tepe,” as the Turks 
called it. ‘‘ Hill 60” was actually the low knoll forming the seaward end 
of ‘‘ Flat Hill.” This hill, now so famous, was of no great height, but it 
effectually shut out the Anzac force from any command over the Anafarta 
gap, which lay beyond it. There were two very useful wells, not far from 
where the hill cut the plain, one at “‘ Kabak,”’ which means “ Cabbage,” 
Kuyu, and one at Susak Kuyu. These hills were in the possession of the 
British on August 7th, when the 4oth British, and 4th Australian Brigades 
wandered over them, and even on August 8th they could have been easily 
occupied. An attempt on the night of August 12th, however, by the 9th 
Worcester Regiment to seize Kabak Kuyu, at the very foot of Damakjelik, 
had entirely failed in the face of very heavy fire.* After that it was decided 
not to renew the attempt on either of the wells, until an attack could be 
made on “‘ Hill 60” in such force as to hold the hill against all attacks. 
This was the programme of the attack on the afternoon of August 21st 
IQI5. 
Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain returned to the battalion at 7.10 p.m., and 
explained shortly to the officers the work of the coming day. The battalion 
paraded soon afterwards, and, as soon as darkness fell, the march com- 
menced. It was above all things essential to conceal the movement of the 
troops, as it was necessary for the Rangers to cross some open ground in 
full view of the Turkish position on Sari Bair. All arms were carefully 
wrapped round with cloth or paper to prevent rattling or noise, and very 
silently the Rangers moved down the Aghyl Dere at 8.20 p.m., and then 
up to where the Head-quarters of the 29th Indian Brigade had been on 
August roth. When this was reached the battalion silently took its way 
across the open cornfields towards the low ridge of hills manned by the 
4th (Service) Battalion South Wales Borderers then called ‘‘ South Wales 
Borderers Gully,” near ‘‘ Gillespie Hill’? and Damakjelik Bair. 

A short halt was made to take on bombs, sandbags, and entrenching 
tools near brigade head-quarters, but otherwise the Rangers moved quietly 
on to their appointed bivouac. There was a strange evening glow after 
the sun went down that night. For a while the towering summit of Sari 
Bair showed up in the dim light, and many speculated as to whether the 
enemy would allow the march to proceed without shelling the small column

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as it moved in Indian file. Not a sound was made, not a word above 
a whisper was heard during this advance, and at 9 p.m., C, the leading 
company, which followed battalion Head-quarters, reached the bivouac. 
C Company were at once ordered to lie down and get as much rest as pos- 
sible, as were the other companies, as they arrived, and were told off to 
their positions. D followed and then A and B in the order named. 

C Company were ordered to lead the advance on the morrow, and they 
occupied the foremost bivouac. Officers and men alike lay down and 
were soon asleep. The outpost duties were taken up by the South Wales 
Borderers. At the express wish of Major-General Cox, the men were not 
called upon to stand to arms before dawn. 

At 8.15 a.m. on August 21st, the commanding officer (Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain) proceeded up to the advanced trenches and pointed out the 
line of attack to the company officers and the machine-gun officer. On 
the return of the company officers, the other officers and company-sergeant- 
majors were taken up and shown through periscopes the line of attack 
and the objectives. The hostile snipers were however most persistent, 
and many periscopes were broken by the enemy snipers during this latter 
operation. 

The Hill 60 Spur—the “‘ Flat Hill” of the Turks—is really a branch 
of the more extensive Damakjelik Bair on which lay the new Anzac flank. 
Except for a single stunted oak and a few mere bushes, it was, like the 
rest of the Peninsula, bare of trees, but studded with dense prickly scrub 
and a few patches of grass or stubble. Along the summit of “ Hill roo,”’ 
which stood above and beyond “ Hill 60,” were several lines of Turkish 
trenches, the foremost almost fringing the slope. 

The enemy had strongly fortified ‘ Hill 60,” and the summit was 
crowned with several rings of trenches. These did not show through 
the scrub. There was also a communication trench from the plain some- 
where beyond Susak Kuyu. The Rangers would have to cross the “* Kaia- 
jik Dere ”’ (which means “ Little Rock Valley ’’) in their advance, and after 
taking Kabak Kuyu, would advance half right, and attack “ Kaiajik 
Aghyl”’ (or ‘‘ Sheepfold of the Little Rock ’’), according to the Official 
History of Australia in the War.* 

The Turkish lines on “ Hill 100’ looked straight down the valley, and 
it was from three minor folds of ground near the mouth of this gully that 
the Rangers, New Zealanders, and Australians were to start. One of the 
difficulties of the operation was that the Australians, who were nearest to 
“ Hill 100,” would be exposed in crossing the valley to a deadly enfilade.f

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The British artillery bombardment, in spite of a restricted ammunition- 
supply, would need to be the heaviest possible. Thirty-two guns and 
howitzers were to search the whole front of the attack and all the Turkish 
positions. The preliminary bombardment was to begin at 2.15 p.m., and 
at 3.0 the infantry were to attack. 

The left section of the attack by the 29th Indian Brigade was ordered 
to press forward and establish a permanent hold of the lightly held outpost 
line covering the junction of the Suvla force, or the Ninth Corps, and the 
left of the Anzac attacking forces. The Rangers were to seize the wells, 
an asset of the utmost importance, and were then to co-operate with the 
column of New Zealanders in an attack on ‘“‘ Hill 60." A Company of 
the 4th South Wales Borderers were ordered to follow the Rangers, with 
picks and shovels to consolidate the position. They were however not to 
act under the orders of Lieut.-Colone] Jourdain. This order made them 
quite useless and ineffective, as after the Rangers had carried the wells 
and were advancing up “ Hill 60.”, the company of the South Wales 
Borderers began to dig trenches in the open, some way behind the line, 
but were shelled by the enemy and had to withdraw. 

The Rangers were to debouch from a gully to the left of the line held 
by the South Wales Borderers. Advancing by a shallow gully or water- 
course—only some twenty-five yards across, and bordered on the other 
side by a hill held by the r4th Sikhs—they were to attack almost straight 
to their front, and make for the wells. Slightly beyond the lines held by 
the Turkish line, lay the wells, situated at the junction of a large sunken 
road leading to Biyuk Anafarta. 

The General wished the position taken with the bayonet. No one was 
to stop to fire until the trenches were gained. This order was strictly 
carried out. One sandbag was carried by each man and bombers had 
their haversacks complete with bombs. All packs were left behind in the 
bivouac of the previous night. Picks and shovels were assigned to the 
supporting companies, A and B. The details of conducting the attack 
were drawn out by the commanding officer, who issued the orders for the 
attack at 12 o’clock on that day. These orders were carried by Captain 
Maling the Adjutant. He was severely wounded by a shrapnel bullet 
through the very pocket in which he had placed the copy of the orders, 
which were quite destroyed by his blood and the impact of the bullet. 

It was only late on the morning of August 21st that the Army Corps 
Staff succeeded in coming to an agreement with that of the Ninth Corps 
concerning the assistance to be given by the Anzac Artillery to the Suvla 
offensive. At the request of the Ninth Corps it was agreed that the bom- 
bardment of the Turkish trenches in front of the Eleventh Division should 
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be carried out by General Godley’s artillery, which was in a position com- 
pletely to enfilade them. There can be no doubt as to the wisdom of 
assisting the all-important northern advance in so effective a manner. 
But, since the change would leave the Anzac troops to attack without 
previous bombardment, the time for their part of the assault was at the 
last moment postponed for half an hour. This order was issued at 1.30 
p.m. When at 3 p.m. the assault started, the Anzac batteries were to 
*“‘ switch ”’ on to the front of their own troops, until 3.30 p.m., when this 
part of the line would commence its attack.* This was not known at the 
time among the attacking columns of the Anzac force. 

The orders for the attack were issued after service for the battalion 
had been celebrated by the chaplains, the Rev. T. J. O’Connor and the 
Rev. J. W. Crozier. Even then the enemy snipers were most active and 
bullets fell in the sand only a few yards away from where the men knelt 
in prayer. The scheme and orders were explained minutely to all ranks, 
and every precaution was made to ensure success. 

The men of the battalion even after fifteen days’ fighting and heavy 
losses were in great spirits, and eager for the time for the attack to come. 

At 1.30 p.m. Major-General Sir Alexander Godley came to the bivouac, 
and asked to see as many of all ranks as possible. He made them a short 
and stirring address, in which he informed them that one regiment had 
attempted to take the wells and had failed, and he looked to the Rangers 
to carry the position, in a fashion that was known to all of them, by the 
cold steel accompanied by an Irish yell. The men were inclined to cheer, 
but this was not allowed, as it would betray their presence to the enemy. 
At the conclusion the General shook hands with all Officers, and many 
of the Other Ranks, and wished them one and all ‘‘ God speed.”” Major- 
General Cox and Lieut.-Colonel Agnew also came up to wish the battalion 
the very best of good luck in their endeavour. 

The Rangers paraded at 2 p.m., and began to move up the pathway 
between the two low ridges, which led up to the advanced position of the 
South Wales Borderers. The men were ordered to walk slowly so as to 
try and keep down the dust, which would have betrayed their presence 
to the enemy. The officers were armed with rifle and bayonet, and one 
bandolier, or belt and pcuches. 

All columns were ordered to be in position before 2.30 p.m., as at that 
hour the bombardment of the Turkish positions in front of the advance 
of the Ninth Corps was to begin. Orders however now reached the com- 
manding officer that the attack would be postponed from 3.10 to 3.40 
p.m. The reason for the postponement has been given. 

* Official History of Australia tn the War, Vol. II, p. 728. 
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The battle, which had languished for close on two weeks, now broke 
out again, and the country in front of the Ninth Corps seemed enveloped 
in smoke and flame. The day was brilliant and hot. There was some 
artillery shelling at 2 p.m., and the main bombardment opened at 2.30 
p.m. The spectacle from the top of the ridge of the Damakjelik Bair was 
very grand. The enemy on their side anticipated and certainly knew of 
the British advance. As the battle proceeded, the plain became almost 
hidden under the haze of smoke and dust. 

At 3.15 p.m. the advance of the Ninth Corps was apparent from the 
Anzac side. The bursts of the enemy shrapnel was easily seen above the 
lines of advancing infantry on the Suvla side. A portion of the Eleventh 
Division veered a little too much to their left, and left a gap between the 
Anzac force and the Suvla Ninth Corps. This error was later to militate 
against the result of the offensive. The alteration in the hour of the Anzac 
assault forced the Ninth Corps to advance with their right exposed, instead 
of being in touch with the Anzac force. Consequently the enemy held up 
the British right, only some four hundred yards from their starting-point. 
The Indian Brigade, which had suffered severely in previous actions, did 
not gain ground as quickly as was anticipated, and the 5th Gurkhas only 
followed the Rangers after the wells and part of “‘ Hill 60 ” had been taken. 

The land batteries and the men-of-war off shore joined in the bom- 
bardment, and the ground seemed to tremble under the concussion of the 
bombardment, although, no doubt, this was as nothing compared to the 
artillery fire in France and Flanders in later years. Small parties of the 
enemy were seen to retire, but there was no movement near the wells at 
Kabak Kuyu. 

There was a lull in the bombardment for five minutes before the guns 
lifted from the front of the Ninth Corps to the Anzac front, and then again 
the roar of battle re-opened. The forces attacking Kabak Kuyu, “ Hill 
60’ and the re-entrant above it—The Connaught Rangers (700), the New 
Zealand Mounted Rifles (400), and the detachment of the 4th Australian 
Brigade (500) respectively—were to charge north-eastwards from three 
minor gullies in front of the line. 

The Rangers had several men hit while waiting for the assault, and the 
Australians also suffered some loss. 

The Australians and New Zealanders started off at 3.30 p.m., and the 
Rangers at 3.40 p.m. At this time the artillery fire had lifted, and there 
was only the smoke and the dust of the recent cannonade. Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain had ordered C Company to lead the attack, with D Company 
following, while A Company comprised the support and B Company the 
reserve. Each company was ordered to advance by platoons down the 
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narrow gully, and when clear of it make a half-right turn to clear the front 
of the next platoon, which followed close behind. They were then to 
shake out at once to four paces’ interval. The next platoon did likewise, 
coming up on the left of the leading platoon. In this way the whole of 
C Company was soon clear of the defile, while D Company were advancing 
at a steady double to get up to the line of C Company’s platoons. 

This manceuvre was admirably carried out when, ten minutes after 
the last salvo had died away, C Company, commanded by Captain B. W. 
Bond, issued rapidly from the gorge, from which the wire entanglements 
had been removed on the previous night. It shook out at once, and proudly, 
as if on parade, but with a cheer on every lip, made for the advanced trenches. 
D Company followed C and before the latter company had advanced very 
far were actually in line with the leading company. The ground immedi- 
ately in front of the Rangers had received only a portion of its bombard- 
ment, and the New Zealanders and Australians had had less in their imme- 
diate front. Severe opposition for them was certain and unavoidable. 

The New Zealanders, comprising the Canterbury Mounted Rifles, and 
the Otago Mounted Rifles, under Major Hutton and Lieut.-Colonel Grigor 
respectively, advanced in lines of successive troops. They had to cross 
a zone of a quarter of a mile. The Australians endeavoured to cross the 
two hundred yards in an unbroken rush. The New Zealanders in small 
parties reached the lowest Turkish trenches on “‘ Hill 60” shortly after 
3.45 p.m. Certain men had been ordered to carry red and yellow flags 
(half of each colour) to denote that such and such a trench had been cap- 
tured and was held. This the enemy must have known, as they repeatedly 
copied the example of the flag bearers, and then fired on those who attempted 
to approach the trench from which the red and yellow flag was displayed.* 

In the meantime other parties of the New Zealanders had reached the 
Turkish front trench at the lower end of the spur, in which, according to 
the above-mentioned arrangement, two red and yellow flags were flying, 
to show that it was captured. 

C and D Companies, although meeting with a hail of bullets, pushed on, 


* In the Official History of Austvalia in the War, Vol. II, p. 615, an identical case is 
also reported as occurring on August 7th 1915. Says the narrator: ‘1 personally saw a red 
and yellow flag waved in a Turkish trench on the 21st August. It was waved from a crooked 
staff however, and all our flags were tied tosignallers’ staffs which were quite straight. When 
we approached this flag, a shower of bullets was the result. This was done certainly twice 
on that day. Later on the 27th August, the flag was altered to red alone, and again the flag 
was copied by the Turks. Who gave the secret away or how the enemy contrived to find 
out the colour of the flags is unknown. Theycertainly did so.” [On“ Hill 60,"" they waved 
a red flag only some thirty yards in my front, and on looking over the barricade I saw a Turk 
only some few feet away. Major Money also saw this done more than once. In this way 
many men were decoyed on to a small party of the enemy, who invariably fired at all approach- 
ing their position, when near enough to make certain of a hit. The Australians also reported 
to me that they had had the same experience.—H. F. N. J.) 
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and overwhelmed the Turks, who waited for them near the wells, and in 
the Creek in the bed of the Kaiajik Dere, bayoneting all without excep- 
tion. There was no check to the advance of the Rangers, and the two 
leading companies carried all before them, advancing resistlessly, and as 
though on parade, maintaining excellent direction. Battalion Head- 
quarters, followed by A and B Companies, moved out of the gully, and 
followed the two leading companies. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain now ordered 
forward A Company under Captain F. C. Burke, to fill up a gap between 
Cand D Companies and to reinforce the right centre of the attack. C Com- 
pany was at this time nearing the Sunken Road. D Company had moved 
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a little too far to the left front, towards ‘“‘ The Green Patch.”” There was 
however no crowding, and the three companies were in excellent forma- 
tion and had followed out the orders for the advance with a parade-like 
precision. The advance was only checked near the wells for a few seconds 
to let the men take breath, and then the advance was continued. Finally, 
when nearing the enemy position on “ Hill 60,” the men broke into a fine 
charge, which bore down all opposition, and cheering as they went forward 
they mounted the slopes of ‘‘ Hill 60.” 

It will be necessary here to refer back to the other part of the field 
of battle. At 4 p.m. the New Zealanders had reached their first objective, 
but neither the Australian detachment on their right, nor the Indian Brigade 
on their left had come up with them. General Russell, therefore, at that 
hour ordered the Australians to push forward on their right, and asked 
the Rangers to assist the New Zealanders on the other flank. As a matter 
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of fact however the Rangers had actually moved forward before the order 
reached them. Keeping one company, B, in reserve, Colonel Jourdain 
ordered the whole line forward. At once they went rapidly on, and a 
cheering and unconquerable line of gallant Irishmen swarmed forward 
with their officers leading them. Gallant fellows all! They were seen by 
the Anzac force, as well as by the Suvla or Ninth Corps, dashing up the 
seaward end of the hill, the Turks running before them. B Company 
requested leave to join in this gallant charge, but were kept some little 
distance behind, moving on in support of the front line. 

In the Story of Anzac, it is stated thus: ‘ This fine charge called forth 
the admiration of all who beheld it, and such a movement, if it had been 
concerted and delivered along the whole line of attack with the flanks 
well guarded, would probably have carried ‘ Hill 60.’ As far as can be 
ascertained it crossed the first trench on the western face of the hill, but 
as it approached the summit, withered under fire poured upon it by the 
enemy.” ‘‘ The losses were heavy and no ground was gained.” 

‘‘ Other portions of the battalion, however, were led round more cau- 
tiously to the flank of the New Zealanders, whom they reinforced. They 
also filled part of the space between the left of the New Zealanders, and 
the right of the Indian Brigade, which was eventually brought by a cir- 
cuitous route to a point near the western end of the hill. Elements of a 
line were thus established, connecting the left of the New Zealanders on 
‘ Hill 60’ with the roth Gurkhas on the plain at Susak Kuyu.” 

The Australians made more than one gallant attempt to push on, but 
the men who were heavily weighted with picks and shovels, and barbed 
wire were met with a fierce fire. Their effort failed, and was not resumed 
till after sunset. The roth Hampshire Regiment also made a daring attempt 
to get on without success. 

In The Dardanelles Campaign, by Henry W. Nevinson, the attack on 
the wells is thus described : 

‘The moment the guns ceased, The Connaught Rangers, who were 
finely commanded throughout by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, issued from a 
ravine in the maze of Damakjelik Hill, where they had lain concealed all 
day. With a yell like hounds breaking covert, they dashed forward by 
platoons in line. They had nearly four hundred yards to run, and the 
ground was open. A terrible fire from the parapets around the wells and 
from the slopes of ‘ Hill 60 ’ itself met them at once. Without firing a shot 
in answer they charged forward with bayonets level. It was a race which 
a young officer won—an international football player for Ireland. The 
Turks stood the wild onset, but not for long. In a few minutes they had 
died or escaped; the wells were ours, the communications cleared. A 
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reserve company charged still farther forward to assist the New Zealanders 
at the foot of ‘ Hill 60,’ but was almost exterminated.” * 

The Rangers having crossed the Sunken Road advanced rapidly up 
the seaward end of “ Hill 60,”’ the few Turks that had escaped the bayonet 
running before them. They took the first enemy trench on “ Hill 60,” 
and then advanced towards the west. But the enemy now began to shell 
the advancing line, and a rapid fire of machine guns, and rifle fire broke 
out along the whole of the Rangers’ front. The effect of the fire was not 
to stop the gallant Irishmen but practically to exterminate the leading 
line. A few men however manned the Turkish trench on “ Hill 60,’ and 
attempted to keep down the devastating fire of the enemy, but the remainder 
were mown down and lay in their ranks as at drill. Not one man came back 
or retired down the slopes of ‘‘ Hill 60.” Later in the evening, when Lieut.- 
Colonel Jourdain and Major Money went out to collect all detachments, 
the line was to be seen at regular intervals on the slopes of ‘‘ Hill 60,’ each 
man with his rifle beside him, as if on .parade, but all were still and dead. 
The fire of the enemy must have been extremely heavy and well directed. 

The bombardment by the enemy was very severe about 4.30 p.m., 
cover was scarcely obtainable, but entrenching was begun, and the line 
was rapidly organized. The scattered parties on “‘ Hill 60,” that had held 
the enemy trench, were called in, and a platoon of B Company was moved 
in towards the New Zealand left, as the roth Gurkhas were reported to 
be near Susak Kuyu, and at 5.15 p.m. the 5th Gurkhas began to arrive, 
and to take over the ground on the left of the Rangers. Thus connection 
with the New Zealanders on the right, and the Indian Brigade on the left 
was rapidly established. 

B Company, moving up behind battalion Head-quarters, had reached 
the Sunken Road at 4.20 p.m. They began to dig in and consolidate the 
position, and a barrier was at first made in the Turkish communication 
trench up “ Hill 60.”” The men of the battalion worked at the new line, 
and parts of this trench were made quite secure. The hostile gun fire had 
abated somewhat about 6.45 p.m., which gave more opportunity for digging 
and consolidation. 

The two columns of Australians and New Zealanders had fought to a 
standstill, At 7 p.m. bombing began against the New Zealanders. A 
New Zealander then came over to Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, and requested 
help in holding the New Zealand advanced trench. Lieutenant A. J. W. 
Blake with the platoons of A and B Companies threw down the barricade 


* Mr. Nevinson adds that with reference to the Tenth Irish Division, pp. 188-192: ‘‘ Until 
that volume appeared, the Connaught Rangers had not received the public credit due to 
this serviceable exploit, though in Gallipoli they were spoken of with the highest praise.”’ 
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in the water-course used as a communication trench, and advanced up 
the water-course until he joined the New Zealanders. This party fought 
on throughout the whole night with their comrades of New Zealand. Lieu- 
tenant Blake was particularly prominent. He was eventually killed in 
the trench. He had been admirably seconded by Sergeant M. Nealon. 
Meanwhile a party of D Company, which had held a small farm on the 
extreme left of the advance, had been relieved by the 5th Gurkhas, and 
had rejoined the battalion. The gallant Company-Sergeant-Major of this 
company, Judge by name, was killed. This party was admirably handled 
and was brought out of action by Sergeant McIlwain of D Company. He 
afterwards, but not until 1918, received the Médazlle Militatre for his 
bravery on that occasion. The party helped to consolidate the position 
on the Rangers’ right, and the line held by the 5th Battalion was organized 
into sections before 7 p.m., the men of the supporting company being 
distributed along a line between the New Zealanders and the 5th Gurkhas. 

The work of consolidation, in view of the counter-attack which was 
considered imminent, was pushed rapidly on. The officers worked with 
the men, and the line, although unprotected by barbed wire, was tolerably 
safe before night fell. There was, however, an urgent need to get the 
wounded men away from the advanced line. Those who could walk were 
sent down to the bivouac of the previous night where the dressing station was. 
Those who were unable to walk were carried down by the devoted atten- 
tion of the battalion stretcher bearers who worked on throughout the night. 

Major Nolan-Ferrall, Captain and Adjutant H. B. W. Maling, Captains 
F. C. Burke, B. W. Bond, Lieutenants O. M. Tweedy, F. J. Charlton, E. J. G. 
Kelly, T. W. G. Johnson, A. St. J. Mahony had all been wounded in gall- 
antly leading on their men. Lieutenants G. R. Bennett and J. E. Burke 
had been killed, both having displayed most signal courage. Sergeant- 
Major John Hudson had been wounded while similarly doing his duty. 
Company-Sergeant-Majors P. Wallace and Judge were both killed, and it 
was soon ascertained that the losses had been very heavy. 

Lieutenant T. W. G. Johnson went out to the charge, with rifle and 
bayonet, and killed six Turks. Heshot two more and narrowly missed killing 
another one. Later, although wounded severely, he reported to the com- 
manding officer, and showed exactly where the remaining men of his com- 
pany were still holding their own, in a small trench on “ Hill 60.” It 
was by this means that these men eventually were carefully withdrawn, 
after keeping the Turks at bay for some hours. 

It is impossible to say too much of the gallant way the officers led their 
platoons in face of the heavy and well-directed fire that met them on issuing 
from the Damakjelik Bair. Even from the Anzac side the charge had 
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been clearly seen through glasses, and the gallantry of the battalion was 
most favourably mentioned. 

The whole of Head-quarters, except the commanding officer Lieut.- 
Colonel Jourdain and Private Tuite, were wounded before 4.30 p.m. Private 
Michael Judge, who had followed the commanding officer as orderly, was 
shot through the face by a Turk, who lay concealed in a thorn bush, and 
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fired at him from about three yards’ distance. Judge, before he was carried 
away on a stretcher, apologized to Colonel Jourdain for having become a 
casualty. He said that he was only glad that he had been hit and not 
the commanding officer. Such bravery was shown by the devoted and 
gallant Private Michael Judge, a native of Ballina. Sergeants John O'Con- 
nell, M. Nealon, and John MclIlwain were conspicuous for their courage 
and devotion to duty, while Company-Sergeant-Majors P. Wallace and 
Judge were most gallant in the charge with C and D Companies. 
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Communication with the New Zealanders was established soon after 
7 p.m., and a connecting trench was at once commenced, on which the 
Rangers worked on throughout the night. Only Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, 
Major Money, Lieutenant A. J. W. Blake, and Second-Lieutenant C. F. B. 
Harvey were with the battalion at about 4.30 p.m., but Lieutenant R. R. 
Martin joined soon afterwards. He had organized the ration supply from 
camp, in which he was assisted by the Staff Captain of the Brigade, Captain 
R. J. H. Shaw. Water was brought out, and rations were issued. All 
wounded men were evacuated soon after nightfall. 

The Turks were next reported to be massing for a counter-attack, but 
no men could be spared from their duty. The line was divided into two 
sections, the commanding officer taking command of one section and 
Major Money the other. The machine guns were carefully placed in posi- 
tion, and a sandbag wall built up to protect them. Ammunition was 
brought up, and also bombs. The majority of these were sent up to 
Lieutenant Blake, who was assisting the New Zealanders on the right. As 
there was no water in the New Zealand trench, water and rations were 
sent up for them aiso. 

The men worked throughout the night, and there was no sleep for any- 
one. The Turks approached in masses during the night. For a time they 
forebore to fire, approaching the trenches from the scrub and keeping their 
arms behind their backs. Whenever they approached the Rangers’ lines 
they were at once fired on and compelled to retire. A few advanced in 
a most gallant way up to the Rangers’ line but were all killed or wounded 
and captured. In the dusk a curious chant of the Turks was heard at 
intervals as they approached the New Zealanders’ or the Rangers’ line. 
Everywhere however they were met with a well-directed fire and driven 
back. 

During the night at 10.10 p.m. Brigadier-General Russell came up. 
He at first ordered the Rangers to carry the whole of * Hill 60 ”’ the follow- 
ing morning. The order was however soon cancelled. Afterwards the 
18th Battalion of the 5th Australian Infantry Brigade, which had lately 
arrived, attempted to carry the Hill by assault. After a most gallant 
attempt at 5 a.m. on August 22nd, after losing eleven officers and three 
hundred and seventy-two men, the attempt was abandoned. 

The Rangers and New Zealanders had made good a lodgment in the 
enemy’s strongly entrenched position on “ Hill 60,” and had beaten off all 
attacks made on them. The flank had been brought up to Susak Kuyu, 
chiefly through the gallant charge of the Rangers, and there after the 
splendid attempt of the 18th Battalion of the 5th Australian Infantry 
Brigade, the line remained. Slight though it was, this gain was the only 
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one achieved on the whole battle-front that day. In the Suvla area there 
was no gain. 


‘‘ When the surprise ceases to be operative, in so far that the advance 
is checked and the enemy begin to collect from all sides to oppose the 
attackers, then perseverance merely becomes a useless waste of life.’’ 


Such was Lord Kitchener’s message received by General Sir Ian Hamil- 
ton on July 11th. General Birdwood however, in agreement with his 
subordinate commanders, desired to strengthen his flank by capturing the 
summit of “‘ Hill 60,” and obtained leave to renew the effort on August 
27th. 

Before describing the further operations of the Rangers in the Anzac 
area, it is necessary again to refer to the operations of August 21st.* 

In Sir Ian Hamilton’s despatch of December 11th 1915, published on 
January 7th 1916, it was stated that: ‘“‘ The advance of the left section 
was a success; after a brisk engagement the well at Kabak Kuyu was 
seized by the Indian Brigade,” etc. 

To rectify this mistake Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain wrote to Lieut.-General 
Sir A. J. Godley, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., and asked him to try and get the mis- 
take put right, and the capture of the wells at Kabak Kuyu, and the lodg- 
ment on “‘ Hill 60” attributed to the Rangers to whom it was due. 

Lieut.-General Sir Alexander Godley at once sent the following letter 
to Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, and enclosed a copy of the communication he 
had also sent to the Military Secretary, M.E.F., in order to have the neces- 
sary correction made. The letters are as follows: 


Head-quarters, 
znd Australian and New Zealand Army Corps, 
Ismailia, 20th April, 1916. 
My DEAR JOURDAIN,— 
I am very glad you wrote to me about the taking of Kaiajik Aghala. 
I had noticed it myself, but as later on your Battalion was so favourably 
mentioned, I had not thought it necessary to draw attention to the 


* In Gallipolis Diary, Vol. II, p. 130, Sir Ian Hamilton says this: 

** The Indian Brigade have seized the well at Kabak Kuyu, and that fine soldier, Russell, 
fixed himself into Kaiajik Aghala and is holding on there tooth and nail. There was fighting 
going on there at the moment but Kussell is confident.” 

‘‘ This success of old Cox’s is worth anything. The well alone, I suppose, might be valued 
at twenty or thirty thousand a year seeing it gives us beautiful spring water in free gift from 
Mother Earth instead of very dubious fluid conveyed at God only knows what cost from the 
Nile to Anzac Cove. If we can only hold on to Kaiajik Aghala, then the road between Anzac 
and Suvla will be freed from the sniper’s bullet.” 

On page 139 is the following : 

‘‘Turns out that Cox and Russell did even better than Birdwood had thought in the 
fighting on the 21st and the morning of the 22nd. They have killed more Turks and the 
line held runs well out to the north-east and quite a long way to the north of Kaiajik Aghala.”’ 
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obvious mistake, but you are perfectly right, and I enclose copy of a 
letter which I have written on the subject, which may lead to the 
necessary alteration being made. 

I thank you very much for your very kind congratulations. In 
return I am very glad to be able to congratulate you. I shall be proud 
if I have a Battalion of your Regiment serving under me again.

I enclose herewith a letter from Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, who 
commanded the 5th Battalion Connaught Rangers at the attack on 
the Kaiajik Aghala in August last. His contention is correct, and I 
should be glad if the necessary correction may be made.* If, in the 
last two lines of page 44 of the Despatch as published in pamphlet 
form, the words ‘“‘ Connaught Rangers ”’ were substituted for ‘‘ Indian 
Brigade,’’ the matter would be put right.

General Sir Ian Hamilton in a letter dated May 25th 1916 admitted 
that the mistake had been made and would be rectified. Later he informed 
Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain that he had sent the application to the Official 
War History. 

General Godley sent the following message to the battalion : 


“‘ Delighted to hear your success; stick fast to what you have 
got, and congratulate the Connaught Rangers on their fine assault.” 


On August 23rd General Sir W. R. Birdwood, Major-General Sir A. J. 
Godley, and Major-General H. V. Cox visited the battalion, when they 
came out of the line. They expressed to Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain their 
highest approbation of the gallantry and prowess of the battalion in the 
two previous days’ actions.f 


* Two officers and eighty-nine men of the Rangers were afterwards buried near the first 
trench on ‘‘ Hill60.’"’ They had all perished in the attacks on August 21st and 27th, while further 
up many more were ranged, each man lying with his face towards the enemy, and his rifle close 
beside him, showing that he had used it to the last. The lines of the gallant dead were after- 
wards reverently buried when “‘ Hill 60 ”’ came into our hands on the morning of August 29th. 

¢ A party of Australian soldiers, who had been sent to England wounded, were visiting 
the House of Commons on November 3rd 1915, and were introduced to Mr. John Redmond,

The Commander-in-Chief, Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, desires 
formally to record the fine feat of arms achieved by the troops under the 
command of Lieutenant-General Sir W. R. Birdwood during the battle of 
Sari Bair. 

The fervent desire of all ranks to close with the enemy, the impetuosity 
of their onset and the steadfast valour with which they maintained the 
long struggle, these will surely make appeal to their fellow-countrymen 
all over the world. 

The gallant capture of the almost impregnable Lone Pine trenches by 
the Australian Division, and the equally gallant defence of the position 
against repeated counter-attacks, are exploits which will live in history. 
The determined assaults carried out from other parts of the Australian 
Division’s line were also of inestimable service to the whole force, prevent- 
ing as they did the movement of large bodies of reinforcements to the 
northern flank. 

The troops under the command of Major-General Sir A. J. Godley, 
and particularly the New Zealand and Australian Division, were called 
upon to carry out one of the most difficult military operations that has 
ever been attempted—a night march and assault by several columns in 
intricate mountainous country, strongly entrenched, and held by a numerous 
and determined enemy. Their brilliant conduct during this operation and 
the success they achieved have won for them a reputation as soldiers of 
whom any country must be proud. 

To the Australian and New Zealand Army Corps, therefore, and to 
those who were associated with that famous Corps in the battle of Sari 


M.P. Learning that they had been engaged in the battles in the Peninsula, Mr. Redmond 
inquired whether they had seen anything of the Tenth Irish Division. They replied that 
indeed they had, for a portion of the Tenth was attached to their division for a time, and 
they went on to express the highest admiration for the fighting qualities of the Irish soldiers. 
One charge by the Connaught Rangers was, they said, the finest thing they had seen in the 
war. This episode referred to the attack eS ie the Rangers on the Turkish entrenchments 
near the wells at Kabak Kuyu. 
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Bair—the Maoris, Sikhs, Gurkhas, and the new troops of the roth and 
13th Divisions from the Old Country—Sir Ian Hamilton tenders his appre- 
ciation of their efforts, his admiration of their gallantry, and his thanks 
for their achievements. It is an honour to command a force which numbers 
such men as these in its ranks, and it is the Commander-in-Chief’s high 
privilege to acknowledge that honour. 
(Sd.) W. P. ‘BRAITHWAITE, Major-General, 
Chief of the General Staff. 


General Sir Ian Hamilton in his report on the operations states : 

“‘ On the 21st August we had carried the Turkish entrenchments at several 
points, but had been unable to hold what we had gained except along 
the section where Major-General Cox had made a good advance with Anzac 
and Indian troops.” | 

Such were the messages of commendation to the battalion on the 
gallantry displayed by all ranks on August 21st 1915.* 

At 10.10 p.m. on August 21st, Brigadier-General Russell, under whose 
orders the battalion had been placed at 6.40 p.m. that evening, visited 
the battalion in the trenches and informed the commanding officer that 
the Rangers were to attack again in the morning, and that the sap to the 
New Zealand trenches should be finished that night if possible. This order 
was afterwards countermanded, and, as mentioned, the 18th Battalion

Australian Infantry, which had recently arrived, attacked the Turkish 
lines on “ Hill 60.” 

All men not on the look-out were employed all night at trench work. 
Soon after midnight on the night of August 2Ist-22nd at 12.20 a.m., the 
Turks assembled in large masses and made their way up to the trenches 
manned by the New Zealanders and the Rangers. They did not open 
fire, however, but attempted to rush the trenches by feigning surrender. 

This attack was beaten off, but not before it began to assume a for- 
midable aspect. At 5.15 a.m. on the same date (August 22nd) the enemy 
made a second attack, and creeping up through the low scrub, suddenly 
broke into loud cries of ‘‘ Allah! Allah!” and tried to storm the trenches 
on the Kaiajik Aghala. The attack was, however, again beaten off by 
rifle fire and bombs, and the whole position won remained in the hands 
of the British. The hostile snipers occasionally crept up to the lines and 
attempted to pick off anyone who might be unwary, and one Turk was 
wounded and actually brought in by a picket of the Rangers as a prisoner, 
only a few yards from the line. 

In accordance with orders from General Cox, at 10.30 a.m. A Company 
was sent in to the battalion bivouac of August 2oth. The enemy continued 
to shell the trenches held by the Rangers during the day of August 22nd, 
and there were several casualties. 

August 22nd was insufferably hot. There had been no opportunity 
for rest for anyone during the previous night, and even when daylight 
came, all men that could be spared were kept at digging and improving 
the sap to the New Zealand trenches. So the day passed, and towards 
evening came the welcome news that the battalion would be relieved from 
trench duty that evening, and return to their bivouac of the night of 
August 2oth, leaving fifty men under an officer at Kabak Kuyu Well. 
The well had been surrounded by a bullet-proof wall of sandbags, making 
the passage of troops up the communication trench and the sunken road 
secure. There had been many dead near the wells at Kabak Kuyu, and 
in front of the trenches held by the Rangers. These were buried with all 
possible speed, generally some way behind the line, so that the line to be 
held would not be fouled. There were however over two hundred enemy 
dead in front of the portion of the advance carried out by the 5th Battalion, 
and many more near the New Zealand trenches. 

In the first trench on the western face of the ‘‘ Hill 60” the Rangers 
accounted for many of the enemy, but as this trench was passed and had 
to be abandoned, the casualties were not counted. 

The 18th Battalion Australian Infantry relieved the 5th Battalion 
The Connaught Rangers soon after 5 p.m. on August 22nd. Gun and 
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rifle fire had practically died down at this time, and the situation was 
normal. The relief was not complete until 7.20 p.m. when Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain led the way out of the hard-won trenches, and marched the three 
companies of the battalion back to the bivouac of two nights before. Tea 
was ready for all and soon the whole battalion was asleep after their very 
strenuous two days. 

The strength of the Rangers on the morning of the attack was 670. 
Two officers and some details were left in Brigade Camp, and in Shrapnel 
Gully. There were seven officers and 402 other ranks in bivouac on the 
evening of August 22nd, including all brigade employs, and men on quarter- 
master’s employ, etc. 

The first Turkish trench on the western face of “‘ Hill 60” had been 
manned by thirty of the Rangers whom the enemy fire had compelled to 
fall back there. Only two of the thirty returned alive, all the others were 
killed. Another small trench was captured and held by three men, but 
was evacuated by order late on the 21st. The gallant trio held out against 
all attacks made on it. After darkness they were withdrawn by the 
Officer Commanding the 5th Gurkhas. Of the three, two were seriously 
wounded, but did not leave the trench before they were withdrawn by 
order. Captain Pollok, the Brigade-Major, was wounded near the New 
Zealand trench early in the afternoon. As he lay some way out in the 
open he intimated that he did not wish to be moved until the evening. 
Two men of the battalion however went out at 4.15 p.m., and under a heavy 
fire brought in the Brigade-Major in a most gallant fashion. The bravery 
and devotion of Private M. Judge has already been referred to. 

The bivouac in the Damakjelik Bair was reached at 7.45 p.m. 

There were no outposts for the Rangers that night except the fifty 
men at the wells and the battalion guard, found from employs, who had 
remained in bivouac, or from A Company, which had retired to camp 
early on August 22nd. 

At 11.15 a.m. on August 23rd Lieut.-General Sir W. R. Birdwood, Major- 
General Sir A. J. Godley and also Major-General H. V. Cox came up from 
Anzac and asked to see Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain. General Birdwood said he 
came to congratulate the battalion, and wished to say how splendidly the 
Rangers had done. He called for any special cases of gallantry, and repeated 
his commendation that the battalion had done really well. General Bird- 
wood promised that the Rangers should have four days’ rest, after which, 
he said, he knew they would be ready for more work again. General Cox 
added his cordial congratulations, and Colonel Agnew who came later 
praised the gallantry of all ranks on August 2rst. 

The Rangers had however to find one hundred men for an inlying 
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picket, and fifty more men were ordered to be ready to reinforce any part 
of the line. There was a most violent discharge of musketry during the 
night, but no attack resulted. One man was wounded on August 23rd. 

On August 24th the Rangers remained in bivouac, but found many 
fatigue parties to bring up ammunition and bombs for the front-line 
trenches. There was again a most furious discharge of musketry and 
bombs during the night of August 23rd-24th and sleep was out of the 
question while it lasted. It was not until late that the firing died away. 

On August 25th British aeroplanes announced that Turkish reinforce- 
ments were arriving in numbers on the left of the trenches in front of the 
battalion. The Rangers accordingly furnished a strong inlying picket 
this day, and throughout the following night. The reinforcement was to 
proceed wherever it might be required. 

August 25th was notable inasmuch as this was the first day the 
battalion had had no casualty since August 5th. 

On August 26th forty men were sent to Shrapnel Gully to bring in the 
greatcoats of the battalion, and as many kits as possible. The arrival 
of these was most welcome, as the nights had become somewhat cold, and 
some slight rain had fallen. The great coats and kits had been stored in 
Shrapnel Gully since August 6th when the battalion landed from the 
Clacton. During the afternoon of August 26th the enemy shelled the 
bivouac of the Rangers, wounding one man and one Australian. Lieut.- 
Colonel Jourdain proceeded to the head-quarters of Major-General Cox 
at 4.45 p.m. on August 26th to receive orders for the concerted action, 
which was to be taken against the Kaiajik Aghala on the following day. 
The scheme for the attack on August 27th was explained to all. The 
dash of the battalion in the attack on August 21st was praised by the 
Generals present at this conference. Some rain fell this day, but the 
weather cleared up late in the evening. The Rangers found a picket of 
fifty men as support on the evening of August 26th. 

During the morning of August 27th Divine Service was celebrated by 
the Chaplains of the Brigade, and afterwards the commanding officer 
and the second in command visited the advanced trench, and viewed the 
lines the Rangers were to be called on to take that afternoon. It had been 
decided that the attack should be made by the same units as in the previous 
assault. Repeated demands had however been made on these troops, 
although the number of men who were sent away for sickness during the 
previous week had been very great. The operation, which was directed 
by Brigadier-General Russell, was to be carried out by three columns : 

Right flank—350 men from the 13th, 14th, 15th and 17th Battalions 
4th and 5th Australian Brigades, in three lines. 
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Centre—400 men of New Zealand Mounted Rifles, Canterbury and 
Auckland, Otago and Wellington 300 men, reinforced by I00 men from 
the 18th Australian Battalion in three lines. 

Left—250 men of 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers, organized 
in parties under their own N.C.O.’s, of which details are given later. 

Reserves were provided for the right and central forces of 100 men 
each, but the only reserve of the left column were forty-four men, mostly 
men who were suffering from dysentery and were medically unfit for 
prolonged duty, and some company cooks, mostly old Special Reservists 
who had been kept for these duties, being in many cases considerably over 
the military age for enlistment into the Regular Army. 

The Rangers were ordered to be in position at 3 p.m., and the advance 
to the starting-point was to commence at 2.30 p.m. The artillery bom- 
bardment was to commence at 4 p.m. and to end at 5 p.m., with a pause 
of five minutes from 4.30 p.m. to 4.35 p.m. The assaulting column of 
250 N.C.O.’s and men was under the command of Major N. C. K. Money, 
and Lieutenant S. H. Lewis was in command of the advance party of the 
assaulting column. Many of the battalion had volunteered for the 
assaulting column. They were nearly all from A, B and C Companies. 
They were organized in four parties of twenty-five men each, and three 
of fifty each, so that each party should push forward under its own officer 
or non-commissioned officer, regardless of the other parties. The re- 
mainder were under Captain A. Webber, and were kept behind in reserve. 
These men were however not fit for prolonged operations, as they were 
mostly suffering from dysentery, and were extremely debilitated and weak. 

As the attempt was certain to be met by heavy fire of all arms, Brigadier- 
Generals Russell and Monash and the Anzac officers, favoured a night attack 
without bombardment. General Cox, however, decided to attack by day- 
light, having first crumbled the opposition by an hour’s heavy shelling. 
The available land artillery consisted of forty-five guns and howitzers, 
most of which were to bombard “ Hill 60” and the spur leading to it. 
Two cruisers, Jalbot and Grafton, and two destroyers, with some of the 
land guns, were to cover the approaches, and silence the enemy’s batteries 
on the main range. At 5 p.m., after an hour’s bombardment, the troops, 
as above, were to assault “ Hill 60” on three sides. 

The Rangers were indeed honoured by their selection for this difficult 
operation.* 

* Says Mr. C. E. W. Bean in The Story of Anzac, Vol. II, p. 747: °‘ The course of the 
fight which followed—one of the most difficult in which Australian troops were ever engaged 
—was conditioned by the inaccuracy of the knowledge which the staff had so far succeeded 


in obtaining of the complicated defences of the hill. The simple method, which was applied 
a few years later—that of sending an aeroplane to photograph the region from above—does 
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The Rangers were to start from the line held by the Indian Brigade, 
and on both sides of point D would press on north-eastwards to join the 
New Zealanders at point C, thus capturing D C. 

The different parties of the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers 
were carefully instructed in their duties. Each man carried 220 rounds 
of ammunition and two sandbags. Also, 40 per cent. carried either pick 
or shovel, in addition to their arms. This latter portion of the order in 
the result hampered somewhat the speedy advance of the attacking 
columns. 

The operation order by Major-General Cox is given in detail here: 


OPERATION ORDER No. 1, BY MAjor-GENERAL Cox, C.B., C.S.I., 
COMMANDING No. 6 SECTION SARI BAIR ATTACKING FORCE. 


26th August IQI5. 

I. Under orders from G.O.C. N.Z.A. Division operations will be 
undertaken commencing at 16 hours to-morrow (4 p.m.) (27th August) 
with the object of gaining commanding ground on the Kaiajik Aghala 
Hill. 

II. (xz) The objectives are as marked on the accompanying sketch 
A to B, viz. Turkish trenches in front of the 4th Australian detachment. 

(2) B to C, viz. long Turkish communication trench running over 
Hill 60. 

(3) C to D, a line of Turkish trench from the communicating trench 
on Knoll 60 round north of hill to present left of New Zealand trench on 
Kaiajik Aghala. 

III. The following artillery co-operation and previous bombardment 
has been arranged for, the latter to operate at 16 hours on 27th. 

(a) Naval guns on enemy’s trenches on Asma Dere spur, also on 
Abdel Rahman Bair, and on valley beyond Kaiajik Aghala, till dark. 

(6) Howztzers, etc., commencing at 16 hours 27th on Knoll 60, Kaiajik 
Aghala and enemy’s trenches on it, east of a line 92-I-J and 92—N-O-1-4, 
steady rate of fire 16 hours to 16.30, § minutes’ break and intense fire 16.35 
to 17 hours. During above period some fire on NE. spur of Kaiajik Dere 
from Kaiajik Aghala to knoll at contour 100 inclusive. After assault 
(17 hours) steady fire on NE. spur Kaiajik Dere as described above till 
dark, and to search low ground beyond the spur. 


not seem to have suggested itself, and the local staff based its maps upon what it could see 
from the front line on Damakjelik and from the Suvla area. But the hill was clothed with 
scrub four feet high, through which the trenches were difficult to trace.” 

The maps issued on August 26th and 27th made quite a different situation to what was 
actually the case. 
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(c) Feld Artsllery, generally the valley between Dervish Ali Kuyu 
and Kaiajik Aghala and roads by which reinforcements from east must 
move up—1r6 hours till dark—intense fire on spur NE. of Kaiajik Dere 
from 16.35 to 17 hours. 

(2) Mountain Artillery, as for Field Artillery—also 2 guns 21st Mountain 
Battery at close range on to hostile Kaiajik Aghala trenches from the main 
trenches held by the 4th Australian Brigade. 

N.B.—Day’s registration to be over by I2 noon. 

IV. To assist the artillery it is of the utmost importance that the trenches 
we now hold on the Kaiajik Aghala shall be marked by red or pink flags 
at 15 hours, to be placed so as not to be seen by the enemy, also that the 
trenches gained shall be marked by other red flags as occupied. Flags 
have been arranged for. During the preliminary bombardment all in- 
fantry in advanced trenches (except a few look-out men in secure spots) 
will sit down at bottom of their trenches with their backs to the parapet. 

V. The following force is detailed for the assault on the objectives 
named in paragraph 2 of this order: 

Right, viz.—to capture trenches A-B (on sketch). 

250 4th Australian Brigade. 

roo 17th Battalion, 5th Australian Brigade. 

Centre—to capture trenches B-C. 

300 New Zealand Mounted Rifles Brigade. 

Ioo 18th Battalion, 5th Australian Bngade. 

Left—to capture trench C-D. 

250 men Connaught Rangers, 29th Infantry Brigade. 

Detailed orders will be issued to each of the above parties by Brig.- 
General Russell, who is placed in command of the assaulting force and 
will arrange for consolidating and linking up new line when gained. 

VI. The Assault will take place at 17 hours on 27th precisely. Watches 
to be compared at Brigade Head-quarters, No. 6 Section, at 10 hours on 
27th. 

VII. All infantry going forward will carry 220 rounds, and two 
empty sandbags per man, and each party will have bombers specially 
detailed and well supplied with bombs. 

Attacking troops must have one day’s rations and full water-bottles 
with them. Entrenching tools will be carried by 40 per cent. of the attack- 
ing force. 

A forward reserve of S.A. ammunition of fifty rounds per man for 
the attacking force will be formed close behind our present trenches on 
Kaiajik Aghala. 

VIII. Reserves will be held in readiness if required, as follows : 
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(a) In gully near new communicating trench to Kaiajik Aghala (out- 
side our former line), from 4th Australian Brigade trenches. 
50 from 4th Australian Brigade. 

50 from 17th Battalion, 5th Australian Brigade. 

(6) At Kabak Kuyu—1oo men, 18th Battalion, 5th Australian Brigade. 

To be fully equipped as in preceding paragraph. 

IX. Medical._—First aid posts, first field dressing-stations, stand fast 
in present positions. 

X. Telephonic reports for G.O.C. No. 6 Section, to Head-quarters, 
4th Australian Bngade. Reports by hand to trenches, 13th Battalion, 
4th Australian Brigade. 

Both after 14.30 hours on 27th.

Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain accompanied the attacking column to the 
starting position. During the advance the enemy kept up an accurate 
fire on every moving object and consequently the march up to the starting 
position was somewhat slow. The trenches up which the Rangers advanced 
were also very narrow, and were partly crowded with men of the 29th 
Indian Brigade. Thus the battalion found it not easy to reach the starting 
position by 3 p.m. It was however accomplished and Colonel Jourdain 
thereupon reported the Rangers in position at the time required. All 
troops were ordered to sit close to avoid being hit by splinters during the 
bombardment of the enemy’s entrenchments. 

Punctually at 4 p.m. the bombardment began. The storming parties 
of the Rangers were soon covered by the dust and stones from both the 
enemy's shells and our own. Hostile rifle and machine-gun fire meanwhile 
tore down the parapet above the heads of the Rangers and the other parties 
who were awaiting the order to charge. The parapet near head-quarters 
of the Rangers was destroyed several times, but only a few men were 
wounded.

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The Australians meanwhile were being subjected to a very severe fire 
from the hostile lines while awaiting the appointed moment to charge. 
When the whistle blew they advanced in gallant style, but were nearly all 
struck down, the Turks standing breast high along their trench and shoot- 
ing at the attacking party. They also brought numerous machine guns 
to bear on the right column. In the end although the Australian party 
advanced in a most gallant and plucky manner, the attack was quickly 
overwhelmed and Colonel Adams did not call on his reserves. Thus the 
fighting on the right flank quickly ended. 

In the centre, the New Zealanders, the moment the signal was given, 
rose and went straight for the top of the hill. The bombardment of that 
part of the hill had been more thorough than that the Australians had to 
face, and also the line came at once under fire from Turks in a new trench 
which the enemy had dug across the hill. It ran parallel to the New 
Zealand trench and some seventy yards above it. The New Zealanders 
however gained the first trench. The Canterbury line bayoneted the Turks 
and was just clearing the captured trench of dead and débris, when the 
second line, the Wellington and Otago detachments, came up. The latter 
charged forward to gain the further trench from C to B 2. The attack 
was however suddenly confronted by another trench, hitherto unknown to 
them, and only some forty yards in front. This was almost choked with 
dead from the bombardment, and was very shallow. It was also under 
fierce fire from C to B 2, and many men were killed by the intense enemy 
rifle and machine-gun fire. A few men charged gallantly on and some 
reached the enemy’s line near point C. They were, it had been planned, 
to meet the Rangers there and a few minutes later did meet some of the 
5th Battalion at that point. 

It is now necessary to return to the Connaught Rangers on the left. 
As soon as the bombardment ceased at 5 p.m. the advance party of the 
Rangers, under Lieutenant S. H. Lewis, a most gallant soldier, leapt over 
the parapet and charged forward along the Turkish trench from D towards 
C. They were met by a heavy and accurate shrapnel, machine-gun and nifle 
fire, to which were added some of the enemy’s light guns. Whole sections 
were shot down, but more men were climbing over every minute. The 
first party actually managed to clear the parapet before the hostile fire 
became intense, and this party made its way along the Turkish trench, 
which was half full of dead. The enemy disputed every inch of his ground 
with a determination worthy of his race. Meanwhile, more of the Rangers 
pushed on, although suffering severely and before many minutes the 
whole of the 250 men had cleared point D while also the survivors fought 
their way towards point C. Many men, finding their advance impeded 
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in the trench, chiefly on account of the dead, dying and wounded Turks, 
advanced on either side of the Turkish trench. Although under a severe 
fire several men stopped at times and fired at any of the enemy who dis- 
puted their way. Numbers of the enemy were concealed in the dense bush. 

The Rangers attacked along the north-western side of the hill, and 
quickly seized the northern trench. The leading party, under Lieutenant 
Lewis, was for a time almost alone in their gallant advance, as the suc- 
ceeding lines had been literally swept away and had lost heavily. The 
survivors of them struggled gallantly on however against a heavy and 
concentrated fire, refusing to believe that success was impossible. In the 
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fight many of the enemy were bayoneted in the low scrub bordering on the 
trench line. 

The leading line reached point C before 5.30 p.m. and were there joined 
by survivors of the succeeding lines just spoken of. Some of the New 
Zealanders met the Rangers here, and the dead of both Rangers and New 
Zealanders were seen next day lying together near that point. Word 
was at once sent back that the Rangers had reached point C, and every 
effort was made to make the position secure. 

When the first four parties made their way forward from the left column 
of the Rangers, the last two of them were met with a cross fire, which 
assailed them from both flanks. Major Money on that went forward to 
lead them on. A bombing party was now sent forward up the Turkish 
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trench. They found however the heaps of dead and the débris so great 
that it was almost impossible to make much progress. The enemy dead 
lay six deep in places, and were hardly less than two deep elsewhere along 
the trench. Many dead also lay along the northern side of the trench ; 
Turks bayoneted by the leading parties of the Rangers. 

At 5.57 p.m. the Gurkha observation post received a signal that the 
whole trench had been taken. By then nearly half of the column had fallen. 
Lieutenant Lewis, who was wounded in the knee and elbow, was assisted 
out of the trench, at his own request, and continued to direct the attack. 
He was isolated however when the enemy began to counter-attack and 
fell doing his duty to the last together with all his men. Next morning 
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many men went out to search for him ; even after the enemy had counter- 
attacked and had retaken part of the trench from C to D. 

By six o’clock the hill had apparently been taken, but the process had 
proved far more difficult than the inaccurate maps had led the Staff to 
anticipate. The casualties were unusually heavy as the enemy had fought 
with dogged determination. 

The existence of a maze of crooked trenches between B 1 and C caused 
the centre column many casualties, these trenches having been unknown 
to them before the attack. There was also a communication trench from 
the north, between points C and D, up which the Turks sent the counter- 
attacking party, which eventually cut off and killed the brave defenders 
near point C.

The Rangers endeavoured to make the trench capable of defence, but 
the mass of dead, d@ébrtis, and severely wounded made the task almost 
impossible. There was little respite for the Rangers as Turkish reinforce- 
ments advanced into and from the network of trenches at the end of the 
position near point C and began to counter-attack and bomb back the 
Rangers soon after 10.29 p.m. The fighting went on grimly. Nearly all 
the Rangers and New Zealanders near point C were killed by 10.30 p.m. 
The Turks could however make little real headway, although many waves 
of the enemy had been hurried up to counter-attack from early in the 
evening. 

At 12.25 a.m. a small portion of the trench near point C had been retaken 
but Colonel Jourdain had no reinforcements. Only forty-four men were 
available as such. These were utilized, but they were insufficient to force 
back the enemy’s persistent bombing attacks down the trench towards 
point D. The incessant rattle of musketry and bombing went on without 
intermission. Major Money barricaded the trench half-way between D 
and C, and for a time the bomb fight went on. This was however soon 
blown down and many men were wounded. Another barricade was erected 
by order of the commanding officer some little way in rear, behind which 
the surviving men and the wounded were withdrawn.* No applications 
for reinforcements were made, but word was sent to the Head-quarters 
of the Brigadier that the Rangers had been forced back by overwhelming 
enemy numbers towards point D, although the enemy were now checked. 

The shrill cries of the attacking Turkish infantry were intermingled 
with the incessant discharge of mfle and bomb which went on throughout 
the night, as the few surviving Rangers endeavoured to stem the incessant 
Turkish bomb attacks. There was no quarter given or asked. Both sides 
fought on throughout the night but numbers told in the end. As the fire 
slackened somewhat towards daylight, the wounded were carried down as 
soon as possible, and bombs and ammunition were brought up. 

The barricade, some 130 yards from point D, was successfully held, 
although the enemy were in numbers just behind a sandbag wall which 
the Rangers held on the other side. 

Captain Webber had been wounded on the previous evening and the 
only officers with the attacking force were the commanding officer and 
Major Money. At 3.45 on August 28th the goth Australian Light Horse 
attempted to regain the trench from D to C, but the attack was not wholly 
successful. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain withdrew some of the men, about 


* The Turks brought up a large tin like a biscuit box filled with some explosive and blew 
in the first barricade made by the Rangers under Major Money. They repeated this after- 
wards against the Australians on the morning of August 29th. 
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thirty-two in number, behind the barricade shortly after 4 a.m. on 
August 28th, as the trench near was crowded. These fell back near 
the Gurkha line. This second barricade was held and all attacks were 
beaten off. It was taken over by the relieving battalion on August 
28th. 

Nevinson says in The Dardanelles Campaign (p. 353): “‘ The Connaught 
Rangers on the left though much enfeebled by dysentery, charged upon the 
northern trenches with their accustomed enthusiasm.”’ ‘“ Torn by accurate 
shrapnel as they ran forward, they still fought their way into the first 
narrow trench, and occupied it by 6 p.m.” ‘“ But all that evening and 
night, by the light of the crescent moon, the Turks stormed down upon 
them in successive waves, shouting their battle cry of ‘ Allah! Allah!’ ”’ 
‘“ At 10.30 p.m. they bombed and shot the Rangers out of the northern 
extremity, and drove them along the trench upon the centre.” “ It was 
in vain that their own reserves (forty-four sick men) came up to reinforce, 
and the goth Light Horse attempted about midnight to recapture the 
position.” 

‘‘ All next day (August 28th) the Turkish attacks upon that position 
continued with repeated violence.’ ‘‘ The shattered remnants of the 
Connaught Rangers were withdrawn, but still the New Zealanders held 
on through the long hours and the next night, until at I a.m. on the 29th 
all that remained of the roth Light Horse, after their wild assault on the 
Nek three weeks before, formed up in the trenches of the New Zealanders, 
and stormed across the centre of the fortified hill, driving the enemy sheer 
off the circumference of the western semicircle.”’ 

“The eastern side of the hill was never taken, but our line was 
advanced till it ran across the summit, and there consolidated. 

‘‘Our loss was about 1,000. The Turkish loss was roughly estimated 
at 5,000, and we captured forty-six prisoners and a considerable quantity 
of rifles and ammunition, besides three trench mortars and three machine- 
guns. It was not a great action judged by the standard of the battles in 
the war elsewhere. But it was an action worthy of the persistence, courage, 
and endurance displayed throughout by Anzacs, Irish and British upon 
the Peninsula ; and it was the last.” 

When finally the trench C to D was captured on the night of August 
28th-zoth by the roth Light Horse, it took several days to remove the 
many Turkish corpses, which, as has been said, absolutely barred the 
passage along the trench. At I a.m. on the night of August 29th the 
roth Light Horse made another attack and carried the whole of this 
trench. They finally held it. 

The Rangers were relieved at 7.47 a.m. on August 28th. They left 
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the trenches at 8.30 a.m., and returned to their bivouac on the Damakjelik 
Bair.* 

In Sir Ian Hamilton’s Gallipolis Diary (Vol. II, p. 139), referring to the 
action of August 21st is the following: ‘‘ Turns out that Cox and Russell 
did even better than Birdwood had thought in the fighting on the arst, 
and the morning of the 22nd. They have killed more Turks and the line 
held runs well out to the north-east, and quite a long way to the north of 
Kaiajik Aghala.”” On page 155, referring to the action on August 27th, 
Sir Ian Hamilton says: ‘‘ Cox’s attack on Knoll 60, to the north-east of 
Kaiajik Aghala, came off well. The New Zealanders under Russell, and 
The Connaught Rangers did brilliantly. Fighting is still going on.” 

Mr. Edmund Dane in Brititsh Campaigns in the Nearer East (Vol. 1) 
says: ‘‘ For the operation there were assigned three Anzac Brigades, the 
4th and 5th Australians, and the New Zealand Mounted Rifles, plus the 
5th Connaught Rangers of the Insh Brigade. It proved as bitter a struggle 
as any in the Gallipoli Campaign.”” In the advance the Irishmen were on 
the left, the Australians on the right, the Mounted Rifles in the centre. 
The Australians were held by machine-gun fire; but the New Zealanders 
reached and cleared the nearer area of the summit. The enemy disputed 
the ground inch byinch. While, however, he was so engaged, The Connaught 
Rangers had swept him out of his trenches on the left and turned his 
defences. It was an extraordinary feat, for it was all done within five 
minutes. The dash of the Irishmen had been simply irresistible. No 
sooner was the loss realized than the hostile reserves were massed for a 
counter-attack. There were only 250 of the Rangers, and they were 
assailed by six times their number. Odds or no odds, they refused to give 
way. The unequal fight went on for hours, and it was not until midnight 
—the attack had begun at five in the afternoon—that the heroic remnant 
of the Rangers was at length out-bombed. The interval had given time 
for reinforcements to be brought up. The fight on the left had also helped 
the New Zealanders to keep their grip on the summit. For twenty-four 


* When the roth Light Horse finally captured the trench C to D on the night of August 
29th, their casualties did not exceed twenty. After they had however taken the trench, 
starting from the New Zealand trenches, they were subjected to a heavy and sustained bomb 
attack by the Turks. For the first time in the Campaign there was available an entirely 
adequate store of grenades, some 2,500 having been sent up. Each man carried two as he 
went over. The Anzac practice was, after lighting a bomb, to count slowly “‘ one, two, three,”’ 
before throwing it. On this occasion the result was that no grenade thrown by the Aus- 
tralians was returned by the Turks. The Turkish bombs were generally smothered by throw- 
ing a greatcoat over them, but at times, the defenders in spite of even this precaution sus- 
tained terrible wounds. Lieutenant A. J. W. Blake of the battalion was most conspicuous 
on the night of August 21st-22nd, with Sergeant Nealon, in smothering the enemy's bombs. 
Captain H. V. H. Throssell, V.C., with the roth Light Horse, was the gallant defender against 
the Turks on the night of August 28th-zoth, and during the morning of the 29th. He richly 
deserved the Victoria Cross. 
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hours longer they were incessantly counter-attacked, and remained immov- 
able. When this resistance had told on the enemy’s confidence, and tried 
his wind, the roth Australian Light Horse pounced upon him again on the 
left, and again ousted him. This time the ejection was final. 

‘‘Hill 60 "had beenwon. The character of this combat may be judged 
from the fact that the Turkish losses were as heavy as those sustained by 
the British in the much more extensive battle of August 21st; if not 
heavier. The summit and slopes of ‘‘ Hill 60” were thickly strewn and in 
places heaped with Turkish dead. On the side of the attack the casualties 
numbered 1,000, the killed about a fifth of the total. If the main weight 
had been thrown into these flanking operations instead of into the frontal 

ssault the action of August 21st would in all probability have been a 
victory. 

To all intents this combat for ‘‘Hill 60’’ was the last fight. 

“‘ The Turkish losses in Gallipoli were greater than those in the Balkan 
War. More than 100,000 of the best troops of the Empire had fallen. 
Added to the disastrous campaigns in the Caucasus it was a fatal blow.”’ 


Major-General Cox sent the following message : 


“Send my heartiest congratulations to all ranks; am reporting their 
gallantry to the Division. Tell them to hold on tight. Meantime hold on 
and accept my congratulations of the great gallantry of your Regiment.”’ 


Major-General Sir A. Godley wired : 


“‘ Heartiest congratulations from the New Zealand and Australian 
Division on your brilliant achievement this evening, which is a fitting 
sequel to the capture of Kabak Kuyu Well and will go down to history among 
the finest feats of your distinguished Regiment. Personally, as an Irishman 
who has served in two Irish Regiments, it gives me the greatest pride and 
pleasure that the Regiment should have performed such gallant deeds 
under my command. Stick to what you have got and consolidate.” 


The official report on the attack on Knoll 60 is also given here: 
ATTACK ON KNOLL 60, 27TH, 28TH, 29TH AUGUST. 
September 3rd 1915. 

“ During the action of 21st August a footing had been gained on Knoll 
60 north of Kaiajik Aghala, but the knoll itself had not been captured. 
The capture of the hill was entrusted to Major-General Cox. The bom- 
bardment commenced at 4 p.m. and was continued until 5 p.m., at which 
hour the assault was delivered, on the right by 350 rifles from the 4th 
and 5th Australian Brigades, in the centre by 400 rifles of the New Zealand 
Mounted Rifles and 5th Australian Brigade, and on the left by 250 rifles

of the 5th Battalion Connaught Rangers. The attack instantly drew a 
heavy fire of enemy's shrapnel, machine-guns and rifles, followed shortly 
afterwards by heavy shell on the knoll and shrapnel all over the position, 
including trenches still occupied by the Turks. The Connaught Rangers, 
showing brilliant dash in attack, reached their objective and commenced 
a gallant fight along the communication trench. The night column was, 
however, checked by machine-gun fire, and for some time could make 
no headway. In the centre the New Zealanders, with splendid dash, 
carried the cross-communication trench, but were held up before reaching 
the top of the knoll, and confused fighting continued till 9.30 p.m., by 
which time about nine-tenths of the objective had been taken. It was 
arranged to put fresh troops in to capture the remainder of the hill at mid- 
night. Before this could be done, however, the Connaught Rangers were 
bombed out of their position, and the gth Australian Light Horse who 
attempted to retake it at 3.45 a.m. were unable to do so. During the 
28th the day was spent in consolidating gains and making communication 
trenches from the original line, and preparations were made to take the 
remainder of the knoll on the night of the 28th-2zoth. At one o’clock on 
the morning of the 29th the 1oth Australian Light Horse carried the trench 
on the top and retained it, and the knoll passed into our possession. The 
position has been consolidated, and a good view is now obtained over the 
valley to the north. 

“This gallant action adds 400 more acres of Turkish territory to the 
country occupied by Anzac. The fighting during these operations was 
almost entirely hand-to-hand and of a very severe nature. The brunt of 
the fighting was borne by the Indian Brigade, the New Zealand Mounted 
Rifles Brigade, the 5th Battalion Connaught Rangers, the 13th and 14th 
Battalions of the 4th Atstralian Infantry Brigade, and the 18th Battalion 
of the 5th Australian Brigade. The oth and roth Australian Light Horse 
Regiments were also engaged and took a conspicuous part in the final 
assault, the posts of honour in the line of Turkish trenches which we even- 
tually held being occupied by the New Zealand Mounted Rifle Brigade and 
the roth Australian Light Horse, supported by a mixed detachment of 
the 4th Australian Infantry Brigade.* 


* The losses of the different Corps in the fighting on August 27th, 28th and 29th were 
as follows :—

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“‘ The casualties in this force amounted to about 1,000 of all ranks, 
but very heavy loss was inflicted on the Turks, not only in the desperate 
hand-to-hand fighting in the trenches but also from the artillery bombard- 
ment. 

‘“‘ Three machine-guns, two of which were used at once against the 
Turks, and forty-six prisoners were taken, as well as three trench mortars, 
300 Turkish rifles, 60,000 rounds of small arm ammunition, and 500 bombs. 
Judging by the heaps of Turkish dead in the trenches, and observation 
from the Kaiajik Dere trenches, which commanded the Turkish line of 
retreat, and owing to our artillery getting at the Turks during the retreat, 
it is estimated that the Turkish losses must have been at least 5,000.” 


It had been found necessary to include even the company cooks in the 
attack on the 27th to make up the requisite numbers, and Private Glavey, 
who was even at enlistment somewhat past the military age, as he had 
three sons serving in France, when he heard Major Money ask who was 
next to get over the parapet, even in the teeth of a storm of shot and shell, 
answered gaily: ‘‘I have three sons fighting in France, and one of them 
has won the D.C.M. Let’s see if the old father cannot get one now.” He 
sprang to the top of the trench, but a shell struck him, and he was killed 
almost at once. 


Lance-Corporal MacNeely, too, deserves special mention. He, with his 
bayonet dripping with blood, after having bayoneted six Turks, calmly 
inquired in the midst of a storm of machine-gun fire, if there were any 
more of the enemy about. He was then standing in the open, and the 
bullets were even then ripping up the ground on which he stood, and he 
was at that time unwounded. He also never returned from the charge, 
and his bones now rest in the Peninsula beside those with whom he fought 
so well. There were many other instances of gallant and devoted conduct, 
which would be too numerous to mention. The losses of the storming 
party speak for themselves, two officers and 152 other ranks killed, wounded, 
and missing, truly a terrible toll for such a small force engaged. 

The officers wounded were : Captain A. Webber (wounded) ; Lieutenant 
S. H. Lewis (wounded and missing, afterwards struck off as killed). 

Of those that were missing it was known that the majority, if not all, 
had died at their posts in the advanced part of the trench, although out- 
numbered by thousands of Turks. They fought it out to the Jast. 

The experiment of placing the men in parties of fifty and twenty-five 
under their special leaders, as these men had perforce to be drawn from all 
companies of the battalion, worked exceedingly well, and although only 
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three officers were available for this duty, the other parties were under the 
non-commissioned officers of their own companies whom they knew so 
well. Among these Sergeant John O’Connell deserves a place in the records 
of the battalion as a splendid example to his men. 

General Sir Ian Hamilton describes the operations of August 27th and 
28th in the following terms: 

‘““The last days of the month were illumined by a brilliant affair 
carried through by the troops under General Birdwood’s command. Our 
object was to complete the capture of Hill 60 north of the Kaiajik Aghala, 
commenced by Major-General Cox on the 21st August. Hill 60 overlooked 
the Biyuk Anafarta valley, and was therefore tactically a very important 
feature. 

“The conduct of the attack was again entrusted to Major-General 
Cox, at whose disposal were placed detachments from the 4th and 5th 
Australian Brigades, the New Zealand Mounted Rifles Brigade, and the 
5th The Connaught Rangers. 

‘“‘ The advance was timed to take place at § p.m. on the 27th of August, 
after the heaviest artillery bombardment we could afford. This bombard- 
ment seemed effective; but the moment the assailants broke cover they 
were greeted by an exceedingly hot fire from the enemy field-guns, rifles, 
and machine-guns, followed after a brief interval by a shower of heavy 
shell, some of which, most happily, pitched into the trenches of the Turks. 
On the right the detachment from the 4th and 5th Australian Brigades 
could make no headway against a battery of machine-guns which con- 
fronted them. In the centre the New Zealanders made a most determined 
onslaught, and carried one side of the topmost knoll. 

“‘ Hand-to-hand fighting continued here till 9.30 p.m., when it was 
reported that nine-tenths of the summit had been gained. 

“On the left the 250 men of the Connaught Rangers excited the 
admiration of all beholders by the swiftness and cohesion of their charge. 
In five minutes they had carried their objective, the northern Turkish 
communications, when they at once set to and began a lively bomb-fight 
along the trenches against strong parties which came hurrying up from the 
enemy supports and afterwards from their reserves. At midnight fresh 
troops were to have strengthened our grip upon the hill, but before that 
hour the Irishmen had been out-bombed, and the oth Australian Light 
Horse, who had made a most plucky attempt to recapture the lost com- 
munication trench, had been repulsed. 

“At I a.m. on the 29th August the roth Light Horse made another 
attack on the lost communication trenches to the left, carried them, and 
finally held them. This gave us complete command of the underfeature, 
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an outlook over the Anafarta Sagir valley, and safer lateral communications 
between Anzac and Suvla Bay. 

‘¢Qur casualties in this hotly contested affair amounted to 1,000. The 
Turks lost out of all proportion more. Their line of retreat was com- 
manded from our Kaiajik Dere trenches, whence our observers were able 
to direct artillery fire equally upon their fugitives and their reinforcements. 
The same observers estimated the Turkish casualties as no less than 5,000. 
Three Turkish machine-guns and forty-six prisoners were taken, as well 
as three trench mortars, 300 Turkish rifles, 60,000 rounds of ammunition, 
and 500 bombs. Four hundred acres were added to the territornes of 
Anzac. Major-General Cox showed his usual forethought and wisdom.”’ 

Major-General Sir A. Godley again visited the battalion and congratu- 
lated them on their gallantry, and said how sorry he was that the Rangers 
had to give up what they had so gallantly won. He also commended the 
gallantry of Major Money, and all his men. He hoped the Rangers would 
soon have another chance of still further distinguishing themselves. 

The name of Lieutenant S. H. Lewis was sub mitted to the Brigadier 


“For gallantry on the 27th August 1915, when he led the advance 
party in the attack on the Kaiajik Aghala. This officer was severely 
wounded on this service, and is now missing.” 


(Despatch August 30th 1915, O.C. Battalion.) 


Major Money did splendid service during the attack ‘‘on Hill 60,”’ and 
Lieutenant H. T. Godber rendered very good service in charge of the 
Signallers, whose efforts were most praiseworthy during the attack on 
‘Hill 60.” 

At I a.m. the attack was launched against the Turkish trenches, and 
these were taken with slight loss, but later the Turks delivered a strong 
counter-attack and endeavoured to bomb the gallant Light Horse out of 
their position, but without avail. 

The Rangers were in reserve at this attack, but later in the morning 
of August 29th at 9 a.m. the enemy began to shell the gully in which the 
Rangers then were, but few men were hit, although the fire was very heavy 
at times. For most of the day and all through the ensuing night the 
Rangers helped the Australians to improve the hard-won trenches, and to 
place them in a position to withstand any attack. Two men were wounded 
that day. At 6 a.m. on August 30th the Turks began to shell the Well 
and the approaches to it, and at 9.30 a.m. turned their attention to the 
hill-side, which was the battalion’s bivouac. The hail of shrapnel went 
on for nearly two hours, and one man was wounded, besides the command-

ing officer of the 5th Gurkhas (Captain H. T. Molloy), who happened to 
be passing down the track at that time. 

The men of the battalion worked on at the trenches all through the 
next night, and also at the sap which it was found necessary to dig near 
Major-General Ccx’s Head-quarters. The enemy shelled the battalion's 
hivouac again on August 31st, and one man was severely wounded. At

9 p.m. on the evening of August 31st the Turkish bombers attempted to 
interfere with the men of the Rangers who were working at the advanced 
trenches, but were easily repulsed. 

Lieut.-Colonel Agnew, who commanded the 29th Brigade, went away 
to Imbros, and Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain commanded the Brigade from this 
day until September 2nd, when Lieut.-Colonel Agnew returned to Head- 
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quarters. At 6.45 a.m. on September rst the enemy’s guns shelled the 
battalion’s position, and after a pause of an hour or so commenced again 
at I0 a.m. 

The few remaining duty men were working nearly all through the 
previous night at the sap near the quarters of the G.O.C. No. 6, Section of 
defence. Some rain fell the previous night, but nearly all men had their 
greatcoats now. Lieutenant H. T. Godber, the Signalling Officer, was 
invalided on September 1st. On Thursday, September 2nd, the enemy 
began to shell the Rangers’ position at 7.15 a.m. The first shell fell short 
and did no harm, but a few seconds later a second shell exploded over the 
Battalion Head-quarters, and wounded Major Money and eight N.C.O.’s 
and men of the Rangers, besides five men of other corps, mostly Australians. 
Major Money was bending down at the time, and a shrapnel bullet entered 
his head, and he was taken down to the Hospital Ship, about a mile and 
a quarter away, at once. However, he never regained consciousness, and 
to the great regret of all ranks of the Connaught Rangers, he died at sea 
near Malta on September 7th, universally regretted and esteemed. Major 
Money had joined the battalion at Richmond Barracks, Dublin, on 
August 24th 1914, and his work since then had been an unbroken spell of 
hard and good work for the Regiment to which he had been appointed 
and which he loved so well. No words can express the value of the work 
he had done, and the standard of excellence to which he had brought his 
company (B). He died unrewarded for his great efforts, but some con- 
solation was afforded to his many friends, when over five months after the 
sad occurrence, his name was included in the list of those awarded the 
Distinguished Service Order, and he was mentioned in Despatches for his 
gallant share in the Dardanelles operations. The loss of this officer to the 
battalion was irreparable. 

At 10.50 a.m. on the same date (September 2nd) the hostile gunners 
again shelled the bivouac, but without further loss. The Rangers were 
warned to hold themselves in readiness to move on September 3rd to 
Bauchop’s Hill. 

A few shells were directed against the battalion’s position at 8 a.m. on 
September 3rd, and caused no loss. 

Private Hassett, the chaplain’s orderly, was, however, wounded near 
No. 2 Post. The day was exceedingly hot, and not a breath of breeze 
came up from the sea. Second-Lieutenant Harvey had also left the 
battalion and had been admitted to Hospital for sickness. 

There were at Head-quarters now only the following officers: 

Lieut.-Colonel H. F. N. Jourdain (Commanding). 

Lieutenant R. R. Martin (Acting Adjutant). 
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Lieutenant J. I. O’Sullivan (R.A.M.C.). 

Lieutenant and Quartermaster P. Farrell. 

Of the original officers who had left England with the battalion : 

Six had been killed in action or died of wounds. 

Fifteen had been wounded (three of whom, Second-Lieutenant Bennett, 
Lieutenant T. S. P. Martin, and Second-Lieutenant T. W. G. Johnson, 
had been wounded twice). 

Three had been sent down as sick to Base or invalided. 

Two combatant officers with the Medical Officer and the Quartermaster 
only remained. 

The number of men with the battalion was now only 134 all ranks 
available for duty, not including employés at Brigade Head-quarters, etc. 

The battalion was ordered to move quietly after dark to their new 
position at Bauchop’s Hill the same evening (September 3rd). The 
Rangers accordingly paraded at 7.30 p.m. and marched in file to Bauchop’s 
Hill, which was reached at 8.20 p.m. The Brigade Head-quarters moved 
at the same time to the bottom of the Gorge in which the battalion’s 
bivouac was. The kits were brought round by bullock carts drawn by 
mules, but these did not reach the Rangers’ camp until rr p.m. that night. 
The next day, September 4th, was spent in preparing new “ dug-outs ”’ 
for the men, as although many shells fell near the Gully, no men were 
wounded, and the work of digging in went briskly on. The next day, 
September 5th, being Sunday, the chaplains celebrated Divine Service 
early, and work commenced as soon as possible afterwards, and although 
Turkish snipers during the evening attempted to annoy the men, only one 
man was wounded this day. The enemy shelled the Wells near the Rangers’ 
bivouac, but there were no casualties. On September 6th the enemy 
shelled the Gully, but without effect, and the men were paraded, as digging 
had been completed, and were drilled, after which inspections were com- 
pleted. In the meantime, orders had come to send all available men to 
work at road-making in the Chilak Dere under the 71st Company R.E. 
The only available men for this duty (fifty in number) were dispatched 
about 9.50 a.m. 

This fatigue was ordered to continue both in the morning and in the 
afternoon, so there was little chance of a rest for either officers or men. 

Heavy gunfire broke out at 4.30 p.m., but none of the shells fell on the 
Rangers’ hill. 

A draft of two officers of the Scottish Rifles and 102 N.C.O.’s and men 
from the 3rd and roo from the 4th Battalion arrived on the night of 
September 7th at I a.m. 

The draft was paraded and inspected at 8 a.m. on September 7th by 
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the Commanding Officer, and was then told off to companies. The officers 
who accompanied this draft were Second-Lieutenants N. C. Lucas and 
A. B. Marshall, 3rd Scottish Rifles. 

On the previous day one man had been killed on the beach, where he 
was employed as a storeman, and three men were wounded that day. One 
of these men was wounded at the Chilak Dere, and two when at the 
Well. 

Aeroplanes were very active on the 7th, and a hostile one fired at some 
guns near the Rangers’ position and many bullets fell into the camp, but 
no one was hit. 

On September 8th an account of the operations on August 27th was 
published in the “‘ Local News,” in which the good work of the Rangers 
was much commended. The men of the battalion were engaged nearly 
all day road-making in the Chilak Dere. 

One man was wounded at the Well by a bullet on September 7th, but 
did not report his wound until the next day. The storeman on the Base 
kits on the shore was killed by a shell on September 6th. He was a man 
who was well respected in the battalion, and was exceedingly popular in 
the Regiment; his name was Byme. 

Two Taubes came over the lines on the 9th at 10.30 a.m. and 5.30 p.m. 
and fired at the Rangers, but no one was hit. The majority of the bat- 
talion was again put on road-making that day. Heavy gunfire went on 
all day, and the enemy replied by putting some shells into the battalion's 
bivouac at 4.30 p.m. 

The troops of the roth Division were again praised in Sir Jan Hamilton’s 
special order of September 7th. 

Intimation was conveyed to Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain by Lieut.-Colonel 
Agnew, then in command of the 2goth Brigade, that he had been appointed 
to command the 2oth Brigade, and orders arrived for Colonel Agnew to 
proceed to Mudros. This took place on September gth. 

On the following day Captain G. J. B. E. Massy arrived back from the 
Base, and from hospital after being wounded on August roth, and took 
over command of the battalion. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain took over 
command of the 29th Brigade on September 1oth. The command of the 
Brigade was at first permanent, but two days afterwards this was altered, 
and Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain was placed in temporary command only. 
The enemy bombarded the lines very heavily at 11 a.m. on the tioth, 
evidently in retaliation for the shelling to which they had been subjected 
some hours before. The men of the battalion were still employed on the 
extremely dangerous work in the Chilak Dere. Two men were severely 
wounded on the roth, one seriously. 
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Second-Lieutenant Lucas left the battalion and joined the Royal Irish 
Rifles. 

On September 11th three more men were wounded, one very seriously 
in the chest. Dill, bombing practice, and musketry drills were inaugur- 
ated on September 2nd, and were kept up daily for all men not on actual 
fatigue. Early in the day on September 12th two men were wounded, 
one of whom died almost at once of his wounds. Some rain fell the same 
evening, but did not last very long. On September 13th one wounded man 
died in hospital near No. 2 Post of wounds. Work went on as usual in 
the Chilak Dere. 

The Turks shelled the proximity of the camp heavily at 9 a.m., but no 
shells fell among the “ dug-outs.” 

As the work in the Chilak Dere had now got so dangerous, the work 
had to be carried on at night for the future (i.e. after September 
14th). 

One man was killed on the 14th and one wounded. 

Heavy rain fell on the night of September 14th, but the weather cleared 
up again on September 15th. Many shells fell near the Rangers’ bivouac, 
but luckily no shells took effect ; one man was wounded by rifle fire on 
September 15th. 

Captain B. R. Cooper rejoined the battalion from sick leave on 
September 16th, and took over command from Captain Massy. Lieut.- 
General Sir B. T. Mahon came over from Lala Baba this day to Bauchop’s 
Hill. 

At 5.5 p.m. on September 18th exceedingly heavy fire broke out, and 
the camp of the battalion was subjected to the enemy’s rifle fire until 
5.25 p.m. All troops were ordered to stand to and to be prepared to move 
at short notice. At 6.30 p.m. this order was countermanded, and firing 
practically ceased at 5.25 p.m. The Turks demonstrated against the 
gth Corps and roth Division also on this day. 

Second-Lieutenant T. W. G. Johnson was awarded the Military Cross 
in the Force Orders of September 18th (List No. 27). 

The men who had come out in the new drafts from England had shown 
a keenness to rival their comrades in the 5th Battalion, but the scarcity 
of good N.C.O.’s was fast becoming acute. The last draft was composed 
of men from all battalions of the Rangers, Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th included. 

On September 21st the precincts of the Rangers’ camp was shelled by 
the enemy at 8.20 a.m., but no damage was done. Several deserters came 
into the British lines during the past week. 

On the afternoon of September 22nd Lieut.-Colonel (Temp. Brig.- 
General) R. S. Vandeleur, C.M.G., arrived to take command of the Brigade, 
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and Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain resumed command of the battalion the same 
evening. 

The sound of gunfire seldom ceased for long day after day, and even 
in the short hours, when the guns abstained from firing, the Turkish sniper 
was seldom absent, and during the hours of darkness numbers of bullets 
fell among the resting-place of the Rangers, but there were seldom very 
many casualties. 

Every day large parties were requisitioned for strengthening the defences 
and making the roads both up the Chilak and Aghyl Dere. On September 
24th Second-Lieutenant W. H. Sargaison joined the battalion from 
Corporal 7th Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers. The enemy's trenches 
were Shelled by the land batteries at 4.30 p.m. on that date, and at 6 p.m. 
the bombardment was renewed with redoubled vigour. The Turks, on 
the other hand, demonstrated with rifle fire at 8 p.m., which did not cease 
until 8.30 p.m. Two orderlies at Brigade Head-quarters were wounded, 
and many bullets fell into the bivouac. 

The following officers joined the battalion this day (25th September) 
at 12.20 a.m. with the draft of 350 other ranks: 

Lieutenant R. G. White, 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

Second-Lieutenant C. E. Gallwey, 6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

Second-Lieutenant H. C. Bell, 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

Second-Lieutenant G. F. Macnie, 6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

Second-Lieutenant J. O. N. McKenna, 6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

Second-Lieutenant D. M. Fraser was posted to the battalion from the 
ranks of the 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers, but did not join the battalion. 

On September 25th Lieutenant R. R. Martin was admitted to hospital, 
and Captain Massy took over the duties of adjutant from that date. 

Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain and Lieutenant and Quartermaster P. Farrell 
were the only Ranger officers who had served continuously with the bat- 
talion since the Rangers landed in Mudros in July 1915. 

The Brigadier inspected the new draft and complimented the battalion 
on the turn-out of the men. 

One man was wounded on duty on the 26th in the Chilak Dere. 

On September 27th the Rangers were ordered to be in readiness to move 
to Suvla on September 2oth, instead of to Imbros, which had at first been 
arranged. At 7.30 p.m. on the same date a heavy fire broke out in the 
trench line, and bullets began to rain over the lines of the Rangers, and 
two men were wounded. This eventually ceased at 8.15 p.m. 

Orders arrived on September 28th for the battalion to march to Suvla 
on the 29th, and on arrival there to be prepared to embark in about two 
days for Imbros to reorganize and rest. These orders were soon afterwards 
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countermanded, and instructions that the Brigade should proceed to 
Mudros were issued. 

Before 7 a.m. on September 29th, special orders came for the Rangers 
to march to Anzac the same evening and to embark there for Mudros. All 
kits and baggage were ordered to be taken with units. The usual bombard- 
ment began about 5 p.m., but ceased after about twenty minutes this 
evening. A large shell, however, fell in front of the guard, but luckily did 
not explode. At 8.45 p.m. the men of the 5th Battalion fell in and began 
to move slowly down to the beach at Anzac. The Rangers were due at 
Walker’s Pier at 10 p.m., when 600 men were to embark. The remainder 
were to proceed with the roth Hampshire Regiment at 12 o'clock. All 
kits had been sent down, before the battalion paraded to move away, to 
the dump on the shore at Anzac. In the darkness the men of the Rangers 
began to move down towards No. 2 Post and the sap to Anzac, through 
which they had first come on August roth. Few, however, of those who 
first trod the dust on that hot August morning returned to Mudros with 
the battalion. 

Of combatant officers the Commanding Officer had served continuously 
with the battalion, Captain Massy had been only one month absent 
from wounds, and Captain Cooper had been sick for just over a month, 
while the Medical Officer, Lieutenant O’Sullivan, had never been absent 
from duty, and the Quartermaster had served throughout all the trying 
times on the Peninsula. The Rev. T. J. O'Connor, Chaplain to the Brigade, 
accompanied the battalion, determined never to be separated from the 
men he knew and loved so well. 

Before night fell a Taube fired at some guns near where the battalion 
was located, but no casualties were sustained by the Rangers. This night 
the sea was calm and there was a warm cool breeze only, while a bright 
moon later helped the troops in their embarkation. Walker’s Pier was 
reached at 9.45 p.m., but it became necessary to wait for the baggage to 
be loaded first. However all this was piled into one single lighter, and 
thus all the kits of the four regiments of the Brigade became mixed up, 
the battalion could not even begin embarkation until 1.20 a.m. 

The majority of the Rangers with Head-quarters reached the troop- 
carrier Abbas at 2.20 a.m. There was only room enough to lie down, but 
soon all ranks were fast asleep. The continual crack of the rifles on 
Walker’s Ridge and Russell’s Top went on ceaselessly, but no man was 
hit, and the steamer left Anzac Cove in the early hours of the morning of 
September 30th, and reached Mudros without incident at 8 a.m., just as 
the sun broke fresh over the surrounding hills while the band of the nearest 
battleship played the National Anthem, followed by the Marseillaise. 
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The work of disembarkation began almost at once, and the first boat- 
loads reached the Egyptian Pier at 9.25 a.m., and were ordered to march 
almost at once to their camp, which was reached at 10.20 a.m. Here 
tents, in a certain proportion to each battalion, were issued and were soon 
pitched by the men. The camp was situated on the east side of the 
harbour, and on the opposite side to that on which the battalion had been 
located in July. 

Lieut.-General Altham, C.B., C.M.G., and Major-General C. R. Mc- 
Grigor, C.B., came to visit the battalion and congratulate the Command- 
ing Officer on the fine performance of the battalion during its service on the 
Peninsula. General McGrigor had been Brigade-Major to the Irish Brigade 
in Natal in 1899. 

Much delay was caused by the very unnecessary allocation and alter- 
ation of camping-grounds, which kept the men most of the day changing 
from one piece of ground to another. That night officers and men, most 
of whom were accommodated in tents, slept as they had never done for 
nearly two months. 

Orders were received for the men to be re-clothed in service dress, and 
for the drill khaki and helmets to be returned to store. 

The next day (October 1st) was spent in indenting for supplies to com- 
plete the battalion with clothing and equipment, as little could be drawn 
from the Australian and New Zealand Division, and many of the men 
were wearing the same clothing they had taken into wear in July. 

Thus ended the service of the 5th Battalion on the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
The losses sustained by the Battalion during the campaign in Gallipoli were 
as follows, and bear ample testimony to the gallant behaviour of all ranks 
against a brave foe :

These numbers do not include those invalided after August 21st 1915, 
for which there is no precise record, or men accidentally injured or 
sent away on detached duties. Such casualties amounted to nearly 127. 
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A truly ternble toll of death it was, considermg the short time the 
battalion had been on the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
One man died at sea.

My DEAR VANDELEUR, 

On the departure of your Brigade from Anzac, I must write a line to 
let you know how much I and every one in this Division appreciated the 
work which has been done by your Brigade while it has been attached to 
us since 7th August. 

The taking of the Kabak Kuyu Wells by the Connaught Rangers, and 
their share in the attack on the Kaiajik Aghala, worthily upheld the tradi- 
tions of that distinguished Regiment, and the work of the Leinster Regiment 
at Quinn’s Post and Russell’s Top has been excellent throughout. The 
Royal Irish Rifles and Hampshire Regiment plunged at short notice into 
the thick of a considerable battle, suffered casualties such as well might 
have destroyed the morale and efficiency of those Battalions, but the 
excellent work which they have since done and the efforts which they have 
made to restore their efficiency makes certain that they will give a good 
account of themselves when they next meet the Turk. I should be very 
glad if you will convey to all ranks of your Brigade my thanks for the 
work they have done for this Division.

HE following may be added to complete the record of the 
battalion on Gallipoli. 


ORDERS FOR TROOPS ARRIVING IN ANZAC. 
AUGUST I09Q15. 


Organization Orders for the Troops in Anzac. 


The following orders are published, so that troops may make provision 
now for the various steps required. 


DRESS AND EQUIPMENT. 


1.—The dress for operations will be: 
| FS. equipment, less great-coats and packs. Respirators will be carried. 

Ammunition, 200 rounds per man carried on person. 

Machine guns—3,500 rounds per gun in belt boxes. 

No regimental or brigade reserve will accompany the troops, but will 
be sent forward later as required from the reserves which have been formed. 

Trained bomb-throwers will be included in each company. 

Those men will carry only fifty rounds of ammunition, but will each 
be provided with an additional haversack to carry eight bombs. 

Sandbags. At least one per man. 

Tools. The light entrenching tool will be carried, and in addition 
picks and shovels in the proportion of one pick and one shovel to each 
eight men—carried on person. (One pick and one shovel per four men 
not employed in an attacking column.) 

Wire-cutters will be carried. Other articles of equipment at the dis- 
cretion of Commanders in charge of special operations. 

All Red and Yellow Semaphore Flags.—Signalling or special issue in 
possession of units are to be taken. One each per officer and N.C.O. up 
to the number in possession, after deducting signalling requirements. 
Those red and yellow flags are to be waved rapidly when it is desired to 
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show the position of our troops to the Navy, our own artillery, or to the 
infantry. 

Water Bottles.—Filled and to be very sparingly used. 

Iron Rations.—Meat and biscuits or equivalent ; one day. 

Groceries, two days. 

Indian ranks. Goor or sugar in place of groceries. 

All ranks will wear white armlets, 6 inches wide, fixed on each arm above 
the elbow, and a white patch about 8 inches square fixed on the back of 
the right shoulder or between the shoulder-blades. This will be worn in 
addition to any distinguishing marks selected by Commanders of columns. 

No animals will be available for carriage of any equipment. Cable 
and other technical equipment usually carried in carts or wagons is to be 
carried on barrows or by hand. 


NIGHT OPERATIONS. 


2. The password for night operations will be published in operation 
orders. 

Anyone not answering with the countersign at once, and anyone 
without the distinguishing armlets and patch ordered in paragraph 1, will 
be treated as an enemy. 

The following refers to night operations involving a night march 
previous to assault : 

i. Rifles are not to be loaded. Magazines will not be charged before 
moving off, and are only to be charged by the direct order of an officer. 

li. Bayonets will be fixed. 

ili. All movement is to be as silent as possible: guides and leaders of 
columns are reminded that a pace of more than a mile an hour cannot be 
attained in broken country with a column of more than 500 men. 

iv. No talking is to be permitted from the hour of falling in till day- 
light : necessary orders are to be passed in low tones. 

v. No smoking or lights are to be permitted from the hour of falling in 
till daylight. 

vi. No messenger is to be sent from front to rear at a faster pace than 
the column is moving, as men moving rapidly back are apt to cause panic. 
Unless, therefore, the matter is urgent the messenger should be dropped 
to await the arrival of the person the message is meant for. Similarly, no 
evacuation of wounded to the rear during darkness is to take place till the 
columns have passed by. No man not a stretcher-bearer is to fall out on 
the excuse of assisting wounded to the rear unless his services have been 
demanded by the medical officer. 

vii. In the event of the enemy’s fire being opened while troops are 
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moving on the objective, troops are to move on, advanced parties or special 
groups being detailed for attacking enemy picquets or snipers with the 
bayonet if those are close to the line of march. 

If the fire is effective, as from machine-gun fire trained on a point, 
troops will take cover while steps are organized to deal with it. 

When, however, the objective is close, troops will press on to its capture 
at all costs, remembering that several other columns are aiming at the same 
objective, and that the attack of one aids all. 

viii. Electric torches, used only by officers and by the order of the 
senior Commander on the spot, will be useful to flash backwards and show 
position of front lines from time to time to those in rear. (These are only 
for use once touch with the enemy has been gained and the advance of the 
troops can no longer be concealed.) 

ix. When considering the distribution of troops in their commands, 
leaders are warned that soon rather than late, enemy picquets will be met 
with. Each column should therefore be headed by a party ready to deal 
without any hesitation with an enemy party when met with—using the 
bayonet and following up quickly on the heels of the enemy if he with- 
draws up the direction of the march. 


DISPOSAL OF SURPLUS EQUIPMENT. 


3. In accordance with paragraph 1, packs and other articles of equip- 
ment have to be left behind. This applies to all units, as whether employed 
actively or passively to begin with, all may be required to assume the 
offensive at short notice. 

Those articles will be collected before falling in and left in charge of a 
party of 

One officer per brigade. 

One senior N.C.O. per battalion. 

Two men per company. 

And a similar proportion for other units. 

This equipment, with all surplus kit, will be left: in the case of new 
arrivals—in the area allotted to the units, under Brigade arrangements ; 
in the case of Anzac units—as may be selected under Divisional arrange- 
ments. 


DISPOSAL OF SICK. 


4. Casualties occurring in the Brigade area between dark of the night 
on which movement commences and the march of troops will be dealt with 
under arrangements which are being made for all troops by Australian 
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Division in their area, and New Zealand and Australian Division in theirs. 
None but urgent cases will be evacuated until daylight. 


WATER. 


5. The afternoon before operations commence an extra supply of water 
will be provided for troops detailed for operations beyond the Anzac 
position. Water-bottles are to be filled from this. As much as possible 
of any balance from this extra issue should be consumed before starting. 


CARE OF SUPPLIES. 


6. All ranks are to be warned to be sparing in their use of water, food, 
and ammunition. In some cases there is no possibility of water being 
sent up to the troops for at least eighteen hours after their movement 
commences, nor of food being available for forty-eight hours. Any food 
or water thrown away cannot therefore be replaced. 

As regards ammunition, every effort will be made to bring up reserves 
immediately in the rear of troops, but none the less wild firing is to be 
checked at once and no firing permitted except on paying targets—or by 
picked shots specially detailed to deal with individual enemy. 


REST. 


7. All ranks are also to be warned that the first night of the operations 
will be sleepless and the next probably sleepless also. They should there- 
fore during the night and day preceding the operations rest rather than 
move about unnecessarily. 


ENTRENCHING. 


8. All new arrivals are reminded that no labour expended on digging 
is started and that when they occupy a position they are to work, not till 
they have completed a little breastwork, but till a deep recessed fire trench 
has been made. Then they are to continue till supports and communica- 
tion trenches are complete and give full protection against shrapnel and 
small arm fire. And as the only tools available will be those carried by 
the men, these are on no account to be thrown away because of their weight 
or inconvenience. 


DIFFERENT MARKS OF AMMUNITION. 


9. The troops employed are armed with rifles firing two marks of 
ammunition, mark VI and mark VII. 
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The maxim built for the mark VI cannot take mark VII ammunition 
—and this is being legislated for as far as possible by employing guns now 
at Anzac in places where only mark VI ammunition is used by the troops. 

Mark VII ammunition can be used in any mark of -303 rifle, but is 
likely to jam in loading and a different sighting is necessary. Briefly—L. E. 
short rifle or the long rifle using mark VII ammunition fires high up to 400 
yards and after that low. A nile sighted for mark VII ammunition and 
using mark VI ammunition fires low for the first 400 yards and after that 
high. 

It is therefore desirable to avoid mixing up the two marks, and to help 
in this, boxes of mark VII ammunition are clearly marked, and have in 
addition two “‘ V ’’-shaped nicks on the ends of the lids of all boxes, so 
that the boxes can be distinguished by feel as well as by sight. An addi- 
tional safeguard is that all mark VII ammunition is packed in bandoliers 
for convenience in distribution, and not in packets. 


CHAPTER LXXVII. 


TRANSFERRED TO SALONIKA, THE ADVANCE INTO SERBIA AND 
BULGARIA. KOSTURINO. RETURN TO SALONIKA. 


1915 
HE battalion remained at Mudros East from September 3oth to 

October 5th. 

On October 2nd the Rangers were warned to be ready for 
a sudden move that day or the day following. October 2nd was exceed- 
ingly. sultry and hot, and although the men were exercised in dmll, and 
good rations were supplied—a welcome change after the poor rations served 
out on Gallipoli—dysentery had already again made inroads into the 
strength of the battalion ; indeed ever since their arrival in Lemnos Island. 
At 6 p.m. on October 2nd two drafts joined the battalion, one of thirty- 
four N.C.O.’s and Men who had returned from hospital (both sick and 
wounded) ; and 148 of a draft that had been detained at Mudros. These 
last had arrived from England by the same troopship as the 350 men who 
had joined on September 25th. 

On October 3rd the re-clothing of the battalion was carried on as rapidly 
as possible, and drill parades were held by companies. Many men during 
their service on Gallipoli had grown beards, as shaving was almost 1m- 
possible on the Peninsula. Now by order of the Brigade Commander 
the beards were ordered to be shaved off without delay—perhaps lest 
they might shock the Hellenic Army at Salonika ! 

Early on October 4th the brigade marched from camp with the 
Rangers and the other battalions at 8.35 a.m. After a tiring march of 
only five miles, during which the brigade was halted and formed up many 
times, on reaching a point about two miles from the camp, suddenly orders 
were received for the brigade to embark at 2 p.m. It was then about 
11.15 a.m., and the Rangers were then two miles from camp, on a very 
rough tract of open country. 

They marched home independently and reached camp at 11.50 a.m. 
Information was now received that the battalion would not embark that 
day. Two battalions only of the brigade were to embark at 2 p.m. These 
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two marched away leaving the Rangers and roth Hampshire Regiment 
under command of Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain. The two battalions were 
ordered to embark next day, on October 5th. 

In view of the coming campaign in the Balkans, the Rangers were 
provided with service dress. The khaki dmill clothing was withdrawn 
and the helmets returned to store. These were however all burnt by the 
Ordnance, even before the Rangers left Mudros. The heat, it should be 
added, was most oppressive just then. The 5th Battalion paraded at 
9.35 a.m. on October 5th and marched down to the Egyptian pier for 
embarkation. The orders were to proceed to an ‘‘ unknown destination,” 
which, however, nearly every one guessed was Salonika. 

The Rangers embarked partly in the transport meas, one of the Ocean 
Co.’s liners, a vessel of 10,049 tons, and partly in the transport Clan 
Wiliam. The party in the latter vessel were mostly A Company, under 
Captain B. R. Cooper. Head-quarters and the other three companies 
(nine officers, including the Commanding Officer and Medical Officer, the 
Chaplain and 497 Other Ranks) embarked in the 4ineas at 12.30 p.m. The 
Divisional and 30th Brigade Staffs embarked also in the neas. 

A series of misadventures attended the first attempt of the transport 
to start. In moving out of harbour at 9.30 p.m. on October 5th, first 
she ran into the harbour boom and had to anchor until 1.20 p.m. on the 
6th before the boom chains could be cut clear, after which she anchored 
in the Inner Harbour at 2 p.m. Lieut.-General Sir B. Mahon and the 
Divisional Staff left the ship for a destroyer, the Lawford, at 3.20 p.m., but 
after leaving port were recalled by wireless and re-embarked in the neas 
at 7.35 p.m., after which the ship moved again up harbour and anchored for 
the night, all the troops remaining on board. Head-quarters of the 30th 
Brigade, with the 6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers and 7th Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers who were also on board, disembarked on October 7th and en- 
camped on shore. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, as O.C. Troops on board 
remained in the 4neas with the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers, 
6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers and some details. General Mahon again left 
the Zncas on August 7th and proceeded to Salonika in H.M. Destroyer Louts. 
The transport then, in a severe gale that came on, dragged her anchor 
and collided with a mine sweeper which made a big hole in the A:neas’s 
side, fortunately above water, and did other damage, in consequence of 
which the P. & O. transport Kalyan had to stand-by close alongside all 
the night of August 7th in wild and stormy weather. Repairs went on 
during August 8th and during the forenoon of August 9th the troops which 
had been landed on October 7th re-embarked, and finally at 6.30 p.m. the 
ZEneas passed out clear to sea. Although the Officer Commanding the 
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30th Brigade was still on board ship, Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain was requested 
to retain command of the troops on board. 

After darkness fell, all lights were extinguished, and the neas steamed 
for Salonika, escorted by a destroyer and a cruiser. After an uneventful 
voyage the Gulf of Salonika was entered at 6.15 a.m. on October roth, 
and the boom passed at 8 a.m. There was some delay on arrival, but at 
12.15 p.m. the Rangers were ordered to disembark at 1.30 p.m. with the 
Divisional Signal Company. By the efficient aid of the naval transport 
authorities this was soon accomplished, and the first party of 350 men 
with Head-quarters, reached the docks at 2.5 p.m. All baggage was on 
shore by 4.10 p.m., and transport requisitioned and ready. The battalion 
began the march to Lembet Camp about two and a half miles outside the 
town, the camp being so named from a farm on which the camp of the 
zgth Brigade was pitched. 

The battalion, with Head-quarters, reached the camp at 6.5 p.m. after 
a very hot and tiring march, the men being overweighted with marching- 
order kit ; and encumbered with blankets and waterproof sheets in addi- 
tion. No transport could be provided for these weighty articles. The 
remainder of the battalion was already in camp* under Captain B. R. 
Cooper. 

The road to the camp was crowded with both Greek and French troops. 
The former were mobilizing their army, the latter were disembarking 
and hurrying troops up to an encampment some little distance away from 
the Tenth Division. The mobilization of the Greek Army was then pro- 
ceeding in a somewhat leisurely manner, and the long lines of baggage 
- animals were continually moving between Salonika and the Greek camps 
near Lake Langaza and Kirechkeui. 

About 300 men left on fatigue duty at the docks, arrived in camp at 
4.20 p.m. on October 11th. The 30th Brigade began to arrive at Lembet 
Camp on October 11th at 8.20 a.m. 

The Rangers were exercised in drill and route-marching daily, while 
the equipment of the battalion was pushed on as fast as possible. Stores 
were however very difficult to obtain, and what was given out one day 
was generally taken away the next. Eight horses were issued to the 
battalion on October 13th, but six of them—the very best, which was not 
much—were withdrawn a few days later. French troops were daily 
arriving in large numbers, and were pushed up-country from their large 
camp on the Monastir Road. 


* The view from the Camp on arrival was most picturesque, overlooking as it did the 
town and gulf of Salonika, with Mount Olympus even then covered with snow, in the setting 
sun. 
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The weather, which had turned cold, now broke, and on October 15th 
rain commenced to fall in torrents, and continued for several days. The 
camp as the result became a sea of mud, and although the troops had 
tents, the conditions of life were most uncomfortable. A heavy wind, the 
notorious ‘‘ Vardar Wind,” generally blew with gusts and squalls of rain, — 
and the sand now became mud, and such mud too! It was mud that 
would almost rip the soles off the men’s boots. 

On October 15th a draft arrived under the command of Second-Lieu- 
tenant D. P. J. Kelly with Second-Lieutenants G. Robinson and H. J. 
Shanley, and 276 Other Ranks. Their arrival brought the strength of the 
battalion up to 1,078 Other Ranks—excluding officers.

Second-Lieutenants D. J. Cowan and H. H. L. Richards of the 5th 
Connaught Rangers joined the battalion on October 16th. Lieutenant 
V. J. Tibbs joined a few days later. 

Rain continued to pour down ceaselessly throughout October 16th, 
17th and 18th, and the whole country was a sea of mud and water. The 
brigade was ordered to parade several times for a route-march, and the 
men generally came back to camp wet through, with no possibility of a 
change. 

On October 20th the battalion paraded at 9.30 a.m. and marched in 
brigade to a pass between the hills near Langaza Lake. The transport 
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with the men’s dinners started at 7.30 a.m. As the brigade marched off, 
the rain came down in torrents, and continued until the end of the march 
at midday. After dinners all battalions were ordered to march to camp 
independently. The Rangers started for home at 1.35 and reached camp 
at 3.47 p.m. On the return journey the weather kept up fora time. The 
rain however came down again at 5.30 p.m. with the result that the whole 
camp now became nearly ten inches deep in muddy water. The tents too 
were not waterproof, and were overcrowded. Campaigning in Salonika was 
far from a pleasure jaunt! The battalion marched twelve miles that day. 

On October 21st a few more tents were obtained for the battalion, but 
after these had been pitched, and the mud cleared away, the Rangers had 
to sleep fifteen men in each tent. A fierce gale with cold and chilly rain 
raged throughout the night of October 21st-22nd, and several tents were 
blown down, the occupants being drenched. Captain B. R. Cooper was 
invalided and was later sent in a hospital ship to Egypt. The state of 
the camp became worse until the mud became in places nearly two feet 
deep, and water and mud ran through the tents, drenching everything. 
On October 22nd towards evening more heavy rain fell. 

The Rangers marched in brigade to Kirechkeui at 9 a.m. on October 
23rd, and after a short halt under the towering height of Beaz Tash (2,193 
feet high), the return march was begun. The brigade reached camp in 
fine weather at 2.20 p.m., having marched twelve miles. 

The Rangers had collected a certain amount of first-line transport, 
and the men had taken a great interest in the animals and the wagons 
served out to them. However, on October 23rd, they were ordered to 
hand over all transport to the 30th Brigade to complete that brigade at 
once before it began to entrain for Serbia. The weather had been fairly 
fine for twenty-two hours but at 8 p.m. heavy rain set in again and water 
poured through and swamped most of the tents. The battalion was how- 
ever in wonderful spirits and there was not much sickness. 

On October 24th this farewell order was promulgated to the troops : 


FAREWELL ORDER BY GENERAL SIR JAN HAMILTON. 


General Head-quarters, 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, 
October 17th, 1915. 
‘‘On handing over the Command of the Mediterranean Expedi- 
tionary Force to General Sir C. C. Monro, the Commander-in-Chief 
wishes to say a few farewell words to the Allied troops, with many 
of whom he has now for so long been associated. First, he would 
like them to know his deep sense of the honour it has been to com- 
mand so fine an Army in one of the most arduous and difficult Cam- 
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paigns which has ever been undertaken ; secondly, he must express 
to them his admiration at the noble response which they have invari- 
ably given to the calls he has made upon them. No risk has been 
too desperate; no sacrifice too great. Sir Ian Hamilton thanks all 
ranks, from Generals to private soldiers, for the wonderful way they 
have seconded his efforts to lead them towards that decisive victory, 
which, under their new Chief, he has the most implicit confidence they 
will achieve.” | 


The battalion was sent out on a route-march of about six miles on 
October 25th, but rain compelled a return to camp at 12.35 p.m. The day 
broke on October 26th with torrential rain still falling, and hour after hour 
so passed. It was not until 11.40 a.m. that the weather cleared somewhat. 
All horses except two were given up this day to the 30th Brigade. Second- 
Lieutenant A. C. Holmes joined the battalion on the 26th with thirty-two 
men of the Rangers’ transport from England; these men had been left 
behind when the battalion left Basingstoke in July. The brigade, including 
the Rangers, were marched in brigade to the Derbend Pass, and returned 
to camp the same afternoon. On the return march the 15th Mountain 
Battery and the gth Field Battery of the Greek Army were passed on 
the march towards the frontier. The length of the march was twelve 
miles. 

The battalion was inspected by the Officer Commanding the Brigade 
in marching order at 12.5 p.m. on October 29th. The Brigadier informed 
the commanding officer that the battalion was very well turned out, and 
that it was the best parade he had had. The packs he said were all well 
packed and that generally he was much pleased with the battalion. 

Part of the 30th Brigade had already left for the front, their destina- 
tion being as yet unknown. One man of the Rangers died in hospital on 
October 29th. 

New transport was now served out to the battalion, which had to be 
cleaned up and fitted. On October 30th the Rangers were ordered to march 
in brigade with all transport on the road to Kirechkeui for a distance of 
four miles. The battalion returned to camp by the same route. The 
remainder of the 30th Brigade left camp for the Military Station on the 
Monastir road that day and left early on October 31st. 

Several fifes had been purchased in Salonika by the commanding officer 
and the drums which had been given in to the Ordnance Department were 
recovered. Thus a small drum and fife band was organized. 

On November 3rd the drums and fifes accompanied the battalion on 
a brigade field day in the neighbourhood of Eurenjik. All returned to 
camp at 4.30 p.m. after a short march of about seven miles and operations. 
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On November 4th there was the usual deluge of rain, and the camp, which 
had dried up a little, was again a sea of mud. 

Field operations for the brigade took place on November 5th. The 
Rangers marched out about seven miles and dug trenches along the whole 
position during the day. These trenches were then filled in, and the bat- 
talion returned to camp at 5.20 p.m. 

The whole brigade marched to the Derbend defile on November 8th 
in marching order. The road was somewhat narrow. There was a cele- 
bration and review in Salonika on this day in honour of St. Demetrius, the 
patron saint. Many Greek officers and others drove in to Salonika and 
back. Nearly all these passed the brigade on the road and retarded the pace. 
Indeed several times the 29th Brigade had to halt to allow the carriages 
of Greek generals and other officers to pass by. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain 
commanded the brigade in the absence of the Brigadier through sickness. 

On the evening of November gth the Rangers went out for a night 
march and field operations near Lembet. The operations continued through- 
out the night and the battalion returned to camp on November Ioth at 
g.20 a.m. Second-Lieutenants F. W. Ilingworth, 12th Scottish Rifles, and 
J. A. Calderwood, 4th Scottish Rifles, and seventy-one Other Ranks (all 
Connaught Rangers) joined the battalion on November Ioth soon after the 
return of the Rangers to camp. The last battalion of the 31st Brigade 
left camp on November Ioth for the station to entrain for the north. 

Orders were received on November 11th that the battalion would prob- 
ably move up to the Serbian Border on November 15th, on which mules 
and limber wagons to make up to scale were ordered to be drawn at once. 

The 29th Brigade began to leave for the front on November 12th. The 
6th Leinster Regiment and one company of the 6th Royal Irish Rifles 
marched to the Military Station to entrain the following day. The Brigadier 
and Staff left on November 13th, and Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain was left in 
command of the remainder of the brigade at Salonika. 

On November 14th, orders were received for the Rangers to march 
to the Military Station that afternoon and entrain at 6 a.m. on the 15th. 
The baggage was at once packed and the battalion paraded at 3.15 p.m. 
It marched from camp and passed close to the French lines to the Military 
Station on the Monastir Road, which was reached at 5.10 p.m. 

As the Rangers marched by the French lines, the drums of the battalion 
played ‘ Killaloe,” followed by the “‘ Marseillaise,’’ which greatly pleased 
the French troops. They not only cheered and joined in the chorus, but 
one enthusiastic French soldier broke through the ranks and attempted 
to embrace the big drummer, a very tall man, named O’Connor. He, not 
to be outdone, looked round for a second to see if his action had the approval 
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of the commanding officer, then put down his drum, and kissed the enthu- 
siastic French soldier on both cheeks, and throwing both arms round the 
man embraced him in a most affectionate and friendly manner. He then 
picked up his big drum quickly, and taking up the time at once, continued 
to play as if nothing had happened. The drums continued the march 
without more than a few seconds’ marking time. Cheers from the ranks 
of the Rangers and from the French soldiers lining the road greeted the 
demonstration of affection between the Irish and French troops. 

Two companies carried a green flag, each with a huge harp embroidered 
on it, at the head of each company. These flags were received with great 
ceremony and were duly saluted by many French soldiers while guards 
turned out and presented arms as well. The greatest enthusiasm prevailed 
and the cheering continued until the Rangers were almost out of sight. 

The battalion had to bivouac near the station, in view of the early 
start on November 15th. Breakfasts were eaten at 3.30 a.m., mostly by 
the light of candles; the early morning being very dark—and also very 
cold. The transport was at the station ready to entrain at 4 a.m., but it 
was still quite dark at that hour, and there was no train, and no sign of 
one. Not till nearly 7 a.m. did any part of a train arrive, and then only 
a few trucks and carriages. The transport was at once loaded with great 
celerity after which more carriages appeared. At 7.30 a.m. the battalion 
marched into the station with drums playing. It entrained at once, all 
ranks being on the train by 7.45 a.m. The men were accommodated in 
luggage vans which were quite comfortable and the officers and some of 
the battalion were put intocarriages. The second portion of the transport 
was due to start by a later train at 2 p.m., together with forty N.C.O.’s 
and men, all of the transport. The strength of the battalion, on entrain- 
ment, was 970. Two attached officers and some men were left at the base 
detail camp either for duty or because of sickness. 

The railway journey north began at 8.10 a.m. and at 8.25 a.m. the 
train crossed the Galiko River. The line then ran nearly due north. Gar- 
dens and cultivation lay alongside the Vardar River, with wide traces of 
sedge and marsh for several miles. Karaoglu station was passed at 9. 20 
a.m., and at 10.10 a.m. Karasauli was reached. Two large lakes, Amatovo 
and Ardzan, were on the east of the railway line. At Karasauli the train 
waited for nearly an hour, during which the sun came out and the day 
became quite warm. The inhabitants at the station sold chickens to the 
officers and men. Greek troops were in occupation of the stations, but 
did not appear troubled about the allied contingents proceeding north. 
The houses mostly still bore traces of the last Balkan War, and were in 
many cases shot-riddled, or damaged by artillery fire. The train left 
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Karasauli at II.10 a.m., and passed near the western shore of ArdZan Lake. 
The local inhabitants at various stopping places tried to sell “‘ Koniak ” 
to the soldiers, and constant vigilance was necessary to prevent the spirit 
being passed into the carriages. The Belashitza Mountains came into 
view at II.50 a.m., and soon trenches, white crosses, and other reminis- 
cences of the last Balkan War came continually into view along the line 
to Dojran, especially before the train reached Kilindir (12.10 p.m.). At 
Kilindir station a Bulgarian was brought to the commanding officer by an 
English-speaking Greek, as the Bulgarian wished to enlist in the regiment 
he said. On being asked why, the man said he wished to fight against 
his countrymen, the Bulgarians, whom he detested. He was not however 
taken on as a Connaught Ranger, and seemed much dejected at being 
turned down. The Greek, on being asked how he spoke English so well, 
said he lived in England for several years, and that he did not like to live 
in Greece, and finished up by saying, “ Jolly place Leicester Square.”’ 
The journey was resumed at 12.40 p.m., and the train moved slowly on to 
Dojran, four miles distant, reached at 1.10 p.m. The mountains of the 
Belashitza Range across the lake looked remarkably grand and picturesque. 
The lake was full of fish, and the inhabitants were seen hurrying up with 
baskets of fish, which they proceeded to fry in oil on a charcoal fire close 
by. They produced a most appetizing dish for which they asked a very 
exorbitant price. While the men were waiting for the transport to be 
unloaded at Dojran, the fishermen drove a good trade, the soldiers buying 
freely from them. 

At 2.10 p.m., every vehicle was unloaded, and the mules safely detrained 
and harnessed to the wagons and limbers. The detrainment was excel- 
lently done, as there was only a narrow platform line, and mules and limbers 
had only been served out to the battalion shortly before leaving Salonika. 

The Rangers marched to the bivouac, about a mile from the station, 
and reached it at 3.15 p.m. The battalion crossed the Serbian border-line 
about a quarter of a mile from the bivouac. Here was a Serbian border- 
guard house and Serbian guard, the members of which looked on with an 
amused expression at the Rangers marching with their drums and fifes 
playing. 

Night came on quickly. Almost as soon as the bivouacs were pitched, 
before 5 p.m., the sun disappeared, and it was almost dark. Shell and cart- 
ridge cases and other reminders of the previous Balkan War lay on the 
ground where the battalion bivouacked, and the trunks of the few trees 
near by were riddled with shrapnel and rifle bullets. In one instance there 
was a Shell which had hit a tree, and had not exploded. The night was 
cold but dry and passed quietly.

SERBIA—THE 6th BATTALION ON THE MARCH. 


18th November 1915. 
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Soon after 8 a.m. on November 16th, the sound of gunfire was plainly 
heard from the north. The French troops were reported to be in action 
near Rabrovo, the Bulgarian forces being at the same time reported to be 
withdrawing northwards. At 3 p.m. the bursts of shells could be plainly 
seen from the Rangers’ camp. Heavy firing broke out again at § p.m. 
The Rangers remained in bivouac all the day. 

On November 17th two battalions of the 29th Brigade marched north 
at 9.30 a.m. to Pozarli and Causli. They were the 6th Leinster Regiment 
and the 6th Royal Irish Rifles. They were however not engaged in the 
assault on the Kosturino ridge. They did not again meet the Rangers 
and roth Hampshire Regiment until December 11th. The Rangers pro- 
ceeded for a march and battalion exercise at 9.30 a.m., returning to camp 
at 12.5 p.m. Rain fell later and the weather turned bitterly cold, while 
a fierce gale broke over the lines. In the evening orders were received 
for the Rangers to march at 9.30 next day. 

At 6.35 a.m. on November 18th on a cold and frosty morning the bat- 
talion bivouacs were struck and packed. After breakfast at 7.30 a.m. the 
Rangers paraded at 9.15 a.m., and with the roth Hampshire Regiment 
marched towards the town of Dojran, about one mile ahead, along the 
road towards the Dedeli Pass. Headed by the drums, which played at 
intervals along the road, the battalion marched through the town of Dojran. 
Some of the inhabitants saluted the commanding officer, but the majority 
looked on with a sullen scowl and made no attempt to be friendly. After 
an hour’s march along the shore of the lake the two regiments were halted 
by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, delegated to command by the Brigadier, who 
had ridden ahead. A heavy frost covered the ground and there was a cold 
wind. When however the sun came out it became quite warm. The 
Rangers and Hampshire Regiment reached the camp and Brigade Head- 
quarters at 1.30 p.m., having marched a little over nine miles. The bivouac 
was soon laid out, and the men, who were in marching order with great- 
coats, blankets, waterproof sheets, and bivouac equipment, were soon at 
work cooking their rations. The bivouacs were put up in a few minutes 
and the Rangers prepared for a stay near Hasanli of probably two days. 
No move for at least that time had been ordered, but about 8 p.m. it was 
announced that an early move was in contemplation. It was not however 
until 10.55 p.m. that orders arrived for the two battalions to march next 
day to Rabrovo. 

The night was exceedingly cold, but fine. Réveillé went at 6.30 a.m. 
on November roth, and, as usual, the morning was very cold. The Rangers 
commenced their march towards the Dedeli Pass at 9 a.m., leaving the 
bivouac with drums playing. The brigade commander allowed music to

be played until the battalion reached the Dedeli Pass. After that move- 
ments were to be concealed from the enemy as far as possible. The men 
marched well and were complimented on their appearance by the brigade 
commander. The roth Hampshire Regiment left at 10 a.m., with brigade 
head-quarters. The march traversed the Dedeli Pass, and then across the 
Bojimi Dere, a tributary of the Vardar. It then went on to Rabrovo, 
reached at 11.5 a.m. The Rangers halted in a clearing near the village, 
where dinners were cooked. 

At I p.m. A and B Companies were sent out to take up a position then 
held by the 7th Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers, north-west of the village. 
A little later D Company was sent to second-line trenches almost due north 
of Rabrovo. These positions had been taken up from the French, and 
were called the Heights N.E., N. and N.W. of the Town. The commanding 
officer went round the whole position with the adjutant, and found the 
lines exceedingly dirty, and without any field of fire. Most of the line had 
been originally made during the Balkan War to face the Dedeli Defile. 
It had been roughly adapted since to face the opposite way. As the men 
had marched over four and a half miles, and had been ordered to take up 
this position, the three companies of the Rangers were allowed to remain 
in the trenches for the night. The brigade commander however ordered 
that the arrangement should be changed next day. These trenches were 
useless. They could be used for no purpose whatever, except for delaying 
a force coming from the Dedeli Pass. One party of B Company had to 
climb almost to the top of the ridge above Valandovo, a heavy task in 
marching-order kit with blankets, waterproof sheets, bivouacs, etc. The 
head-quarters of the French General on the left were at Valandovo. During 
the night heavy gun and rifle fire was heard on the left, where the French 
forces were. 

The following were the orders for the move on the night of November 
2oth-2Ist 1915 and for the 30th and 31st Brigades to take over the French 
trenches from the Kozlu Dere to near Kosturino: 


“roTH Division ORDER No. I. 
18th November, 1915. 

I. The roth Division will relieve the French troops in first line on the 
night 20-21 November as follows :— 

31st Infantry Brigade from the Kozlu Dere through Prstan and Memisli 
to Rocky Peak just S. of Ormanli.

On November 2oth, after arrangements had been made to relieve the 
company situated above Rabrovo by one of the roth Hampshire Regiment 
at 8 a.m., orders were received for the Rangers and roth Hampshire to 
march to Tatarli at once. A, B, and D Companies were withdrawn from 
the outpost line, but did not rejoin until nearly 11 a.m., when the battalion 
began the march to Tatarli. At 8.30 a.m. the Bulgarian artillery began 
to shell the French lines on Hill 350, and some shells fell on the ridge to the 
north of Valandovo. The order for the move to Tatarli or Calkali, as the 
two villages were adjacent, was as follows :—

After much delay, caused by the ammunition column cutting in in 
front of the Rangers on the only road, or rather track, to Tatarli, the bat- 
talion reached its bivouacking ground on rough ground north of the village, 
at 1.20 p.m. Many of the regiments that were about to proceed to take 
over the French lines were bivouacked in the small space available for the 
camp of the battalion. These battalions could not commence to move 
until the sun began to set. It was late therefore when the men of the 
Rangers were able to pitch their own bivouacs. The Brigadier proceeded 
to Tatarli and then handed over the command of the two regiments to 
Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, who was ordered to consider his force as Divisional 
Reserve. Brigade Head-quarters then moved back to near Hasanli. 

All the villages in this part of Serbia had been completely cleared by 
the French, and the inhabitants sent away. Rabrovo, Valandovo, Tatarli, 
Calkali, Dedeli, Kajali, and Memishi were thus absolutely devoid of inhabi- 
tants. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain received a wire from Divisional Head- 
quarters acquainting him that the force under his command was under the 
orders of the Division only, and that he was to take orders from them only. 

The day broke with rain falling, but this cleared up later. The length 
of the march this day was only four and a half miles. Upon relief by the 
30th and 31st Brigades, the French troops holding the line from the Kozlu 
Dere towards Kosturino began to file down by the woody track past Kajali 
to Tatarli, and there awaited orders from their own general. 

Services by the chaplains were held as usual early on November 2ist, 
and afterwards orders were received from the Division tosend out two officers’ 
patrols towards Boluntili and Prstan. Acting Captain D. P. J. Kelly and 
Second-Lieutenant D. J. Cowan went out at 10 a.m. and rendered excellent 
reports, especially Captain Kelly, both of which were dispatched to Divi- 
sional Head-quarters. Nothing could be seen of the Bulgarians round the 
right flank, which was then not wholly closed and secure. 
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Lieutenant M. J. Fogarty with 80 other ranks joined the battalion the 
same day from the base. There were only a few registering shots by our 
guns on November 21st near Tatarli. At 9 a.m. on the 22nd Brigadier- 
General Nicol visited the battalion at Tatarli, and a large fatigue party of 
the Rangers was put to improve the roadway up to Kajali and Memisli. 
There was a severe frost at night, and the men felt the cold in the rocky 
bivouac very keenly. The night of November 22nd was also exceedingly 
cold, with again a severe frost. 

The battery near Tatarli opened on the Bulgarians, who were observed 
putting guns into position behind Hill 850, almost opposite the centre of 
the British line. Sniping was heard later. At 5 p.m. the Rangers, to the 
number of 100 men, pulled up a battery nearly to the village of Kajal. 
Another fatigue party was furnished by the battalion in repairing the ford 
over the Bojimi Dere near Rabrovo. This party was employed continu- 
ously day by day from 8 a.m. until sunset from this date, until the battalion 
took over front-line trenches. Several Bulgarian prisoners were brought 
through the lines during the day. 

The night of November 23rd and morning of November 24th were very 
cold, with a very heavy frost. At 9 a.m. the enemy opened with shell-fire 
on the batteries just east of the battalion’s bivouac, but after about two 
hours the shelling ceased, with little loss. 

The following night the Rangers (100) again helped to drag up another 
battery of the 67th Brigade up the hill to near Memisli. This was very 
heavy fatigue work, but all men worked at it with cheerful willingness, and 
it was past 5 a.m. on the 25th before the work was completed. The night 
had been again excessively cold, and made sleep for many almost impossible, 
although in a more sheltered position than the men in the front line. Lieut.- 
General Sir B. Mahon and Brigadier-General Nicol proceeded through 
Tatarli on November 28th, and saw the men of the battalion road-making 
near Kajali. The enemy, who were shelled by the British guns at 11.15 
a.m. just east of Memisli, replied at 2.15 p.m. by shelling one of the Rangers’ 
companies on the Kajali road, but without causing any casualties. Eight 
Bulgarian prisoners were brought in during the day, two of them captured 
behind the battery near Calkali. 

As day broke on November 26th rain and sleet began to fall, and later 
the downpour was very heavy. The tops of the hills were covered with 
snow, and the cold was very severe. The soldiers attempted to improve 
their bivouacs, but without much success. At 11.25 a.m. orders were sent 
to withdraw the two companies of the roth Hampshire Regt. from the top 
of Créte Simonet. The cold was at this time very severe and the men were 
wet through with rain, snow, and mud. There was, however, little sick- 
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ness, and the men were in excellent spirits. Second-Lieutenant C. E. 
Gallwey was sent into Dojran to act as assistant to the D.A.D.O.S. The 
heavy rain subsided towards evening, but at 4 a.m. on November 27th snow 
began to fall heavily and continued without intermission until 3 p.m. 
When the snow ceased the weather became intensely cold, the snow which 
had fallen freezing on the men’s coats. Where the snow melted, the path- 
way became thick with ice and the passage of baggage animals with rations 
became intensely difficult. 

The morning of November 28th found the battalion still at Tatarli, 
encamped in a sea of ice and mud, with little except their waterproof sheets 
and blankets to protect them from the severity of the weather. The great- 
coats of the soldiers were frozen stiff, and not until the sun rose could they 
be rendered more pliable. A patrol of the Rangers which had been sent 
out to get wood, brought back two fully armed Bulgarians at 12.50 p.m., 
with over 250 rounds of ammunition on each of them. 

At about 5.45 p.m. on the 28th, the following order was received from 
the roth Division Head-quarters : 


“sth The Connaught Rangers. 

“G, 136—28th— 

‘* 30th Infantry Brigade will carry out following reliefs to-morrow night. 
Three Battalions in front line will be relieved by Reserve Battalion and 5th 
Connaught Rangers and roth Hampshire, who will come under his orders 
when relief is complete. The two Battalions 30th Infantry Brigade at 
Tatarli will become Divisional Reserve under orders of G.O.C. Division. 
30th Infantry Brigade will notify 31st Infantry Brigade and 29th Infantry 
Brigade hour of relief. Addressed 30th Infantry Brigade, repeated 29th, 
31st, roth Hampshire, 5th Connaught Rangers. Acknowledge. 

“roth Division, 16.35.” 


On November 29th the following order was received from the 30th 
Infantry Brigade : 


“ B.M. 5. 2oth. 

“The roth Hampshire will relieve the 6th R.M.F. to-night and 5th 
Connaughts will relieve the 7th R.D.F. The 5th C. R.s will move from 
Tatarli in front of the roth Hampshire. 

“Guides from the relieved Bns. will meet the relieving Bns. at the 
mosque at Kajali at 17.30. 

“The 5th C. R.s will move off at 16.15. 

“(Sd.) P. VILLIERS-STUART, Maj. 

12.00. ‘“B.M. 30th I.B.” 
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The commanding officer, adjutant and company commanders were 
requested to proceed up to Kajali on November 29th to meet representa- 
tives of the regiments they would relieve and personally visit the trenches. 
This entailed a stiff climb of nearly three miles on a very slippery and rough 
road, while the cutting wind still further made progress slow. The com- 
manding officer and other officers returned to the battalion bivouac shortly 
before I p.m., and made arrangements to move up into position at 4.15 
p.m. as ordered. 

Brigadier-General L. L. Nicol, at that time in temporary command of 
the roth Division vice Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon, Commanding the 
Salonika Army, requested Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain to waive his right to 
command the 30th Brigade in view of his seniority to Lieut-Colonel Cox, 
as he had been obliged to order the two battalions of General Reserve up to 
give the 30th Brigade a spell of warmth at Tatarli. General Nicol concluded 
by saying that ‘‘ it would add to the difficulties, if the command of the left 
section had to be changed,”’ and that he did not expect the battalion (5th Con- 
naught Rangers) would be more than forty-eight hours in the trench line, or 
seventy-two at the most. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, although senior in rank 
to Lieut.-Colonel Cox, accordingly was placed under the orders of that officer. 

The battalion paraded at a few minutes to four o’clock, and at 4.15 p.m. 
began to march up to the outpost line. On arrival at the first height over- 
looking Tatarli, however, the companies had to wait for the sun to set, as 
parties of stretcher-bearers, bringing down men with frost-bitten hands 
and feet, had been heavily shelled by the enemy. The companies from this 
point onwards marched with intervals of 200 yards between. At 5.5 p.m. 
the battalion arrived at Kajali, and as each company reached the mosque 
in the village, it was dispatched to its allotted position in the outpost line. 
Over 300 men had been sent down with frostbite during the last two days 
from the front line. The Rangers relieved the 7th Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers in the outpost line. The cold was intense, and the pathways up 
which all reliefs and baggage-mules with rations made their way to the 
outpost line were slippery with eight inches of solid ice. It became conse- 
quently impossible to send up the morrow’s rations by mules, and fatigue 
parties were required to carry up every article of bread, biscuit, groceries, 
meat and water during the night. After the severe climb from Tatarli and 
the onerous work of bringing up all provisions for the trenches, as well as 
their own blankets, coats and waterproof sheets, the men were very weary, 
but still the casualties from frostbite were not numerous in the Rangers 
that night. The night was dark, and it was only a little before 11 p.m. that 
all the reliefs were completed. The following night was intensely cold, and 
there was again a very hard frost. 
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On November 30th the Commanding Officer accompanied the acting 
Brigadier round the left section, including the roth Hampshire Regt., the 
5th Connaught Rangers, and the 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers and Cyclist 
Company, in the order named. The trenches had been originally made by 
the French, and had not been improved since to any great extent. The 
trenches were badly sited, had in many cases no field of fire, and were not 
connected at all. There were no supporting nor communication trenches. 
The latter was a most serious drawback. It was quite impossible to make 
out the Bulgarian trench line, but the British line had been made plainly 
visible from the first by the daily display of blankets and waterproof sheets 
just behind the lines on the snow. From beyond Kosturino the enemy 
artillery could completely enfilade the trench line of the Rangers, and the 
trenches were only a few feet deep, with practically no protection against 
artillery fire. The line however, as laid down, had to be manned, and the 
companies of the Rangers were ordered to begin at once to improve the 
trench line and dig communication trenches, with company head-quarters, 
some few yards in rear of the front line, just over the top of the ridge. The 
Bulgarians from their commanding position saw this at once, and as work 
commenced, sniping both with light guns, and rifle fire also commenced. 
It had been possible before the sniping commenced to walk round the front- 
line trenches without annoyance from the enemy who looked on com- 
placently and made no attempt to interfere with the Brgadier and his 
Staff. The enemy continued to make machine-gun emplacements and 
improve his trench line from day to day. The activity of the enemy was 
plainly seen from the British lines, but was seldom interfered with. Bul- 
garian officers and men were continually walking about and giving orders, 
but although they were under a mile distant—in some places only about 
1,200 yards—they were not molested by the British guns or infantry until 
later. 

To obtain what field of fire there was, the trenches laid out by the French 
had been placed too far down the slope towards the enemy, but it was 
found that it would be practically impossible to hew other trenches through 
the ice and rock to the reserve lines in rear, and the company and battalion 
head-quarters. The defect was pointed out by both Lieut.-Colonel Jour- 
dain and Lieut.-Colonel: Beckett, commanding the roth Hampshire Regi- 
ment, but the Brigade Commander wished the trenches retained, as they 
had been made by the French exactly as they had been taken over by 
the 30th Brigade. There was then only one alternative, which was car- 
ried out as rapidly as possible; namely, to improve the existing trench 
line. 

The roth Hampshire Regiment took up the right of the 30th Brigade 
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line, with the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers in the centre, and the 
7th Royal Munster Fusiliers and the Cyclist Company on the left. 

To conform with the right battalion of the 30th Brigade, the Rangers 
were posted on, or near, the ridge, running through “ Bray Head” and 
“‘ Dollymount ”’ as the places were called by us, and out towards and above 
the village of Kosturino. The Rangers’ line was all in Bulgarian territory. 
It was however impossible to conform to the shape of the ridge without 
forming a somewhat dangerous salient, which could be enfiladed by hostile 
guns from the left front. The 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers held the flank, 
somewhat sharply dressed back, with the Cyclist Company on its left. 
This latter company communicated with French troops on its left. As the 
Rangers were rather stronger than the other battalions, they were allotted 
the larger portion of the trench line in the centre. 

The supply of picks and shovels being limited the work was arduous and 
slow. The ice and rock were very hard to cut through, and the enemy 
now interfered with the working parties with both gun and rifle fire. As 
long as work on the trenches was not going on the enemy were quiet, but 
whenever work commenced, firing began also. The ground was frozen for 
some feet below the surface, and as the nights were very dark, everything 
had to be done in the daytime. A Company succeeded in making a good 
zig-zag communication trench, but many picks and shovels were rendered 
useless in the work. The days were cold and bright, but at night there was 
a severe frost ; unless men kept on the move, cases of frostbite were fre- 
quent. SBraziers were brought up into the front trenches, and men were 
taken out to work at intervals during the night. There were consequently 
not so many cases of frostbite among the men of the 5th Battalion. 

On the evening of November 30th the Rangers’ line was subjected to 
some Shelling. One shell fell into the front-line trench, but without wound- 
ing anyone. 

On December 1st A Company was shelled by the enemy at 10 a.m., but 
after half an hour the enemy’s guns ceased firing. The British guns behind 
the 31st Brigade shelled the enemy in return during the morning, to which 
the Bulgarians retaliated by sniping down the trench line. Registration 
by the enemy was now in progress, as was apparent. Heavy fire broke out 
at 1.20 p.m. on the French right near the Cyclist Company. Lieutenant 
R. Grove White, 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers (attached), who commanded 
B Company (third company from the right of the Rangers’ line), was severely 
wounded at 2.30 p.m. while superintending the improvement of the front 
line of his sector. 

A Company occupied the trenches on the right, under Lieutenant (act- 
ing Captain) D. P. J. Kelly. C Company was next on the right, under 
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Lieutenant M. J. Fogarty; then B Company, under Lieutenant R. Grove 
White. One platoon of D Company under Second-Lieutenant H. J. Shanley 
was on the Rangers’ left. Lieutenant Grove White on being wounded was 
succeeded by Second-Lieutenant D. J. Cowan. In reserve were three 
platoons of D Company. 

There was considerable activity by enemy snipers until darkness fell 
and also many shells from the Bulgarian guns fell near the lines from 3 to 
5 p.m. In addition to having to work on the lines throughout the day and 
much of the night, the men of the three reserve platoons had to be sent 
for the rations as far as Tatarli. In consequence the companies in the 
front line had to send for their rations to near battalion head-quarters. 

At 9.20 a.m. on December 2nd confidential instructions were given out at 
Brigade Head-quarters to the Commanding Officer (Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain) 
about a retirement. No date for such a movement was however men- 
tioned. All kits, it was ordered, were to be cut down to a minimum. It 
was apparent that the enemy was strengthening his front line daily, and 
the number of guns in the enemy lines increased almost hourly. Inter- 
mittent gunfire went on nearly all day between the Bulgarian and the 
British artillery, and at night a heavy discharge of fire took place along 
the whole front line. No attack however was made then. 

The severe frost which followed on the torrential downpour of Novem- 
ber 26th now broke, and the lines became a swamp of mud and snow and 
slush. The nights were as before bitterly cold and raw. The men suffered 
much, but bore their sufferings uncomplainingly. Officers’ valises were sent 
to Tatarli, and surplus kit was also despatched to the transport there, to 
be sent back to Salonika via Dojran. One man was shot on this day and 
died next day. There was no relief and the continual strain of outpost 
duty and the intense cold at night with hardly any cover, told on both 
officers and men. The men were supplied with hot soup, and cocoa when 
possible. This was carried on until the 6th, after which it became im- 
possible to continue it. This alone saved many men from complete 
exhaustion. 

On December 3rd the morning broke with a cold, damp mist over- 
hanging the country. The troops on the Bulgarian uplands felt the cold 
severely, more especially as the trenches, which were hardly deep enough 
to cover a man sitting down, were over a foot deep in slush. They could 
not be drained as they were cut out of the rock. To ladle out the slush 
with mugs or mess tins was the only way, but as soon as the trenches were 
emptied, they filled again. 

The fog still covering the country, all posts were warned that the enemy 
might approach close to the line without being observed. Officers were 
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kept continually on the alert day and night. Patrols were sent out at 
intervals throughout the night, and even throughout the day, whenever the 
mist became unusually thick. The duty, already very heavy, became 
constantly heavier. In one day forty-six men reported sick, many in a 
state of complete collapse from cold and exposure. 

After 9 a.m. this day the sound of heavy gun and rifle fire reached the 
Rangers’ line. It meant that the French were heavily engaged. The 
firing lasted till after 2 p.m. All companies endeavoured to improve their 
trench line, but the work was really beyond the powers of the men. The 
trenches also had been so badly sited originally that little could be made 
of them. 

On December 4th the enemy began shelling the path from Kajali to stop 
supplies to the front line. This was at 9.5 a.m. Soon afterwards also 
heavy firing broke out on the left, in the direction of Krivolak, which again 
told of heavy fighting on the French front. The enemy shelled the trench 
line during the morning at intervals, but no doubt this was for purposes of 
registration. At midday battalion head-quarters were shelled. On the 
shell cases being collected, it was remarked that all bore the name of Krupp. 
Previously the cases found had generally been marked “ Buda Pesth.”’ 
At 1.30 p.m. the bombardment of the Rangers’ trench line grew heavier. 
Parties of the enemy also were now seen assembling in the gully below Hill 
850; the highest point of the Bulgarian line opposite the right of the 
Rangers’ line and only some 250 yards away. All men available were moved 
quietly into the front line and stood to arms. Parties of the enemy at the 
same time began to demonstrate against the right of the Rangers’ line, and 
opposite the line held by A Company. A heavy and well-directed fire was 
kept up by us on the enemy and an attack kept down. 

Up to December 2nd the majority of the enemy shells came from the 
Rangers’ immediate front, but, during registration by the enemy on Decem- 
ber 3rd and 4th the hostile artillery from beyond Kosturino joined in and 
enfiladed the Rangers’ line. It made the holding of the trench line occupied 
by the 5th Battalion and the roth Hampshire Regiment extremely diffi- 
cult. One man was severely wounded at 2.10 p.m. and was brought down 
to battalion head-quarters. Afterwards, although several more men were 
wounded, they had to remain in the trenches until sunset, as it had by then 
become impossible to remove them. The enemy continued to shell the 
Rangers’ line until nightfall (about 4.30 p.m.). The battalion stretcher 
bearers then went up to the line, brought down the wounded, carrying 
them on to Tatarli, a distance of about four miles, down a rough mountain 
path, returning to the battalion immediately afterwards. Seven men were 
severely wounded during the day, all of whom were safely evacuated during 
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the night. ations were sent to the companies in the line, with hot tea 
and cocoa. Ammunition was replenished and the trenches were repaired 
during the night by all the companies. Heavy machine-gun fire and artillery 
fire was kept up by the enemy until dark. The enemy had attempted to 
press forward towards the Rangers’ line during the day under cover of an 
artillery and machine-gun barrage, which raked the line held by the 5th 
Battalion. The enemy were however securely held in check by the fire of 
the Rangers. All were ordered to be ready for any emergency during the 
night, and the men slept by their arms. Keeping watch was assisted by 
constant patrols to the front, the night being foggy and the barbed wire in 
front of the line very meagre. More wire though could not be brought up. 
Indeed none was available. 

Early on December 5th the Rangers still further improved the trench 
line, especially A and B Companies. The enemy remained quiet mean- 
while, although much activity was apparent behind Hill 850, and guns were 
being moved into position. Each Ranger company had only six sets of 
tools. As further issues could not be procured, digging and entrenching 
work was limited. It was however carried on as far as possible. The 
enemy continued to show activity behind his line during the day. Motor- 
lorries were seen coming from the direction of Strumnitza, apparently with 
ammunition. The fact was duly reported to Brigade Head-quarters. 

At 2 p.m. the Commanding Officer was summoned to Brigade Head- 
quarters of the 30th Brigade, where Brigadier-Generals L. L. Nicol, Com- 
manding the Tenth Irish Division, and J. G. King-King, D.S.O., Command- 
ing the 31st Brigade, with Lieut.-Colonel P. Cox, Commanding 30th Brigade, 
and Lieut.-Colonel Leman, G.S.O.I. of the Division, and the Brigade-Major 
of the 30th Brigade were assembled. It was explained to Lieut.-Colonel 
Jourdain that the retirement, noted confidentially on December 2nd, would 
commence on the night of December 11/r2th, when the 30th Brigade would 
vacate the front line about 10 p.m., and take up a position in rear, not 
named then. The line, held at the moment by the roth Hampshire Regi- 
ment, 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers, 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers, 
and the company of the 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers in position at “‘ Cyclists’ 
Rest,’’ would be left to be occupied on the night of December 11th/12th by 
the roth Hampshire Regiment and the 5th Rangers only. To facilitate the 
withdrawal, the trench line occupied by the mght company of the roth 
Hampshire Regiment at that time, would be vacated during the twenty- 
four hours in question (from 10 p.m. on December 11th to Io p.m. on De- 
cember 12th). It was to be patrolled by the right company of the Hamp- 
shire Regiment up to the time when the Hampshire Regiment and the 
Rangers commenced to vacate the front line (i.e. up to 10 p.m. on December 
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12th). The ground occupied by the 31st Brigade would be vacated at the 
same time on December 12th, and that brigade would retire over the hills 
in rear. Later it was agreed to bring up the Cyclist Company to fill the 
gap at ‘‘ Cyclists’ Rest.’’ By the arrangement the 5th Connaught Rangers 
would thus occupy the ground from the left of the roth Hampshire Regi- 
ment, who in turn would move a short distance to their right and partially 
fill the gap caused by the withdrawal of the company of the Hampshire 
Regiment, moved to the Cyclists’ Rest. The Cyclist Company in their 
new position would link with the French nght. This frontage would have 
to be held, for the twenty-four hours mentioned, by the two battalions of 
the 29th Brigade and the Cyclist Company. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain was 
ordered to allow the Hampshire Regiment to retire first, when the Rangers 
would then follow, the Cyclist Company retiring last of all. 

Colonel Jourdain informed the conference that in his opinion the enemy 
would attack long before this scheme could come into operation. He was 
however instructed that he would be in command of the two battalions of 
the 29th Brigade and the Cyclist Company from the night of December 11th 
to the night of December 12th, and up to the time when the 31st Brigade 
commenced their retirement, they would be on his right flank. The whole 
of Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain’s command would finally retire by the Kajali- 
Rabrovo ravine on to Dedeli, and the force should be clear of the top of the 
Dedeli Pass (Yellow House) by daylight on December 13th. On arrival 
there the force could bivouac and thence would make its way towards 
Salonika by easy marches independently. It would not be required to do 
further rearguard work, nor be attached to any particular brigade until 
after arrival at Salonika. The eventual rearguard work would be under- 
taken by the half brigade under Brigadier-General Vandeleur, C.M.G., and 
the French. These were the instructions given to Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain 
at the conference. 

As however the Rangers and the roth Hampshire Regiment had been 
on continuous trench duty since November 29th (nearly seven days instead 
of the seventy-two hours mentioned by Brigadier-General Nicol) they were 
offered a relief by the 30th Brigade from the evening of December 6th to 
December roth. They would then be required to take over the trench line, 
to allow the 30th Brigade to take up its position in rear. It was explained 
later that if the Rangers and the Hampshire Regiment required relief, they 
would have to return to the front-line trenches on December 9th. Taking 
into consideration the fact that the Rangers, if relieved on December 6th, 
would have to return to the line on December oth, including a very stiff 
climb up from Tatarli, Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain for the Rangers and Lieut.- 
Colonel Becket for the Hampshire Regiment, preferred to retain the 
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trench line until December 11th. It was also apparent that an attack was 
imminent. Especially was this evident to those who had watched the 
enemy for the previous twenty-four hours. 

The enemy attack began and developed in due course. 

In the evening of this date, all stations were warned to be prepared for 
an attack. Bulgarian prisoners had told that an attack had been proposed 
for 3 a.m. on December 3rd, but had been postponed on account of the fog. 
At 10.20 p.m. the O.C. 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers reported that a Bul- 
garian patrol had run into one of his patrols, and that when his observation 
posts had been withdrawn he would fire three rounds independent fire into 
the gully below. This was done, but there was noresponse. The remainder 
of the night passed without further alarms. 

The appended instructions (which had already been acted upon) were 
issued to all concerned. They were ordered to be carried into effect as 
soon as possible.

Q.M. Stores. To be practically all sent on ahead—a small supply of oil 
and flannelette to be carried in one of the S.A.A. carts. 

Office Stores. Strictly limited to one small box per Battalion or office, 
and to Staff Officers’ dispatch boxes. 

Officers’ Kits. The mess wagons being required for other purposes, 
mess stores cannot be carried. Officers’ kits strictly limited both for Staff 
and Regimental Officers to a bundle not exceeding 15 |b. in weight. It 
may be possible to pick up stores at refilling points en route, but this cannot 
be guaranteed. 

Transport. Instructions as to transport to be allotted will be issued 
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later. The most necessary of the articles affected by the above orders are 
to be retained as long as supply wagons are running from the advanced 
dumps.

The Rangers were early astir on December 6th, and the men had a hasty 
meal in view of the expected hostile attack. It should be said that the 
Bulgarian position on Hill 850 completely dominated the Rangers’ trench 
line, and in addition, many guns had been mounted behind the crest of hills 
facing the centre of the position. Great activity was also apparent in the 
enemy’s lines. The companies of the Rangers were ordered not to waste 
their ammunition, but to generally reserve it until the enemy came close. 
They then were to let drive at them. At 7.15 a.m. the enemy began to 
subject the fire-trenches to heavy and continuous musketry fire. A few 
minutes later the hostile artillery opened on the British trench line, 
especially on the portion held by the Rangers. They were also shelled from 
beyond Kosturino. 

The French on the left were early in action, and their guns replied well 
to the hostile artillery. 

The Rangers’ men bore the bombardment with great fortitude, and 
almost unsupported by the British artillery. Whenever the enemy showed 
in force, they were at once attacked. At 1.30 p.m. the enemy began severely 
to shell B Company’s trenches, on the left of the battalion, the artillery fire 
becoming gradually heavier. 

At 2.30 p.m. the Bulgarian fire from beyond Kosturino and behind Hill 
850 was raking the trenches from left to right, every trench being subjected 
to severe enfilade fire. Some of the men were now withdrawn by orders of 
the commanding officer to lessen casualties. When however the bom- 
bardment became extremely heavy, just before 3 p.m., and bodies of the 
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enemy were also observed coming down the hills in front of the line and 
creeping into the ravines and gullies below the firing line held by the bat- 
talion, all the men withdrawn were moved back into the front line. At 3.25 
p.m. A Company in particular were closely engaged with parties of the 
enemy who were attempting to get up to the trench line. The Bulgarians 
pushed parties up to within forty yards of the line, hoping to gain a foot- 
hold on the ridge. They were though subjected to so well-aimed and con- 
tinuous musketry fire from the Rangers’ lines that they had to desist. The 
enemy’s shrapnel, also, as it happened, just then did not burst until they 
struck the ground, and this saved many casualties. B Company next 
reported about 150 of the enemy below their line in the gully. The 
advance parties of the enemy were fired into by B Company with good 
effect. These parties of the enemy at times attempted to advance by 
rushes towards the line, but they were always shot down by steady rifle fire. 
The enemy after one such check were seen to retire upon a supporting 
regiment, which attempted to bring them forward again. 

A feint attack was made on the nght of the Rangers’ line near “ Bray 
Head.”’ As the hostile infantry was repulsed the hostile artillery fire grew 
more intense until the whole length of the line was under fire from high 
explosive and shrapnel. <A party of about 150 of the enemy were observed 
in front of B Company also, about 4 p.m., but were sheltered behind boulders 
and a water-course. 

The enemy were then seen to be in great force, on, or behind, a height 
called by us the “‘ Hill of Howth,” where reinforcements were being brought 
up in numbers. These were about 1,000 yards from the trenches of B Com- 
pany. They suffered very little from the British artillery, although their 
presence was reported several times. To cover the new threatened attack 
guns of smaller calibre came into action on the side of the enemy from the 
direction of the ‘* Hill of Howth.” They were skilfully handled and fired 
directly at the Rangers’ trench line. More of the enemy came into action 
over the ‘Hill of Howth,” and a little later massed in the gullies below. 
They were however out of sight of the Ranger companies lining the ridge 
above. 

From statements by Bulgarian prisoners, the 21st, 27th and 28th Regi- 
ments of Bulgarian infantry were in action early on December 6th, and 
were severely handled. They had to be brought out of action and reor- 
ganized, and then, late on December 6th, about 5 p.m., they were brought 
up again to the attack. 

One platoon of D Company was next sent up from head-quarters to 
reinforce A Company, as an attack there seemed imminent. After that the 
only reserve left was a weak half company of D Company. 
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The French guns, which were posted on or near the Strumnitza Road, 
began to shell the enemy on the hills west of Kosturino at 3.10 p.m. 
These guns had so far been silent and their position had not been disclosed. 

At 4 p.m. the enemy began fo shell battalion head-quarters and the 
company head-quarters, machine guns and mountain artillery subjecting 
the whole front line to a continuous fire at the same time. Many men were 
hit, but had to be kept in the line, as they could not be removed before 
dark. The enemy were observed to be massing as before in the gullies 
below the position, but they could not be touched by rifle fire until they 
moved forward into clear view. The men in the trench line were meanwhile 
being subjected to a galling fire, to which they replied and kept down the 
advance of the enemy. When darkness fell patrols were sent out to try and 
find out if the enemy proposed to advance further. One patrol came into 
contact with the enemy and suffered loss. At 8.15 p.m. the enemy attempted 
a further attack, and another platoon of D Company was sent up to assist 
B Company. Heavy fire followed and the enemy sent up star shells which 
lit up the whole position. 

The men of the 5th Battalion with the young officers who led them so 
well, maintained their positions throughout and beat down all attacks. 
At 8.57 the officer commanding A Company 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
reported his arrival to support the Rangers. He was placed behind A 
Company, commanded by Captain D. P. J. Kelly. 

Heavy shells now fell on the line held by C Company, and the noise of 
musketry and gunfire was deafening. Parties of the enemy tried to gain the 
trench line, but were repulsed. The gullies behind the Rangers’ line were 
subjected by the enemy to a severe bombardment at the same time, it 
apparently being thought that they held the reserves for the line. As a 
fact however, all the reserves except about fourteen men, had been sent into 
the line to replace casualties. Except for Battalion Head-quarters, the 
enemy’s fire fell on empty gullies. Second-Lieutenants W. H. Sargaison 
and G. Robinson were both buried during the fighting by a heavy shell which 
blew in a whole trench. Second-Lieutenant Sargaison, when dug out under 
fire by Company-Sergt.-Major O’Connor, Sergeant McGarry and Private 
Gallagher of A Company, was found to be dead. Second-Lieutenant 
Robinson, although wounded, remained on duty until relieved late on the 
night of December 6th. After their last repulse the enemy musketry fire 
grew less. The Bulgarian heavy artillery however then again took up the 
bombardment and raked the trenches at intervals throughout the following 
night. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain ordered all companies to reserve their rifle 
fire in case of a further night attack. The men were to let the enemy get 
fairly close, and then fire heavily into them. If the enemy still came on the 
Rangers were to advance with the bayonet. 
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The trench line, which had been blown in at several points, was repaired 
as far as possible, but little could be done to make it gun-proof. Tosum up 
briefly. The enemy that day had attempted to force the line while daylight 
lasted, supported by artillery, and the aid of apparently endless reserves. 
Nowhere however had the Bulgarians effected even a temporary lodgment. 

Star shells were fired several times by the enemy throughout the night, 
and the Bulgarians several times attempted to ‘“‘ draw ”’ the trenches, to 
discover which were held and in what strength. 

During December 5th sharp musketry fire was heard in front of the 
French position. It soon subsided, and it was later ascertained that a party 
of the 284th Regiment of French Infantry had surrendered to the Bulgarians.* 

Soon after dark the wounded were brought down as quickly as possible, 
rations were sent into the trenches, and water bottles replenished. Fresh 
meat was issued for the first time for some weeks. It proved to be a useless 
issue. The meat had to be thrown away. It could not be cooked, as fires 
could not be lighted. Iron rations were brought up in the evening, but 
these again could not be issued. Men could not be spared from the line to 
bring them up, so reduced in strength had the battalion become. Patrols 
were sent out during the night to protect the line against surprise. At 
Q p.m., 10.10 p.m., 11.40 p.m. and throughout the night the enemy’s guns 
raked the position, preventing all rest. The men were, however, in excellent 
spirits and remained confident. One patrol made its way down to the 
proximity of the enemy and kept observation within a few yards of a large 
party of Bulgarians for some hours. 

Musketry fire from the line held by the 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers on 
the left of the Rangers, broke out during the night, but except for a platoon 
of D Company on the left, the 5th Battalion reserved their ammunition for 
the morrow. Ammunition was getting scarce and all ranks were cautioned 
to spare their fire as much as possible. The men were quite splendid and 
had maintained a solid front from daylight to sunset. 

Hot tea was served out in the line, this being prepared behind the ndge 
of the hill, near battalion head-quarters. When work was completed all 
were ordered to take some rest, as a fresh attack would undoubtedly be 
attempted on the following day. All the wounded had been removed, and 
the dead buried behind the line during the night. 

Soon after sunset a heavy fog came up from the gullies below. It was 
soon so thick that one could scarcely see further than two or three yards. 

* In The Times of 22nd July, 1927, the following appeared :—‘‘ French Officers Vindicated.— 
Paris 21st July.—On 12th December 1915, during the retreat of the Allies on the Vardar, a 
body of troops commanded by Captain de Carpin and Second-Lieutenant Fieschi, both of the 
175th French Infantry Regiment, was surrounded by Bulgarian cavalry and captured. In 


1919 the two officers were sentenced by court-martial to becashiered. A new inquiry has been 
made, and the sentence has been quashed. Both officers will be restored to rank.” 


BULGARIA—NEAR KOSTURINO. 
The Trench Line held by the 5th (Service) Battalion. 


Ist December 1915. 
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This was a great hindrance to the defenders, and also entailed larger patrols 
during the night. Scouts who were sent out also reported many dead of 
the enemy in front of the lines and near the “‘ Hill of Howth,” showing that 
the enemy had suffered severely in their attacks on the Rangers’ line. 
Few actually slept that night. All ranks lay by their arms, prepared for a 
sudden attack early next morning. 

The early morning of December 7th broke with thick mist everywhere. 
At 6.15 a.m. an eminence called ‘‘ Rocky Peak,” held by a detachment of 
the Royal Irish Fusiliers, just south of the village of Ormanli, was rushed 
and taken by the enemy. The loss of the position proved later disastrous 
to the retention of the line held by the Tenth Division. 

From the position held by the Rangers the shouts and cries of the 
Bulgarian infantry and of the gallant defenders, who remained at their 
posts, and were bayoneted, could be plainly heard. The taking of this 
rocky hill materially affected the remainder of the line, as the enemy at 
once began to mount machine guns there which enfiladed the Rangers’ 
position from “‘ Bray Head ” towards *‘ Dollymount.” In that quarter the 
first attack of the Bulgarians, according to prisoners, nearly miscarried. 
In the fog they blundered on to the Rangers’ pickets and were fired at, and 
made to retire at once. They retired, re-formed, and at a second attempt 
made their way to Rocky Peak. This was at 6.15 a.m., the attack being 
made by the 21st Bulgarian Infantry. 

At 6.25 a.m. the company of the 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers, which had 
been placed under the orders of Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain by the O.C. 30th 
Brigade the previous night, were withdrawn. No notice or intimation 
however was conveyed to the Commanding Officer of the 5th Battalion that 
this movement was to take place, or had taken place. At 6.50 a.m. the 
enemy again opened a heavy artillery fire on the Rangers’ trench line, from 
the batteries beyond Kosturino and Hill 850. The fog still clung to the 
countryside and even at 7 a.m. showed no sign of lifting. Patrols were in 
consequence pushed out by all companies to feel for the enemy, while the 
rest of the battalion had an early breakfast, and replenished ammunition. 
At 7.10 a.m. the enemy began to bring rifle fire to bear on the Rangers’ line. 
At a quarter to eight C Company was pressed by parties of the enemy, and 
the rifle duel became heavier still and more incessant. As the enemy made 
no impression on the line, their heavy artillery opened again at 8.5 a.m. 
from a position N.E. of Kosturino. This fire was very deadly, and the men 
suffered many casualties. The guns from beyond Hill 850 were not so 
effective, although they had been brought up near the “ Hill of Howth.” 
That eminence faced the left centre of the Rangers’ position, about 650 
yards from the fire-trenches. The enemy gunfire was now specially 
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directed against three British machine guns which were doing good service. 
For some time the machine guns were the target of innumerable enemy 
guns, and the crews accordingly were hardly able to work them. At 8.15 
B and C Companies were also heavily attacked by large bodies of the enemy, 
concentrating in the dead ground below C Company. The presence of such 
large bodies of the enemy so close to the line, and supported by machine 
guns and heavy and light artillery, made the extended position of the 
Rangers very insecure. At 9 a.m. A Company was also heavily attacked. 
Thus practically the whole of the Rangers’ line was in action with large 
bodies of infantry, which attempted to gain a footing on the ridge. The 
battalion however kept up a well-directed fire on the whole front, and 
repulsed every enemy attempt to advance further. The machine guns which 
the Bulgarians had erected on ‘‘ Rocky Peak ’’ now also began to annoy and 
to enfilade the Rangers’ line, especially A Company. Many of the enemy 
however were seen to fall from the Rangers’ fire, and their casualties must 
have been heavy. The attacking enemy infantry were drawn from the 
28th, 27th, 21st, 3rd, 11th, and 19th Bulgarian regiments. The 28th 
Regiment in particular was much cut up and two other regiments had to 
be brought back to recruit and reorganize after the attack of December 7th. 

At 9.40 a.m. the enemy were reported massing for attack in numbers in 
front of C Company, which was under Lieutenant Cowan. At 9.50 a.m. 
the company commander on “ Dollymount”’ reported that very large 
numbers were massed just below the line in the gully, and that he could not 
bring fire to bear on them. The British artillery were specially requested 
to fire lower at I0 a.m. so as to search the gullies in front of the Rangers’ 
line. Most of their shells so far had gone over Hill 850 and the “ Hill of 
Howth.” Their fire however had no effect on the masses of the enemy and 
at 10.30 a.m. the Bulgarians were reported to have advanced against the 
centre of the line. They were met by a steady fire, and the attack failed 
shortly after 10.45 a.m., with heavy casualties to the enemy. Every man 
who could be spared was in the line, and there were no reserves left. The 
men stood where they were ordered, and there was no giving way. 

The enemy then attempted an attack on B Company. It was repulsed. 
The hostile artillery now brought all their heavy guns to bear specially on 
the Rangers’ thin line of nearly a mile long, bombarding with a fire that was 
incessant and very accurate. 

The French position on the Strumnitza road was meanwhile heavily 
shelled. It was held in some force by the French troops on the left. A 
request by the O.C. 5th Battalion that the British guns should search the 
gullies in the front not being acceded to, the Rangers were now unassisted 
by artillery. The French artillery were active only on their own front. 
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After this last repulse the Bulgarians were again reinforced by masses of 
infantry. They could be seen making their way down to the gullies in 
front of the line, and creeping up the dead ground towards the Rangers’ 
lines. 

At 12.30 the enemy were reported making steady advances in front of 
C Company and more enemy reserves were being brought forward. The 
line continued to be under a heavy bombardment. 

The Commander of the 30th Brigade had on the evening of December 
6th said to Colonel Jourdain on the telephone that the battalion had fought 
splendidly on that day. From Brigade Head-quarters, he said, it had seemed 
hardly possible that a human being could live on the ridge occupied by the 
Rangers, during the bombardment that afternoon. 

The bombardment of December 7th was particularly concentrated 
against the Rangers, and far more heavily than that of the previous day. 
The men however hung on stubbornly throughout. At 1.26 p.m. one of 
the Rangers’ machine guns was put out of action by a direct hit from a 
mountain gun, and a few minutes later a second one had its barrel pierced 
by a bullet, rendering it useless. Only one machine gun was left now in 
action. Ammunition also was running short. 

At 1.45 p.m. the enemy began to advance again and, almost at the same 
time, word came in that the Bulgarians were attacking along the whole line 
in greatly superior numbers. The British artillery was practically silent. 
Parties of the regiment on the right of the Rangers had been reported 
moving back towards the ridge in rear, and from battalion head-quarters it 
was observed that the head-quarters of the 30th Brigade had moved from 
Kajali. With all available men at their posts, as heavy a fire as possible 
was brought to bear on the advancing enemy. But although met by a very 
deadly fire the enemy still came on repeatedly, the Bulgarian artillery ably 
assisting the attack. 

C Company was heavily bombarded at 2.5 p.m., and as the artillery 
lifted from the front line, it fell on the rear of the ridge and on battalion 
head-quarters. The telephone wire was cut many times until it was im- 
possible to repair it more. The signallers however gallantly held to their 
posts, and rendered excellent service. The trenches were next subjected 
to a fierce hail of musketry. The enemy then began a further attack, and 
in the centre of the line made good their position, at a point some I00 yards 
from the Rangers’ line. The Rangers on their part were holding their 
position at all points at 2 p.m. The first hostile attack although pushed 
forward in great force was not able to pierce the line of the Rangers. With- 
out reserves, and with their flanks unguarded, the battalion still held its 
ground and by a well-timed and controlled fire prevented the enemy from 
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attaining his objective. In the enemy’s rear reinforcements were being 
pushed up in greatly increasing numbers, and men were seen streaming 
over the “ Hill of Howth.” The enemy could be seen at this stage moving 
some of his light guns into better positions, so as to bring their fire on the 
remains of the British trench line. They were however out of rifle range. 
Some of the enemy were reported at 2.30 p.m. to have occupied part of the 
line vacated by the roth Hampshire Regiment on the nght of the Rangers. 

Privates William Martin and M. McDonnell at this period, in face of 
heavy machine-gun and nile fire, most gallantly stood up in the trenches 
and bombed a party of about twenty of the enemy, who had advanced and 
occupied some dead ground near the trench line. The Bulgarians were 
scattered and several wounded by the bombs of the two men. It was a 
very gallant feat. The last few bombs in the possession of the battalion 
were by now all expended, and also nearly all the ammunition. 

The enemy, during this period of the action, was also pushing forward 
his advanced troops on either flank, while massing for an attack in over- 
powering numbers in the centre. The attack quickly followed. Soon 
afterwards the enemy rose from their position and advanced boldly on the 
line. Some of the Bulgarians were carrying machine guns, with their rifles 
slung. In spite of every resistance they pressed on. Large groups when 
fired into gave way, but numbers of others still streamed up towards B and 
C Companies. The Rangers’ line was only from thirty to a hundred yards 
in front of them, and this was soon traversed in spite of the heavy fire 
brought on the enemy. The survivors of the defenders rose in their places 
as the enemy reached the line, and after a rapid fire for a short while 
bayonet crossed bayonet. The ultimate result however was unfortunately 
not in doubt. The enemy in overpowering numbers surged into the two 
centre companies. They bayoneted the wounded and the others still 
resisting. Several officers and N.C.O.’s attempted to form a new flank, but 
the enemy were in such overmastering numbers that further defence of the 
ground became impossible. A party of A Company, outflanked on either 
side, gallantly maintained their position for a time, chiefly through the 
gallantry of Captain D. P. J. Kelly, but at length the few survivors were 
forced to retire and fall back in the direction of Kajali. After fighting 
together with the 30th Brigade on the Créte Simonet they rejoined the 
battalion next day. In withdrawing the survivors of the centre companies, 
many grievously wounded and limping had to make their way under a 
fierce fire of musketry and artillery down the rough slopes towards the 
Kajali-Rabrovo ravine. 

During their final advance the enemy showed a courage that one could 
not help admiring. Although met by a severe and rapid fire, they were not

to be stopped. The report that the line had been broken was sent to Head- 
quarters of the 30th Brigade, which, as has been said, had moved from 
Kajali, at 2.45 p.m. 

The enemy continued to shell the ravines and valleys behind the line, 
up to the almost precipitous ravine through which the survivors were ordered 
to retire by the Commanding Officer. Captain Massy and Lieutenant H. C. 
Bell remained to bring on as many wounded as possible. The enemy 
however pressed on, and followed the survivors with relentless determina- 
tion. Their artillery fire searched every ravine, and shelled the country 
in rear of the Rangers’ position. Some of the enemy, who themselves had 
lost heavily, began to strip the wounded and dead, which delayed their 
further advance. The position of the battalion had become critical after the 
trenches had been enfiladed by machine-gun fire from ‘“ Rocky Peak,’”’ and 
the heavy artillery enfiladed the line with high explosive shells from beyond 
Kosturino. 

When as many of the men as possible were collected, head-quarters of 
the battalion moved down the Kajali—Rabrovo ravine, it being found 
impossible to scale the almost precipitous rocks towards ‘‘ Créte Rivet.” 
It was not until 3.2 p.m. that battalion head-quarters, behind the centre of 
the line, was vacated. The troops on the right of the position had retired 
towards Kajali, and the 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers on the left of the 
Rangers had also fallen back. Their then position however was unknown. 
The Rangers had relieved a battalion of the 30th Brigade on November 
zoth, by way of Tatarli and Kajali. In case of emergency a small recon- 
noitring party from the Rangers had proceeded down the Kajali-Rabrovo 
ravine. These had reported that it was impossible for men in marching 
order to scale the heights on to the Créte Rivet, the sides being slabs of 
sharp rock and almost precipitous. 

The Commanding Officer ordered all to assemble in the Kajali-Rabrovo 
ravine, and this was done. The wounded were only brought down the 
ravine by the devoted attention of the Acting Adjutant, Captain G. J. B. E. 
Massy and Lieutenant H. C. Bell, with several of the signallers. In the 
ravine the men were fallen in by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain and the men of 
different regiments were formed into platoons. Of the Rangers there were 
324, many severely wounded. There were also 41 N.C.O.’s and men of the 
roth Hampshire Regiment, 56 of the 7th Royal Dublin Fusiliers as well as 
many of the 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers. The severely wounded were put 
on a wagon, and sent to Dedell. 

The Assistant Provost-Marshal of the Tenth Division then came up and 
offered his services to the battalion. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain informed him 
of the numbers at his disposal (just mentioned), and said they had no 
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ammunition left, requesting him further to ride to the Head-quarters of the 
Tenth Division for orders. He did so, and meanwhile all were kept ready 
for any emergency. 

The sides of the ravine were so precipitous that it was found impossible 
to make use of the men on either flank. Some ammunition was collected, 
and served out, but even with this small addition, there were only two 
rounds per man. All showed the greatest keenness to do anything asked of 
them, and several concealed their wounds until some days later, remaining 
with the battalion. 

The enemy continued to shell the ravine, several shells bursting where 
the survivors had collected. The Rangers were next ordered by Head- 
quarters of the Tenth Division to march to the entrance to the Dedeli 
defile, and take up a position at the foot of the pass. The various parties 
were accordingly marched by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain at 5.35 p.m., the 
entrance to the defile being reached at 7.5 p.m. Here rations were obtained 
in small quantities and some ammunition was requisitioned from the trans- 
port men, but only a very small amount was obtainable. The majority of 
the Rangers were put on duty to guard the entrance of the defile that night. 
The weather was cold and inclement, and as few men had any covering, 
except the clothes that they wore, sleep was out of the question. The First 
Line Transport was sent for from Tatarli, and rations were then issued to 
all. The attached men were kept with the battalion that night, and 
rejoined their units next day. 

The night of December 7th was very cold, and the country covered with 
a thick mist. The lot of the wounded British prisoners on the ridge above 
Kosturino was terrible. They had to lie in the mud and melting snow for 
nearly four days, as the Bulgarian Forces had not the necessary medical 
appliances to remove them to the hospitals. How these poor wounded 
prisoners kept alive is beyond comprehension. Before Head-quarters 
moved down the ravine, the enemy were seen bayoneting men who had 
held on to the line to the last. 

The Bulgarians on their part have acknowledged having very heavy 
losses during the three days’ fighting and that they had to amalgamate two 
regiments which had been cut up. 

Not until they had been literally overrun by the masses of the hostile 
infantry, had any of the Rangers given way. There was then nowhere for 
a stand to be made. The ground fell to the ravine, and the whole of the 
country up to the ridge on which the Créte Simonet and Créte Rivet were, 
was commanded by the ridge captured by the Bulgarians. Two small 
strands of barbed wire had been all the obstacle that could be erected in 
front of the trench line, also the position held by the battalion had been on 
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the forward slope of the ridge, which had proved a great handicap to the 
defence, while the amount of dead ground in front was most dangerous, and 
allowed the enemy on December 6th and 7th to assemble below, in close 
proximity to the trench line. 

During the fighting of those two days, no men reported sick or left the 
battalion ; only the wounded, a splendid testimonial to the state of the 
battalion during the two heavy fighting days. 

There were only nine officers in the trenches. Of these four were killed : 
Lieutenants H. H. L. Richards and A. B. Marshall, and Second-Lieutenants 
W. H. Sargaison and J. M. Sinclair. Three were wounded: Lieutenant R. 
Grove White and Second-Lieutenants G. Robinson and D. J. Cowan. The 
latter was also missing. 

Captain D. P. J. Kelly, Lieutenant M. J. Fogarty, Second-Lieutenants 
H. J. Shanley and F. W. Illingworth (attached), were the only officers who 
rejoined the battalion head-quarters ; after performing excellent service in 
the line during the whole of the fighting, Lieutenant Fogarty escaped and 
rejoined after having been surrounded. 

The losses of the Rangers were as follows :

Regimental transport, grooms with officers’ chargers, and quarter- 
master’s store and other employées were at Tatarli while the battalion was 
in the trench line, and were not engaged in the actions. They are of course 
included in the battalion’s strength. 

Some days after the action the Brigade Commander informed Lieut.- 
Colonel Jourdain, that after the retirement of December 7th he had collected 
many men of different regiments on the Dojran road, and that the only 
regiment of the whole force of which there was no representative was the 
5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers. It was a splendid testimony to 
the discipline and endurance of the gallant 5th Battalion. 

An artillery observation officer, who arrived at battalion head-quarters 
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shortly before 2.30 p.m. on December 7th, had not seen the enlarged map 
of the district, served out to all commanding officers of the infantry, and 
did not know of the existence of the names which had been given to the 
various features in and in front of the British position. There was therefore 
little use in reporting bodies of the enemy on or near any part of the hostile 
front. 

The behaviour of the officers, as has been said, in the line was beyond 
all praise, and the devotion of the men to the regiment exceedingly fine. 
Only when the survivors attempted to get free from the masses of Bulgarian 
infantry did they retire from the line. When it is taken into consideration 
that not one officer, excepting the commanding officer and the adjutant, 
had had more than one and a half years’ service, their performance is gallant 
beyond all praise. The signallers and orderlies at battalion head-quarters 
did not leave their station until ordered to do so. Even then the enemy 
were pressing on and were on an eminence overlooking the bivouac. The 
final assault was carried out by masses of Bulgarian infantry, and many 
thousands of men were launched against B and C Companies alone. 

When the war came to an end, and a British representative proceeded 
by aeroplane to Sofia, one of the first questions King Boris asked was about 
the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers. Another testimony from a 
gallant enemy to the stand made by the Rangers on December 6th and 
7th is this: A Bulgarian officer, who came to London after the war, 
declared that when the men of his regiment were ordered to bury their 
dead and decorate the graves of their fallen, they declared that they 
would prefer first to decorate the graves of the gallant regiment (mention- 
ing the 5th Battalion) which had stood and bravely barred the way so 
long to victory. 

A War Office communiqué stated :—*‘ After violent attacks of the 
enemy in overwhelming numbers, the roth Division, with the help of rein- 
forcements, succeeded in retiring to a strong position from Lake Doiran 
westwards towards the Vardar Valley in connexion with Allied Divisions. 
It is reported that they fought well against the heaviest odds, and it 
was largely due to the gallantry of the troops, especially the Munsters, 
Dublins, and Connaught Rangers, that the withdrawal was successfully 
accomplished. Our casualties numbered about 1,300.” 

Correspondents at that time agree that the British contingent was 
specially marked for attack by the German-Bulgarian army. The Pett 
Parisien published the following telegram: ‘“‘ The eventuality which my 
last telegrams foreshadowed took place yesterday, when the Bulgarians, in 
strong force, and probably supported by German artillery, made a very 
violent attack on the British left wing in the sector extending from Rabrovo 
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to Kosturino, Ormanli and Memisli. This, unfortunately, is the beginning 
of what has been expected for the last few days. In view of the strength 
of the forces brought against us, we cannot offer an effective resistance in 
the present position.” 

On December roth 1915, the following War Office communiqué appeared 
in The Times: ‘‘ On the 6th December the Bulgarians after a heavy bom- 
bardment, attacked our troops to the west of Lake Doiran. Our advanced 
trenches were entered by small parties of Bulgarians, who were immediately 
driven out with the bayonet. On the morning of the 7th the Bulgarians 
attacked again and by weight of superior numbers drove our troops out of 
their position. Under cover of darkness the troops were withdrawn to a 
new line. 

“On the 8th, the British troops successfully repulsed all attacks, and in 
the evening they were withdrawn to a new position in order to conform 
with the general alignment.” 

A correspondent at the front also sent home the following: “‘ Under 
date of the 8th December, Reuter’s correspondent telegraphs that the 
Bulgarian attacks during the last two or three days appear to have been 
somewhat more serious than originally reported. In the matter of artillery 
the Bulgarians are apparently adopting the German tactics of deluging 
their objective with shell fire before attempting an infantry advance. 

“Since Sunday the British lines have engaged the principal share of 
their attention and before the superior strength of the enemy our outposts, 
which had been pushed ahead of our positions for tactical purposes, have 
been gradually falling back to our main lines. Some hand-to-hand fighting 
has actually taken place, the Bulgarians having crossed bayonets with a 
party of Connaught Rangers, who made short work of their opponents, 
driving them from the trench which they had occupied under cover of 
artillery.” * 

The Times on December 8th said this : 

“The surmise that the Bulgarian demonstration against our positions 
might develop into a very serious offensive is being justified by their subse- 
quent action, which has consisted in a series of fierce assaults, supported 
by artillery, directed by day and by night against our right wing from 
Demir Kapu to Kosturino. These have so far been successfully beaten off, 
but the enemy is continually being reinforced and apparently intends to 
renew his attacks with fresh troops with the object of gaining Strumnitza 
Station, towards which the German cavalry, mentioned in my previous 
dispatch, has been making reconnaissances. Prisoners taken by the French

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in these engagements affirm that the majority of the officers of the attacking 
forces are Germans.” 

Edmund Dane, in British Campaigns in the Nearer East, 1914-1918, 
says this: 

‘‘ Early in October 1915 the roth Division, under the command of Sir 
B. Mahon, withdrawn from Suvla, had been ordered to and had landed at 
Salonika. There two divisions of the French Eastern Expeditionary Force 
had preceded them. A third French division shortly afterwards arrived. 
The French troops were commanded by General Sarrail.”’ 

Events in the Balkans had dictated this step. After having, unaided, 
repelled two attacks by Austria, the Serbians and Montenegrins found 
themselves in the autumn of 1915 called upon to face, not merely a combined 
German-Austrian offensive, but an attack by Bulgaria. Born fighters as 
their peoples were, this ordeal was too much for minor states already severely 
tried in the crucible of war. 

‘‘ While immediately after landing in October part of the British roth 
Division were sent forward from Salonika to relieve the French troops 
holding the front from Kosturino to Lake Doiran, it was speedily realized 
that a movement up the valley of the Vardar, which that relief had been 
intended to assist, would merely be incurring a strategic risk for no useful 
end. In these circumstances, the task of linking up with the Serbians, 
besides being already impracticable, had become secondary to watching the 
northern frontier of Greece. 

“ There was a railway which serpentined through the hills from Salonika 
northwards to Lake Doiran, but it was a single track only, and in bad repair 
also. For the rest, the surrounding country was, broadly speaking, 
chaos. 

“To begin with, in the attempt to push forward into Serbia in light 
order, and despite the Balkan winter, the covering troops had suffered 
acutely from cold. It is well known that between the coastal region forming 
their southern glacis and the Macedonian highlands representing the tumbled 
plateau north of the main mountain range, the difference in temperature 
during the winter months is extreme. 

‘“‘ The winter climate of the highlands is very severe. Often in the high- 
lands the temperature falls to zero Fahrenheit, or below it. But besides. 
these severities intelligence left it certain that a large German-Bulgarian 
force was being concentrated in the Strumnitza valley for the purpose of 
making a thrust towards Salonika and cutting the communications of the 
Allied covering troops with that place. 

‘ The thrust was anticipated. It proved too late to cut in as had been 
intended, but not too late to attack the covering force during its retirement. 
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The brunt of this three-days’ battle, on December 6th, 7th and 8th, fell upon 
the British troops, who were holding the Allied right. Repulsing a superior 
force of Bulgarians, they extricated themselves from a by no means easy 
position with inconsiderable losses. So decided had been the repulse in- 
flicted that their retreat was not further opposed.”

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SERBIA AND BULGARIA:

The following message signed “ Priority,’ but timed 14.20 (i.e. 2.20 
p.m.), was received at battalion head-quarters at 2.45 p.m. on December 
7th, after the centre of the line had been penetrated : 


“Q.C. 5th Connaught Rangers. 

“B.M. 1.—7th December. 

“In the event of a general retreat being ordered, the Reserve Battalion 
(7th R.D.F.) will take up a position on Créte Rivet at once to cover the 
retirement of rest of Brigade AAA. The roth Hampshire Regt. will retire 
by right of 7th Dublins on to Créte Simonet, first occupying 5 Tree Hill to 
cover their retirement and that of 5th C.R.s A.A.A. 

““ The 5th Connaught Rangers will retire across the NW. slope of 5 Tree 
Ridge and eventually by the left of 7th R.D.F. on Créte Rivet to the NW. 
slope of Créte Simonet, AAA. The 7th Dublins on Cyclists’ Rest and 7th 
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R.M.F. will retire by the Kajali-Rabrovo ravine, and will concentrate at 
the junction of Rabrovo—Tatarli road and point at which short cut from the 
ravine to Dedeli meets it, AAA. 
“30th Brigade, 
“14.20.” 


At the time of the receipt of the message, the right of the line of the 
3oth Brigade had been driven in, and consequently 5 Tree Hill was not 
occupied by any troops, nor could it have been manned by the British, as 
the enemy were already in occupation of the heights which commanded it. 
The officer belonging to the battalion (Second-Lieutenant D. J. Cowan), 
who had three days previously reconnoitred the route by which the battalion 
would retire on December 12th, was wounded and a prisoner in the hands 
of the enemy, and the route by which the battalion should retire was 
unknown. It was found quite impossible to scale the heights of Créte 
Rivet from the ravine, and if any of the battalion had scaled the cliffs from 
the ravine, they could not have retired from that position without coming 
down again the same way as they ascended. There was a huge cleft in the 
range, over 100 feet deep, which barred the communication between the 
front nearest the enemy and the southern part of Créte Simonet. The 
second in command of the 6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers corroborates this 
statement, and states that on December 8th, the company of his regiment 
which held the advanced position was cut off and captured, there being no 
possible line of retreat for them. 

The officer in command reported to the Tenth Divisional Head-quarters 
that he had assembled the battalion in the ravine, and later a verbal message 
was sent out for the battalion to move on Dedeli, which was done, and the 
remnant of the Rangers reached the bottom of the pass soon after 7 p.m., 
as has been narrated. 

On arrival at Divisional Head-quarters Brigadier-General Nicol informed 
the O.C. that the battalion would remain in bivouac there that night, and 
that he would try and procure ammunition and rations, as the men had 
practically none left. Nearly all the men’s greatcoats and blankets had 
been lost, besides all the company stores and documents, which had been 
in the support line, and could not be brought away in time, the support 
line being only just in rear of the line. There was little sleep that night 
for many, as the intense cold prohibited even those who were tired out with 
continuous duty for the last nine days. A thick mist, very damp and 
penetrating, covered the country, and saturated those without coats, who 
had absolutely no cover from the weather but their equipment. 

On the morning of December 8th the battalion was ordered to remain 
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where it was, and rations were later obtained in small quantities for the 
men. Later the battalion furnished a party to erect barbed-wire entangle- 
ments at the bottom of the defile. 

Brigadier-General Nicol came to see the battalion at 12.40 p.m., and 
said the 31st Brigade were being heavily attacked on the right. At 12.50 
the battalion was ordered to move as soon as possible to the south end of the 
Kajali ravine, which it did in fifteen minutes, leaving those sick, wounded, 
or unable to march at Dedeli. The Rangers reached the end of the ravine 
at 2.20 p.m. and relieved the 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers at 3 p.m., who 
moved towards Tatarli. The Officer Commanding 7th R.M.F. now informed 
the O.C. Rangers that the look-out post on the top of the hill reported that 
the French troops and the 6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers were compelled to 
fall back, and that the Bulgarians were even then within 1,000 yards of the 
southern crest, i.e. near the defile or near the Rangers’ position. The line 
was at once drawn back from under the range of hills, and was situated on 
the southern bank of the Kozlu Dere with a good field of fire towards the 
range of hills in front. One company was entrenched near the French on 
a hill near the Kajali-Rabrovo ravine. Ammunition however was still 
scarce. Trenches were at once dug with the available entrenching imple- 
ments, and the outpost line had only just been pushed out, when a mounted 
officer rode to the battalion head-quarters at 4.15 p.m. and ordered the 
battalion to retire at once on Dedeli again. This was followed by another 
message a few minutes afterwards, and the battalion marched at once 
towards the bottom of the pass at Dedeli. This was reached at 5.25 p.m., 
and on reporting to the Tenth Division Head-quarters, the officer command- 
ing was instructed to report to Lieut.-Colonel Fair, R.E., and to remain to 
hold the Dedeli Pass. All available men were placed in position, mostly at 
the bottom of the pass, with the Cyclist Company, or working under the 
Royal Engineers. Soon after other corps began to arrive from the front, 
and marched up the defile towards the “‘ Yellow House,” at the top of the 
pass. The night was again very raw and cold, and officers and men, with 
their clothing and boots saturated with the damp, and no covering of any 
sort, felt the cold keenly. No blankets or greatcoats were available, but 
the troops bore these privations without a murmur, and were in fact 
exceedingly cheerful. 

The sight of these men, harassed and sleepless, was enough to draw pity 
from the sternest heart, and the officers were also under the same disadvan- 
tages and behaved admirably throughout these trying times. The battalion 
had marched six miles this day. 

The head-quarters of the battalion was at the village of Dedeli. 

The battalion paraded at 5 a.m. on December goth, and marched off in 
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the dark and misty morning a few minutes afterwards up the pass. A 
party of the battalion had been left at the bottom of the pass with the 
Cyclists, to help to defend the entrance and to prepare obstacles. The 
French had retired off Hill 350, and the whole road was simply blocked with 
French transport and guns, and progress was almost impossible up the 
narrow way. However, after almost endless struggling, the Rangers got 
ahead of this long line of vehicles of all kinds, and marched on until they 
met the 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers, about a quarter of a mile from the 
head of the pass. The battalion was here halted and some posts were put 
out by Colonel Fair, on both sides of the road. The men prepared break- 
fast, and at 9.5 a.m. the remainder of the battalion marched on up the pass 
and halted again at 10.30 a.m. on some ground near the “‘ Yellow House.”’ 
Here the few remaining men of the battalion were ordered to dig some 
small trenches to command the head of the pass. The sound of musketry 
and gun fire still resounded from the direction of Cestovo, which was occu- 
pied by the French. The night had been terribly cold, and the day was 
also both raw and sunless. Brigadier-General Vandeleur, C.M.G., Colonel 
Herbert, Lieut.-Colonel Cox, and Lieut.-Colone] Fair, R.E., commanded 
sections of the defence, and the Rangers were placed under Lieut.-Colonel 
Fair, R.E., who held the Dedeli Defile, which adjoined the French right. 

The Dedeli Defile had one rather narrow road with the cliff overhanging 
on one side, and the river bed below on the other side. Several wagons of 
the French had in the dark and misty night gone completely over into the 
torrent bed, and were smashed to pieces below. 

The losses in the undermentioned Regiments were reported then as: 

6th Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 170, other ranks ; 7th Royal Dublin Fusi- 
liers, 100, including one officer; 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers, about 150 
casualties in all. The 6th Leinster Regiment and 6th Royal Irish Rifles 
had no losses. They were not in action. 

The batteries which had been brought up the defile and were now in 
position near the top of the pass opened fire for ranging at 2.45 p.m. on 
December goth, but only fired several rounds. 

At night, C Company, under Captain R. R. Martin, proceeded down to 
the bottom of the pass to form a support to the outpost line there. Many 
French troops passed the Rangers’ bivouac by the roadside both going up 
and down the pass. All the bridges were being rapidly mined and were to 
be blown up when all the troops had passed. 

On December roth the weather still continued very cold, and the men 
suffered very much from the intense cold at night with no covering of any 
kind. There was, however, little sickness, and the behaviour and cheer- 
fulness of the men were beyond all praise. Heavy mifle fire was heard all 
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the morning, and was especially heavy on the left at2 p.m. The 7th Royal 
Munster Fusiliers were ordered down to the bottom of the pass at 2.30 p.m. 
At 2.30 p.m. also Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon visited the battalion, and 
asked after the men of the Rangers. He expressed to the Commanding 
Officer his deep sympathy with the battalion in its heavy losses, and 
remarked that he always tried to give the Rangers a good show, but he 
thought they always got the hard knocks. He was very pleased with what 
they had done and commended their gallantry. 

A post of thirty men was sent down to the bottom of the pass to reinforce 
the Cyclists in the evening. The mist never cleared off all day, and at 
times completely obscured the whole countryside. 

Orders were received for the Rangers to rejoin the 30th Brigade after 
they were relieved from the duty in Dedeli Pass. Soon after midnight 
orders were received to march at once to Scott’s Corner and there rejoin 
the 30th Brigade. This was received at 12.25 a.m. on December 11th, and 
although it was almost impossible to see even a foot away, so thick was the 
mist and so dark the night, the battalion was on the march to Scott’s Corner 
at 1.25 a.m., which was reached at 2.10a.m. The battalion was then halted 
until 4.5 a.m., as the 6th and 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers had not arrived. 

When the brigade began the march to Dojran, the 7th Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers led, followed by the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers, 6th 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 6th and 7th Royal Munster Fusiliers, and roth 
Hampshire Regiment in the order mentioned. The brigade halted for ten 
minutes every hour. 

At 6.15 a.m. three heavy reports sounded behind the column, in the 
direction of Dedeli, evidently the bridges being destroyed in the pass. At 
7.10 a.m. on December 11th the brigade reached the outskirts of Dojran, and 
passed a French Mountain Battery proceeding in the direction of Dedeli. 

On arrival at Dojran the 5th Connaught Rangers and roth Hampshires 
were ordered by Brigadier-General Vandeleur to continue their march to 
the Aviation Ground near the station, which was reached at 8.50 a.m. The 
30th Brigade halted before arrival at Dojran station, and moved on to 
Kilindir later in the day. 

The battalion now rejoined the 29th Brigade. The early morning had 
been wet, foggy, and the weather was very cold ; the roads were thick with 
mud which made marching heavy for all. On the march to Dojran the 
battalion passed the 65th Brigade, which had been brought up from Salonika, 
and which were fitted with leather jerkins and sheepskin coats, towards 
which the men who had been serving on the Bulgarian frontier, with no 
more than a greatcoat, cast longing eyes. The regiments of the brigade 
were seated round large fires, apparently unmindful that the Bulgarians 
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were pressing on even at that moment. At 12.30 p.m. the sound of rifle 
fire was heard across Lake Dojran. A Company oth King’s Own Royal 
Lancaster Regiment (65th Brigade) had been captured by the Bulgarians. 

The Greek frontier was crossed before the arrival at the Aviation Ground, 
where the battalion had breakfast, and then moved a few hundred yards 
over to where the head-quarters of the brigade was situated. As the 
battalion marched through the town of Dojran, down which large numbers 
of French soldiers had been marching towards the railway, the Serbian 
women and girls who had been living in the town began to evacuate their 
houses and to march with immense loads on their backs towards the 
Greek frontier. Women, girls, and old men, weighed down by their worldly 
belongings, tramped along the muddy road, sobbing bitterly. It was a 
heartrending sight and drew compassion from the soldiers, who had them- 
selves lately gone through great trials. The battalion had marched ten 
miles to Dojran. The railway station at Dojran was quite blocked with 
troops and loaded wagons all destined for Salonika. 

Late in the afternoon the 29th Brigade was ordered to be ready to move 
at short notice. Officers and men lay down to try and get a short rest on 
the hard and cold ground, but at 12.30 p.m. orders were received to be ready 
to move at once. The battalions fell in within a few minutes, and then 
came orders to fall out for a short time, while commanding officers were 
called to Brigade Head-quarters, when instructions were given out that the 
brigade would have to fall in later on a given signal. 

At 2.20 a.m. on December 12th the brigade was assembled again in the 
foggy, damp, and chilly morning. The regiments marched off in fours, but 
after some way were halted and closed up. After a short wait the different 
battalions were led off again, and after marching for some miles across 
very broken country, the brigade was again halted and closed up. 

The commanding officers were told that the brigade was going to act 
as rearguard and was to take up a certain position before dawn. At a few 
minutes to 6 a.m. the Rangers found themselves on the top of a hill near 
the frontier line, where the men were required to extend and hold a line just 
behind the frontier between Greece and Serbia. Although the men had no 
entrenching implements except their short service tools, very good work 
was soon done. They had had no sleep the previous night. 

The roth Hampshire Regiment and the Rangers were put on December 
12th into the front line. The 6th Leinsters were at first put into Serbian 
territory, but later were withdrawn behind the border line. The morning 
was not only misty, but there was a thin drizzle falling. The weather was 
cold, and before the battalion came to a standstill, all the men were quite 
wet through. When the mist slightly lifted the line was rectified as far as 
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possible, but it was quite impossible to even see the exact position of the 
different regiments. The tall lank grass covered with mist and light rain 
saturated the clothing of all ranks, who had only in a few cases the pro- 
tection even of a greatcoat. The Brgadier went away for some hours, 
and left Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain in temporary command of the brigade for 
the next twenty-four hours, and while they lay on the frontier. 

At 2 p.m. orders were received for the regiments of the brigade to retire, 
directly on receipt of instructions from the French General (Leblois by 
name), who was in charge of all the troops covering the retirement. 

At 5 p.m. word came that the French were beginning to retire, and at 
5.14 p.m. some regiments began to retire through the line. A little firing 
broke out in front, but this soon subsided. The brigade sat down to wait 
for the signal but no signal came, and they accordingly spent the night 
on the bleak hill-side. 

The men had been over twelve nights by this time on outpost duty 
without almost a break, and duty became exceedingly heavy especially in 
the battalion and in the roth Hampshire Regiment. Both officers and men 
had no covering by day or night, and the majority of the battalion had only 
their serge clothing, which had been often wet through for days together. 
It was now ascertained that a battalion of French infantry was actually 
entrenched in the immediate front of the left of the brigade, but had been 
obscured by the thick mist that overhung the country. 

There were several French regiments well entrenched, among which the 
235th Reserve Regiment of the line was near the Rangers. 

The brigade waited in the thick mist for the order to move throughout 
the night, but no further instructions were received. The fog saturated 
every one, and the night was besides very cold and wet. 

Early on the morning of December 13th it was found necessary to send 
back to the few limbers parked some distance behind the line for rations, 
but these did not arrive until 8 a.m., when they were at once served out to 
the men. The mist and fog cleared up later, and it was then easy to 
see how part of the line had been extended in front of the remainder, 
and this alone might have caused a catastrophe. This was rectified at 
once. 

The Rangers on the left and the Leinsters on the right took over the 
front line, and the roth Hampshires and the 6th Royal Insh Rifles were in 
reserve. The line was laid out by the Brigadier, and Lieut.-Colonel Jour- 
dain was put in command of the line. The Brigadier retained command of 
the second line. 

The men were truly in a deplorable state, having had no change of any 
kind since the middle of November, and many had boots worn out, trousers 
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worn out, after lying wet through day and night on the damp and muddy 
ground. The officers were in a pitiable state, but no murmur or complaint 
was ever heard. Ammunition was scarce, and some men had less than five 
rounds. What was worse, none could be got, and although every endeav- 
our was made by the regimental authorities to obtain clothing and ammu- 
nition, this could not be done. 

A patrol of one corporal and six men of the 6th Leinsters proceeding be- 
yond the frontier line was taken by the Bulgarians. There were now only 
five officers for battalion duty. 

Large numbers of the enemy were seen just before dusk moving into 
Dojran with artillery, proceeding from Dolozeli. This was at 3.40 p.m., 
and the force was estimated at a division with artillery. The commanding 
officer requested that the battalion should be released from outpost duty, 
as already this had been continuous since Nov-mber 29th. The Royal 
Irish Rifles were accordingly brought up in relief on December 14th. The 
outpost line was now situated only a few yards behind the frontier line 
between Greece and Serbia. Small parties of the enemy were observed on 
the hills behind Dojran and about a mile from the Rangers’ position, but 
the road to Dojran was patrolled and picketed by the Bulgarians within 
sight of our lines. It was an extraordinary position, and the disposition of 
extending the thin line a few yards behind the boundary was provocative 
in the extreme. The French officers of the 235th Regiment, which was 
stationed next to the Rangers, were of the same opinion. 

The night, however, passed without incident, and at 8 a.m. on December 
14th, the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Rifles began to take over the front line, as the 
Rangers were promised a rest. The battalion took up a position in the 
second line during the morning. In the afternoon at 1.40 p.m. Brigadier- 
General Vandeleur informed the commanding officer that it was probable 
that the brigade would move the same night. Nothing was known then for 
certain, but all units were to be prepared to move. 

The roth Hampshires would move off in the first place, and be followed 
by the Rangers, then the Leinsters, and finally the Royal Irish Rifles. 

The weather now became piercing cold, and a chilling wind blew over the 
hill-tops, and the troops felt the cold severely. Orders for the prospective 
move were received at 7.35 p.m., and then came a long and tiring wait in 
the cold driving wind. About I1.50 p.m. orders for the march, when 
ordered, were received. 

At 2 a.m. on December 15th orders to move at 4 a.m. were received. 
The companies were ordered to move in at 3 a.m. and to be ready to march 
off at 3.45 a.m., as the battalion was to be at the point of assembly at 4.30 
a.m. The difficulties proved almost insuperable, but every one worked 
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splendidly to play the game. The moon had gone down at 2 a.m., and at 
4 a.m. it was pitch dark. It was impossible to see even a yard in front. 

The companies of the battalion, however, left their positions, which were 
extended over a large tract of country, and made their way to the battalion 
assembly post, and thereafter to the brigade position on the road to Kilindir 
through an almost unmarked small track and interminable bushes to the 
road and after that to the ford, about two miles on a very dark night. The 
assembly post was not reached until 5.45 a.m., over an hour late, but the 
other two regiments of the brigade were later still, as they had a longer 
march than the Rangers. The night had at first been cold but fine, but 
afterwards a drizzling rain began to fall, which later became heavy. 

The column arrived at Kilindir station a little after 8 a.m., and the 
Rangers and roth Hampshire Regiment were ordered to remain and get a 
train to Salonika. The other two regiments continued the march with the 
brigade transport by the road, which ran almost parallel to the railway. 
The march to Kilindir was eight miles long. Here the station was crowded 
with French soldiers and their baggage and transport. Some few miles 
away the Bulgarian army must have viewed the retirement of the force, 
almost within striking distance, but the 29th Brigade was never molested. 

The rain, which had begun about 4.30 a.m., continued all day, and when 
at 1.30 p.m. a troop train of vans was placed at the disposal of the two 
regiments, 10th Hampshire Regiment and the Rangers, the men were only 
too eager to get some cover from the inclemency of the weather. However, 
no engine was available until 7.10 p.m., when the tired and sleepy soldiers, 
after having submitted to endless shunting and moving backwards and 
forwards, saw the train leave Kilindir for Salonika. Several stops occurred, 
but at 7.5 a.m. on December 16th this train arrived at the Military Siding 
at Salonika. During the wait at Kilindir, battalions, batteries, and Chas- 
seurs d’Afrique continually passed the station, moving south in an endless 
stream; the same cheerful demeanour, however, was apparent everywhere 
in all the French troops. 

Soon after arrival at Salonika, tea and biscuits were served out to all 
ranks, and were very much appreciated by the officers and men of the 
battalion. 

After breakfast the battalion marched about a mile northwards up the 
road to the camp of the Twenty-Second Division, where the officers and men 
were accommodated in tents. Rain, however, soon began to fall, and 
drenched the unfortunate men, who had barely got dry from the previous 
day’s downpour. 

The 30th Brigade was at this time moving from camp near by to 
Kapujilar, on the south-east of Salonika. 
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At 9 a.m. the Rangers marched up the muddy road to the camp, which 
was reached a little before 10 a.m. A Serbian Regiment passed the camp 
at 10.20 a.m., moving northwards. The men were particularly fine and well 
set up. They were re-equipped with the French rifle and ammunition. 
The whole camp soon became quite a sea of mud and water, and everything 
seemed saturated with the heavy downpour of rain. Tents, a luxury the 
battalion had not enjoyed for over a month in very inclement weather, 
were, however, a great consolation. Brigadier-General Nicol visited the 
battalion on his way to Kapujilar and requested Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain to 
apportion the camps to the other brigades and regiments of the Division. 
The men were allowed to remain in their tents till 7.30 a.m. on December 
17th, and then all numbers were checked with the battalion books, as this 
could not be done before. 

The Head-quarters of the 29th Brigade and the Leinster Regiment 
arrived by train at Salonika at 11.20 p.m. on the same date (December 
17th). 

New clothing was at once obtained for the men, and boots and other 
articles of equipment were indented for, to replace those worn out or lost. 

On December 18th a draft of 90 men arrived to join the battalion, 
chiefly details from the Base Depot. The 6th Royal Irish Rifles had re- 
joined the brigade early on this date. 

The War Office telegram of December 14th 1915, is given here: 


‘The Anglo-French Corps continue to make an orderly retreat in 
Macedonia. The retirement of the British forces from Lake Dojran 
to a position further west was greatly helped by the gallantry of the 
toth Division, which included several Irish regiments. Eight guns 
had to be abandoned, and our casualties amounted to 1,500 men. 
The enemy bulletins give highly-coloured accounts of the Bulgarian 
pursuit and of the demoralization of the Entente forces. The Athenian 
newspaper in touch with German circles report that, out of considera- 
tion to Greek susceptibilities, Bulgarian troops will not cross the 
frontier in pursuit of the Allies, and that their place alongside of the 
Germanic armies will be taken by three Turkish Divisions.’’ 


On December 19th the work of re-equipping the battalion went rapidly 
on, and orders were received to be ready for a move within about three 
days. This, however, never occurred. Two drafts composed of N.C.O.’s 
and men of The Connaught Rangers, which had been attached to the Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers and the Royal Irish Fusiliers, rejoined the battalion 
this day, as the men of the Rangers wished to rejoin the 5th Battalion, and 
the Brigadier-General commanding the 31st Brigade had consented to 
allow these men to join their own regiment. There were § officers and 375 
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ther ranks in all, most of whom had taken part in some of the actions in 
Serbia on December 7th and 8th. 

The officers were : 

Second-Lieutenant J. A. Calderwood, 4th Scottish Rifles. 

Second-Lieutenant H. McCulloch, 11th Royal Scots. 

Second-Lieutenant J. J. Pope, j4th Royal Scots. 

Second-Lieutenant A. M. Lumsden, 4th Argyll and Sutherland High- 
landers. 

Second-Lieutenant J. C. McIntosh, 13th Highland Light Infantry, and 

Second-Lieutenant C. E. Gallwey, who also returned from hospital the 
same day. 

All the men were Connaught Rangers from the 3rd or 4th Battalions. 

The total strength of the battalion was now 17 officers and 1,046 other 
ranks. 

The brigade was ordered to move in a few days to the Gulf of Rendina to 
take up the line between the Lake Beshik and the sea (Gulf of Rendina or 
Orfano). 

The battalion transport rejoined on December 19th, having marched 
from Kilindir by a track close to the railway. Several carts were, however, 
smashed by the rough road along which they had to travel. 

On December 2oth the work of re-equipping the 375 men who had 
returned from the 31st Brigade was pressed on. Sheepskins and leather 
jerkins were now given out to the men for the first time, and nothing was 
spared to make the men comfortable and warm in the winter weather that 
had already broken. On December 21st 29 men arrived from the Base 
Depot, still further increasing the strength of the battalion. 

The 31st Brigade marched away to its allotted position east of Salonika 
on December 22nd. The name of Brigadier-General J. R. Longley, East 
Surrey Regiment, was in orders this day, as having assumed command of 
the Division in place of Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon. 

Both Serbian and French regiments passed the camp of the battalion 
the same day, proceeding up to the French lines, and on December 23rd 
large French reinforcements arrived. The work of equipping the new 
arrivals was still in process of completion on December 23rd, when orders 
were received that the brigade would probably remain at Salonika over 
Christmas. 

Many of the young officers, who had borne with patience and great 
courage their exposure and privations on the Bulgarian and Greek frontiers, 
now showed signs of the hardships they had undergone, but none had given 
in and reported sick. It can now be stated that the great strain incurred 
by all, and especially by those in authority, of those long drawn-out days

on the Greek frontier, when the men were practically unarmed, following on 
the nerve-racking days on the rndge above Kosturino, had been very great. 
When, however, the train had left Kilindir, it was felt that the atmosphere 
had cleared, and although one train had been wrecked only a few days 
before between that station and Salonika, officers and men alike lay down 
on the floors of the bare and dirty vans in which they were collected and 
slept soundly. The change to inaction at Salonika was most refreshing, and 
the possession of even a tent made the past seem quite remote. 

On December 24th, Brigadier-General Longley came up and interviewed 
the battalion commanders at 1.30 p.m. 

Christmas Day at Salonika broke with the whole country white with 
frost, and the hills around were covered with snow. There was parade for 
the troops for divine service, and the drums of the battalion played before 
and after service. A ration of beer was obtained for the men through the 
exertions of some officers, and in the evening the drums played patriotic 
airs which were much appreciated by all and also by the 6th Leinster 
Regiment, which was encamped alongside the Rangers. 

The following Order was received this day : 


“ roth Irish Division. 
“* Special Order. 

“ Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon, on relinquishing the command 
of the roth Irish Division, which he had the honour of raising and com- 
manding until he received command of the Salonika Army, desires to 
express his thanks for the loyal and faithful support he has received 
from all ranks, during the hard work and severe strain caused by 
heavy casualties on active service, whilst serving on the Peninsula 
and in Serbia. He wishes the Division good luck in the future, and 
feels convinced that all members of it, knowing how highly their work 
in the past has been appreciated by His Majesty, will redouble their 
efforts to maintain the noble traditions of their regiments and corps, 
and by good discipline and cheerily meeting and overcoming all diffi- 
culties, help to bring the war to a successful and early end.

The following is an extract from the Tenth Irish Division Orders dated 
December 23rd 1915: 
No. Ql. 
Message from H.M. The King. 


The Army Commander has received a gracious telegraphic message from 
His Majesty the King, in which His Majesty expressed his appreciation of 
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the manner in which the roth Division carried out the operations entrusted 
to them in Serbia. His Majesty also graciously inquires after the welfare 
of the sick and wounded. To the Royal message of appreciation, the Army 
Commander has replied as follows: 


“The King—Buckingham Palace, London. 


‘“‘ All ranks roth Division respectfully thank His Majesty for his 
gracious message, which will stimulate them to renewed exertions. 
Sick and wounded doing well. 

GENERAL MAHON.” 


The Church services which had been arranged for Sunday, December 
26th, were cancelled by order of the Brigadier, and the brigade was ordered 
to be ready to move shortly. This did not take place until the 28th. 

The following special Army Order was received : 

25th Dec. I915. 

The following gracious message from His Majesty the King has just 

been received by the Army Commander : 


‘Another Christmas finds all the resources of the Empire still 
engaged in war, and we desire to convey on our behalf and on behalf 
of the Queen a heartfelt Christmas greeting and our good wishes for 
the New Year to all who on sea and land are upholding the honour 
of the British name. In the officers and men of my Navy on whom 
the security of the Empire depends, I repose in common with all my 
subjects a trust that is absolute. On the officers and men of my Army, 
whether now in France, in the East or in other fields, I rely with an 
equal faith, confident that their devotion, their valour, and their self- 
sacrifice will under God’s guidance lead to victory and an honourable 
peace. There are many of their comrades now, alas, in hospital, and 
to those brave men also I desire with the Queen to express our deep 
gratitude and our earnest prayers for their recovery. 

‘“‘ Officers and men of the Navy and of the Army, another year is 
drawing to a close, as it began, in toil, bloodshed, and suffering, but 
I rejoice to know the goal which you are striving for draws nearer 
into sight ; and may God bless you and all your undertakings. 

“(Sd.) TRAVERS CLARKE, Brig.-General. 
‘““ Deputy Adjutant and Q.M.-General.”’ 


These kind messages were all read to the troops. To the regret of all 
ranks Captain G. J. B. E. Massy, whose arm had never recovered from the 
wound received by him on August roth, was admitted to hospital on Decem- 
ber 26th, and was later invalided to England. Captain Massy had acted 
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as adjutant of the battalion since September 25th, including the move to 
Salonika, and the operations in Serbia and on the Bulgarian frontier. 

Captain R. R. Martin took over the duties of adjutant as a temporary 
measure. All heavy kit was sent down to the harbour on December 27th 
to be loaded for Rendina. 

Temp.-Captain D. P. J. Kelly was admitted to hospital the same 
evening. There were now only the following officers who had proceeded 
with the battalion to Serbia in November : 

Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain (Commanding). 

Second-Lieutenant H. J. Shanley. 

Second-Lieutenant F. W. [lingworth (Scottish Rifles, attached). 

Second-Lieutenant H. C. Bell (Signal Officer). 

Second-Lieutenant G. F. Macnie (Transport Officer). 

Lieutenant O’Sullivan, R.A.M.C. 

Lieutenant and Quartermaster Farrell. 

Seven officers had been killed, wounded, or were missing, and seven 
officers had been invalided through sickness. The only two officers who 
had done company duty for the period were Second-Lieutenants Shanley 
and Illingworth. 

The battalion commenced to march into Salonika at 5.35 a.m. on Decem- 
ber 28th, to embark for Rendina Bay. After an uneventful march of over 
four and a half miles, the Rangers reached the English Quay at 7.42 a.m., 
and began to embark on lighters almost at once. Head-quarters and the 
greater part of the battalion left the quay at 8.40 a.m. and reached the 
Transport Osmanieh at 9.20 a.m. The Rangers and the 30th Field Ambu- 
lance were embarked on the Osmanieh, and all troops were safely on board 
this vessel at 10 a.m. The day was beautifully fine and bright, and at 
2.40 p.m. the transport commenced to move down the harbour, but later 
anchored for a short time near H.M.S. Exmouth.

T 3 p.m. the Osmanieh steered out to sea, escorted by two de- 
A stroyers. The transports were, besides the Osmanieh, the Part- 
ridge II, the Abbas, and Princess Ena. These were ordered to 
proceed in line ahead and at not more than ten knots an hour. The 
evening closed with a brilliant sunset, and afterwards all lights were ex- 
tinguished on board. The convoy arrived in Rendina Bay at 7.46 a.m. on 
December 29th, and the transports anchored. Troops were warned to be 
ready to disembark without delay. 

At Io a.m. two lighters came alongside the Osmanieh, and at 10.17 a.m. 
the first lighter left for the shore. All men were disembarked from the 
first lighter at Ir a.m., the naval authorities making a bridge of boats from 
the lighters to the shore. By midday the whole of the battalion, except the 
fatigue party left on board, was disembarked and bivouacked on shore. 
The work of unloading the heavy kit of the battalion was expeditiously 
and exceedingly well carried out, and the whole was completed by 6.30 
p.m., when all the battalion’s blankets, stores, bivouacs, tents and ammuni- 
tion, as well as the brigade ammunition reserve, had been brought ashore 
and stacked or distributed. The Naval Transport Officer cordially con- 
gratulated the battalion on its splendid work. The Rangers were the first 
to complete their disembarkation. 

The Bay was situated at the mouth of the Rendina River, the outlet of 
Lake Beshik, and was surrounded by hills, which were covered with a low 
holly scrub. The village of Skala Stavros was near the bivouac of the 
brigade. 

After the sunset, fires were lighted on the beach in order to carry on the 
work of disembarkation throughout the night. A thick white frost covered 
the whole countryside on the morning of December 30th, and the work of 
bringing on shore the stores went on without intermission. 
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The effective strength of the battalion on this day was as follows: 


15 officers. 

1,038 other ranks. 
Ir riding horses. 
43 draught mules. 
8 pack mules. 

16 limber wagons. 
4 machine guns. 


The transport rejoined the battalion the same day, having marched 
from Salonika by Lakes Langaza and Beshik. Supplies for fifteen days 
had been brought with the force. 

At 8 a.m. on December 31st the commanding officers of the brigade 
were required to meet the Brigadier, and to ride round the position to be 
held by the brigade. Under the scheme The Connaught Rangers were to 
hold the right of the line towards the sea at Rendina Bay. At I p.m. the 
battalion paraded and marched over to the new position, which was reached 
at 2.30 p.m. Here the Rangers bivouacked and made ready to spend the 
last night of the departing year. Captain Shaw, who had left the battalion 
in August to assume the duties of Staff-Captain of the brigade, was admitted 
to hospital and left for England in January. The weather, which had 
hitherto been fine at Rendina, broke the same evening and heavy rain fell 
throughout the night. 


1916 

The morning of January Ist 1916 broke with heavy rain still falling, 
and this continued until 3 p.m. The men had had, however, just sufficient 
time on the previous night to put up their bivouacs, and were consequently 
saved some discomfort. Captain Martin, who had officiated as adjutant 
of the battalion since Captain Massy left, was ordered to vacate the appoint- 
ment by the brigadier, and Captain C. J. Lyster, of the 6th Leinster Regi- 
ment, arrived and took over the adjutancy by order of the brigadier. 

On January 2nd the work of cutting paths up the steep wooded sides 
of the range of hills on which trenches were to be dug was carried on with 
excellent results. Miles of pathway were cut and rendered fit for mules 
or riding horses, and considering that the number of cutting tools was 
limited, the amount of work completed was extraordinary. The men of 
the battalion worked very well. 

On January 3rd, Surgeon-General W. G. Macpherson, C.B., C.M.G., 
visited the bivouac of the Rangers and expressed his great approval of the 
Cleanliness, order, and condition of the men and the camp. B and C 
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Companies were sent up to occupy the bivouac on the top of the hill over- 
looking Vrasta on the afternoon of January 3rd. 

These companies occupied a clearing near the ridge overlooking Vrasta, 
and another vacant grassy field on the top of the range to the west, and 
near the Royal Irish Rifles. They were ordered to dig certain trenches in 
accordance with instructions received from the brigadier. 

On January 4th one company of the 6th Leinster Regiment was moved 
up near the Rangers, and every available man was at work on making 
roads and communication paths between all the posts on top of the range. 
This fatigue lasted all day long, and was very well done by all the men. 
At 2.15 p.m. the Brigadier visited the companies at work and expressed 
his approbation of the work done. Fatigue on communication roads and 
cutting down brushwood went on all day on January 5th. An inspection 
of work done and trenches to be dug was commenced by the Brigadier at 
g a.m. on January 6th, but was not completed until 1.20 p.m. The Officer 
Commanding the brigade personally pointed out every site for every trench, 
but then would not allow them to be dug at once, as they might give away 
the position to enemy aeroplanes. The day was very cold and sunless, and 
at 6.20 p.m. rain began to fall heavily. 

The enemy’s aeroplanes began to visit the line almost daily and to see 
what work was being carried on along the Rendina Boghazi. On January 
7th two of these visited the Rendina position.* 

Captain W. W. MacNaught, R.A.M.C., joined the battalion as Medical 
Officer in place of Captain J. I. O’Sullivan, R.A.M.C., who joined the 30th 
Field Ambulance. It was with feelings of regret that all ranks of the 5th 
Battalion said farewell to Captain O’Sullivan, who had been with the 
battalion throughout the campaigns in Gallipoli and Serbia, displaying the 
greatest devotion to duty throughout those trying operations. There were 
now only two officers who had been with the battalion throughout the 
campaign—Lieut-Colonel Jourdain (in command), and Lieutenant Farrell 
(the Quartermaster). 

On January 8th the Brigadier again went round the line and changed 
several of the sites for trenches, which had been already dug. The men 
accordingly began to dig new trenches and machine-gun positions, which 
faced in every direction. 


* One enemy aeroplane in reconnoitring the position, was flying rather low and was brought 
down by one of the monitors in flames. One man fel] out about 100 feet from the water, 
but the other one went down with the burning plane. Some men of the Leinster Regiment, 
who were working on a hill close by, at once ran to the shore, and when questioned why they 
did so, informed the officer in command that one of the occupants of the plane had a splendid 
fur coat, and they were going to try to get it. A pinnace at once put off to locate the machine, 
or the late occupants, but nothing could be found of these, or the fur coat. 
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Another German aeroplane flew over the bivouac on January 8th. 

The Island of Thasos could be seen from the spur above the camp, and 
the sea-coast almost to Kavalla was clearly perceptible. 

The lines were again inspected by the Brigadier on January goth. All 
men that could be spared from fatigue attended service, celebrated by 
the chaplains near the head-quarters bivouac. 

On January roth Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain, who had suffered from 
exposure and the inclement weather in Serbia and Bulgaria, was admitted 
to the 30th Field Ambulance. On his way down to the Field Ambulance 
he was accompanied by all the officers then with the battalion. Lieut.- 
Colonel Jourdain had commanded the regiment from August rgth 1914 
(the date of its formation), to this date, and had never been absent from 
duty during the whole period that the battalion had been abroad. 

Captain C. J. Lyster assumed command of the battalion on Lieut.- 
Colonel Jourdain’s admission to hospital. 

On January roth the battalion was ordered to move at some near date 
to the west end of the Rendina gorge. Temp.-Major V. M. B. Scully was then 
ordered by the Brigadier to take command of the battalion from Major, 
roth Hampshire Regiment. He took over on January 12th. 

The men of the battalion had worked from morning to nightfall on the 
different positions at the top of the range overlooking the Rendina gorge, 
but in nearly every case the trenches were pronounced wrong, and the work 
had to be done over again. On January 11th two companies, B and D, 
were relieved from the line, and ordered to be ready to move to the left 
flank. They did so on the following day. The other companies were 
digging trenches all day long. The weather was fine but very cold. 

A and C Companies were relieved from duty in the outpost line on 
January 14th. Hostile aeroplanes continued to reconnoitre the camps and 
positions day by day, but except one, were seldom unduly harassed. Mean- 
while the work of making blockhouses, putting up wire entanglements, 
digging trenches, and felling trees went on daily. On January 21st the 
67th Battery R.F.A. and the naval guns from Stavros Bay registered on 
lines opposite the monastery and in a gully south of Vrasta. Lieut.-General 
Sir Bryan Mahon and other officers inspected the position held by the bat- 
talion on January 24th. The Rangers were employed on various fatigues 
till the end of January. During the period the weather was fine, though 
frosty and cold at nights. 

A draft of 2 officers and 53 other ranks joined on February 1st. On 
February 5th confidential orders were received for the move of the brigade. 
The position occupied by the battalion was handed over to the 3rd Battalion 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps on February 7th. On February 8th the Rangers 
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left Rendina at 9 a.m. for Pazarkia, reached at 12.30 p.m. Next day the 
battalion left Pazarkia at 10 a.m. It arrived at Gomonic at 1.30 p.m. and 
bivouacked for the night. At 9 a.m. on February roth it left Gomonic for 
Atvasil, where it arrived at 1.30 p.m. and camped. The weather had been 
fine for some days. The other three battalions of the brigade were en- 
camped at Atvasil. On February 14th Captain C. J. Lyster, Leinster 
Regiment, returned to his unit, and Lieutenant A. J. Jennings, Leinster 
Regiment, assumed duty as adjutant of the Rangers. On February 15th 
Major R. M. Raynsford, Leinster Regiment, arrived and assumed command 
of the Rangers. On the following day the Rangers were inspected by 
Major-General J. R. Longley, Commanding the Tenth (Irish) Division. 


On February 16th 1916, the following awards for distinguished and 
gallant service on Gallipoli were notified in orders.* 


Lieut.-Colonel H. F. N. Jourdain to be a Companion of the Distinguished 
Order of St. Michael and St. George. 

Major N. C. K. Money, 22nd Punjabis, attached 5th Battalion, to be a 
Companion of the Distinguished Service Order.

On February 18th the battalion moved to near Two Tree Hill. The day 
was extremely trying, and a snow blizzard caught the Rangers on the 
march. 

Lieutenant G. R. C. Brook and Second-Lieutenant Robinson with 
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forty-four Other Ranks joined on this date, and Captain E. W. Morris and 
one Other Rank on February 2oth. 

On February 21st the battalion again moved to the vicinity of Two 
Tree Hill, where Captain Dashwood, The Royal Sussex Regiment, joined. 
On February 23rd, 11 officers of the East Surrey Regiment joined from the 
roth Hampshire Regiment. Several officers, who had joined from the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers on Gallipoli and in Mudros, and had already been 
attached to the Rangers, were now ordered to rejoin their former regiments. 
The battalion was employed on making works and improving tracks, and 
on battalion drill and musketry till the end of the month. The new camp 
was named “ Connaught Place.” 

During the last week of February and throughout March the battalion, 
together with the other battalions of the 29th Infantry Brigade, remained 
in the locality of Atvasil employed generally in trench-digging and track- 
and road-making, the companies not so engaged being fully occupied with 
musketry and company training. Major-General J. R. Longley, C.B., 
commanding the Tenth (Irish) Division, on March 3rd expressed “ great 
satisfaction ’’ at the work done by the battalion in particular. 

Major B. R. Cooper left on March 3rd, on appointment as Base Censor 
at Army Head-quarters. On the same day Captain R. R. Martin arrived 
with Lieutenant D. P. J. Kelly and on March 4th Second-Lieutenant F. W. 
Illingworth joined. Battalion training, in addition to company training, 
commenced on March 15th. St. Patrick’s Day was observed with Divine 
Service (R.C.) in the morning and battalion sports in the afternoon. The 
G.O.C. 16th Corps visited the line on March 23rd. The troops in the dis- 
trict were roused at 5 a.m. on March 27th by the sound of heavy shelling 
and bombardment from the direction of Salonika and later a number of 
enemy aeroplanes were seen making off to the north after the attack, in 
which severe damage and many casualties were inflicted on the Allied base 
hospital and Red Cross camp. 

The battalion, with the 29th Infantry Bngade, moved on May Ist to 
the Hortiach Plateau, near Kirechkeui. The route was very difficult, there 
being no metalled road and a steep hill ascent of upwards of four miles had 
to be negotiated, causing great difficulties to the transport. The battalion 
transport arrangements however proved very satisfactory. The plateau 
was a fairly level expanse of between one and two square miles’ area. The 
battalion remained quartered there during April and until the first week 
of June, the greater part of the period being occupied with road-making 
and, in April, constant battalion and brigade training with route-marching 
and exercises. The weather during May began to get very hot and the 
work was mostly company training. 
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On April 1st Major H. J. Nolan-Ferrall, Captain T. S. P. Martin and 
Lieutenant R. G. White arrived, together with a draft of thirty-eight Other 
Ranks. The G.O.C. 29th Infantry Brigade (Brigadier-General R. S. 
Vandeleur, C.M.G.) inspected the battalion area and lines, and the battalion 
on parade, on April 8th and roth respectively. He expressed his complete 
satisfaction. The companies in turn during April proceeded back to Con- 
naught Place, near Atvasil, for further track-making and work on conceal- 
ment of trenches, returning at intervals to head-quarters. Captain E. W. 
Morris left on April 24th on appointment as Adjutant Ist City of London 
Regiment. On May 17th the G.O.C. 29th Infantry Brigade inspected 
head-quarters and A and B Companies, and again expressed complete 
satisfaction with the turn-out, etc. Cand D Companies at the time were at 
Connaught Place, Atvasil, on trench and road work. The 29th Infantry 
Brigade on May 30th received orders to move forward to an un-named 
destination. 

The move took place on June 4th, to take up a defensive position in the 
Struma River Valley. Major H. J. Nolan-Ferrall was in command, Lieut.- 
Colonel R. M. Raynsford having to go on that day to hospital. 

The brigade marched on June 4th to Lajna, a ten miles’ march towards 
the main Salonika—Seres Road, the only serviceable route to the Struma 
Valley. The day was excessively hot and the march proved very trying as 
the way was very rough and dusty. On June 5th the march continued to 
Givezne, ten miles ; again a hot and difficult undertaking. Major V. M. B. 
Scully assumed command on this day. Next day the march continued 
to Likovan, twelve miles, where the battalion halted during June 7th and 
8th. During the stay at Likovan two hundred men worked each day on 
the road and in quarrying for road-metal material. 

The battalion, with the brigade, moved forward from Likovan to camp 
at Orljak, two miles from the Struma River, on June gth; a long day’s 
march of from eighteen to twenty miles, before, at 7 p.m., Orljak was 
reached. 

Two days later, on June 11th, the brigade took over its appointed sector 
of the Struma River line from the French who had hitherto held it. The 
battalion section of front extended for upwards of four miles, from Orljak 
Bridge to Komarjan Bridge, with battalion head-quarters at a place seven 
hundred yards east of No. 70 Kilo Stone. 

From June 12th to June 2oth the battalion was employed in constructing 
field works, breastworks and trenches at the two bridges and between them, 
and in making communication roads between battalion and brigade head- 
quarters and paths to various points within the area. The weather con- 
tinued intensely hot and there was little shade available, as, except for a

few scattered trees, the valley was bare and open marsh. Bathing in the 
Struma was indulged in at certain selected places. Care had to be taken as 
the stream had concealed pot-holes and quicksands. Lieut.-Colonel Rayns- 
ford rejoined from hospital and resumed command on June 16th. 

The battalion was relieved by the roth Bn. The Hampshire Regiment on 
June 21st and moved to a position near 70 Kilo Stone, in brigade reserve. 
It continued there until June 27th when it moved to a new position up the 
Struma, between Fitoki Boat Ferry and Gudeli Boat Ferry at Suhabanja, 
to guard the river bank. The 6th Bn. The Leinster Regiment (Royal 
Canadians) held the adjoining section of line on the west, and The Sherwood 
Rangers, a Yeomanry regiment, that on the east flank. 

The battalion continued in the Suhabanja position from June 27th to 
July 23rd, employed continuously in cutting patrol paths in the scrub along 
its stretch of from three to four miles of river bank, wiring shallows and 
fords, trench digging, building breastworks at points along the Struma ; 
also in constructing shelters from the sun and taking protective measures 
against the mosquitoes that swarmed all over the Struma Valley at that 
season. The district had been fairly free from the mosquito plague till 
June. On its appearance malaria set in wholesale and the hospitals began 
to become filled. The line to be defended by the battalion was further 
extended from Fitoki to Ahinos on July 3rd. 

Two platoons of Tenth Divisional Cyclists joined for duty with the 
battalion on July 4th. 

For the time being there was no enemy hostility to encounter on that 
portion of the Front. No Man’s Land extended beyond the river for some 
miles, extending practically to the foot-hills of the Bulgarian mountains 
beyond Seres, the white-walled houses of which town were visible nine 
miles off, between outlying spurs of the foot-hills. 

It was just after this also that the Greek Government treacherously 
handed over the fort blocking the Rupel Pass to the Bulgarian army, and 
opened the Struma Valley to the enemy. Crowds of demobilized Greek 
soldiers began then to throng the villages and districts on the further side 
of the Struma desirous of crossing the river to reach their homes in towns 
and villages on the Salonika side. Orders received from Paris were issued 
to prevent them crossing by force if necessary. The situation became at 
one time threatening, but, at the end of the July, the Supreme Council of 
the Allied Powers withdrew the restriction and matters quietened down 
as far as the Greeks were concerned. On June 30th Lieutenant J. W. 
Cartmel-Robinson and Second-Lieutenant D. W. Austin with eight Other 
Ranks joined at Suhabanja. 

In July, owing to the general malarial sickness, it became advisable to 
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withdraw the main British force from the malarial valley and river bank to 
higher ground some miles in rear. On July 2oth in consequence orders were 
issued that the whole stretch of river line held by the 29th Infantry Brigade 
would be taken over by one battalion only ; the others to be moved back to 
the healthier region. The Rangers accordingly received instructions on 
July 22nd to vacate their section. During the 23rd the river posts of the 
battalion were withdrawn and the camp area thoroughly cleared and cleaned 
up, after which, on the evening of July 24th, the battalion, strength four 
hundred of all ranks,moved back from Suhabanja to bivouac at the 71st Kilo. 
The march had to be very slow owing to the exhausted condition of most 
of the men after their sojourn in the malarial area in the intense heat. 

The move back continued by stages during the next three evenings, 
until, on the evening of July 28th, the allotted camping ground at Dremig- 
lava was reached. 

From July 28th to August roth the battalion remained stationed at 
Dremiglava, where on July 30th a draft of twenty-eight Other Ranks joined. 
The other battalions of the 29th Infantry Brigade were, during the period, 
camped in the vicinity. In view of the opening of active hostilities train- 
ing was soon resumed, in conjunction with a specialist programme, Lewis- 
gun courses, grenade work, signalling, etc., which was carried out day after 
day. Musketry and range practice and field-firing formed the principal other 
work takenin hand. On August 2nd and 3rd pack saddlery on a new trans- 
port scale establishment, and mules, were drawn and equipment completed. 
Major-General J. R. Longley, G.O.C. the Tenth Division, inspected the 
battalion and its pack transport and equipment on August gth, and on 
August 12th a brigade march, with entire transport for all battalions, was 
carried out. The Rangers’ pack transport completed the march satisfactorily. 

The Bulgars, early in August, had moved forward in considerable force 
into the Struma Valley. They now occupied positions in villages along the 
river bank on the further, or eastern, side of the Struma, apparently pre- 
pared to bar the passage across. 

On August 20th the battalion moved to Kilo 35 on the Seres Road, a 
long night march. The march started at 7.30 p.m. and was not completed, 
mainly owing to the traffic-congested state of the road, until 5.30 a.m. on 
August 21st. A local re-arrangement of the brigade took place here. In 
consequence of the reduced numerical strength of the troops on the Struma 
front, weakened by the sickness and malaria universally prevalent during 
the summer months, it was decided to hold the sector of the river line in the 
Struma Valley allotted to the 29th Infantry Brigade by means of a ‘‘ Com- 
posite Battalion” formed of four companies, drawn, one each, from battalions 
of the brigade. Similar arrangements were made in each of the brigades of 
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the division. The main force was to be held in support, camped on 
higher ground some way in rear, beyond the malarial belt. The 2gth 
Brigade Composite Battalion was formed with, as its head-quarters estab- 
lishment, that of the roth Bn. The Hampshire Regiment. For the Com- 
posite Battalion one hundred and seventy-two men of the Rangers, with 
company transport, were detached. The remainder of the battalion, com- 
prising battalion head-quarters, surplus transport and details, left Kilo 35 
at 8 p.m. on August 21st and returned to Dremiglava, together with 
similar details of the other battalions of the brigade. The details of 
the roth Bn. Hampshire Regiment, not with the Composite Battalion, 
were, for the time being, attached to the Rangers. 

At Dremiglava on August 28th a draft of forty-eight Other Ranks, just 
arrived from the 3rd and 4th Battalions of The Connaught Rangers, with 
sixteen convalescents from hospital, all under Captain T. S. P. Martin, was 
forwarded to the Composite Battalion, then at Kilo 40 on the Seres Road. 
The Composite Battalion had, on August 26th, moved forward to the 
Struma line, the Rangers’ company relieving a French force at Kom- 
arjan Bridge. 

The enemy across the Struma were by now threatening to become 
aggressive, and spasmodic artillery firing took place at several points daily 
between August 27th and September 2nd. On September 3rd a forward 
move by the Composite Battalion to cross the river at Komarjan Bridge was 
proposed, and the Rangers’ company moved out at 4 a.m. but the enemy 
were found to be in unexpectedly superior force at Komarjan village and 
the move was cancelled. The village was heavily shelled by artillery from 
higher ground on the Allied side of the river during the afternoon of the 
3rd, but no crossing was attempted. Finally, at 5 p.m., the Rangers’ com- 
pany was transferred elsewhere, in consequence of a report that Bulgars 
were massing opposite an adjoining section of river front, held by the Com- 
posite Battalion company from the 6th Bn. Leinster Regiment. A second 
heavy bombardment of Komarjan village took place shortly before mid- 
night of September 3rd, but the enemy were still holding the village next 
day, September 4th. 

A reinforcing draft, comprising one company of the Royal Irish Rifles, 
fifty men of the Rangers and sixty of the Leinster Regiment was formed 
on September 4th and left the camp at Dremiglava for the Composite 
Battalion on September 6th. Information was received on that day also 
that a party of mounted Bulgars had crossed the river at midnight between 
September 5th and 6th below Fitoki, outside the area watched by the 
Rangers’ company, and had got through the line. No more however was 
heard of them. 
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Nothing further occurred until September roth, when information was 
received at Composite Battalion head-quarters that the French, to north- 
ward, were making a push in force in the Dojran sector ; also that the 3oth 
and 31st Infantry Brigades of the Tenth Division would cross the Struma. 
The Composite Battalion stood-to, prepared to cross, all day on September 
1oth, until 3 p.m. Heavy fire on the Bulgarian works across the river, was 
opened by the British artillery at 3 p.m. and continued until late in the 
afternoon, but no infantry advance was made. 

During this time, and practically all through the month of September, 
rain fell heavily on most nights. 

On the night of September 12th one of the patrols of the Rangers’ com- 
pany with the Composite Battalion crossed the river at Gudeli Ford. It 
exchanged sharp firing with the enemy when about to re-cross the river, at 
Io a.m. on the 13th. It was relieved by a party of the 6th Bn. Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers of the 31st Infantry Brigade, and then rejoined the 
Composite Battalion. 

On September 15th the Composite Battalion crossed the Struma and 
attacked the Bulgar garrisons in the two villages of Dzamimah and Komar- 
jan, two companies attacking each place. The raid was successful: the 
enemy were driven out and the two villages left in flames. In a special 
order, issued on September 18th, the Brigadier congratulated all ranks on 
the ‘ able manner in which they had carried out the tasks allotted to them.” 
Private T. Flaherty of D Company, 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers, was 
awarded the Military Medal for gallantry on the occasion. 

A reorganization of the Composite Battalion was now made and an 
additional Rangers’ company, comprised of all men available at Dremig- 
lava, was formed between September 1gth and 22nd. It proceeded on 
September 23rd to join the Composite Battalion. It was designated as 
“No. 2 Company, Connaught Rangers.” The new company consisted of 
seven Officers and 125 Other Ranks and was joined a day or two later by 
another small party. Captain B. W. Bond took command. 

During the afternoon of September 23rd a heavy bombardment began 
at 3.10 p.m. of the villages across the Struma on either side of the Seres 
Road. It developed into a general artillery action along the whole river line, 
which continued, with a brief intermission between 6 and 7 p.m., until 
between 9 and 10 p.m. The Composite Battalion of the 29th Infantry 
Brigade was not involved, but infantry fighting with machine gun and 
musketry took place in sectors to right and left. Two of the villages held 
by the enemy were seen on fire from the Rangers’ position. 

There was a brief cessation of aggressive activity in the locality after 
that for the next four days, while arrangements were being completed for a 
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renewed attack on a larger scale. The temporary quietude lasted until 
September 20th. 

The Rangers at Dremiglava were reinforced on September 14th by a 
draft of seventy-four Other Ranks from home, sent by the 3rd and 4th 
Battalions. One hundred and eighty Other Ranks now rejoined from hos- 
pital, convalescents after malaria. Officers who joined at Dremiglava 
during September were Second-Lieutenants Shaw, A. G. E. Munson, 
Forde, and Champion. 

The forthcoming display of activity on the Struma Valley front, which 
opened on September 29th, was intended to assist the Allied attack in force 
by the French, Serbs and Italians in the western area beyond Salonika and 
the Vardar valley, designed for the recovery of Monastir, which was then 
commencing. The Struma attack was planned to divert the enemy's 
attention as far as possible and, by holding up the Bulgarian forces on the 
Struma, prevent the enemy there from moving troops to reinforce the Bul- 
garian army on the Monastir front. 

On September 28th and 29th the Composite Battalion made preparations 
to advance, the companies packing up and dumping stores and unnecessary 
kit, while also a large supply of extra entrenching tools was received. The 
Struma Valley operations were to consist of an attack on the villages of 
Karajakeui, Bala and Zyr by the 81st Brigade and part of the 82nd, with 
the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Rifles and 6th Bn. Leinster Regiment on the left 
flank, and the 29th Brigade Composite Battalion (now consisting of two 
companies and head-quarters, roth Bn. Hampshire Regiment, and two 
companies, 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers) on the right flank. The first 
objective was to be Bala. According to the plan of attack, in the vicinity 
of Bala, the main attacking force in the front line was to comprise the 
znd Bn. Cameron Highlanders and the 2nd Bn. Gloucestershire Regiment. 
In support were to be the 2nd Bn. Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, with 
a battalion of The Royal Scots in reserve. On Bala being taken, the 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders were to swing to the left and take Zyr. 
Two battalions from the 82nd Brigade were to provide reinforcements. 

On September 30th the 29th Brigade Composite Battalion moved out at 
12.30 a.m. and marched via Mekes towards the river. The march proved 
slow throughout, with long halts at intervals. It was conducted in silence 
and the river bank was approached about 3.30 a.m. After lying down by 
the river side the Composite Battalion crossed the Struma at 5.30 a.m. by 
a bridge laid down by the Royal Engineers, the two Ranger companies 
leading. The Composite Battalion then halted in a wood where was being 
collected a dump of R.E. stores, rations and water. A field dressing 
station was also being formed there. 
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The Bulgars had been located in trenches in and about Bala, at a dis- 
tance from the river of from a mile to a mile and a half. 

At 5.45 a.m. an intensive and extremely heavy bombardment opened from 
all the British artillery, ranged along elevated ground overlooking the river 
valley, and thereupon the Composite Battalion filed through the wood, 
the two Ranger companies, under Major H. J. Nolan-Ferrall and Captain 
B. W. Bond respectively, leading as before. The two companies from the 
1oth Bn. Hampshire Regiment followed. All made their way through to 
the far end of the wood, where a sunken path entered it. Scouts and 
bombers led, with, close after them, the leading Rangers’ platoon with two 
Lewis guns. The advance was carried out carefully, special watch being 
kept to the right. No reliable maps of the locality existed. The end of 
the wood was reached by 6.40 a.m., in readiness to advance up the road. 

The main attack by the battalions previously named was already in 
progress, as heavy rifle fire to the left indicated, and the British artillery 
were still maintaining a heavy bombardment. 

The Ranger companies next advanced up the sunken road, keeping under 
cover of its right bank. The intention was for the Composite Battalion to 
swing to the left and connect up with the attacking line in front of Bala, 
near a pond understood to be near there. The position of the pond, however, 
could not be located, nor could the whereabouts be made out of a battalion 
of The Royal Scots which the Composite Battalion was to connect with. 
The intended turn off to the left had thus to be deferred, and a further 
advance was thereupon made up the road. 

The Ranger companies now came under rifle fire from the right, where 
a Bulgar earthwork was seen. An effort was made by the Composite 
Battalion to bomb the work under cover of rifle fire, but it failed. One of 
the bombers was killed. Shell fire from the artillery in rear proved also 
ineffective to clear the enemy out, and eventually a retirement for about 
one hundred and fifty yards had to be made. The Rangers then threw out 
a line of men to the left. 

The position was entrenched and held until, at 9.30, Bala village was 
taken by the main attack. 

At 10.30 the Ranger companies were subjected to enemy shrapnel fire, 
but without suffering casualties. A satisfactory entrenched line had been 
formed by the Composite Battalion by 1.30 p.m., at which time the main 
attack had become diverted against Zyr. 

The enemy soon began to retaliate, and at 2.30 rifle fire beyond Bala 
indicated that a Bulgar counter-attack was in progress. Two platoons of 
the Rangers on that moved up toa position near the pond, where touch was 
gained with the 2nd Gloucestershire Regiment. Two Vickers guns were at

this time in the section of the line held by the Rangers. A heavy artillery 
bombardment in and round Bala continued between 4.30 p.m. and 5.30 p.m. 
The Bulgar artillery then opened an enfilading fire with H.E. shell on the 
Rangers section of line. The shells however mostly fell clear of the trenches. 
An infantry counter-attack was expected to follow, in consequence of 
which, from 6.30 p.m. to 7.30 p.m., the Composite Battalion stood-to. 

Until after midnight the artillery on both sides was active at intervals. 
After that, at 1.45 on October Ist, another enemy counter-attack to regain 
Bala opened and three-quarters of an hour later developed very strongly. 
Heavy firing took place round Bala to the right front of the Rangers’ posi- 
tion, and a considerable amount of “ wild volley firing ”’ was directed on 
the Composite Battalion trenches, mostly going over harmlessly. 

Notes the battalion War Diary :—‘' Very heavy infantry action; we 
stood-to, kept a watch to the front with Véry lights, but took no part in the 
action ; our trenches shelled, but only one casualty . . . fighting continued 
all night until 7.30 a.m. The night was inky black, so we could observe 
nothing.” 

About 9.30 a.m. on October 2nd the enemy artillery began registering 
along the river, after which, at 11.30 a.m., there began a small action about 
2,000 yards in front of the Rangers’ trenches. The Bulgars however were 
beaten back by artillery fire at the outset. The Composite Battalion com- 
panies, for their part, were occupied in consolidating and wiring in their 
sections of the position until 4 p.m. Orders were then received to leave the 
trenches and hand over to the 2nd Bn. Gloucestershire Regiment, who 
were extending the line to the right. 

The relief was completed by 7 p.m. The Composite Battalion marched 
back along the edge of the wood, proceeding slowly and silently until it 
arrived by the river bank, where it dug in. According to instructions the 
Composite Battalion was to form the reserve line for an attack next day 
on Jenikoj* by the 30th Infantry Brigade, with the 6th Bn. Royal Irish 
Rifles and the 6th Bn. The Leinster Regiment in support. 

The operations on October 3rd opened at 6 a.m. with a heavy artillery 
bombardment of Jenikoj. The two Ranger companies had now to find 
parties for the advanced troops, during which several casualties occurred. 
The engagement continued until at 3 p.m., when, after a heavy bom- 
bardment of the village by Bulgar guns, the two 6th Battalions of the 
Royal Dublin and Royal Munster Fusiliers of the attacking force were 
observed retiring on the line held by the two Ranger companies. On that 
Second-Lieutenants J.C. McIntosh and Illingworth of the Rangers, who, at 
the moment, were close to the Jenikoj village with carrying parties, took 
their parties into the firing line. In the fighting there Second-Lieutenant

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McIntosh was wounded. The two Ranger companies at 7 p.m., after 
most of their carrying parties had concentrated, moved up to the support 
line, previously held by the 6th Bn. Leinster Regiment. The move up gave 
the attacking troops opportunity to re-form under cover of and behind 
the Composite Battalion and again go forward. The Ranger companies 
vacated the support trenches at 8.15 p.m. and returned to their former 
position. 

The Composite Battalion moved forward at 3.30 a.m. on October 4th. 
It was believed that Jenikoj was in the occupation of the enemy and the 
advance was therefore slow and cautious. At dawn the Composite Bat- 
talion entrenched some eight hundred yards behind the front line, expect- 
ing to be shelled while doing so. No shelling however took place, and it 
was then found that the Bulgars had withdrawn from the village. After 
work on consolidating the line all day, the following night passed without 
any untoward incident. 

Jenikoj was occupied and there was no further fighting for the 
Composite Battalion, the enemy having retired to some distance. Occa- 
sional firing, both of musketry and artillery, was heard from time to time, 
and a few shells were sent over intermittently, but otherwise the enemy for 
the succeeding period remained quiet. 

Battalion head-quarters of the Rangers, under Lieut.-Colonel Rayns- 
ford, with two companies and details previously mentioned, which had 
remained at Dremiglava meanwhile, received orders on October 4th to 
move forward to the Struma line. They started on October 5th, and 
reached Jenikoj onthe roth. They re-united there with the two companies 
hitherto forming part of the Composite Battalion, which had by then moved 
forward to the vicinity of Nevolyen. These now withdrew from the 
Composite Battalion, and, on October 14th, the re-united 5th Battalion was 
re-formed under Lieut.-Colonel Raynsford. The organization was as 
follows :—A Company, Captain G. R. C. Brook; B, Major H. J. Nolan- 
Ferrall; C, Captain B. W. Bond; D, Captain T. S. P. Martin. 

Captain O. M. Tweedy and eight Other Ranks joined on October 8th. 

The Tenth (Irish) Division now held the Seres Road up to the railway line 
west of Seres, with the 27th Division on the right and the 28th Division 
on the left. The outpost line of the 29th Infantry Brigade extended in 
front of Kalendra Wood in the neighbourhood, where the Seres Road crossed 
the railway. The pickets and posts at Kalendra village were taken over 
from the roth Bn. Hampshire Regiment by A and B Companies of the 
Rangers, under Major Nolan-Ferrall, on October 20. These were relieved 
by C and D Companies under Major Scully on October 22nd. The posts were 
held until October 24th, when a company of the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Rifles 
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relieved the Rangers. The Rangers’ head-quarters then moved from the 
trenches to a house in Jenikoj village. 

Information was received on October 26th that Major V. M. B. Scully 
had been awarded the Serbian decoration of the White Eagle (4th Class) 
and Second-Lieutenant G. Robinson also the same decoration, 5th Class. 
Official notification of the awards was made on November rth, it being 
added that the St. George Medal (4th Class) had been awarded to Private 
Sharpe ; the Silver Star (2nd Class) to Sergeant Gaughran ; the Gold Medal 
to Private Marriott and the Silver Medal to Lce.-Corporal Dyer. All were 
Serbian decorations. 

Further operations against the Bulgar positions on the Struma were now 
in preparation, and on October 31st the battalion was again in action. 

On October 31st the battalion at 7 a.m. moved forward astride of the 
Seres Road from the trenches at Jenikoj to Kalendra Wood nullah. The 
advance was made in artillery formation, with the leading platoons extended, 
a wide extension being maintained over difficult, marshy ground. The 
nullah was reached at 8.15 a.m. and all the companies halted and lay down. 
At 9 a.m. the battalion formed up. The firing line (A and C Companies, 
under Major Scully) extended for‘one hundred and fifty yards on either side 
of the Seres Road on a platoon frontage. In support, was one company, on 
the left of the Seres Road, and in reserve, one company, which took post at 
a point where the Kavakli-Jenikoj track crossed Kalendra Wood nullah. 
At 9.10 a.m., on the 6th Bn. The Irish Rifles being observed advancing, the 
firing line and support companies also advanced and moved without check 
to the objective, the railway embankment. They entrenched there and 
sent forward patrols. The Royal Irish Rifles at the same time occupied 
Patrol Wood, and also sent forward patrols. Intelligence was then received, 
shortly before 10.30 a.m., that the 28th Division had captured Prosenik and 
had entered Barakli Juma, points of special importance in the Bulgar main 
defensive line. The capture of these points, together with a number of 
prisoners which resulted, was the principal object of the operation. 

The Bulgar artillery, however, continued active during great part of the 
rest of the day, and Ranger patrols, sent forward to reconnoitre for a good 
position in case of a further advance being ordered, were shelled. The head- 
quarters of Major Scully also came under shell fire at 4.30 p.m., Second- 
Lieutenant W. G. Trend being wounded. 

The retirement of the firing line began at 6.50 p.m., the battalion con- 
centrating on Kalendra Wood nullah. During the later evening it with- 
drew to the Jenikoj line, considerable difficulty being experienced in cross- 
ing the marshy ground in the darkness. 

The battalion remained halted at Jenikoj for two days, after which it 
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moved to a camp at Kilo 61 on the Seres Road. It remained there from 
November 3rd to15th, after which, on November 16th,it proceeded to Orljak. 
The battalion was in quarters at Orljak until December 11th. The winter 
season had by now set in with incessant swamping rains and inclement 
weather, and active operations on the Struma became for the time being, 
impracticable. The 29th Infantry Brigade during this period formed 
Divisional Reserve. Training was proceeded with continuously while at 
Orljak. A draft of seventy Other Ranks from England joined the battalion 
at Orljak on November 25th, and, on December Ist and 7th, two more 
drafts, totalling thirty-three Other Ranks. Captain H. S. Sweeting, Lieu- 
tenants F. J. Charlton and Harris, and Second-Lieutenant T. P. McBreen 
also joined. 

On December 11th the battalion left Orljak for Turbes, where it took 
over from the 6th Bn. The Royal Munster Fusiliers. The Rangers remained 
at Turbes until December 27th. Training continued as before, with also 
daily employment of working parties on the Decauville railway section in 
the locality, then being constructed. A draft of seventy-five Other Ranks 
arrived from England on December 14th, On Christmas Day a consign- 
ment of gifts from home reached the battalion. The day was kept asa 
general holiday, and with no work on the line. Turkeys arrived from the 
E.F. Canteen, and puddings from England supplied through special funds 
raised by London newspapers; also gifts from Mrs. Raynsford, wife of 
the Officer Commanding, and Mrs. Jourdain, wife of the officer who 
had raised the battalion and commanded it throughout the fighting in 
Gallipoli and on the Dojran sector of the front. 

The battalion was relieved at Turbes on December 27th by the 5th Bn. 
The Royal Irish Fusiliers, and marched back to Orljak, where it took up 
the same billets as before. 

1917 

Training as usual, with work on the railway line, continued daily, in 
very wet weather, until January 13th. The battalion then moved for- 
ward again to Jenikoj, relieving the 6th Bn. The Royal Munster Fusi- 
liers. The Rangers now took over the Jenikoj—Zyr line, closely facing 
the Bulgar defensive line. 

The other battalions of the 29th Infantry Brigade at the same time 
moved up into the line. 

On arrival at Jenikoj} B Company took over the Kalendra South Wood 
outposts, while C and D Companies held Jenikoj village itself, with A 
Company in support. The transport had difficulties at the outset, being 
flooded out of the site selected for it, owing to the breakage of the flood- 
banks on the Struma. 
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From January 14th to 19th work was continuous in making dugouts and 
bomb-proof shelters. The enemy, at the same time, shelled the outpost 
line at Kalendra Wood daily, being replied to by British guns at Momondas. 
A hostile aeroplane passed over on the 16th. The Brigadier inspected the 
section of the line held by the battalion on January 14th, and on the 
2oth, the Divisional Commander (Major-General J. R. Longley, C.B.) visited 
the Kalendra Wood outposts. During the succeeding days to the end of 
January the enemy shelling of Kalendra continued at intervals. Encoun- 
ters between patrols from the Rangers and Bulgar sniping parties took 
place near Kalendra on January 21st and on the 23rd and 26th. The 
weather at this period turned very cold, with heavy falls of snow, followed 
by severe frost between the 24th and 29th of the month. A rapid thaw then 
came on, and then heavy rains. The thaw and rains caused the dam on the 
Besika stream at Kalendra North Wood to overflow on January 30th and 
flood the country in front and round the village. The flooding entailed 
additional and very trying work on the battalion, until the overflow could 
be dammed back. 

An enemy attack on Kalendra church by a party of about one hundred 
Bulgars took place at 1.15 a.m. on February 2nd. It was beaten back with 
rifle fire, aided by shells from a battery at Jenikoj. One man of the Rangers 
was killed in the encounter. After dropping shells into Kalendra village 
in the afternoon the enemy, at 5 p.m. on February 2nd, shelled the observa- 
tion post, which was in a barn in the village. 

The 29th Infantry Brigade was now again moved back, behind the line. 
The Rangers were relieved at Jenikoj on February 4th by the 6th Bn. Royal 
Irish Rifles. The battalion proceeded to Mekes, where it went into billets, 
and remained until February 24th, training and finding working parties for 
the Mekes and Jenikoj roads, work on which was carried on daily. The 
weather continued very cold and inclement. Captain T. S. P. Martin took 
command of C Company on February 2ist vice Captain B. W. Bond. 

On the 24th the battalion moved again to Orljak, relieving the 6th Bn. 
R. Inniskilling Fusiliers. Lieutenant M.O’Leary, V.C., reported his arrival on 
February 25th. The battalion remained at Orljak, training as usual with 
attack practices in conjunction with other battalions of the brigade, until 
March 15th. It then moved forward into the line at Elishan, where it re- 
lieved a battalion of the 28th Infantry Brigade, the 2nd Bn. The Cheshire 
Regiment. One company of Rangers held the outpost line at Kumli. 

Notze.—On February roth 1917, the name of Lieut.-Colonel H. F. N. Jourdain, C.M.G., 
was removed from the command of the 5th (S.) Battalion, and although not allowed by 
the War Office to proceed to Salonika, for reasons of health, was permitted at his own wish 
to proceed to France to the 6th (S.) Battalion, with which battalion he served until trans- 


ferred to the command of the 16th (S.) Bn. Royal Welch Fusiliers, which he held until he 
took up command of the 3rd Bn. The Connaught Rangers, which he held until April, 3rd 1919. 
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Kumli, during the ten days that the Rangers’ occupation of Elishan lasted, 
was continually bombarded by the enemy. On March 17th, the day after 
the battalion took over, there was a heavy enemy bombardment along the 
whole front from 1.30 a.m. to after6a.m. The advanced post at Kumli in 
particular was severely shelled. Notesthe War Diary :—“ 14-45 hrs. Estim- 
ated three hundred shells fell in Kumli since 13.30 hrs. No casualties.” C 
Company, at the time, occupied Kumli. There was a second heavy bom- 
bardment of Kumli at 6 a.m. on the 18th. Further intermittent shellings 
of Kumli took place on March 19th and 2oth and 23rd, and on the 21st the 
enemy also shelled Elishan. On March 24th, at 7.30 a.m.,small parties of 
Bulgars approached the look-out posts at Kumli and occupied the Belica 
river bed. They were engaged by a patrol, but held their ground until 
after 5 p.m. They then withdrew, and a platoon from C Company, sent 
out to disperse them at 8 p.m., found the river bed clear. D Company 
relieved C Company at Kumli at 10.30 that night. 

There was further enemy shelling of Kumli at 9.30 a.m. on March 
25th, and in the afternoon sniping by Bulgars took place from the 
Belica river bed, which resulted in one N.C.O. being killed and two 
privates being wounded. The shelling was repeated at intervals during 
the 26th. 

Orders arrived on March 26th for the 29th Infantry Brigade to go out 
of the line. The battalion received orders in consequence to move next 
day from Elishan and Kumli to Dragos, on relief by the 6th Bn. Royal Irish 
Rifles. Temp.-Major R. D. Warren had since March 25th been in com- 
mand, Lieut.-Colonel Raynsford having been admitted to hospital. 

The battalion arrived at Dragos at 9.30 p.m. on March 27th. It con- 
tinued there, training daily, until April 16th. It then moved again into 
the line, taking over the Elishan—Barakli-Juma section from the 6th Bn. 
Royal Irish Fusiliers and 6th Bn. Leinster Regiment. 

The Rangers continued in the line at Elishan from April 16th to May r8th. 
The enemy in the immediate front were quiet for the earlier part of the time. 
On May 2nd and the days following shells fell on Gipsy Village and Dolap, 
another village near by, where Major Nolan-Ferrall, in charge of the left 
half battalion, had his head-quarters. Two casualties (Corporal Sweeny, 
killed, and Sergeant Eggins, wounded) occurred at the Dolap post on 
May 6th. 

On May 15th, the Bulgar position at the village of Keupri was attacked 
and captured by the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Rifles, after a heavy bombard- 
ment. The Rangers assisted by sending up a carrying party, consisting of 
seven Officers and two hundred Other Ranks, with supplies, etc. 

Then, on May roth, the battalion moved forward and occupied Keupn, 
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in relief of the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Rifles. On arrival, at 1.30 a.m. on May 
2oth, C Company took up outpost duty in front of Keupri with A and B 
Companies in support behind the village, and D Company in reserve. The 
sandy soil of the district however made it difficult to erect satisfactory 
works. On the right of the Rangers in the line were the 1st Bn. The Royal 
Irish, and, on the left, the 6th Bn. The Leinster Regiment. 

Keupri in British hands was evidently considered by the enemy as a 
menace to their defensive position, and the Rangers’ posts there were 
shelled almost daily, until, on June 4th, the battalion left and moved again 
toElishan. On May 2oth the enemy shelled the Rangers’ works for an hour 
from 6 p.m., but without doing damage. During the night patrols from 
the battalion went forward and occupied Savyak Redoubt. On May 2ist 
the enemy shelled Kumli for most of the day. Patrols that night drove 
back Bulgar snipers on the railway line north of Keupri after a sharp ex- 
change of fire. At 2.15 a.m. one of the patrols, comprising one Officer and 
five Other Ranks, encountered an enemy patrol of about fifty. The Bulgars 
attacked with bombs but the party scattered and returned safely, claiming 
to have shot four of the enemy. On May 23rd there was further shelling 
of Keupri, and an exchange of fire between patrols ; and again on the 24th 
and 25th and on the 27th and 30th. Meanwhile working parties went 
out every night repairing posts and wiring and digging communication 
trenches. 

During May two drafts of fifty and fifty-four Other Ranks from No. 1 
Entrenching Battalion joined. On May 25th Sergeant H. A. Benke was 
promoted to Second-Lieutenant in The Connaught Rangers. Major V. M. B. 
Scully, who had been on leave in England since the previous November, 
rejoined and took over duties of second in command, vice Major Nolan- 
Ferrall, who took over B Company. Major Scully, on Temp.-Major 
R. D. Warren going to hospital on May 30th, took up the command of the 
battalion. The ration strength on May 31st was twenty-nine Officers and 
932 Other Ranks. 

On June 2nd an enemy aeroplane flew over Keupri and dropped a num- 
ber of pamphlets. One of them was worded as follows :— 


‘* ENGLISHMEN |! 


‘“‘ The last and greatest efforts of the English army on the front in 
France have again been a failure and the English losses amount to several 
hundred thousands. 

“‘ At the same time you obtained no result whatsoever of your senseless 
attacks at the Dojran-front.

‘“‘ At the Russian front the hostilities are stopped. The war is lost for 
you! Or do you still expect that you will be saved by the Yankees ? 

“‘ The results of the submarine war are being conceiled (stc) to you by 
your Government as they are afraid of seeing matters as they really 
are. 

‘“* We are having pity with you as you are being sent against our bullets 
by people of no conscience and who are sitting behind in safe places. Re- 
peat your attacks for those fools if you like, you will find again soldiers who 
understand to defend their country (sic) whilst you are fighting for the 
imperialisms of Lloyd George in a foreign country where even the climate 
is against you. 

“The submarine war— 

“* Vessels sunk in April: 1,200,000 tons. The result of May is expected 
to be higher! Tonnage destroyed so far during the war (England and the 
Entente) : about 7,000,000 tons. 


‘““ THE BULGAREANS.”” (sic.) 


The weather now turned intensely hot and the climate became ex- 
tremely malarious and unhealthy in the Struma Valley. The enemy also 
remained quiet, no artillery action taking place, nor sniping. There were 
no signs of any enemy movement for the present. Orders were thereupon 
issued to the brigade on June 2nd, that no unnecessary work was to be done 
by the troops between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. on account of the heat. Orders 
were also issued for all wire, dugouts, etc. in the Keupri line to be demolished 
and dismantled forthwith, as a withdrawal to a healthier locality was 
shortly to take place. One June 6th, when the battalion had evacuated 
the Keupri line, except for a party of scouts and snipers under Second- 
Lieutenant O’Leary, V.C., further orders were given for the dismantling of 
the works in the Kumli line. On these orders being carried out, on June 
gth the withdrawal of the battalion from the Kumli line took place. The 
battalion now moved back by Elishan and Kajali to Chavdalar, in the neigh- 
bourhood of which village the 29th Infantry Brigade established its hot 
weather quarters. The 6th Bn. The Royal Dublin Fusiliers were stationed 
on the nght of the Rangers, and the rst Bn. The Leinster Regiment on 
the left. 

During the withdrawal there were heavy thunderstorms every day. 

On June 3rd, and again on the 7th and 8th of the month, reconnoitring 
enemy aeroplanes flew over the Kumli line, passing on towards Baraklhi. 
Following on that parties of Bulgars began to push forward into parts of 
the abandoned lines by Keupri and Kumli. At Keupri, at 9 p.m. on June 
8th, a party of about one hundred and fifty Bulgars raided the line and 
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exchanged fire with the Ranger scouts, after which the enemy retired, 
having sustained several casualties. 

By June 14th all the troops had been withdrawn from the Struma 
Valley, except Yeomanry patrols who moved about to reconnoitre districts 
morning and evening. The battalion was responsible that the villages of 
Ali Pasha, Haznatar and Ormanli were kept clear of the enemy. Pre- 
cautions against cholera were now taken and the battalion was inoculated. 

A “‘ Mobile Column,” as it was designated, was formed on June 16th, 
comprising A Company together with two Lewis guns and two guns of the 
29th Machine Gun Company. It moved to the west of Artillery Bridge 
and took post in order to deal with any minor enemy force attempting to 
occupy Haznatar or Ormanli. A force of Bulgars being reported in Haz- 
natar on June 17th, two platoons from A Company, under Captain B. W. 
Bond, raided the village at midnight successfully. They rushed Haznatar 
and killed or wounded eleven of the enemy. The remainder of the Bulgars 
bolted. One prisoner was taken. The party was clear of Haznatar by 
2.10 a.m. on June 18th and rejoined A Company at Artillery Bridge. One 
of the party only was wounded. 

The battalion area was being held with head-quarters in billets at Chav- 
dalar village. B Company was also in billets there, in reserve. D Company, 
also in reserve, was in billets at Kajali village near by. 

On June 2oth a raid on the southern end of Ormanli was ordered, that 
village being reported to have been occupied by a strong force of the enemy. 
For the operation A Company, under Captain E. W. Smith, was detailed, 
with C Company, under Captain G. R. C. Brook in support and to act as 
left flank guard towards Haznatar. Each company had its full estab- 
lishment of Lewis guns and bombers. 

Ormanli was a large and straggling village surrounded by a thick belt 
of high thistles. It was proposed therefore to clear only the southern posi- 
tion and take prisoners for identification purposes. An artillery barrage by 
two 18-prs. and four howitzers were to cut off the northern portion of the 
village and hold back any superior force of enemy counter-attacking. 

The raid began at I1I.50 p.m. on the 2oth, but, owing to the impene- 
trability of the dense thistle belt except by narrow paths, and the strength 
of the enemy position, entrenched with machine guns and snipers in trees on 
the outskirts of the village, it proved impossible to force an entrance. After 
making every effort to get through, at I a.m. on June 21st, orders came from 
the G.O.C. 29th Brigade to desist from the attempt and withdraw. The 
retirement was covered by C Company demonstrating on either flank. By 
3-10 a.m. both companies had withdrawn safely across Artillery Bridge. 
The casualties in the raid were three killed, thirteen wounded, three missing. 
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A second raid on Ormanli with a greater force was ordered for the night 
of June 23rd. The whole battalion, under the Commanding Officer, Major 
Scully, was employed on this occasion, together with three troops of the 
Derbyshire Yeomanry, two Trench Mortar Batteries, and two Vickers 
guns, 29th Machine Gun Battery and artillery support by three batteries 
R.F.A. for a preliminary bombardment and subsequent creeping barrage. 
As it turned out however, the Bulgars on this occasion attempted no de- 
fence and evacuated their positions at the outset. The attack opened at 
5 a.m. on June 23rd but Ormanli was found practically unoccupied. The 
last company of the battalion returned to camp at Chavdalar at 1 p.m. 
without the Rangers having suffered any casualties. 

There were no further hostile movements during the rest of June. 
Training and working on the line and constructing sun-shelters continued 
as before. On the evening of the 23rd Major Nolan-Ferrall quitted the 
battalion to the regret of all and embarked for England. He was suc- 
ceeded as second in command by Major F. F. C. Davies, who arrived and 
took over on June 24th. Malaria had by now become widespread in the 
battalion, and on June 27th seventy-one Other Ranks reported sick. The 
ration strength of the battalion on June 27th was twenty-six Officers 
and 829 Other Ranks. 

The battalion continued at Chavdalar until July 16th, training and work- 
ing parties and specialist instruction being carried on as before. The 
enemy remained quiet meanwhile. 

On July 3rd Major V. M. B. Scully was appointed acting Lieut.-Colonel 
vice Temp.-Major R. D. Warren, to hospital. On July 13th Lce.-Corporal 
J. N. Noone of D Company was awarded the Military Medal by the G.O.C. 
roth Corps for gallantry and devotion to duty in the Ormanli raid on the 
night of June 20-21st. <A large number of admissions to hospital from 
malaria were recorded daily. The ration strength of the battalion on 
July 5th was seventeen Officers and 774 Other Ranks, and on July 11th, 
sixteen Officers and 715 Other Ranks. The ration strength on July 14th 
was seventeen Officers and 674 Other Ranks. 

On July 16th the battalion exchanged positions with the rst Bn. Leinster 
Regiment, moving to a camp on the N. slope of Chif, near Beech Wells. 
Detached posts of one company each were taken over at Orta Mah and 
Kale Mahale. The Rangers continued there throughout the rest of July and 
until August 25th being mostly occupied in physical training exercises, 
parades, on working parties and in platoon training ; also during August 
employed in charcoal burning and cutting crops. The ration strength 
on July 31st was twenty-two Officers and 621 Other Ranks. The G.O.C. 
roth Corps (Major-General Longley) on August 4th, at brigade head- 
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quarters, Hasanli, presented the Military Medal to Lce.-Corporal Noone, 
awarded on July 13th. On August 8th a burial party, comprising one 
N.C.O. and two privates, accompanied a patrol of Derbyshire Yeomanry 
to Ormanli for the purpose of interring the bodies of Lce.-Corporal Hun- 
wick and Privates Fogarty and Magowan, killed in the raid at Ormanli on 
the night of June 20-21st, which had since been found. The Rev. T. J. 
O’Connor, C.F., performed the service, and a burial post was erected to 
mark the grave. Constant admissions to hospital from malaria kept taking 
place in August. The ration strength of the battalion on August 24th was 
twenty-six Officers and 541 Other Ranks. 

Orders arrived on August 19th for the Tenth Division to prepare to move 
to the Base Area, Salonika, at short notice. On August 25th the battalion 
was relieved by the 1st Garrison Battalion Seaforth Highlanders and pro- 
ceeded to Paprat camp, vacated by rst Bn. The Leinster Regiment. It 
moved to Ravna camp on August 25th and to the Divisional Concentration 
camp at Lahana next day. At Lahana further orders were issued on 
August 26th for the battalion to be in readiness to proceed to Uchantar 
camp, Salonika, for embarkation to a destination not stated. 

The battalion continued at Lahana until September 5th, making 
preliminary arrangements and preparations for the forthcoming move. 
The ration strength on September Ist was twenty-four Officers and 513 
Other Ranks. An inspection by the G.O.C. Tenth Division took place on 
September 3rd, at which A Company paraded in fighting order and C 
Company in marching order ; one section of Lewis gunners in fighting order 
was also paraded. Meanwhile B and D Companies were engaged on road 
work. The battalion transport moved off on September 4th for Salonika 
under charge of Major Davies. The battalion’s date for starting from 
Lahana was fixed for September 6th. After packing and getting ready for 
the move during the forenoon on September 5th, the battalion paraded in 
the afternoon, with the other battalions of the 29th Infantry Brigade, for 
inspection by the G.O.C. 

In his address to each battalion, General Longley thanked all ranks for 
the good work they had done whilst serving in Macedonia, and, in speak- 
ing to the Rangers, drew particular attention to ‘‘ the smartness and good 
turn-out of the battalion.” 

Head-quarters with C and D Companies left Lahana camp for Uchantar 
Base Camp, Salonika, at 9 a.m. on September 6th, travelling in motor- 
lorries. A and B Companies followed an hour later. The two convoys 
linked up en route and the battalion reached its destination at 3.30 p.m., 
going under canvas near Dudular, in the neighbourhood of Uchantar. A 
draft of 178 Other Ranks, under Second-Lieutenants J. Fox and M. Kelly, 
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both of The Connaught Rangers, joined the batallion on the afternoon of 
September 8th. 

For the services of the 5th Battalion, the Regiment was subsequently 
awarded the Battle-Honours, ‘‘ Kosturino,”’ ‘‘ Struma,’ ‘‘ Macedonia, 
IQI5-17.” 

The battalion embarked at 7.30 a.m. on September roth on board H.M. 
Transport Briton in Salonika Harbour, strength twenty-six Officers and 
675 Other Ranks. The transport, comprising animals and limbers, with 
seventy Other Ranks under Captain E. W. Smith and Second-Lieutenants 
V. E. Benke and H. A. Benke, were to follow in a later transport. The 
5th Bn. Royal Irish Fusiliers of the 31st Infantry Brigade also embarked 
in the Briton, as did Brigadier-General Vandeleur, C.M.G., Commanding 
the 29th Infantry Brigade and the Brigade Major. Two Officers and 
130 Other Ranks of the 6th Bn. Leinster Regiment came on board on Sep- 
tember 12th and were attached for the voyage to The Connaught Rangers. 

The Briton sailed at 5.30 p.m. on September 13th, escorted by two 
destroyers. The destination of the brigade was only disclosed after the 
ship was at sea. It then became generally known that the disembarkation 
was to take place at Alexandria, whence the 29th Brigade would proceed to 
join the Egyptian Expeditionary Force in Palestine, of which General Sir 
E.H.H. Allenby had recently taken overcommand. The Briton arrived in 
Skyros Bay on September 14th and anchored for the day. The ship con- 
tinued the voyage that evening at 6.10 p.m., and after a calm passage all 
the next day without interference from enemy submarines, reached Alex- 
andria at I1.15 a.m. on September 16th. 


CHAPTER LXXIX 
1917-1918 


ARRIVAL IN EGYPT. TO PALESTINE. THE ACTION AT BEERSHEBA. THE 
JERUSALEM OPERATIONS. ROADMAKING AND RIDGE FIGHTING. 
ACTION AT NEBY SALEH. ORDERED TO FRANCE. 


1917 

TS: transport Briton let go anchor in Alexandria harbour shortly after 

IIa.m. on September 16th. The battalion, after six hours’ work 

unloading baggage and stowing it in the train, left by rail at 6.30 
p.m. for Moascar Camp, near Ismailia. Moascar (really an Arabic word 
meaning ‘‘ camp,” but universally applied as a place-name) was reached at 
1.30 a.m. on September 17th, whereupon, after getting out the baggage, the 
battalion marched to its camping-place, five hundred yards from the rail- 
way station, and settled in under canvas. On the 18th, the men were em- 
ployed in the forenoon in pitching tents for the 1st Bn. Leinster Regiment, 
of the 29th Brigade, which was due to arrive next day. The weather, at 
that time and for the next month was very hot and all ranks, weakened in 
health after their life in the malarial Struma districts, felt the climate 
severely, with the result that eighty-eight Other Ranks reported sick on the 
day after arrival, fifteen on the following day, and one hundred and four on 
September zoth. 

The embarkation strength at Salonika, as previously stated, had been 

26 Officers and 675 Other Ranks. 
+ The Tenth (Irish) Division was inspected at Moascar by the G.O.C. 
Egyptian Expeditionary Force, General Sir E. H. H. Allenby (now Field- 
Marshal Lord Allenby), who had recently taken over the command for 
the forthcoming campaign in Palestine. 

Training re-commenced on September roth, and continued every morning 
until the 27th, when the battalion left Moascar and began its move to join 
the Egyptian Expeditionary Force, then in front of Gaza, in Palestine. 
Whilst at Moascar, in accordance with the brigade programme there were 
constant early morning route marches and specialist training of Lewis 
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gunners, signallers, scouts, and bombers, together with bayonet fighting and 
box respirator drill; these duties being over before the setting in of the 
intense midday heat. Towards evening, bathing took place in Lake 
Timsah. During the stay at Moascar three days’ leave to Cairo was sanc- 
tioned for officers, in small parties of about half a dozen at a time. 

The regimental transport, strength 3 Officers, 68 Other Ranks, with 13 
horses and 113 mules, which had left Salonika in a later vessel, arrived at 
Moascar on September roth. 

There continued to be very little improvement in the men’s health. On 
September 21st, 115 reported sick ; on the 22nd, 125; on the 23rd, 89; on 
the 24th, 74; on the 26th, 84; on the 27th, gr. 

Lieutenants J. C. W. Payne, J. B. Brown and M. Lavelle joined the 
battalion on September 2oth. 

The G.O.C. inspected the battalion in full marching order on September 
26th, and orders to be ready to proceed to Kantara for entraining to Rafa 
in Palestine on the following day, were received that afternoon. The move 
began shortly after 6 p.m. on September 27th. The battalion then started 
to march over the first stage of the route, following the line of the Canal, 
to El Ferdan, ten miles. The men marched well and none fell out. The 
ration strength of the battalion at starting from Moascar was 25 Officers 
and 580 Other Ranks. El Ferdan was reached at 10.35. 

On September 28th, after bathing parade at 8.15 a.m., bivouacs were 
struck and the men were put into shelters for the day until 5 pm. The 
Rangers then proceeded eight miles further to the next halt, at Balah. 

The battalion left Balah at 5 a.m. on September 29th and marched to 
the Base Camp at Kantara, which was reached at 8.15 a.m. There, after 
bathing parade at 10.30 a.m., the baggage was packed and conveyed to 
Kantara Station between Ir a.m. and 2 p.m. The battalion then pro- 
ceeded at 3 p.m. to the station and entrained for Rafa. The train left at 
4.40p.m. Kation strength on leaving Kantara: 25 Officers and 549 Other 
Ranks. 

Rafa was reached at 6.30 a.m. on October Ist, and as soon as the baggage 
had been unloaded after breakfast at the Station Rest Camp, the battalion 
proceeded to its camping ground about a mile from the Station ; as hitherto 
the weather was very hot. Two enemy aeroplanes from Gaza flew over the 
camp at9.40a.m. The Rangers were the first battalion of the 29th Infantry 
Brigade to arrive in Palestine, the other two battalions, the 1st and 6th 
Bns. of The Leinster Regiment, not reaching Rafa until October 3rd. 

The situation in Palestine when the 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers 
joined the Egyptian Expeditionary Force at Rafa was briefly this. The 
E.E.F. was in position in front of Gaza, where the force had been held 
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up ever since the Second Battle of Gaza in the previous April. The line 
extended for about twenty-two miles from the sea south of Gaza to Gamlhi, 
south of the Wadi Ghuzze and to the south-west of Beersheba. It was held 
by the XXth and XXIst Corps (Lieut.-Generals Sir Philip Chetwode and 
Sir E. Bulfin), with Australian and New Zealand cavalry divisions and the 
Imperial Camel Corps, totalling about 100,000 in all. The XXth Corps was 
comprised of the Tenth, Fifty-Third, Sixtieth and Seventy-Fourth Divisions. 
The Turks confronting us occupied a front of about thirty miles, consisting 
of a series of strongly fortified positions from Gaza itself to near Beersheba. 
Gaza and the sea-coast adjacent had been entrenched and elaborately wired 
in and created into practically a first-class fortress, impregnable to infantry 
attack. A series of five systems of redoubts in strongly entrenched locali- 
ties, known as the Sihan, Atwineh, Baha, Hareira and Kauwukah groups, 
all mutually supporting, extended from Gaza to within four and a half miles 
of Beersheba, which place had been separately fortified as an outlying 
position. The enemy line was held by the Turkish XXth and XXIInd Corps, 
with a cavalry division—numbering, all told, about sixty thousand and 
three hundred guns, and under the German General von Kressenstein. 
Reinforcements from the Yilderim army at Aleppo were on the way but had 
not arrived when, in October, General Allenby struck at Beersheba. 

Training re-commenced at Rafa actively immediately the battalion camp 
and a rifle range had been laid out. It continued daily during the month— 
until October 28th, when the Tenth Division moved forward to take part 
in the general attack on the Turkish Beersheba positions, which was the 
decisive factor in the Third Battle of Gaza. The sea was within five miles 
of the Rangers’ camp, and on most afternoons, at 4 p.m., the companies 
paraded and marched to the beach to bathe. There continued however to 
be considerable sickness all the month throughout the brigade, it being 
difficult to get rid of the effects of the malaria contracted on the Struma 
front. The ration strength of the battalion on October 3rd was 25 Officers 
and 547 Other Ranks; on October 7th, 26 Officers and 533 Other Ranks. 
All three brigades of the division were suffering seriously in health in con- 
sequence of their service in the malarious Struma region and throughout 
the campaign in Palestine the Tenth (Irish) Division, in consequence, con- 
tinued to be the weakest division numerically, by some two thousand of all 
ranks, of the forces under General Allenby’s command. 

At Rafa, camel transport was provided for the battalion and all ranks 
were instructed in the process of camel loading and the handling of fanatis, 
metal vessels borne on camel back, for water carrying. 

In accordance with the brigade programme at Rafa, training hours, 
from October 4th to October 27th, were fixed as follows: From 6 a.m. to 
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6.45 a.m., physical training or bayonet fighting; from 9.30 a.m. to 12 
noon and at 4 p.m. company training and battalion or brigade attack, range 
and specialist practice under specialist officers. On October 17th during an 
attack practice covered by artillery fire, Second-Lieutenant Fox and three 
Other Ranks were accidentally wounded by shrapnel, owing to a premature 
burst. 

A draft of sixty-two Other Ranks joined the battalion at Rafa on 
October roth. 

In consequence of the reduced numerical strength of the battalion, it 
was re-formed at Rafa and thenceforward, while in Palestine, comprised 
two companies (A and B) only, with a Head-quarters Company. 

During the last week of October, the troops allotted for the attack on the 
Turkish entrenched position at Beersheba, and the fortified Kauwukah and 
Hareira sectors of the enemy Gaza line, four and a half miles to the west 
of Beersheba, moved forward gradually to positions of readiness. The 
main attack on Beersheba was to be carried out by the Sixtieth (London) 
and Seventy-Fourth (Yeomanry) Divisions, together with the Fifty-Third 
Division and Imperial Camel Corps Brigade. The Tenth (Irish) Division was 
allotted the attack on the Kauwukah and Hareira sectors, which was to take 
place as soon as Beersheba had been captured. 

With Beersheba and its water supply in our hands, the main blow at the 
enemy on the whole Gaza front was to be struck by attacking in overpower- 
ing force the Kauwukah—Hareira defences and Sheria in rear with the XXth 
Corps, and rolling up the Turkish line to Gaza, while the cavalry pressed 
through on the enemy line of communications. The enemy at Gaza itself 
were meanwhile to be held by an intense frontal bombardment until the 
main operation had been completed. 

The Rangers, with the 29th Infantry Brigade, moved out from Rafa for 
the Wadi Ghuzze shortly after 7 p.m. on October 28th, and reached their 
bivouac camp, 500 yards north-east of Kemp Station at 10.50 a.m., on Octo- 
ber 29th. The marching-out strength was 26 Officers and 549 Other Ranks. 
From Kemp Station the battalion marched at 5.40 p.m., after sunset, for 
Shellal, the central position in the Wadi Ghuzze, arriving at 11.40 p.m. Dur- 
ing that day and on October 31st, when the attack on the Beersheba position 
by the Sixtieth and Seventy-Fourth Divisions was taking place, the Tenth 
Division remained halted, with orders to keep as much as possible under 
cover within the limits of the wadi, sheltered from enemy observation as far 
as possible. The battalion, during the two days, continued training, carry- 
ing on bayonet fighting and other exercises, under orders to be ready to 
move at an hour and a half’s notice. 

Orders to prepare to move on came through at 4.55 p.m. on October 
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31st, by which time Beersheba had been taken. The enemy in the Kauwukah 
and Hareira sectors, four miles to the west, still maintained their positions 
and their works remained intact, strongly held. The battalion moved off 
to its next halting place, Gozil Basal, at 5.45 p.m., and bivouacked there at 
10 p.m. The marching-out strength was 26 Officers and 526 Other Ranks. 

Watering difficulties at Beersheba, and the setting in of a stifling Khamsin 
wind from the desert to the south, with sandstorms and a dense haze over 
the whole country, then held up the troops for five days. At the same time 
stubborn enemy resistance to the north-east of Beersheba, where the Fifty- 
Third Division was operating to hold back heavy Turkish reinforcements— 
four divisions, hastened over from the Gaza end of the line by Von Kressen- 
stein, the German Commander-in-Chief of the Gaza—Beersheba line—de- 
layed the further advance until November 6th. 

The battalion meanwhile moved forward to Beit Abu Taha at 9.45 a.m. 
on November 3rd, arriving at 12 noon after a very trying march, owing to 
the sand-storm and heat. At 7 p.m., orders were received to move up into 
line in support of the Royal Irish Rifles, of the 31st Infantry Brigade. In 
the impending attack by the Tenth Division on the Kauwukah-Hareira 
position the 31st Infantry Brigade was to lead the assault. The battalion 
marched out in support of the Royal Irish Rifles at 11 p.m., reaching its 
destination in Wadi Hanafish at 2 a.m. on November 4th. Bivouacs were 
pitched under cover of the wadi, B Company being detailed to be ready 
for immediate action if necessary. All administrative ranks were now left 
behind with the transport, and during the day the companies were engaged 
in digging cover in the north bank of the wadi for protection against expected 
enemy shell fire. A patrol, sent out towards Hareira in the afternoon, 
reported no sign of enemy movement. 

The battalion marched out to the brigade starting-point at 6 p.m. on 
November 5th, and crossing the Wadi Imleigh reached its destination at 
11.30 p.m., where it again halted and dug cover against shell fire. 

On the following day, November 6th, the attack opened. While the 
Sixtieth and Seventy-Fourth Divisions stormed and captured the Sheria 
position the Tenth Division carried the Kauwukah—Rushdi lines. 

The 29th Infantry Brigade was retained as Divisional Reserve in the 
operations, and beyond having nine Other Ranks wounded by enemy shell 
fire, the battalion incurred no casualties. At 5 p.m. the Rangers marched 
forward to take over the line, crossing the Wadi Samarah at half an hour 
after midnight and reaching their position at 1 a.m. on November 7th. 

The Turks were too busy in attempting to stem the attack elsewhere to 
pay serious heed to the 29th Brigade, which was thus lucky in escaping 
further casualties. 
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The advance against the Kauwukah sector by the Tenth Division on 
November 6th is thus vividly described by Colonel R. M. P. Preston in 
The Desert Mounted Corps, p. 43: ‘‘ The heavy wire of the main Kauwukah 
position had to be methodically cut before the attack could be launched. 
To reach its objective the roth (Irish) Division had to cross a perfectly flat, 
open plain, two miles wide, which was swept from end to end by the fire of 
enemy guns of all calibres and by machine guns and rifles. The advance of 
this grand division marching across the fire-swept plain as steadily as though 
on parade was a sight that will never be forgotten by those who were 
privileged to see it.”’ 

The Tenth Division had penetrated the enemy line and with the 
adjoining Sixtieth Division were masters of the Kauwukah and Rushdi 
systems by the afternoon. The main redoubt of Hareira was left to be 
taken by the Tenth Division at dawn on November 7th. After the capture 
of Hareira, in which the 31st Infantry Brigade of the Tenth Division was 
principally concerned, during most of November 7th the battalion stood 
fast, patrolling to the front, in the course of which two Other Ranks were 
wounded. At 6a.m. on November 8th, it moved into the Hareira Redoubt 
and took over there, awaiting further orders with the rest of the 29th 
Brigade. 

The brigade was then ordered to rendezvous in artillery formation on 
the right of the Gaza Road. It advanced at 12.30 p.m. to Baha, where it 
came in touch with the British West India Regiment, part of the force 
co-operating on the Gaza side. 

By this time the Turks at Gaza had been forced out of their hitherto 
impregnable position after two days of bombardment by massed heavy 
batteries on land and by British and French ships along the coast, and the 
entire Turkish army all along the line had given way and were in flight 
northwards. The Tenth Division, together with the Sixtieth and Seventy- 
Fourth Divisions, were now required temporarily to hand over the greater 
part of their transport camels and mules and motor vehicles for the use of 
the pursuing Fifty-Second and Seventy-Fifth Divisions of the XXIst 
Corps. These two divisions, after breaking through at Gaza, were with the 
cavalry being pushed forward with the Desert Mounted Corps as rapidly as 
possible northward along the coast route across the Plain of Philistia to- 
wards Jaffa and Junction Station, following up the defeated enemy. 

The next two days the division remained occupied mostly in salvaging 
abandoned enemy matériel. The weather was intensely hot and stifling, 
a Khamsin mist-laden air from the desert to the south prevailing. 

The battalion, on November 10th, marched back to Karm, north of the 
Wadi Ghuzze, where it remained halted until November 17th. A draft of 
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fourteen Other Ranks under Second-Lieutenant J. J. Walshe joined on 
November roth, and a second draft of twenty Other Ranks, under Second- 
Lieutenant A. G. E. Munson, on November 16th. While at Karm, on Nov- 
ember 14th, the Divisional Bombing Competition was held. It was won by 
the battalion, which was congratulated on its success by General Longley 
when presenting the prize. 

The Tenth, Sixtieth, and Seventy-Fourth Divisions moved back between 
November 12th and r8th towards Deir el Belah, twelve miles south of Gaza, 
to halt and refit there, and await the return of their transport when no 
longer required by the divisions pursuing to the north. 

On November 17th the battalion moved to the Grange, not far from 
Gaza, starting at 9 a.m. and arriving at 12.30 p.m. It bivouacked there, 
with the other battalions of the 29th Brigade, for the night, and then pro- 
ceeded at 8.30 a.m. next day to Deir el Belah Camp, near the sea, which was 
reached at 4 p.m. The strength of the battalion on arriving at Belah was 
29 Officers and 448 Other Ranks. 

The transport of the Tenth Division was returned at Belah where the 
troops remained in rest until November 27th. The division then started 
to follow the Sixtieth and Seventy-Fourth Divisions to Junction Station, 
where the Jerusalem railway line joined the main line, for the general 
advance on Jerusalem, through the mountains of Judza, where the left 
wing of the Turks, now reinforced from the north, had rallied and was 
offering a stubborn resistance. 

Deir Sineid, the first stage of the march across the coastal plain of 
Philistia, was reached at 4 p.m. on November 27th, and on the 28th, Beit 
Duras, the next bivouac. The battalion proceeded thence direct to Junc- 
tion Station, where it arrived at 4.30 p.m.on November 28th. Moving on at 
8.45 on November 30th, the battalion, with the whole of the Tenth Division, 
reached Latron, at the entrance to the defiles traversing the hill country of 
Judza, at 1.30 p.m. that day. The enemy were making their stand to bar 
the advance on Jerusalem only a short distance ahead among the foothills, 
and on the steep-sided ridges that flanked the route forward. A scattered 
bivouac camp was pitched at Latron by the battalion. So that no delay 
should occur in the event of going into the line at short notice, all bombs 
were detonated. 

The battalion moved forward from Latron on December 2nd, for a three- 
and-a-half-hours’ difficult and rough march, to where a side track to Beit 
Anan came into the Jaffa—Jerusalem road from the north-east. Owing to 
the narrow and steep track winding across rocky ground to Beit Anan only 
pack transport could be taken on. 

On December 3rd the battalion marched out at midnight from its 
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bivouac at the road junction for Beit Anan. It arrived there at 2.30 
a.m. and pitched bivouacs as best could be managed among the rocks. 
The Tenth Division now relieved the Fifty-Second Division, which had been 
heavily engaged north of the Jaffa—Jerusalem road and was being with- 
drawn temporarily. At Beit Anan orders were received for the Rangers 
to take over the line from two companies of the 24th Bn. Royal Welch 
Fusiliers of the 231st Brigade of the Seventy-Fourth Division. The Rangers 
moved at 6 p.m. and the relief was completed by midnight, 12 p.m. 
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OPERATIONS NORTH-WEST OF JERUSALEM. 


The winter rains now set in heavily, with persistent drenching storms 
of cold wind, the severe weather henceforward adding immensely to the 
difficulties and trials that faced the troops in the operations in progress, 

On December 4th an advance by the brigade was made to Beit Dukka, 
where a force of Turks, holding positions on the steep hillsides in front, were 
encountered. Enemy sniping and machine-gun firing went on all day. A 
patrol of the Rangers, sent forward in conjunction with a patrol from the 
1st Bn. Leinster Regiment, was heavily opposed by machine-gun and rifle 
fire and was unable to get forward beyond a short distance.

From December 5th to December 8th rain fell continuously, with bitterly 
cold winds. Sniping posts with Lewis guns were put out to the front, and 
lateral patrols arranged to work with the battalions to right and left. Owing 
to the rocky nature of the ground stone sangars were erected, it being 
practically impossible to dig in. The enemy kept for the time at some 
distance off, sniping, however, going on intermittently at long range. 

On December oth one platoon with a Lewis gun, under Lieutenant F. J. 
Charlton, went forward in conjunction with a platoon from the 1st Bn. 
Leinster Regiment. They were however unable to gain the enemy’s ridge 
in front, owing to opposition by a superior force of Turks with machine guns. 
Another Leinster patrol after that was able to take possession of the neigh- 
bouring village of El Tireh without opposition. A company of the Lein- 
sters held it until relieved by a company from the Rangers. During the 
day on November goth intelligence came through that Jerusalem had sur- 
rendered that morning. 

The Rangers were relieved on December roth between 2 a.m. and 5 a.m. 
by the 24th Bn. Royal Welch Fusiliers. They moved to Beit Sira at 9.30 
a.m., arriving at 4 p.m. and pitching a bivouac camp, under orders to turn 
out at short notice. 

The tract of country where the battalion was now lay about twenty-five 
miles north-west of Jerusalem. It was about the most difficult ground 
in all Palestine, consisting as it did of a series of steep-sided rocky ridges 
with deep ravines between, which in the prevailing weather were flooded 
with raging torrents. 

At Beit Sira the battalion continued until December 26th. Throughout 
the time the two companies, A and B, were employed daily in working 
parties, in making capable of transport traffic the ‘‘ Ancient Road ’”’ (so 
named on the map), a former roadway across country, which during cen- 
turies of neglect had gone out of use and had fallen away to little better 
than a hardly recognizable track. 

Meanwhile, whenever a lull in the incessant rains and gales rendered it 
practicable, the commanding officer, with company and specialist officers 
and patrols went out for progressive tactical schemes and to view wadis in 
the vicinity or ground for forthcoming attack operations, or to examine 
tracks that might be useful for pack transport and make reconnaissances for 
a further advance. Now and again patrols got within four hundred yards 
of the enemy and were fired on with machine guns and rifle fire, but no 
casualties were reported. 

On December 24th Second-Lieutenants V. E. Benke and C. H. Mason, who 
had been sent to Deir Sineid from Beit Sira on December 14th to obtain 
Christmas stores, etc., for the battalion arrived, as also did a small mail. 
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The gifts and cigarettes were distributed on Christmas Day to N.C.O.’s 
and men after Divine Service at 7.30 a.m. The weather on Christmas Day 
was, as it had been for the previous three days, of the worst possible de- 
scription—very heavy rain all day and a gale blowing. 

Operations on a wide scale had been planned by General Allenby after 
the taking of Jerusalem, with the view of forcing back the enemy from the 
neighbourhood of Jerusalem. These were now about to commence. The 
commanding officer of the Rangers in consequence, during the evening of 
Christmas Day, summoned company commanders and specialist officers to 
the head-quarters mess tent, and imparted to them the operation orders 
for the brigade and his own orders. 

General Allenby had intended to open the offensive with the XXth 
Corps and force back the enemy northward earlier in December, immedi- 
ately that sufficient supplies could be brought up; but that incessant rains 
and bad weather had hampered the arrangements and movement. The 
Commander-in-Chief next decided to attack on December 27th. The Sixtieth 
Division, then astride the Nablus road, about five miles north of Jerusalem, 
was to advance against the enemy and drive him back towards Nablus, 
co-operating on its left, to the west of the road, with the Seventy-Fourth 
Division. On the extreme left, next to the Seventy-Fourth Division, the 
Tenth Division was, at the same time, to attack towards the north-east, 
threatening and pushing back the enemy’s right flank and rear, and striking 
at the Nablus road higher up. 

The Turks however forestalled the opening of the operations. They began 
a counter offensive by making a sudden attack in greatly superior force on 
the Sixtieth Division at midnight on December 26th. The series of attacks 
continued throughout most of the following day and were only repelled 
after very severe fighting. 

The Seventy-Fourth and Tenth Divisions had their part in checking the 
enemy at the same time by pushing forward on December 27th. 

The Rangers, with the rst and 6th Bns. of The Leinster Regiment, the 
other battalions of the 29th Infantry Brigade, moved off to the point of 
assembly, where two wadis, the Wadi Sad and the Wadi Sund, joined, at 
2.30 p.m. on December 27th. The advance commenced at 6 p.m. and the 
Rangers soon came under enemy machine-gun and rifle fire from Turks 
posted along a series of steep ridges in front, well sheltered behind rocks 
and boulders. A Company, under Captain A. D. Mulligan, deployed and 
advanced on the right flank, as did B Company, under Captain C. MacSweeny, 
on the left. Pushing forward, the battalion by 7.40 a.m. gained its first 
objective, high ground known as Bushy Hill, without casualties. The 
battalion went forward again at 9.30 for its second objectives, eminences 
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called ‘‘ The Knob,” “‘ Hairy Hill,” and ‘‘ Grey Ridge.” The enemy fired 
heavily from these points but, aided by artillery support, the Rangers’ 
second objectives were gained by 10.10 a.m., after which the battalion 
halted to consolidate the position. 

Two patrols were then sent out to aid other battalions. One was sent 
from B Company, under Second-Lieutenant G. Robinson, to assist the 6th 
Bn. Royal Irish Rifles who were being held up at Kefr Namah village by 
machine-gun fire. The patrol got in behind the enemy and cut them off, 
enabling the Royal Irish Rifles to gain their objective. The second patrol, 
from A Company, under Lieutenant M. Lavelle, M.C., was sent to aid the 
6th Bn. Leinster Regiment in attacking another village bearing the name 
Shabuny. The Turks however retired from Shabuny and on the patrol 
reporting their withdrawal the Leinsters gained their objective. 

By this time, between 11.30 and noon, the enemy in front had fallen 
back, whereupon the battalion advanced to high ground, called ‘‘ Leitrim 
Ridge’ and consolidated there. Four Turkish prisoners were taken, the 
enemy not waiting for the battalion to close. Three wounded, Lieutenant 
Charlton and two N.C.O.’s, were the casualties in the battalion. No enemy 
counter-attack, as expected, took place during the afternoon. Ammuni- 
tion and blankets and greatcoats were brought up about 5 p.m. after 
which, at 6 p.m., the battalion took up night dispositions. 

The weather improved and became fine on December 28th, but there 
was no further appearance of the enemy. The Turks had seemingly with- 
drawn most of their troops in the immediate front of the 29th Infantry 
Brigade, to reinforce troops in positions nearer the Nablus road against the 
continued advance of the Sixtieth and Seventy-Fourth Divisions. 

On December 2oth and 30th the weather again kept fine. Patrols were 
sent out on both days, while the position was being placed in a state of 
defence and tracks made serviceable for pack transport by working parties, 
to reconnoitre the ground to some distance in front. No enemy opposition 
was encountered and several villages were entered and examined. In one, 
Janiah village, the inhabitants showed themselves very friendly and handed 
over a fugitive Turkish soldier to a patrol from B Company. The village 
was occupied and held, Captain MacSweeny taking out the rest of B Com- 
pany to take possession. 

The object of General Allenby’s operations had now been attained and 
the 29th Infantry Brigade was ordered back into reserve. 

The battalion, on December 31st, was relieved by the 7th Bn. Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers and moved back to a position at Khurbetha-Ibn-Harith. 
As the result of the fighting since December 26th the Turks had been pushed 
back along the Nablus road to a distance of between twelve and fifteen 
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miles north of Jerusalem. On the Tenth Division sector of the front the 
enemy had been forced from ridge to ridge, over exceptionally difficult 
rocky and steep ground to the neighbourhood of the Nablus road. 

It was next considered necessary by General Allenby to undertake 
operations for widening the front to eastward, and clear away the Turks 
from the Jordan Valley, during which the Tenth and Seventy-Fourth 
Divisions stood fast. 

1918 

A general cessation of active hostilities in front of the Tenth Division 
lasted throughout January and February and until the first week of March. 
The winter season, constant heavy rains and recurring gales for the greater 
part of the period rendered movements on any large scale impracticable. 
During January the thrust to the eastward, to the Jordan Valley and across 
the river as far as the Hedjaz railway line at Amman was being organized, 
in which principally the Sixtieth Division was to beemployed. The Seventy- 
Fourth and Tenth Divisions, held the enemy west of the Nablus road, mean- 
while, strengthening their line and remaining halted, until the Jordan 
Valley operations developed during February and March. They were then 
to move forward and attack the Turks in front and northward, to occupy 
these and prevent troops being withdrawn from that quarter and trans- 
ferred eastward to help the enemy in the Jordan Valley. 

The Rangers continued in position on the Khurbetha-Ibn-Harith sector 
of the line during the period January-March, in conjunction with the 6th 
Bn. Royal Irish Rifles (on the right) and the rst Bn. Leinster Regiment 
(on the left). ‘‘ Connaught Hill,” it may be mentioned, was the name given 
to one of the points in the battalion line of defences. Training and specialist 
practice, rifle-range practice, bombing and Lewis-gun training, etc., with 
continuous roadmaking work, and the construction of defensive works, 
and patrolling and reconnaissance of terrain up to the line held by the 
enemy, occupied most of the period from week to week. On several days 
however all work had to be cancelled on account of the bad weather. 

On January 2nd the Brigadier, Brigadier-General R. S. Vandeleur, 
C.M.G., commanding the 29th Infantry Brigade, visited the battalion and 
awarded the Military Medal to Private P. Madigan of B Company for 
“‘ Conspicuous Bravery in the Field,’’ for carrying messages for two hours 
under heavy machine-gun and rifle fire. On the r8th, Major-General 
J. R. Longley, C.B., commanding the Tenth Division, inspected the 
whole of the battalion’s defensive works. He especially congratulated B 
Company on their works in the outpost lines. On January 23rd Major 
F. F. C. Davies returned from the Senior Officers’ general course at Cairo 
and took over the duties of second-in-command. On February gth, a draft 
of one Officer (Lieutenant K. H. Borcherds) and eleven Other Ranks arrived, 
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on February 17th thirty-one Other Ranks, and on February 28th Second- 
Lieutenants G. C. Walmsley, C. J. Walsh and G. V. Davidson, with twenty- 
one Other Ranks. On February 16th nine enemy aeroplanes flew over the 
battalion lines. Four of them dropped bombs at Ramleh. 

Active operations were resumed to westward of the Nablus road at the 
end of the first week of March. The Tenth Division, with the Seventy- 
Fourth, was, as has been said, to deliver a holding attack on the troops of 
the Third Turkish Army on the west side of the Jerusalem—Nablus road, so 
as to prevent the enemy there from detaching troops to the Jordan Valley, 
to aid in opposing the Sixtieth Division. 

Orders were received by the battalion on the afternoon of March 5th to 
reduce all kits to a minimum and be prepared to move at an hour’s notice. 
Then, on March 8th, an intimation was received that March 9th would be 
Zero Day. The intervening time was spent in packing and clearing up 
camp, and allotting bivouac areas to the companies. The total strength of 
the battalion on March 8th was 29 Officers and 392 Other Ranks. 

Each battalion manned its own “ defended locality,’’ prepared for all- 
round defence. At most, attacks by small raiding columns of the enemy 
were expected. By day reliance was placed on observation posts, by night 
the companies manned the defences. 

The morning of March goth, and most of the day proved very misty. The 
battalion paraded early and the men had breakfasts at 3.30 a.m., proceeding 
then to take up their position for the attack at 5 a.m. The capture of the 
enemy’s position at the village of Neby Saleh was to be the first task 
appointed to the Rangers. As planned, Lieutenant E. J. G. Kelly, with two 
platoons of B Company, was to attack the enemy posted on high ground to 
the east of the village ; Captain C. MacSweeny, with the other two platoons 
of B Company, was to attack the village itself. Captain B. W. Bond, with 
three platoons of A Company, was to attack a ridge of high ground to the 
west of Neby Saleh, known as “ The Spectacles.”’ 

The special object of the battalion’s advance was to cover and protect 
the left flank of the Tenth Division and the XXth Corps. 

The attack commenced at 6 a.m., covered by four guns of the 29th 
M.G. Company, commanded by Lieutenants McDonnell and Dixon-Smith. 
‘The advance was rapid and successful. By 6.30 a.m. Lieutenant Kelly had 
gained his first objective without opposition. At 7 a.m. Captain Bond 
reported the gaining of the second objective, encountering only a few 
snipers. At the same time, Captain MacSweeny with his two B Company 
platoons captured the village of Neby Saleh, again without opposition. 
Three Other Ranks wounded were the casualties in the operation. 

The ground gained was being put into a state of defence when the 
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enemy began shelling with shrapnel all the posts taken up, in the hope 
apparently of forcing the battalion out of the position. Vigorous sniping 
also, from behind the boulders that strewed the ground all over the terrain 
in front of the village, commenced at the same time and lasted throughout 
the day. A patrol of 25 men sent out at 8 a.m. under Lieutenant M. Lavelle, 
M.C., to Kefr Tut to locate the enemy encountered a party of Turks at 
2 p.m. It dispersed them with machine-gun fire. The patrol returned at 
4 p.m. without having suffered casualties. Another patrol of ten Other 
Ranks, under Second-Lieutenant Walsh, sent out at I p.m. to Beitrima, 
exchanged shots with the enemy when returning. It arrived back at 4.30 
p.m., also without casualties. 

Dispositions for the night were prepared during the late afternoon and 
the line manned at 6 p.m., but the night passed quietly. The enemy had 
apparently retired to a distance. 

The second stage of the advance began early on March roth. It opened 
with the advance at 6 a.m. of the nght flank company, B Company, under 
Lieutenant E. J. G. Kelly, which pushed forward to a ridge infront. The 
move was met by general enemy sniping all along the line, and at the same 
time parties of Turks were seen to be advancing from the village of 
Beitrima towards Neby Saleh, as if to counter-attack. 

The counter-attack materialized and developed at 6.30 a.m., being 
directed both against the force in the village of Neby Saleh and the left 
flank of the battalion. Ten minutes later, at 6.40, the enemy began to press 
their attack against the right flank. As they did so they opened machine- 
gun fire from the northern slope of a ridge known as “‘ Tower Hill” and 
from an adjacent ridge. Additional Turkish troops were then seen at 
7 a.m. moving out from Beitrima. The enemy continued to press their 
counter-attack at all points, but were held and then forced back by machine- 
gun and rifle fire. The Turks then, on being reinforced, came forward 
again, They now concentrated their attack on the battalion right flank 
company under Lieutenant Kelly, and the heavy machine-gun fire caused 
many casualties. The right flank company was in consequence ordered to 
return from the ridge in front to its original position. 

At 10 a.m. the enemy again pressed their attack on the left flank. 
They were however unable to penetrate the line, being beaten back by 
Vickers’- and Lewis-gun fire. After that, between 10.30 and 11.30, the attack 
weakened and the Turks began to draw back in parties towards Beitrima. 
As the enemy fell back they were seen to suffer heavily from the excellent 
shooting of the battalion. The enemy retreat became general between 
11.30 a.m. and 12.30 p.m., by which time practically the whole of the 
counter-attacking troops had retired, all except a few scattered snipers. 
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A second counter-attack began to be threatened in the afternoon, be- 
tween 2.30 p.m. and 4 p.m., considerable enemy movements being observed 
in and around Beitrima. At 6 p.m. in consequence, the battalion was 
reinforced by B Company of the 6th Leinster Regiment. The new counter- 
attack opened at 8 p.m. with machine-gun fire from ‘‘ Tower Hill,’’ and was 
followed up by an attack on A Company, under Captain Bond, on the left 
flank. The attack was met and held up by rifle and Lewis-gun fire. The 
fighting was, it should be said, also at times at close quarters, within bomb- 
throwing range. Then C Battery, 263rd Brigade R.A., joined in, and finally 
silenced the Turkish machine guns on “ Tower Hill.” By 9.15 the enemy 
had been definitely defeated and began to draw off. The engagement closed 
with occasional firing a little later, which finally ended about 10 p.m. The 
remainder of the night was quiet. 

The casualties of the Rangers were 5 killed, 15 wounded (9 severely), 6 
missing (believed killed). The enemy casualties were estimated at 25 killed 
and 97 wounded. Two wounded prisoners were found to be Germans, both 
belonging to the 702nd German Infantry Regiment. The Rangers were the 
only battalion of the Tenth Division to encounter a German regiment. 

There was considerable artillery firing on both sides from 6 a.m. on March 
11th to between 9 and ro a.m., the Turks retorting by shelling Neby Saleh 
and the Ranger position in advance there. Two patrols, each of an officer 
and twenty-five men, were sent forward to reconnoitre and locate enemy 
positions during the forenoon. One of them encountered a strong enemy 
patrol and drove it back with Lewis-gun and rifle fire. The patrol suffered 
two casualties. In the afternoon, considerable enemy movement in the 
vicinity of Beitrima was observed, and the Turks also kept up constant 
sniping at outposts of the battalion until dark. 

On March 12th, enemy movements were again observed round Beitrima, 
as on the previous day. The Turks were then seen to be digging trenches 
to the east of the village, on which they worked all the afternoon. One of 
the Ranger reconnoitring patrols was fired at by a party of Turks, apparently 
numbering about 40 strong, but no casualties resulted on our side. 

March 13th was a quiet day. Patrols reported Beitrima to be only held 
now by about thirty Turks. Enemy movements in the vicinity were 
however reported. 

On March 14th patrols reported the battalion front clear of the enemy. 
At the same time a considerable movement of enemy troops to the north 
and north-east of Beitrima was observed ; apparently of troops retiring. 
Natives then came into the Ranger lines from Beitrima, saying that the 
Turks, with Germans accompanying them, had left the village. A patrol 
sent out to Beitrima to verify the intelligence found the place completely 
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evacuated by the enemy. At 7.40 that morning three enemy aeroplanes 
flew over the Rangers’ lines in front of Neby Saleh, apparently reconnoitring. 
They were driven off by machine-gun fire. 

The enemy everywhere continued more or less inactive during March 15th. 
At 9 a.m. Lieut.-Colonel Scully carried out a reconnaissance of the Kefr Tut 
position in advance with covering parties of two platoons each from A and B 
Companies, in anticipation of orders for advancing the battalion line beyond 
the Neby Saleh position. No opposition was met, either in going out or when 
returning at 2 p.m. In the afternoon between 4.30 p.m. and 5.30 p.m. the 
enemy registered on Kefr Tut, and Beitrima, and also on a wadi north-west 
of Neby Saleh, with a 77 m.m. gun, firing from the direction of [bd-Zeid. 

The weather on March 16th was very wet, with a cold north-west wind 
and heavy mist all day. No enemy movements were reported. The 
Brigadier inspected the battalion line during the afternoon and expressed 
his complete satisfaction with the arrangements. | 

March 17th, St. Patrick’s Day, was another day of bad weather— 
incessant pouring rain falling, with a dense mist. At 5.30 a.m. the battalion 
front was reported clear. At 8 a.m. the reserve platoon of A Company, 
consisting of sixteen Other Ranks, was sent out and placed in front of the 
outpost line, to serve as a screen round the battalion, and at 10 am., A 
and B Companies attended R.C. Divine Service in the village of Neby Saleh. 
The companies rested for the remainder of the day, principally occupied 
in doing what they could to dry their clothing and boots by lighting fires 
in the few remaining houses of the village. No signs of enemy movement 
were reported all day, and at 6 p.m. the reserve platoon of A Company was 
withdrawn, after which the battalion took up night positions. The rain, 
which had not stopped during the day, continued to fall heavily all night. 
It did not cease until daybreak next morning. 

At 10.30 a.m. (March 18th), the weather having become clear and 
bright, a covering party of four Officers and sixty Other Ranks left the 
battalion outpost line in front of Neby Saleh to hold a stretch of high 
ground at Kefr Tut, while the Brigadier, after inspecting the line then held, 
reconnoitred the ridges with the idea of taking up a new line in the vicinity 
of Kefr Tut, further forward. One section of the party, under Lieutenant 
Lavelle, M.C., encountered a detachment of twenty Turks from Kefr Tut 
while approaching a ridge of high ground immediately south of their objec- 
tive. Sharp sniping broke out and went on for twenty minutes, until, on 
our artillery opening fire on Kefr Tut, the Turks hastily made off. All 
objectives were made good by 11.50 a.m. The party withdrew at 2.30 
p.m. and returned without casualties to the battalion line at 4.30 p.m. 

On March roth the day was again fine with bright sunshine and clear. 
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At 5 a.m. enemy snipers who had occupied Kefr Tut ridge during the night 
were very active until silenced half an hour later by artillery fire. Two 
enemy aeroplanes flew over the 29th Brigade line shortly afterwards, 
apparently reconnoitring. They were driven off by machine-gun fire. At 
9 a.m., three Officers and fifty Other Ranks with four Lewis guns proceeded 
out to Kefr Tut to serve as a covering party to the 6th Bn. Leinster Regi- 
ment who were to move to Kefr Tut later and take up a proposed new 
line in the vicinity. On moving forward to ground in advance of Kefr Tut 
during March 18th, the Leinsters sent a covering party of their own regi- 
ment to relieve the Rangers’ party. These returned to the battalion line 
at 5.30 p.m. without casualties. 

Two enemy aeroplanes again flew over the Rangers’ line at 7.30 a.m. on 
March 2oth, on this occasion dropping white-smoke bombs on the village 
of Neby Saleh. After that, at rr a.m., the 6th Bn. Leinster Regiment 
relieved the battalion on the Neby Saleh line. The battalion thereupon 
withdrew into brigade reserve. The strength of the battalion on March 21st 
was 27 Officers and 316 Other Ranks. 

The battalion continued in brigade reserve at and near Neby Saleh 
during the remainder of March and until nearly the end of April. In 
consequence of its reduced numbers it was reorganized on March 26th and 
thenceforward comprised only one Company, A Company, with a Lewis-gun 
Company, consisting of twelve Lewis guns and teams, as B Company. A 
Company was placed under the command of Captain B. W. Bond, with 
Lieutenant M. J. Fogarty as second-in-command, and Lieutenant M. Lavelle, 
M.C., and Second-Lieutenants J. C. McIntosh, D. W. Austin, and J. A. 
Barnett, who joined on this date from home. B Company was placed 
under Captain A. D. Mulligan, with Lieutenant M. Boniface as second- 
in-command, the remaining officers to be selected later. 

Offensive operations on the Palestine Front came practically to an end 
in April, in consequence of the German break-through on the Western Front 
in France. The Egyptian Expeditionary Force in Palestine was ordered to 
send as many troops as possible to France forthwith. It was stated that no 
further British reinforcements were possible, and only Indian reinforce- 
ments could be furnished. The Palestine Front was to adopt the Indian 
mixed type of division and reorganize its formations completely. Two of 
its seven divisions, the Fifty-Second and the Seventy-Fourth, left in April, 
and only one division, the Fifty-Fourth, was retained in Palestine on a 
British establishment. In the others, nine British battalions were to be 
withdrawn for service in France, or else broken up for drafts. The Desert 
Mounted Corps was to have its Yeomanry replaced by Indian cavalry and 
the Imperial Camel Corps to be disbanded. 
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Under the new organization the 29th Infantry Brigade was to lose the 
5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers. 

In addition to certain Indian battalions, formed with companies from 
Indian regiments already in Palestine, two Indian Army divisions were to 
be withdrawn from Mesopotamia for Palestine, the Third (Lahore) and 
Seventh (Meerut) Divisions, in place of the Fifty-Second and Seventy- 
Fourth British Divisions. 

The amalgamated 1st and 2nd Battalions of The Connaught Rangers 
now came to Palestine from Mesopotamia, as a unit of the Third (Lahore) 
Division, Indian Army. 

April, until the 25th of the month, was passed by the 5th Battalion in 
training, Lewis-gun and signalling classes and daily roadmaking work by 
detachments. The weather continued fine all the time. 

On the 25th notification was received from brigade head-quarters that 
the battalion would be relieved by the 1st Bn. 54th Sikhs of the Indian 
Army, and, on April 26th, an advance party of that corps, 3 British Officers, 
I Native Officer, and 5 Other Ranks, arrived at Neby Saleh. In the after- 
noon the battalion was inspected by the Divisional Commander, Major- 
Genera] Longley, C.B. During the 27th and 28th Ordnance stores, and 
regimental and specialist equipment, was handed over and the Move Order 
was issued by the Commanding Officer. 

The G.O.C. 29th Infantry Brigade (brigadier-general Vandeleur, C.M.G.) 
inspected the battalion on the morning of April 29th, and at 6.30 p.m. 
the Rangers marched out for Khurbetha-Ibn-Harith, where they arrived 
and bivouacked at 11 p.m. The XXth Corps Commander, Lieut.-General 
Sir P. W. Chetwode, Bt., K.C.B., K.C.M.G., D.S.O., inspected the battalion 
at Khurbetha-Ibn-Harith on the 30th. The Rangers, strength 25 Officers 
and 329 Other Ranks, marched out at 6.30 p.m. and arrived at Latron at 
11.30 p.m., bivouacking for the night. The battalion left Latron at 5.30 
p.m. on May Ist and proceeded via Ramleh to Sarafend, where, on arriving 
at 11.30 p.m. it bivouacked. 

In recognition of the services of the 5th (Service) Battalion, during the 
operations in Palestine, the Battle-Honours ‘‘ Gaza,” “‘ Jerusalem,” and 
“Tell ’Asur ”’ were awarded to The Connaught Rangers. 

On May 2nd the Rangers rested, preparatory to proceeding next day to 
Ludd, to entrain there for Kantara on the Suez Canal. It left Ludd in two 
trains (1st party 10 Officers and 222 Other Ranks, 2nd party 14 Officers and 
135 Other Ranks) at 1.15 p.m. and 2.45 p.m. on May 3rd. Kantara was 
reached on May 4th. 

The battalion was halted at Kantara until May 23rd, on which day it 
entrained for Port Said and embarked at 4.30 p.m. on board the transport 
Ormonde. The vessel sailed for Marseilles at midnight on May 25th. 
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THE 1ST BATTALION 


It will be recalled, that the rst Battalion arrived in Palestine during the 
month of May 1918, and on the 25th encamped near Deir Ibzia, twelve 
miles south-east of Ludd, where all ranks were interested to find a corner, 
at a cross-road near by, marked “‘ Ranger Corner,” and also a road leading 
to the neighbouring village of Taniah, named ‘“‘ Connaught Road,’’—a 
permanent reminder of the 5th (Service) Battalion, which had been en- 
camped in the vicinity between the previous December and March (see Vol. 
I. pages 548-549). 

The 1st Battalion gallantly played its part to the end of this campaign, 
culminating in the Battles of Megiddo and Sharon, which are included in 
the Battle-Honours subsequently awarded to The Connaught Rangers 
(see Vol. I. Chapter XXVIII).

CHAPTER LXXX 
1918-1919. 


THE sTH BATTALION LANDS IN FRANCE. APPOINTED TO THE 66TH DIVI- 
SION IN THE XIII CORPS, THE FOURTH ARMY. THE BATTALION, 
SINGLE-HANDED, CAPTURES SERAIN, TOGETHER WITH SEVERAL GUNS. 
LE CATEAU RUSHED BY THE BATTALION AND CAPTURED. AFTER THE 
ARMISTICE. CONVERTED AS A REWARD FOR SERVICES INTO THE 
2ND BATTALION THE CONNAUGHT RANGERS. 


1918 


ARSEILLES was reached on the morning of June 1st, the battalion 
disembarking at Ir a.m. and marching to No. ro Rest Camp. 
Three days later,on June 4th, the battalion, once more organized 
on a four-company establishment, and with a total strength of 32 Officers 
and 729 Other Ranks, entrained for Aire. Aire, east of St. Omer, was 
reached on June 7th, the route taken being via Le Teil, Malesherbes, and 
Juvisy. At Aire the battalion detrained at 7.30 a.m. and marched to its 
camping ground at La Roupie, to the south-west of St. Quentin. During 
the day, which was spent in erecting tents and the preparation of the camp 
area against shelling, the G.O.C. Fourteenth Division, and Brigadier- 
General W. H. Dobbie, C.B., commanding the 42nd Infantry Brigade, 
visited the camp. At La Roupie the battalion, on June roth, was placed 
in segregation—as with all the battalions arriving from Egypt and Salonika 
at that period—to undergo treatment for malaria. The Rangers conse- 
quently proceeded to L’Oblois Wood at 10 a.m. that day, where the bat- 
talion continued until June 28th, trench digging and training—gas courses, 
signalling, Lewis-gun practice—being carried on daily. The term of segre- 
gation was completed on June 2oth, after which leave was permitted. It 
remained however at L’Oblois Wood for another week. Hostile aeroplanes 
flew over the camp on June 17th and were in the vicinity again on June 25th. 
They were beaten off by anti-aircraft guns on the first occasion and by 
aeroplanes on the second visit. 
The battalion left L’Oblois Wood for Serqueux on June 28th, entraining 
at Aire Station at 1m a.m. It arrived at Serqueux Station at Ir a.m. on 
187 
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June 29th and marched to camp there. The battalion halted at Serqueux 
until July 4th, on which day it marched to Abancourt, moving off at 9.30 
a.m.; arriving at 3.30 p.m. and again going intocamp. The Rangers were 
quartered at Abancourt until July 21st, training daily as before. They 
then returned to Serqueux, which continued to be the station of the bat- 
talion until August 25th, training daily as before. The battalion then, on 
August 25th, proceeded by route march to Haudricourt, starting at 5.30 
a.m. and arriving at 11.30 a.m. 

At Haudricourt the 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers joined the rg9th 
Infantry Brigade of the Sixty-Sixth Division, commanded by Major-General 
H. K. Bethell, C.M.G., D.S.O. The division was about to join the XIII 
Corps (Lieut.-General Sir T. L. N. Morland, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., D.S.O.), 
belonging to the Fourth Army under General Sir H. Rawlinson, G.C.B., 
G.C.V.O., K.C.M.G., A.D.C. Four divisions, the Eighteenth, Twenty- 
Fifth, Fiftieth and Sixty-Sixth, constituted the XIII Corps. 

The 199th Infantry Brigade was under Brig.-General G. C. Williams, 
D.S.O. Brigaded with the Rangers were the 18th Bn. (Lancashire Hussars 
Yeomanry), The King’s Regiment (Liverpool) and the 9th Bn. The Man- 
chester Regiment. The Sixty-Sixth Division comprised the 198th and 
199th Infantry Brigades and The South African Brigade. 

The battalion continued at Haudricourt until September 2oth. On that 
day, on the rggth Infantry Brigade moving forward the battalion entrained 
at Formerie Station for Tinques, where it detrained next day at 10 a.m. and 
marched to billets in the village of Izel-les-Hameaux. 

The rgoth Infantry Brigade on September 28th moved to the Corbie area 
and there came under the XIII Corps. The battalion on September 29th 
entrained at Tinques for Neuville, and with the brigade proceeded on 
September 30th to Proyart, where the Rangers billeted in former German 
dug-outs. They moved again on October Ist to Mariecourt, billeting there 
in Flaviéres Wood, again in old German dug-outs. The 1g9th Infantry 
Brigade had now reached the area of the Hindenburg Line, from which the 
enemy had recently been driven by the Fourth Army. 

In view of going into action at an early date, the battalion, on October 
2nd, practised forming up on taped lines, followed by attack under a barrage. 
On the next afternoon (October 3rd), it practised attacking in conjunction 
with tanks, the tanks being represented by flagmen. 

The Fourth Army was now about to attack the enemy positions at 
Serain and Le Cateau. In the operations which were to open on October 
8th, the Sixty-Sixth Division was to undertake the principal attack. 

The Rangers proceeded on October 4th by march route to Moislains, 
where, in the evening, the final organization for battle into Fighting and 
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Administrative Parties and “‘ B ” teams was carried out. The latter were 
to wait at Moislains until required, together with similar details of the other 
battalions of the Sixty-Sixth Division. 

On October 5th the battalion marched forward to Templeux-la-Fosse 
and billeted in Nissen huts and bivouacs. It remained at Templeux during 
the following day. 

The Rangers left Templeux at 10 a.m. on October 7th and marched to 
the support Hindenburg Line, south of Bony, which was reached about 
4 p.m. Battalion head-quarters for the night were in a former German 
mine shaft. The village of Bony had been one of the specially fortified 
enemy strong points in the Hindenburg Line. There had, within the last 
ten days, been very severe fighting at and around Bony by the Fourth Army 
and many dead bodies were still lying near the village. 

The action at Serain opened next morning, October 8th. In the battle 
the 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers won high distinction for capturing the 
village of Serain by itself, single-handed ; with the further taking by the 
battalion of several enemy guns then and in the subsequent two days’ 
fighting. 

The battalion left its night quarters in the Hindenburg Line at 1.45 a.m. 
on October 8th and marched to the brigade assembly point. At 3.30 a.m. 
the brigade moved off to the forming-up line, the sunken road from Beau- 
revoir to Guisancourt Farm. The attack of the Sixty-Sixth Division was to 
start from this line in a north-easterly direction, with, for its main objective, 
the village of Serain. A first and intermediate objective (the ‘‘ Red Line ’’) 
ran from Marlicke Farm, somewhat to the east of Petite Folie Farm, to 
Sonia Wood, 3,800 yards in depth and the same in width. The frontage of 
the main, or second objective was also 3,800 yards, with a depth of a further 
2,300 yards. 

Two brigades of the division, the rg8th and the South African Brigades, 
were to advance in the first wave, making for the intermediate objective. 
The third brigade of the division, the rggth Brigade, was to pass through 
them to the second and final objective. The rggth Brigade was formed with 
the 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers on the right, the 9th Bn. Manchester 
Regiment on the left, and the 18th Bn. The King’s Regiment (Liverpool) in 
support. 

Zero Hour was 5.10 a.m. 

The Rangers reached the forming-up line at about 5.40 a.m. and moved 
into artillery formation behind it. Then, at 6.45 a.m., the battalion ad- 
vanced. (C Company was on the right, D Company on the left, A Company 
was to mop up, B Company was in reserve. The Rangers, at 8.45 a.m., passed 
through the front-line troops, who had not yet been able quite to make good 
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their objective. Pushing through these the Rangers, single-handed, as the 
battalions on either flank also had not advanced the whole way, in the face 
of heavy machine-gun fire, captured the ‘“‘ Red Line,” the first objective, 
and took La Petite Folie Farm. The battalion then advanced to capture 
Serain village, held strongly by the Germans. Advancing rapidly, C Com- 
pany took up a position and attacked on the Serain—Premont road, while 
D Company seized and held the ground north of the cemetery and west of 
the windmill to the north of Serain. A Company then entered the village 
and commenced mopping up. The Germans throughout defended them- 
selves stubbornly and the fighting was protracted. At 11.30 a.m., to assist 
in clearing the village, and also to reinforce C Company, B Company was 
sent up. The last enemy machine-gun post in the village fell at 7 p.m., 
a tank aiding in its capture. 

During the night, before the fighting was over, B Company advanced 
its line about two hundred yards, and thus Serain came finally and com- 
pletely into the hands of the Connaught Rangers. 

The battalion was relieved in Serain between 5.30 and 6.30 a.m. on 
October oth by the 18th Bn. The King’s Regiment (Liverpool). The com- 
panies then returned to La Folie Farm, where battalion head-quarters had 
been established. A welcome meal of rations and hot tea was issued here. 

The Rangers’ casualties at Serain, on October 8th, were as follows :-— 

Killed—1 Officer, 19 Other Ranks. 

Missing—6 Other Ranks. 

Wounded—r Officer, 60 Other Ranks. 

The divisional front was reorganized during the night of October 8th— 
gth. La Folie Farm, in which Battalion Head-quarters were established, 
was bombed by enemy aeroplanes during part of the night. The enemy 
also shelled the farm after that, causing anxiety for the wounded, who had 
been placed in the main cellar of the farmhouse for security. 

The pursuit was taken up and continued towards Le Cateau at 5 a.m. on 
October oth. The 199th Brigade moved forward on the right and the 
198th Brigade on the left. The South African Brigade came on in reserve. 
Fach brigade made for its first objective, which was 6,000 yards distant, on 
a front of 1,500 yards. In the advance of the 199th Brigade, the 18th Bn. 
The King’s Regiment (Liverpool) was in front line, the 9th Bn. Manchester 
Regiment in support and mopping up. The 5th Bn. The Connaught Rangers 
was in reserve. 

The battalion moved off from La Folie Farm at 6 a.m. on October goth, 
and then deployed into artillery formation and continued the advance. The 
first objective was reached by the front line of the division at II a.m., on 
which the South African Brigade passed through the brigades in advance. 
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It then carried on the pursuit for a further 4,500 yards to the second objec- 
tive, which was secured about 2p.m. After that the cavalry passed through 
the division to take up a line covering Reumont and Troisvilles. 

Meanwhile, at 11.15, the advancing Rangers encountered enemy shelling 
against which they dug in until about § p.m. They then moved forward 
again for a short distance and were finally ordered to halt for the night. 

The casualties in the battalion on October gth, as stated in the War 
Diary, were as follows :— 


Killed—13 Other Ranks. 

Died of Wounds—1 Other Rank. 
Missing—6 Other Ranks. | 
Wounded—36 Other Ranks. 
Gassed—5 Other Ranks. 


During the operations at and following Serain the battalion captured 
the following guns :— 


Three 8-inch Howitzers. 
Ten Field Guns. 

One Anti-Tank Gun. 
Four High-velocity Guns. 


One of the guns captured by the Rangers is now at Connaught Barracks, 
Dover, and is shown in the illustration herewith. 

Lieutenant A. Y. McPeake, who after the war revisited the neigh- 
bourhood of Mametz, near where the Rangers passed most of the day, recalls 
thus these incidents of October gth: ‘‘ When the fog lifted, the r97th and 
198th Brigades could be seen entering Mametz and advancing on the woods 
south of the village under frequent machine-gun fire. Then the field artillery 
dashed at top speed over the fields, the guns bounding like toys on the 
stubble, while the Germans shelled them by fits and starts. Later, the 
aeroplanes made an appearance in very large numbers and fired thousands 
of rounds at one another, while the anti-aircraft guns nearly blotted out the 
blue with smoke. In the afternoon the German guns almost got our range. 

Later in the afternoon masses of cavalry came up and changed into 
various formations before charging over the ground in front of us. 
There was a lot of machine-fire and a few riderless horses came back. .. . 
Early in the evening nine German aeroplanes suddenly appeared, and tried 
to machine-gun the battalion, but they were driven off with some hearty 
firing, in which all ranks joined with great goodwill. Some armoured cars 
also made an appearance, so, if the Navy could only have done something, 
it would have been a nice full day.” 

In the course of the night the South African Brigade threw out an out- 
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post line astride the Roman Koad, immediately north-east of Reumont 
in relief of the cavalry. 

On October roth at 5 a.m. the division resumed the pursuit, the rg9th 
Infantry Brigade on the right and the 198th Brigade on the left, as they 
advanced passing through the South African Brigade outpost line. The 
Rangers had moved forward at 2 a.m. along the main road towards Maurois 
and Reumont, and then deployed in artillery formation to the right of the 
road. Montay and the portion of Le Cateau west of the River Selle was 
secured by 13 a.m. The battalion, at noon, again moved forward and took 
up posts west of Le Cateau. The Rangers now came under heavy shelling 
and suffered casualties. Two parties, from B Company, sent to patrol Le 
Cateau, east of the river, in conjunction with patrols from other regiments, 
had casualties from the shelling, but encountered no enemy. 

At 5.30 p.m., the Rangers moved forward with orders to attack and, if 
possible, capture and hold the high ground beyond Le Cateau. The bat- 
talion advanced and rushed the town, and then, pressing on, it gained a foot- 
ing on the railway embankment east of Le Cateau. The rapid advance 
through the streets, it is stated, caused great panic and confusion among 
the enemy in Le Cateau, and their losses were heavy. B, C and D Com- 
panies carried out the attack through the town. A Company mopped up 
behind them. 

The Rangers successfully forced their way forward to the final 
objective, the high ground north-east of the railway embankment, and, 
after this action, several of their dead were found there. 

Relating incidents of the Battle at Le Cateau, of which he had 
personal knowledge, Lieutenant McPeake says this :— 

‘“‘ On the road into the town the Germans kept up a concentrated barrage 
—it sounded as if express trains were crashing through space and blowing 
the roadway into a ceaseless fountain of dust, smoke and blazing light. 
The leading platoon was almost destroyed by one of these shells, and the 
dead bodies came rolling down the high banks at the side of the road. 

‘* As the men rushed on through the deserted streets, the strain of waiting 
for something to happen and the menace of the yawning doorways made 
the first contact with the Germans almost welcome. Owing to the barrage 
and the smoke, contact between companies was altogether lost, and later, 
platoons, sections and even individuals were fighting on their own, so to 
collect a full story of the evening’s proceedings would be difficult, besides, 
different companies seem to have attempted the advance from different parts 
of the town, which is considerable in size, having a population of ten 
thousand. 

‘“‘C Company, having now reached the destroyed railway bridge at the 
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eastern outskirts, were the spectators of a strange scene. In the shadow of 
a house on the far side of the bridge, a group of figures were standing when 
the leading platoon arrived, and on being asked who they were, shouted 
back: ‘Connaught Rangers!’ It was then seen that they were in German 
uniform and carrying two machine guns. They were therefore asked, 
‘What Company ? ’ and for reply they threw down the guns and bolted up 
the street as C Company opened fire. Figures then sprang up everywhere, 
and with wild yells C were over the railway embankment and bridge and 
after them. Some houses farther on had, however, been strongly fortified, 
and machine guns were soon sweeping the street, the bullets throwing up 
great showers of sparks from the pavement. Further advance that way 
was impossible, and the rest of the story is of wandering parties, some of 
which got as far as the German gun positions, while others walked into 
machine guns and were seen no more. 

‘‘Many Germans were captured, and when they outnumbered their 
captors had to be ‘ reduced,’ though many escaped in the darkness. Other 
companies experienced heavy fighting in other parts of the town. 

‘‘ At about half-past ten orders came to C Company to withdraw, and 
with a fragment of A Company they spent the rest of the night along the 
battalion front at the starting-point. It afterwards turned out that the 
attack was countermanded at the last minute, only the news did not reach 
the battalion intime. The rest of the battalion spent the night in the town, 
and did not come back till dawn. The line of the Selle was stormed a fort- 
night later in a general advance.” 

This is the account of the attack given in The Story of the Fourth Army 
by Major-General] Sir A. Montgomery, K.C.M.G., C.B., at pp. 201-202 :— 
‘* The assault was delivered at 5.30 p.m. by the 5th Connaught Rangers on 
the right and the 18th King’s Regiment (Liverpool) on the left. The 
former battalion rushed the town with great gallantry and a considerable 
number of the men of the 5th Connaught Rangers succeeded in establishing 
themselves in the deep railway cutting which runs in a gentle curve round 
the eastern outskirts of the town. ... As the 5th Connaught Rangers 
had both its flanks exposed, it was withdrawn during the night to the 
western portion of Le Cateau and held the line of the Selle where it passes 
through the town.” 

Battalion head-quarters, and two companies of the Manchester Regi- 
ment, according to the War Diary, consolidated a position on the railway 
embankment. 

They were, together with the battalion, ordered later to withdraw and 
return to their starting-point, in consequence of the high ground on either 
flank being in the enemy’s possession. The greater part of the battalion 
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returned to Le Cateau before dawn on October 11th, although some parties 
did not get in until II a.m. 
The casualties of the battalion on October 1oth were :— 
Killed—z Officer and 1 Other Rank. 
Died of Wounds—3 Other Ranks. 
Missing—12 Other Ranks. 
Wounded—g8 Other Ranks. 
Gassed—r19 Other Ranks. 

Lieut.-Colonel Scully was wounded just before the attack, but gallantly 
remained in command until 2 a.m. next morning (October 11th) when the 
battalion was relieved, the South African Brigade taking over the divisional 
front. He then went down to the Casualty Clearing Station and Captain 
J. H. R. Dickson assumed command. 

On being relieved, the battalion withdrew a short distance and dug in. 
It remained halted until 9.30 p.m., when it marched to billets in Reumont 
and all ranks were able to have a good night’s rest. 

Major F. F. C. Davies arrived with the ‘“‘B” teams about II a.m. on 
October 12th and took over command. Heavy enemy shelling began at 
II, in consequence of which the battalion moved off to the vicinity of a 
farm at some distance, where two companies took up quarters in barns, 
and dug in for the night. 

The battalion marched at 11 a.m. on October 13th to Maurois and billeted 

there. It continued at Maurois, reorganizing and refitting and in rest, 
until October 18th. Lieut.-Colonel Scully returned from hospital on the 
afternoon of the 14th and resumed command. 
_ A further general attack by the Fourth Army was ordered for October 
17th, with the view of establishing itself on the line Wassigny—Le Cateau, 
and pushing on thence to the line of the Sambre and Oise Canal. The 
action, the Battle of the Selle, opened on October 17th and continued until 
October roth. 

On October 17th at 5.30 p.m., on the 199th Brigade moving forward, the 
battalion advanced to Reumont, Major F. F. C. Davies in temporary 
command. After billeting at Reumont, the battalion advanced next day 
to Le Cateau, where it billeted for the night in the old position it had dug 
on October roth. 

The 199th Infantry Brigade took over the divisional front on the night 
of October 18th-19th. Being in reserve to the brigade, the Rangers moved 
to a position east of Le Cateau at 11.30 p.m. on the 19th. A and B Com- 
panies occupied the railway cutting there, while D Company fortified itself 
in strong points in support. C Company at the same time was attached 
temporarily to the 9th Bn. The Manchester Regiment, who were in the front 
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line. Casualties during October roth were :—r Other Rank wounded and 
died of wounds, 4 Other Ranks wounded. 

On October 20th the Rangers were under enemy artillery fire from 
shells falling on the area occupied by the battalion during an attack 
by the Fiftieth Division, the division on the left of the Sixty-Sixth 
Division. 

The Sixty-Sixth Division was now—on the night of October 2oth-z1st— 
relieved by the Eighteenth Division. The 5th Bn. Connaught Rangers 
were relieved during the evening by the rith Bn. Royal Fusiliers, and at 
10.30 p.m. marched again to its former billets at Maurois. The battalion 
proceeded next day at 11.30 a.m. to Elincourt. In the course of the relief 
3 Other Ranks were killed, 2 Other Ranks died of wounds, 7 Other Ranks 
were wounded. 

A Special Order was issued by Major-General Bethell, Commanding 
the Sixty-Sixth Division on October 24th, which ran as follows :— 

‘IT wish heartily to congratulate all ranks of all arms and departments 
of Division on the result of their first appearance on the Battle-Field, 
after their reorganization as the 66th Division. The operations between 
October 8th and October rgth, which were in many respects as unique as 
they were successful, may be summarized as follows.” Beginning with 
October 8th the events of that day are thus referred to :— 

‘* After a successful frontal attack at 05.00 by the S.A. Brigade and 
198th Brigade on a first objective 3,800 yards in depth and 3,800 yards 
in width, 199th Brigade went through and exploited the situation on the 
same frontage to a depth of a further 2,300 yards, finally capturing the 
village of Serain by 19.00.”” As has been shown the taking of Serain was 
actually carried out by The Connaught Rangers alone. 

In dealing with the events of October roth the Divisional Commander 
thus records the capture of Le Cateau by The Connaught Rangers :— 

‘“‘ At 17.30, 5th Battalion Connaught Rangers rushed the town and 
secured a footing on the railway embankment east of the town, killing 
many enemy. From conversation with the Mayor of Le Cateau, it appears 
that the confusion and panic in the town was very great. A few dead 
of The Connaught Rangers were afterwards found on the high ground N.E. 
of the railway embankment about the Red Line of the attack on the 17th. 
Owing to the high ground on either flank remaining in the enemy’s hands, 
we were however forced to withdraw.”' 

* e e * 8 

On the night of 18th/r9th October the rg9th Brigade took over the 
divisional front and pushed out certain posts in front of the Red Line on 
the zoth. Between 17th and rgth October 4 Officers (including one bat- 
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talion commander) and 265 O.R’s of the 17th Reserve Division had been 
taken, also 2 -77 guns, 8x machine guns, 5 lorries and 3 bicycles. 

‘‘On the night of the 2oth/21st the 18th Division relieved the 66th 
Division.” 

In his final paragraph Major-General Bethell said this. ‘‘ All ranks 
may justly be proud of the share they took in these operations, the great 
success of which was mainly due to :— 

‘‘ The drive, marching and staying powers of the men. 

‘‘ The foresight and initiative displayed by junior officers and N.C.O’s. 

“‘ The quickness with which all commanders adapted themselves to the 
constantly changing situation and the rapidity with which orders were 
issued and carried out. 

% % * * & 

‘The excellent spirit which pervaded all ranks in all conditions. In 
itself always a deterrent to sickness, it resulted in the number of sick in 
the Division being extremely small, some units being almost free from 
any wastage from this cause.” 

The Rangers continued at Elincourt, refitting and training, until Nov- 
ember 2nd. The 199th Brigade now moving up again into the front line, 
the battalion, on November 2nd, marched forward to Maurois again and on 
the following day to Le Cateau. Halting on November 4th at Le Cateau, it 
proceeded at 8 a.m. on November 5th for Landrecies. A section from the 
331st Brigade joined the battalion in the concentration area, where the 
battalion arrived at 11.30 a.m. At 1.30 p.m. the battalion continued the 
march to Landrecies. It took up billets for the night there, held in readi- 
ness to move at very short notice. Leaving Landrecies at 3.30 p.m. on 
November 6th the Rangers marched to Maroilles, which was reached at 
5.15 p.m. Throughout the marches from Elincourt the weather was very 
inclement and persistently wet. 

During the afternoon of November 7th the Sixty-Sixth Division moved 
up to the Marbaix—Taisniéres-en-Thiérache area. At dusk it moved further 
forward and relieved the Twenty-Fifth Division with the 198th and 199th 
Brigades. 

The Rangers marched from Maroilles in fighting order to Marbaix, 
which they reached at 5 p.m., being held in readiness to move on at 
short notice. The battalion then proceeded at 6.10 p.m. to Grand Fuchau. 
It relieved the 1/8th Bn. Warwickshire Regiment there and came in support 
to the 18th Bn. King’s Regiment (Liverpool). Two platoons of D Company 
were placed out on outpost duty. The relief was reported complete at 
9.20 p.m. 

On November 7th, the 5th Battalion, during these operations, re- 
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captured a half-limber and some pay books belonging to the 2nd Battalion, 
which had been lost in the Retreat from Mons, in Igr4. 

The Sixty-Sixth Division resumed its advance on November 8th, being 
considerably hampered as it moved by the intricate nature of the country 
of which the enemy took full advantage. The division however forced its 
way gradually forward to the main Avesnes—Maubeuge road, after which 
it emerged into more open country. 

The Rangers, on November 8th, marched at 7.45 a.m. in support of the 
18th Bn. King’s Regiment (Liverpool), until 1.30 p.m., when it moved 
forward in order to pass through that regiment, which was reported to have 
reached its objective. As they reached the high ground the Rangers came 
under shell fire. One shell fell at the head of the battalion, wounding 
Lieut.-Colonel Scully once more, and also Captain Davis of the oth Bn. 
Manchester Regiment, who was acting as liaison officer. Major E. A. Weir 
now took over command. The battalion then moved towards an inter- 
vening valley, in rear of the 18th King’s Regiment (Liverpool). On the 
way, unfortunately, Lieutenant T. F. Gilmore, who was acting as Intelli- 
gence Officer, was killed by a shell. 

About 4 p.m. the Rangers reached the high ground, which had been 
occupied as their objective by the 18th Bn. King’s Regiment, and passed 
through at the same time. The casualties by the shelling during the 
advance to this point, were, x Officer killed and x Officer wounded, and 23 
Other Ranks wounded. The battalion then pushed forward until held up 
by machine-gun fire from the enemy in position on the left flank. Con- 
solidating the ground gained, a defensive flank, facing north, was formed 
by CCompany. A patrol of three men sent out by A Company were caught 
by machine fire when a hundred yards out. One of the three was killed, 
one wounded, one got back to A Company. The latter went out after- 
wards and brought in the wounded man. Between 4 p.m. and Io p.m., the 
battalion’s casualties were 2 Other Ranks killed and 2 wounded. 

Dispositions for a further advance were now made; A Company on the 
left, B Company on the right, C Company in close support to A Company, 
D Company in reserve. The 18th Bn. King’s Regiment (Liverpool) was 
in support of the Rangers. 

On November gth a mobile force of all arms was formed, under the 
command of Major-General Bethell, largely from the Sixty-Sixth Division. 
It was composed of the 5th Cavalry Brigade and the South African Brigade, 
with an armoured car and cyclist battalion, batteries of R.F.A. with a 
howitzer section and anti-aircraft section, a company from the Machine- 
Gun Corps, Field Companies R.E. and two squadrons Royal Air Force, 
also a Field Ambulance section. The Rangers, with the rest of the 
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tggth Infantry Brigade, joined the mobile force next day, November 
roth. 

The battalion before joining, continued to advance during November 
oth, without however encountering opposition, ultimately reaching Bois- 
de-la-Villette. Before moving on from there, at 8.30 a.m. on November 
roth, Major Davies re-joined and assumed command. 

The enemy were reported to be in force round Sivry and Hestrud, to 
the south-east of Mons, but, in accordance with orders from Army Head- 
quarters—the German preliminary request for an armistice having been 
received—an attack was not pressed. On the night of November roth 
‘* Bethell’s Force ” (as the mobile force was known) occupied a line, approxi- 
mately North and South, in the vicinity of Sivry and Hestrud. The 
Rangers, during November roth, marched at 1.30 p.m. for Solre-le- 
Chateau, wa Beugnies, arriving at 4.30 p.m. 

For some days past all ranks had felt that the collapse and surrender 
of Germany was imminent. 

On November 7th, a German delegation was appointed to treat for 
an armistice. Official intimation as to the route to be taken upon entering 
the war zone was conveyed in Marshal Foch’s communication to the German 
Headquarters, prescribing that the members were to advance to the French 
outposts by the Chimay-Fourmies-La Capelle-Guise Road, where they would 
be received and conducted to the place fixed for interview. 

On the following day, the plenipotentiaries of Germany received the 
conditions from the Allies, coupled with the demand that the terms should 
be accepted or refused within the space of seventy-two hours. A proposal 
for an immediate or provisional suspension of hostilities was refused. A 
further interview was held on the gth, and after referring again to the 
German headquarters at Spa, the Armistice with Germany was signed at 
5 o’clock in the morning (French time) at Rethnodes Railway Station, in the 
Forest of Compiégne, on November 11th, to come into force six hours later. 

On most parts of the front, bitter fighting continued during the six hours’ 
interval, between the signing of the Armistice and the moment at which it 
came into operation. 

On November 11th the battalion paraded at 6.45 a.m. and moved forward 
to Clairfayts, where it arrived at 7.30 a.m. and took over billets from the 
18th Bn. King’s Regiment (Liverpool). It was ordered an hour later to 
move in close support of the 9th Bn. Manchester Regiment who were ad- 
vancing east of Sivry. During the advance, at 9.50 a.m., the wire came 
through from Brigade head-quarters that hostilities would close at Ir a.m. 
Ground, however, it was added, must be gained up to that hour. There 
was also to be no intercourse of any description with the enemy. During 
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the last hour several 4:2 in. shells fell within fifty yards of battalion head- 
quarters, but without causing casualties. 

All firing ceased at II a.m. as ordered. 

The battalion, shortly after 11 a.m., was ordered forward to Sivry where A 
and B Companies were billeted in the town, C and D proceeding on outposts. 


AFTER THE ARMISTICE 


Immediately on the conclusion of hostilities, His Majesty the King was 
one of the first to send his congratulations to the Army on the successful 
termination of the long war, and the following are the words of His Majesty’s 
most gracious message to his soldiers, sent through the Secretary of State 
for War :— 


“IT desire to express at once, through you, to all ranks of the 
Army of the British Empire, Home, Dominion, Colonial and Indian 
troops, my heartfelt pride and gratitude at the brilliant success which 
has crowned more than four years of effort and endurance. 

“Germany, our most formidable enemy, who planned the war to 
gain the supremacy of the world, full of pride in her armed strength 
and of contempt for the small British Army of that day, has now been 
forced to acknowledge defeat. 

“T rejoice that in this achievement the British forces, now grown 
from small beginnings to the finest Army in our history, has borne so 
gallant and distinguished a part. 

“Soldiers of the British Empire! In France and Belgium, the 
prowess of your arms, as great in retreat as in victory, has won the 
admiration alike of friend and foe, and has now, by a happy and 
historic fate, enabled you to conclude the campaign by capturing Mons, 
where your predecessors of 1914 shed the first British blood. Between 
that date and this, you have traversed a long and weary road, defeat 
has more than once stared you in the face, your ranks have been 
thinned again and again by wounds, sickness and death; but your 
faith has never faltered, your courage has never failed, your hearts 
have never known defeat. 

“With your Allied Comrades you have won the day. 

“Others of you have fought in more distant fields; in the moun- 
tains and plains of Italy; in the rugged Balkan ranges; under the 
burning sun of Palestine, Mesopotamia, and Africa; amid the snows 
of Russia and Siberia; and by the shores of the Dardanelles. 

““ Men of the British race who have shared these successes felt in 
their veins the call of the blood, and joined eagerly with the Mother 
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Country in the fight against tyranny and wrong. Equally those of 
the ancient historic peoples of India and Africa, who have learnt to 
trust the Flag of England, hastened to discharge their debt of loyalty 
to the Crown. 

‘I desire to thank every officer, soldier and woman of our Army 
for services nobly rendered, for sacrifices cheerfully given, and I pray 
that God, Who has been pleased to grant a victorious end to this great 
crusade for justice and right, will prosper and bless our efforts in the 
immediate future to secure for generations to come the hard-won 
blessings of freedom and peace.”’ 


On November r4th three officers (Captain J. H. R. Dickson, Lieutenants 
E. J. G. Kelly, and M. Boniface), with four Sergeants and forty-two Other 
Ranks, proceeded from Sivry to Solre-le-Chateau to form part of a Guard 
of Honour to the Corps Commander, XIII Corps, Lieut.-General Sir T, L. N. 
Morland, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., D.S.O. The Military Medal was presented to 
A/C.S.M., A. Hannawin, A/C.O.M.S. P. Griffiths, A/Sergt. J. MacMahon, 
Sergt. S. Allen, A/Sergt. T. Lavender and Ptes. J. Doherty and Costello. 

On November r4th, also, Major L. Lamotte (Royal Sussex Regiment) 
arrived and took over temporary command of the battalion. 

The battalion marched on November 16th to Trieubouchaix, and on the 
18th to Cerfontaine, where it was quartered till the 24th. It proceeded on 
that day to Morville, where on November 27th, Major Lamotte left the 
battalion to take command of the 12th Bn. King’s Regiment (Liverpool), 
Major F. F. C. Davies assuming command of the 5th Bn. The Connaught 
Rangers. Major Davies was on December Ist succeeded in the command 
of the battalion by Lieut.-Colonel A. W. Blockley, on that officer’s arrival 
at Morville. 

On December 2nd the conferment of the following decorations by the 
Field-Marshal Commander-in-Chief, Sir Douglas Haig, was announced 
in a Brigade Order :—

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The battalion moved from Morville on December 13th, proceeding to 
Dinant on the same day, to Emptinne on the following day, and to Huy on 
December 15th. 


1919 
It continued at Huy until February rrth rorg. At Huy, on the Cere- 
monial Parade Ground, the conversion of the 5th (Service) Battalion The 
Connaught Rangers, into the 2nd Battalion The Connaught Rangers, as 
recorded on page 441, Volume II, took place, on February 8thi9rg. It was 
an honour specially granted as the reward for the distinguished services that 
the battalion had performed during the War. 


As far as it is known, with one exception only (the Coldstream Guards 
in 1661), this ceremony was unique in the annals of the British Army. 

The General gave the order: ‘“ 5th Battalion, Connaught Rangers, 
Ground Arms!” followed by: ‘‘ 2nd Battalion, Connaught Rangers, Take 
up Arms!” So the transfer was effected. 

At that time general demobilization was in progress and the battalion 
had been recently reduced to a strength of two companies. 

On leaving Huy, the battalion proceeded to Natoye, where it arrived 
on February 16th, and remained there, being gradually reduced in numbers, 
until May oth, on which date the cadre left for Antwerp, and on the rth 
embarked for Tilbury, which port was reached on May 14th, and so arrived 
home after an absence of nearly four years on active service in Gallipoli, 
Macedonia, Palestine, and France, during which period all ranks had worthily 
upheld the best and noblest traditions of the Regiment.

CHAPTER LXXXI 
THE 6TH (SERVICE) BATTALION 
THE GREAT WAR: OCTOBER 1914-AUGUST 1916 


RAISING OF THE BATTALION. ARRIVAL IN FRANCE. WITH THE 47th 
INFANTRY BRIGADE, SIXTEENTH (IRISH) DIVISION, IN THE LOOS SECTOR : 
TRAINING FOR THE TRENCHES. IN THE LINE. 


1914 
r- \HE formation of the 6th (Service) Battalion The Connaught 
Rangers commenced at Kilworth Camp in September 1914, 
within a few weeks of the outbreak of the European War, under 
A.O. 382 of 1914 (September r4th) raising additional Service Battalions. 
On the 5th (Service) Battalion moving to Dublin the 6th moved to Fermoy. 
Lieut.-Colonel J. S. M. Lenox-Conyngham, from the Reserve of Officers, 
was appointed to command on October roth. In October r914 it was 
constituted a unit of the 47th (Irish) Brigade, which itself was created 
largely through the instrumentality of Mr. John Redmond, M.P. 
The 47th (Irish) Brigade was composed of the 6th Bn. The Connaught 
Rangers, the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Regiment, the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment, 
and the 8th Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers. 


1915 
The 47th Brigade early in 1915 (February) concentrated at Kilworth 
Camp, where it trained until, in the following August, it was ordered to 
proceed, as part of the Sixteenth (Irish) Division under Colonel, tem- 
porary Major-General W. B. Hickie, C.B., to Aldershot, to Blackdown 
Camp. At Aldershot the final stages of field service preparation were 
carried through, the musketry courses fired off and battalion, brigade 
and divisional training completed. By the end of November the 6th Bn. 
The Connaught Rangers was in a state of readiness, with completed equip- 
ment, for proceeding overseas to the Western Front, its indicated destina- 
tion. The order to leave Aldershot for the port of embarkation, Southamp- 
ton, was received by the division on December 15th, and the move by the 
47th Brigade began forthwith. The 6th Bn. The Connaught Rangers 
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started on December 17th, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel J. S. M. 
Lenox-Conyngham, proceeding via Farnborough by rail to Southampton 
for embarkation to Havre. It arrived at Havre in due course on December 
18th. The embarkation strength comprised 36 Officers and 952 Other 
Ranks. 

The battalion entrained for Hesdigneul, near Bethune, that same night, 
after a few hours’ rest. It reached its destination at 6 p.m. on the roth. 
There, as they detrained at the station, the men first heard the sound 
of the guns in the firing line. The sound came from the direction of the 
Loos Sector, where the battalion was, as it befell, to open its war service. 

The battalion rested in billets at Hesdigneul during the 2oth. On 
December 21st a route-march was started but was spoiled by bad weather. 
Arrangements were made during the 22nd and 23rd for sending drafts 
into the front-line trenches for instruction. The first party, twenty-five 
of all ranks, proceeded to the trenches for a two days’ spell on December 
24th. It was followed at 4.50 p.m. next day (Christmas Day) by a large 
draft of 415 of all ranks, under Captain W. P. Lambert, in lorries, to form 
a working party for improving trenches in advance during the night of 
December 25th. On the 26th a second party of twenty-five of all ranks 
proceeded to the front-line trenches for instruction. This party had an 
eventful experience under fire. They were in trenches, a mile N.E. of 
Merville when the enemy blew a mine under their portion of the line. 
A machine-gun sergeant was buried under the débris for nearly half an 
hour before he could be extricated. The crater of the mine was held by 
Lieutenant O’Brien with bombers of the battalion and men of the 17th 
Bn. The London Regiment, on duty in the locality during the following 
night, but the Germans made no attempt to force them back and the 
position was consolidated next day. 

From December 27th to 30th the battalion was engaged on fatigue 
duties at Hesdigneul. Under orders from the IV Corps, A and D Companies 
furnished working parties at Hesdigneul, Auchel and Minx from December 
31st to January 25th 1916. 


1916 

On January 3rd Major J. P. B. Robinson, of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
joined the battalion for duty. While, as has been said, A and D Companies 
were on working party duties, from January roth to 14th B and C Com- 
panies were attached to the 173rd Company R.E. at Noeux-les-Mines 
and found mining parties for work in the Loos Sector. The first casualty 
in the battalion was one of C Company’s men, Pte. P. McTernan, wounded 
while so employed. B and C Companies rejoined the battalion at 
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Hesdigneul on January 15th. The battalion at the time was attached 
for instruction to the Fifteenth Division, and for administration to the 
45th Brigade, while continuing throughout to supply working parties for 
the IV Corps. In consequence of the working party detachments, it was 
meanwhile found impossible to continue regular military training except 
the instruction of small parties in bombing. 

Second-Lieutenant A. F. E. Harbord, 4th Bn. The Connaught Rangers, 
reported for duty on January 16th, and on January 31st Second-Lieutenant 
MacCormack also reported and was taken on the strength. 

On January 26th the battalion moved up into the trenches in front 
and to the left of Loos, in the Puits No. 14#s sector. The battalion was 
now attached to the 46th Infantry Brigade ; A Company being attached 
to the 7th Bn. King’s Own Scottish Borderers, B Company to the 8th 
battalion of the same regiment, C Company to the 12th Bn. Highland 
Light Infantry, and D Company to the 4th Bn. Suffolk Regiment. These 
companies took up their positions in the trenches on the night of January 
26th-27th, and on the 27th head-quarters of the battalion moved into 
Philosophe. 

The 7th Bn. King’s Own Scottish Borderers, with A Company, held 
the right subsector of the Puits 14 01s sector from January 26th to 30th. 
The 8th Bn. King’s Own Scottish Borderers with B Company held the 
centre subsector for the same period. The 4th Suffolk Regiment, with 
D Company attached, were in immediate reserve in Northern Sap Redoubt 
and 65 Métre Point Redoubt. The 12th Highland Light Infantry, with C 
Company attached, were in brigade reserve at Philosophe. The machine 
gun section of the battalion took over the left subsector, which was held 
by the roth Bn. The Scottish Rifles. 

The enemy artillery was very active on January 27th along the whole 
front and the support lines in this sector between Vendin Alley and Broad- 
way, doing considerable damage. In the afternoon also the enemy left 
their trenches and began to advance on the lines in the Vendin Alley- 
Broadway sector, but were stopped by machine-gun fire. The machine- 
gun section of The 6th Connaught Rangers, under Lieutenant E. E. Beatty, 
was commended for the way they handled their guns. During the next 
day the centre subsector suffered severely from the enemy’s artillery fire. 
B Company were very steady, although under fire practically for the first 
time. It had two killed and thirteen wounded. 

January 29th and 30th were comparatively quiet and uneventful days. 
The usual reliefs were carried out on the night of January 30th-3rst. A 
Company went into immediate reserve in roth Avenue, and B Company 
into brigade reserve at Philosophe. C Company took up its position 
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in the centre subsector. D Company was on the right, in the cellars of 
Loos, with Nos. 13, 15 and 16 platoons in the firing line and No. 14 platoon 
in support. The total casualties during these four days in the trenches 
were seven killed and twenty-nine wounded. 

During the early days of February the situation in the Puits 14 bis 
sector remained normal and casualties were slight. The firing trenches 
were improved, and every endeavour was made, with the help of the 
artillery and by means of trench-mortars, mfle grenades and bombs, to 
prevent the enemy from digging saps opposite, which they were trying 
to do, presumably for gas cylinders or flammenwerfer. The Germans, 
on their part, replied by intermittent bombardments. Second-Lieutenant 
Bowen was wounded on February 3rd. 

On the night of February 3rd—4th, three companies of the battalion 
interchanged positions. A Company moved up into the left subsector, 
B Company into the right subsector, C Company remained where it was 
in the centre. D Company moved back into immediate reserve in roth 
Avenue. On February 6th some men of B Company took part in an 
attempted bombing raid against one of the German sap-heads, but, unfor- 
tunately, they were discovered and had to retire. On the 7th the centre 
subsection was heavily bombarded, during which Captain G. S. R. Stritch, 
an officer who had shown a fine fighting spirit during his short service in 
the trenches, was killed. The battalion was relieved that night. It had 
gained the approbation of the officers of the battalions to which the various 
companies were attached. During the tour of duty one officer (Captain 
Stritch) and five men had been killed, and two men had died of wounds. 
Lieutenant E. E. Beatty, Sergeants J. J. Pollock and J. McManus, Corporal 
Donagh, Privates H. Cash, P. McCormack and D. Hankin specially dis- 
tinguished themselves by gallant conduct. 

On February 8th the 6th Battalion assembled in the Church Square 
of Noeux-les-Mines, and moved to Houchin Camp, where the night of 
the 8th-oth was spent. Next day it marched to Marles-les-Mines, and 
billeted there for the night. It proceeded on the roth to Bellery, where 
it bathed and refitted. On February 13th the battalion marched to Fervin 
Palfart, where it settled into billets and remained until February 28th. 
Drill, musketry, route marching, and special classes for young N.C.O.’s, 
snipers, scouts and bombers contributed to complete the training of the 
battalion. D and B Companies during the period went for six days to 
Laires for work with the Sixteenth Division School of Instruction. 

On February 2otha draft of two N.C.O.’s and twenty-seven men joined the 
battalion. TheG.O.C. Sixteenth Division inspected ACompany on February 
16th and congratulated them on their good work during their recent tour 
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of trench duty. The battalion, together with other units of the brigade, 
was inspected on the Hurtebise-Westreham Road on February 21st by 
General Sir Hubert Gough, G.O.C. I Corps. He complimented The Con- 
naught Rangers on their smart appearance and their soldierly bearing. On 
the 25th the battalion was inspected by General Sir C. C. Monro, G.O.C. 1st 
Army. The parade, by bad luck, was carried out in a blizzard. 

On February 29th the battalion moved with the other battalions of 
the 47th Infantry Brigade to a new billeting area: passing the night at 
St. Hilaire and moving on next day to Annequin Fosse, where battalion 
head-quarters were established. The battalion was now placed under 
the orders of the 36th Infantry Brigade. Major G. F. Brooke left on the 
29th to take over command of the 9th Bn. Royal Dublin Fusiliers. A 
draft of one N.C.O. and twenty-nine men joined the battalion on the same 
day. 
On March 2nd, A, B and C Companies furnished carrying parties for 
the 36th Infantry Brigade, under the orders of the Royal Engineers. D 
Company moved to Vermelles, where it took over billets and guards from 
the 8th Bn. Royal Fusiliers, and in addition supplied carrying parties to 
the Royal Engineers. 

The battalion was ordered, at 11 o'clock that night, to move up into 
the trenches in the Hulluch sector. A and D Companies were sent, under 
the orders of the r1th Bn. Middlesex Regiment, to reinforce the right of the 
36th Infantry Brigade. A Company proceeded to the reserve trench, 
Sackville Street; D Company, with one platoon, to trenches off Gordon 
Street, one platoon in the front-line trench at Bigger Willie, and two 
platoons in support in Anchor Trench. B and C Companies were sent to 
reinforce the left of the brigade, under the orders of the 7th Bn. Royal 
Sussex Regiment, into the reserve trench astride Quarry Alley. Five mines 
had been sprung on the enemy at 5.45 that afternoon, and all through 
the night fighting went on between the enemy and the men occupying 
the craters seized by us. While that was going on B and C Companies 
were employed in carrying grenades. At noon on March 3rd A Company 
took over the line of trench from Clifford Street to the east end of Bigger 
Willie Archway from C Company of the 11th Bn. Middlesex Regiment. 
At the same time B Company relieved A Company of the 7th Bn. East 
Surrey Regiment in Sticky Trench, Mud Trench, and Northampton Trench, 
between Quarry Alley and Mud Trench. The enemy renewed their attack 
on the mine craters during the night, and bombers from B Company were 
sent to the crater on their mght as reinforcements. They remained there 
during the night, and successfully beat off the enemy, whose trenches were 
only fifteen yards from the far lip of the crater. Meanwhile C Company 
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remained in the reserve trench, with one platoon thrown forward into 
Northampton Trench, astride Guildford Trench. They were engaged in 
carrying duty during the day. D Company took over a line extending 
along Alexandra Trench and Kink on the right to Rifleman’s Alley on the 
left to Archway, from the 11th Bn. Middlesex Regiment, and when they 
were relieved came under the orders of the 6th Bn. The Buffs. March 4th 
was uneventful. On March 5tha mine was blown upin front of the trenches 
occupied by A Company, who held the near lip of the crater. C Com- 
pany was relieved, and returned into billets in Annequin; D Company 
also was relieved in the afternoon and returned to Lancashire Trench, with 
one platoon in Junction Keep. On the same day the 36th Infantry Brigade 
was relieved by the 37th, and the Rangers therefore came under their orders. 
On the following day, at 8.45 a.m., the enemy blew a mine in the position 
held by A Company, by which nine men were buried. Corporal Kearney 
displayed great courage on the occasion by helping to release the men, 
who were all dug out and sent to hospital, with, happily, only slight injuries. 
The remainder of the company made a sap out to the far lip of the mine- 
crater and commanded it from the nearer lip. A Company was relieved 
soon after midnight by the 6th Bn. The Queen’s Regiment, and went into 
reserve in Lancashire Trench. At the same time B Company was relieved 
by the 7th Bn. East Surrey Regiment and returned to billets in Annequin 
Fosse. On March 7th C and D Companies, who had been providing carry- 
ing parties, returned to the front line, under the orders of the 6th Bn. 
The Buffs. They relieved the 6th Bn. The Queen’s Regiment in Bigger 
Willie and Kaiserin Trenches, and also in the trenches which had been 
held by them from March 3rd to 5th. On the 6th Bn. The Buffs being 
relieved, the two companies of the Rangers came under the orders of the 
6th Bn. Royal West Kent Regiment. They remained there until March 
1oth, A and B Companies providing carrying parties, C and D were then 
relieved, after which all the companies returned to billets in Annequin Fosse. 

These first ten days of March proved the mettle of the men of the 6th 
Battalion. They were not severely tested under fire, but they suffered the 
hardships of almost continuous fatigues through trenches often knee deep 
in mud, and stood in that mud through nights of wet and bitter cold. Their 
fortitude and endurance were admirable, and their spirits excellent. Ten 
were killed, thirty-one wounded, and about fifty sent to hospital suffering 
from exposure. 

On March 11th the battalion marched to Fonquereuil, where it billeted 
for the night. Thence it proceeded to Allouagne, and remained halted 
there until the 24th. 

A draft of four N.C.O.’s and fifty-six men joined from the base, and 
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four days later twenty-one more men joined. The usual instruction classes, 
practices and parades were held, during the halt at Allouagne, special 
attention being given to bombing, in order that every man in the battalion 
might understand the mechanism of live grenades and be practised in 
throwing them. 

St. Patrick’s Day was celebrated with brigade sports and a battalion 
concert. 

On March 25th the brigade took over the Puits No. 14 brs sector from 
the 45th Infantry Brigade, the 6th Battalion Connaught Rangers being 
in brigade support. D Company was in Philosophe, A and B Companies 
were in roth Avenue; C Company was in Gun Trench. The battalion 
remained there until the 27th, on which day Major Brooke rejoined the 
battalion and a draft of twenty other ranks arrived. On March 28th 
the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Regiment in the nght sub- 
sector, D. Company taking over the nght of the line from Gordon Alley 
to midway between Scot’s Alley and English Alley. A Company took on 
from there to twenty yards south of Railway Alley, with C Company in 
support trenches and B Company in Reserve Trench. Battalion head- 
quarters were moved to Loos. 

The battalion remained in the right subsector until March 31st, when 
the 8th Bn. Royal Irish Fusiliers relieved them. The situation continued 
quiet. There was only slight artillery and rifle grenade activity on either 
side, and casualties were few: two killed and seven wounded. On the 
2gth Second-Lieutenant Semple joined with a draft of sixty-five Other 
Ranks, nearly all from the Reserve Battalions. 

After the relief on March 31st the battalion returned to rest billets in 
Noeux-les-Mines, where classes of instruction in grenades, wiring and 
sniping and routine drills were continued. The Commanding Officer and 
Company Commanders went on April 4th to Philosophe to inspect the 
trenches in the Hulluch nght sector, the front line of which the battalion 
were to take over from the 8th Bn. Royal Dublin Fusiliers on April 6th. 
The relief on that day had to be postponed from 3.30 p.m. to 4.30 p.m., 
owing to a heavy hostile bombardment, and when the trenches were occupied 
the damage to them had to be repaired. B Company held the nght of the 
front line and C Company the left from Posen Alley to Holly Lane. D 
Company occupied Support Lane from Holly Lane to Posen Alley, and 
A Company the Reserve Trench from Posen Alley to Vendin Alley. On 
the 7th and 8th there was some slight activity on both sides with rifle 
grenades, but the days were on the whole quiet, enabling much to be done 
to improve the trenches. On April gth there was intermittent hostile 
shelling early in the day. The battalion was relieved at 4 p.m. by the 
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6th Royal Irish Regiment and proceeded to billets in Philosophe. A draft 
of thirty all ranks joined here. The battalion remained at Philosophe 
during April roth, r1th and 12th, providing working and carrying 
parties at night. On the rrth Captain Tamplin and nine Other Ranks 
went on leave. The battalion on April 13th moved up to a support position 
in roth Avenue, relieving the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment. C Company 
was in Reserve Trench with their night on Vendin Alley ; D Company in 
1oth Avenue from Stone Street to Kingsway, A Company in the same 
trench from Kingsway to Vendin Alley, and B Company also in the same 
trench from there to Posen Alley. On April 13th, 14th and 15th practically 
the whole battalion was on working and carrying parties day and night. 
A draft of forty-six men joined from the base on the r4th. 

On April 16th the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regi- 
ment in the Hulluch nght sector. C Company was in Reserve Trench 
from Vendin Alley to Posen Alley, and A, B and D Companies held the 
front line, finding their own supports. B Company held the line from 
Posen Alley to Tree Lane, A Company from Tree Lane to a point half-way 
between Vendin Alley and Queensway, and D Company from there to 
Holly Lane. April 16th and 17th were fairly quiet. There was, however, 
slight rifle grenade activity, and after dusk on the 17th the trenches were 
somewhat damaged by hostile shelling. At 10 p.m. on April 18th the 
front line was heavily bombarded with rifle grenades and aerial torpedoes 
for half an hour, during which Captain N. J. L. Wickham was killed. 
Captain Tamplin rejoined, having been recalled from leave. 

Apnil 19th was a fairly quiet day. About r p.m. on Apnmil 2oth the 
battalion was relieved by the 7th Bn. Inniskilling Fusiliers and proceeded 
to rest billets in huts at Mazingarbe. A party of two Officers and eighty 
Other Ranks was attached to the R.E. Twelfth Division at Vermelles on 
April 21st. The rest of the battalion remained at Mazingarbe until the 
28th, providing daily working parties of about one hundred men for work 
in the support, reserve, and communication trenches. 

Special classes for snipers, bombers, wirers, and rifle grenade work were 
organized. 

On April 27th the enemy launched an attack accompanied by gas 
against the 48th and 49th Brigades in the Puits 14 &s sector. The battalion 
stood to arms all day, but were not called on, as the enemy was soon driven 
back. The gas, however, was slightly felt by the men in huts. The enemy 
also registered some direct hits on the huts between 5 a.m. and 7.30 a.m., 
killing three men and wounding twenty. In addition they damaged some 
of the communication trenches, so that the relief ordered for April 28-29th 
had to be postponed. 
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At 3 p.m. on April 28th advance parties proceeded to the trenches to 
take over part of roth Avenue from the goth Bn. Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
and on the 2oth the battalion relheved them, in brigade support. The 
6th Royal Irish Fusiliers were on their nght and the 8th Royal Munster 
Fusiliers on their left in the front line trenches. The enemy had released 
gas against the left subsection about 5 a.m. and many of the 8th Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers and the 8th Royal Irish Fusiliers were gassed. Some of 
the battalion machine-gunners were also caught in this gas attack. Lieu- 
tenant E. E. Beatty and three of his machine-gun section died from the 
effects of the gas poisoning. 

Five others were gassed more or less seriously. 

Private D. Lynch was awarded the D.C.M. for gallantly refusing to 
leave his gun for some hours although badly gassed. He continued to work 
it against the attacking enemy after the company on his flanks had been 
almost all put out of action, and later he stopped a fresh infantry attack 
of the enemy and knocked a gas cylinder the enemy were placing on their 
parapet back into their own trenches before the enemy had opportunity 
to liberate the gas. The enemy for this attack were massing behind their 
lines when a sudden change of wind blew their gas back on to their own 
troops, with the result that these had hurriedly to leave their trenches, 
in consequence suffering from the British artillery fire. 

On April 30th there were two gas alarms, which proved false; the day 
was otherwise quiet. The battalion supplied working and carrying parties 
for the 47th Infantry Brigade on the 30th. Lieut.-Colonel J. S. M. Lenox- 
Conyngham went on leave on the same day, Major G. F. Brooke assuming 
temporary command of the battalion. 

On May the Ist, 2nd, and 3rd there were several false gas alarms, the 
enemy remaining quiet. The battalion meanwhile supplied working 
parties to the front line for trench maintenance. A draft of thirty men 
joined on May 2nd. 

The battalion, on the night of the 3rd—4th, took over the nght sub- 
sector of the Puits 14 dis sector from the 6th Bn. Royal Insh Regiment. 
A, B and D Companies held the front line trench between the 5th Bn. 
Northamptonshire Regiment at Gordon Alley and the 8th Bn. Royal 
Munster Fusiliers just south of Railway Alley. C Company was in Reserve 
Trench. During the four days that the battalion were in this subsector 
the enemy showed themselves very active. The right of the line held by 
the battalion in front of Gordon Alley and Scots Alley was badly damaged 
by artillery fire. A small crater, midway between the British and German 
lines, had also constantly to be patrolled. 

The enemy at this period was better supplied with heavy projectiles 
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than the British artillery, and replied to trench mortar or rifle grenade 
activity on our side with shells heavier than those we had available. The 
trenches, to add to the difficulties of the situation, were in a very bad 
state, and demanded constant repair, while also the wiring in front was 
very inadequate. Every effort was made to improve the wire, but a bright 
moon and the closeness of the enemy lines made it difficult to set up effective 
obstacles. A lack of organization to ensure a continuity of work when 
different battalions relieved one another was also apparent: with the 
result that little real progress could be made. 

On May 7th the Rangers’ medium trench-mortar battery did good 
work. On this day a gallant piece of work was done by Lance-Corporal 
D. Falvey, with Privates P. Reilly, J. Gaffney, and J. Reilly, by courage- 
ously working to dig out and rescue comrades from under fallen debris 
while in full view from the enemy and exposed to fire for three-quarters 
of an hour. 

On May 8th the Rangers were relieved by the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish 
Regiment, and returned to do duty in brigade support in roth Avenue. 
On the nights of the 8th, 9th, roth and rrth the battalion supplied 300 
men for working and carrying parties for the battalions in the front line 
and the R.E., the usual trench maintenance work being also continued. 
A draft of twenty-six men joined on May roth. 

On the night of May 12-13th the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The 
Royal Irish Regiment in the Puits 14 bis sector, taking up the same 
position as on May 4th, except that C Company was in the centre of the 
line and B Company in the reserve trench. The German artillery was 
again unusually active along the front, support and reserve trenches. The 
British artillery, on the other hand, was tooshort of shells to reply adequately. 
It was impossible to do much consequently with rifles, grenades or trench 
mortars. 

On May 13th the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment took over the line on the 
Rangers’ left, but conditions were otherwise unchanged. That night, in 
spite of a bright moon, a further attempt was made to wire in front of the 
line. At 6p.m.on the r4th the enemy began to shell the front and support 
trenches, increasing the intensity of their fire up to 8.50 p.m. The British 
artillery appeared slow in replying, but, when once they did, their fire was 
accurate, and also the guns employed were heavier than those engaged 
previously. The trench mortars of the battalion were therefore enabled 
to be used with more effect than on May 12th. An enemy attack was 
expected after this bombardment, but the men’s hopes of closer fighting 
were disappointed, and the remaining three days of the battalion’s tour 
of duty in the trenches were comparatively quiet. 
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On the night of May 16th-17th the 48th Infantry Brigade relieved the 
units of the 47th Infantry Brigade north of English Alley, which became 
a brigade boundary. D Company and three platoons of B Company of 
the Rangers were in consequence relieved by two companies of the 7th 
Bn. Royal Irish Rifles and proceeded to billets in Noeux-les-Mines. A 
and C Companies, and the remaining platoon of B Company, were relieved 
on May 17th, and joined the others at Noeux-les-Mines. Second-Lieutenant 
J. J. Dillon and a draft of twenty-nine men joined the battalion also on 
May 17th. 

The battalion remained at Noeux-les-Mines until May 24th, the usual 
classes in wiring, bombing, sniping, stretcher-bearing and signalling being 
organized. New methods of using gas and wearing gas-helmets were also 
demonstrated and practised. A draft of fourteen men joined the battalion 
on May 25th, on which day also the 47th Infantry Brigade relieved the 
48th Infantry Brigade in the Puits 14 ds sector. The Rangers thereupon 
went once more into brigade support in roth Avenue. A Company was 
pushed forward into Gun Trench. D Company held 65-métre Redoubt 
with one platoon, the remaining platoons being on the right of roth Avenue 
up to its junction with Northern Up. B Company was in the centre from 
there to Northern Sap Redoubt, which was held by one platoon. C 
Company held roth Avenue on the left up to Vendin Alley. The front line 
was held on the right by the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment, and on the 
left by the 8th Royal Munster Fusiliers. The Rangers supplied them with 
working and carrying parties. On the 27th it was anticipated that the 
enemy would attack in force, and C Company was therefore pushed forward 
to Reserve Trench under the command of the 8th Bn. Royal Munster 
Fusiliers, while three platoons of D Company went forward into Meath 
Trench, under the command of the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Fusiliers. Their 
places in brigade support were taken by two companies of the 7th Bn. 
Leinster Regiment. Theenemy, however, did not attack, although air recon- 
naissance on May 28th reported that their transport was moving and their 
trench line held in force. 

On May 2gth the battalion took over the right subsector of the front 
line. A Company was in Reserve Trench, with one platoon in Meath 
Trench and one in Forest Trench. D Company held the right of the line 
from Railway Alley to Boyau 51, B Company from there to Boyau 54, 
and C Company thence to Boyau6o0. The trenches had been badly damaged 
and the enemy continued to bombard them with heavy trench mortars. 
By one of these Second-Lieutenant D. Matthews was killed. Every effort 
was made to repair the trenches during the night of May 29th—3oth, and, 
although the enemy renewed their bombardment on the 30th, casualties 
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happily were slight. Special sentries had been placed to warn men of the 
approach of the slow-moving, powerful and heavy trench mortar projectiles. 
The communication trenches Posen Alley and Chalk Pit Alley were shelled 
and blocked in several places, but the damage was repaired during the 
night of the 30th-31st. By May 31st the Bntish artillery had to a marked 
extent subdued the enemy’s activity, and a fairly quiet day resulted. The 
battalion, however, on the 31st, suffered a great loss in the death of Lieu- 
tenant T. K. O’Brien, who was shot by a sniper. He had done good service 
as Intelligence and Sniping Officer, and had shown himself ready for any 
duty, however dangerous. 

On June 1st the enemy’s trench mortars suspended their bombardment, 
and in consequence more trench work and patrolling was possible. A 
draft of eighteen men joined the battalion on June rst. June 2nd was a 
quiet day in the line, but battalion head-quarters, at the junction of Gun 
Trench and Posen Alley, was heavily shelled. On the night of June 2nd- 
3rd the Rangers were relieved by the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment. 
A and B Companies went into brigade reserve at Philosophe, and C and 
D Companies were attached to the 8th Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers in roth 
Avenue. On June 3rd A and B Companies provided working parties for 
the 47th Brigade. On that day also Captain J. J. Kavanagh, Lieutenant 
H. M. Swifte, Second-Lieutenants L. G. D’Arcy, J. F. B. O’Sullivan, C. W. B. 
FitzGerald, M. J. B. Davy and U. A. Moore joined the battalion from the 
base. The battalion provided nightly working parties for work in the 
trenches and under the Royal Engineers, until, on June 6th, it relieved the 
6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment in the right subsection of the Puits 
14 bis sector. A Company held the line from English Alley to Boyau 51, 
B Company from there to Boyau 54, and C Company from Boyau 54 to 
Boyau 61. Two platoons of D Company were in Reserve Trench from 
Chalk Pit Alley to Hugo Lane, with one platoon in Forest Trench and one 
in Meath Trench. The 1st Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers held the line to the 
right, and the 8th Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers the line to the left. One 
company of the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment in Reserve Trench was attached 
to the Rangers for duty. Battalion head-quarters was again in Gun Trench 
near its junction with Posen Alley, and continued to receive the attention 
of enemy shellings. 

The trenches, which had been badly damaged by the enemy’s fire pre- 
viously, were repaired on June 6th-7th. The wiring was also improved, 
and the grass in front cut down. On the 7th, in consequence, patrols were 
able to report on the enemy’s wire. On June 8th the company of the 7th 
Bn. Leinster Regiment was withdrawn into brigade support, and D Company 
took over Reserve Trench from English Alley to Hugo Lane. On the goth 
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the enemy artillery was again active, but the damage done was soon 
repaired. Lieutenant A. J. Kearney joined on June gth for duty. The 
battalion was relieved on the night of June roth-r1th by the 8th Bn. Royal 
Irish Fusiliers, and returned to billets in Mazingarbe, where it remained 
until June 17th, daily supplying large working parties for the I Corps and 
47th Infantry Brigade. 

There was thus little time for training. A draft of 100 men joined 
the battalion on June 15th. 

On June 17th the 47th Infantry Brigade relieved the 48th Infantry 
Brigade in the Loos Sector, and the battalion went into brigade reserve in 
Philosophe. Eleven special carrying parties, each composed of one officer, 
two N.C.O.’s and forty men, were immediately sent into the Village Line, 
and were engaged every night from the 17th to the roth in carrying gas 
cylinders into the front-line trench in the Puits 14 bis sector. The remainder 
of the battalion furnished working and carrying parties to the brigade. 
Second-Lieutenant L. N. Gordon-Ralph joined the battalion for duty on 
June roth. 

On the night of June 21st-22nd the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The 
Royal Irish Regiment in the left subsection of the Loos Sector. D 
Company held the line from Loos Crassier to Gordon Alley, A Company 
thence to Boyau 45, and B Company from Boyau 45 to English Alley. 
C Company was in reserve in Reserve Trench. The 8th Bn. Royal Munster 
Fusiliers held the line on the right, and the 8th Bn. Royal Irish Fusiliers 
on the left. The trenches were in a fair state of repair, and the enemy 
showed little activity on the 21st and 22nd. On the night of the 22nd- 
23rd, however, a bombardment of Gordon and Cameron craters—both in 
enemy hands—was successfully organized, and the enemy was forced to 
retire from them with heavy loss. Retaliation on the enemy’s part followed 
on the evening of the 23rd, when the Germans heavily shelled the British 
front, support and reserve trenches from 7 p.m. to 9.30 p.m. Most of the 
men of the Rangers were got under cover in time, and the only casualties 
were three killed and five wounded. The trenches, however, were badly 
damaged. During the night, in retaliation, the enemy trenches were bom- 
barded with trench mortars and rifle grenades. The enemy replied on the 
evening of the 24th with heavy trench mortars and damaged Cameron 
Alley and part of the middle of the front line. 

On the night of June 24th-25th the Rangers were relieved by the 6th 
Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment, and returned to billets in Philosophe. A 
special party of two officers (Second-Lieutenants O’Malley and Sheridan), 
six N.C.O.’s and fifty-two men was sent on the evening of June 25th to the 
left of the Loos Sector to take part in a proposed gas attack and raid. The 
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conditions, however, were not favourable, and the attack was postponed 
to the 26th and again to the 27th, although the party was successful then 
in throwing smoke bombs while the artillery opened a heavy bombardment. 
On the night of the 26th-27th several carrying parties helped to draw 
bombs and R.E. stores to the nght subsection. 

Two special parties, each of one officer (Second-Lieutenants J. F. B. 
O’Sullivan and L. G. D’Arcy), two N.C.O.’s and fifty-two men, were detailed 
as consolidating parties to two craters which were blown up near the existing 
“Hart” and “ Harrison” craters. The enterprise was successful, and 
nearly a hundred of the enemy were killed by the explosion of the mines 
and by a raid by the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment while the work of con- 
solidation was in progress. By dawn, when the British withdrew to their 
own lines, the Rangers’ parties having completed a bomber’s post on the 
near lip of each crater, connected by wired saps with their trenches. 

June 28th was uneventful, a quiet day. The usual working parties 
were supplied, and raiding parties were practised in night patrolling and 
in work with the Bangalore torpedo, which was also continued on the 
following day. 

On the night of June z9th-30th the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The 
Royal Irish Regiment in the Loos left subsector. The trench in the centre 
of the line, held by A Company, had been almost obliterated by minen- 
werfer for about seventy yards between Gordon and Cameron Alleys, and 
as soon as the relief was complete, at midnight, work had to be begun on 
this. A demonstration was made at 9.10 p.m. on the 30th to assist an 
attack by the First Division. Rifle and rifle grenade fire for two minutes 
was followed by an intense bombardment by trench mortars and artillery 
for half an hour. In the attack the Rangers’ trench mortars were active 
for most of the night. 

Captain R. J. A. Tamplin and Second-Lieutenant Sheridan were 
authorized on June 30th to assume the rank and badges of Major and 
Captain respectively pending confirmation of rank, and on the July Ist 
Major Tamplin took over the command of D Company. 

During the day on July 1st the Rangers were active with rifle grenades 
and Stokes guns against the craters and the enemy’s front line. A minen- 
werfer fired on B Company on the left of the line and blew in the trench 
in two places. One of its projectiles started a leak in a gas cylinder, by 
which Lieutenant Cooney and eight men were slightly gassed. Privates 
J. McKendry, J. Collins and H. McEwan displayed distinguished conduct 
in working all night to get the leaking cylinder out, keeping on at work 
although the trench had been broken and was under enemy machine-gun 
fire all night. 
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July 2nd was a fairly quiet day. The battalion, in co-operation with 
the 48th Infantry Brigade, took part in a smoke demonstration combined 
with a heavy bombardment by artillery and trench mortars. Five men 
were slightly wounded by the enemy’s return fire. 

On July 3rd D Company’s line was damaged by trench mortars, but 
was repaired. The battalion was relieved at night by the 8th Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, and returned to billets in Noeux-les-Mines. 

Special classes in bombing and raiding were organized while at Noeux- 
les-Mines. 

On the night of July 6th a working party of eighty men, under Lieutenant 
Kearney and Second-Lieutenant Roussell, was employed in front of Fosse 7. 
The fosse was bombarded with gas and tear shells, but in spite of the difh- 
culties the party kept to their work until it was finished. Parties were 
provided on the nights of the 8th and oth for carrying empty gas cylinders 
out of the trenches. On July r1th the battalion went into brigade support 
in roth Avenue, and from the 12th to the 14th found heavy working parties 
every night. Major G. F. Brooke left on the 13th to take up the command 
of a battalion. Major R. J. A. Tamplin took his place as second in com- 
mand. 

On July 15th the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regi- 
ment in the right subsector of the Puits 14 bis section, D Company holding 
the right, A Company the centre, and C Company the left. B Company was 
inreserve. The trenches near the Chalk Pit were in bad condition, especially 
the support line, which had ceased to exist as a fighting trench, and indeed 
gave little cover as a communication trench. Second-Lieutenant Blake- 
O’Sullivan took up the duties of Intelligence Officer on July 15th. On 
July 16th there was the usual rifle-grenade and trench-mortar activity, 
and between 3 and 5 p.m. the enemy did a good deal of damage to the fire 
trench with medium trench mortars. The reserve trench was also shelled 
for half an hour from 2.30 p.m. On July 17th a quiet morning was followed 
by trench-mortar activity on the British part in the afternoon, after which 
a more intensive bombardment with rifle grenades and Stokes guns opened 
at 7 p.m. The enemy made no reply. There was intermittent shelling 
by the enemy all day on July 18th, during which Second-Lieutenant H. R. 
Miles, who had recently been recommended for promotion to Captain, was 
killed. The battalion at 12.30 a.m. on the 18th opened a very heavy rifle- 
grenade and trench-mortar fire in support of a raid by the Royal Munster 
Fusiliers on the left. A dummy head-quarters was constructed in an aban- 
doned trench. It was shelled by the enemy during the afternoon. 

The battalion was relieved by the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regi- 
ment on the afternoon of July 19th, and was once more in brigade support 
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in roth Avenue. D Company was on the right, holding 65-Métre Point 
Redoubt. C Company was in the centre, B Company on the left, holding 
Northern Sap Redoubt. A Company held Gun Trench. The battalion 
remained so stationed until the 25th, furnishing working parties nightly. 
On July 19th Lieutenant D. H. Cooke joined from the 4th Battalion The 
Connaught Rangers, and Lieutenant J. H. R. Dickson, Second-Lieutenants 
B. T. Utley and S. B. Minch from the 3rd Battalion. Second-Lieutenant 
J. T. Leonard joined the battalion on July 23rd. 

On the afternoon of July 25th the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The 
Royal Irish Regiment in the right subsection of the Puits 14 bis sector, 
the companies being in the same order as on their last tour of duty, except 
that B Company was in the centre and A Company in reserve. Several 
patrols went out during the night to examine the enemy’s wire. They 
were successful in finding a weak spot. The enemy’s artillery was fairly 
active next day, but did little damage. On its being reported by a patrol 
that the enemy were wiring their parapet on the left, Lewis guns were 
brought into action against them. 

On July 27th the enemy shelled both front and support lines at intervals, 
from II.30 a.m. to 2 p.m., and again from 8 p.m. to 9 p.m. bombarded C 
Company on the left with medium trench mortars and aerial torpedoes. 
The trenches were damaged, and a number of casualties caused. During 
the day Second-Lieutenant J. T. Leonard was wounded by the premature 
explosion of a rifle grenade, and Lieutenant O’Malley incapacitated by 
shell shock. The situation was quieter next day. 

On July 28th a raid was attempted, at 11 at night, on the enemy’s trenches, 
where the weak spot had been previously reported in their wire. There 
was no artillery preparation and consequently the enterprise depended upon 
surprise. A party of eleven men under Second-Lieutenant Harbord found 
the gap and cut the first wire, getting through undiscovered. The second 
party, under Lieutenant Kearney, were less fortunate. The enemy saw 
them before they were well through the wire, at once opening rifle fire on 
them, and throwing bombs. In that way the surprise failed, and as several 
men were hit, the parties had to withdraw. 

During the withdrawal Lance-Corporal Leary was badly hit. Sergeant 
Paulin stayed behind with him and tried to bring him in. He found it 
impossible to manage alone, however, having also been slightly hit himself, 
and thereupon went back and reported. Sergeant Paulin then guided Major 
R. J. A. Tamplin and Captain J. J. Kavanagh to where the wounded lance- 
corporal lay within the German wire. The party in the end brought Leary 
in under enemy fire. The wounded man, however, died from his wounds. 
Six other men were wounded in the raid. 
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A draft of 15 N.C.O.’s joined the battalion on July 28th. 

On July 2oth, after a fairly quiet day, the Stokes guns and trench mortars 
of the battalion opened at 11.20 p.m. on the enemy’s line in support of a 
raid by the Royal Munster Fusiliers on the left. The enemy’s reply did 
no serious damage beyond blowing in the line at three places near C Com- 
pany’s head-quarters. Lieutenant Kearney was transferred to the rst 
Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers, and Second-Lieutenant P. J. Smyth 
to the Royal Flying Corps on July 29th. July 30th was uneventful, except 
for a slight shelling of the head of Railway Alley, and a bombardment by 
enemy trench mortars, but in both cases the enemy were soon silenced. 
Lieutenant R. E. Bowen joined the battalion on July 30th. The Rangers 
were relieved in the afternoon of July 31st by the 8th Royal Irish Fusiliers, 
and returned to huts in Mazingarbe. 

On the nights of August Ist and 2nd almost the whole battalion was 
out carrying up gas cylinders. After that, however, from the 3rd to the 
oth of the month very few working parties were required, and except for 
drill and training the battalion had a quiet time. 

On August gth the battalion once more went into brigade support in 
the Loos Sector. A and B Companies were in the enclosure at Loos, D 
Company in Duke Street, C Company in Lens Road Redoubt, and Head- 
quarters in Village Line, near Previte Passage. On the roth, rrth and 
12th, working parties were provided for the miners and work on the front 
line. The enclosure was occasionally shelled, and A Company had two 
casualties. 

On the afternoon of August 13th the battalion relieved the 6th Battalion 
The Royal Insh Regiment in the right subsection of the Loos Sector, with 
D Company on the right, A in the centre, B on the left, and C Company in 
reserve in Loos Enclosure. The trenches were found to have been badly 
damaged. Trench-mortar and artillery activity on both sides continued 
throughout the afternoon and evening. Most of the day on August 14th 
was quiet, but from about 6 p.m. there was considerable artillery and heavy 
trench-mortar activity for an hour. A camouflet was blown to the east of 
Manning’s Mound at 6 p.m. Smoke and flames were seen to issue also 
from a green mound S.W. of Hart’s Crater after the explosion, but there 
were no surface breakages. Four officers’ patrols went out during the 
night, and reported that the enemy were again working hard on their 
trenches. On August 15th the Rangers’ Stokes guns kept up their usual 
bombardment of the enemy’s trenches, and at 3.15 p.m. the enemy replied 
with minenwerfer and artillery on the centre company for about an hour. 
Five officers’ patrols were out that night, but the moonlight was too bright 
to permit of close observation. The usual bombardment continued on the 
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16th, supplemented after 4 p.m. by heavy artillery fire, which drew no 
effective reply. A sap was started to the mound S.W. of Hart’s Crater 
on August 16th. 

The battalion was relieved on the evening of August 17th by the 6th 
Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment, and returned to Mazingarbe Huts, 
where it rested until the 21st. On that afternoon it relieved the 6th Battalion 
The Royal Irish Regiment in the nght subsection of the Loos Sector. B 
Company was on the left beside the Crassier occupying Hart’s Crater, A 
Company in the centre, occupying Harrison’s Crater, and Manning’s Mound 
at night, and C Company on the nght, holding Dead Man’s Sap to May- 
market. The Royal Munster Fusiliers held the line to the Rangers’ left, 
and a battalion of the Middlesex Regiment the line to the right. D Com- 
pany of the Rangers held Enclosure Avenue and the reserve trench. B 
Company had three casualties while carrying out the relief, but the night 
generally passed quietly. On August 22nd there was trench-mortar and 
artillery activity on both sides, but again the night was otherwise quiet. 
August 23rd was also uneventful. 

The Rangers were relieved by a battalion of the Welch Regiment in 
the afternoon of August 24th, and went by way of Le Brebis, Mazingarbe 
and Noeux-les-Mines to Mar-les-Mines, which was reached at 8 p.m. on August 
25th. Adraft of ninety-six men joined the battalion here. The battalion 
marched on August 26th to Bas Rieux, where it remained until 3 a.m. on 
August goth. The Rangers then marched to Choque and entrained at 
7 a.m. for Heilly, which was reached at 4 p.m. At 6 p.m. they marched to 
camp near Meaulte and bivouacked until 10 a.m. on August 31st. They 
then proceeded by citadel for the trenches in rear of Guillemont. The 
battalion here held the front line between the 7th Battalion Leinster Regi- 
_ ment and a battalion of the Staffordshire Regiment. C Company held the 
left of the line, and D Company the night opposite the Quarries. A Com- 
pany was in the support line, and B Company in reserve. September ist 
and 2nd were spent in improving the trenches. On the 2nd the reserve 
line was heavily shelled from 6 to 8 p.m. B Company suffered severely in 
consequence, having ten men killed and thirty wounded. 


CHAPTER LXXXII 


THE GREAT WAR: SEPTEMBER 1916-MAY 1917 


ACTION OF GUILLEMONT: BRILLIANT CAPTURE OF THE VILLAGE BY THE 
BATTALION. LIEUT.-COLONEL LENOX-CONYNGHAM KILLED. PRIVATE 
T. HUGHES GAINS THE VICTORIA CROSS. ACTION OF GINCHY. TRENCH 
RAIDING. MOVE TO YPRES AREA. 


N the afternoon of September 2nd the battalion was informed that 
() it was to take part in an attack planned for the next day, in place 
of a battalion of the Rifle Brigade belonging to the Twentieth 
Division. The battalion was drawn up at 5 a.m. on the 3rd, in position 
for attack, which was to be carried out in waves. In the first wave C 
Company, on the left, was to attack from Rim Trench, and D Company, on 
the right, to attack through the Quarry. In the second wave two platoons 
of B Company were to follow C Company, and two platoons of A Company 
to follow D Company. In the third wave two platoons of B Company 
were to advance on the left, and two platoons of A Company on the right. 
The British artillery began to shell the enemy front line about 8 a.m. 
Unfortunately during the early part of the action several of our own trench- 
mortar projectiles fell short and landed in Rim Trench, and also in Hun 
Alley and in Support Trench. Before noon the casualties in the battalion 
from all causes numbered nearly two hundred. At 11.55 a.m., indeed, the 
two companies of the first wave had been so much weakened that the 
Commanding Officer had to order the companies forming the second and 
third waves to reinforce the first wave in case of an attack by the enemy. 
The British field artillery batteries opened an intense barrage on the 
enemy’s front and support trenches on the stroke of noon. Three minutes 
later the barrage lifted, and at once C and D Companies advanced to attack, 
followed by B and A Companies. Success attended the Rangers from the 
first. On the left the enemy surrendered at once, although the companies 
experienced casualties from machine-guns in the direction of the Quarries. 
On the right some opposition was shown, but that was soon overcome. 
The Rangers next proceeded to clear the enemy out of the cellars 
in the Quarries. They had attained their first objective by12.9p.m. The 
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second objective was gained at 12.20 p.m., and the third, North Street, 
at 12.55 p.m. 

When North Street was reached the 8th Royal Munster Fusiliers and 
the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment passed through the Rangers on 
its way to Sunken Road, the final objective of the attack. About 140 of 
the Rangers joined in the advance and accompanied it until the final objec- 
tive had been reached. The rest of the battalion at the same time got 
into touch with the nght flank of the 7th Battalion Leinster Regiment, 
and occupied a trench dug by the Royal Engineers parallel to Brompton 
Road. 

The enemy were very quiet meanwhile. 

After that the Rangers were informed by brigade head-quarters that 
they were to be relieved that night. The relief, however, was postponed. 
Although there was little shelling during the night, considerable anxiety was 
caused by enemy counter-attacks on the Royal Munster Fusiliers, who 
were on the Rangers’ left flank. About seventy men rejoined the battalion 
during the night, making 120 in all to hold the position. 

There was intermittent shelling with 5-9’s during September 4th, but 
little damage resulted. About rr a.m. the battalion was again notified 
that they would be relieved that afternoon, but the relief was postponed 
till dark. The Rangers were at length relieved at 3.50 a.m. on Sep- 
tember 5th, and on the relief being completed (at 4.15 a.m.), the battalion 
returned to Carnoy 124strong. There were found about seventy of the men 
who had been with the Royal Irish Regiment and the Royal Munster 
Fusiliers in their attack. In addition the battalion was reinforced on the 
5th by a draft of ninety-one men from the base. 

Lieut.-Colonel Lenox-Conyngham, the Commanding Officer of the 
Rangers, met a gallant soldier’s death in the attack at Guillemont at the 
head of his battalion. At the moment of the charge he sprang forward 
to lead and was shot dead. A N.C.O. of the Rangers, in describing the 
action, said, according to a newspaper account:* ‘‘ The position we 
had to carry was bristling with machine-guns. They sent bullets at us in 
shovelfuls, it seemed. Our commander stepped out and pointed to the 
position with his cane. ‘ That, Connaught Rangers, is what you have got 
to take,’ was all he said. We said nothing for reply, but we looked enough 
to satisfy him we would do all that was expected of us.”” Lieut.-Colonel 
Lenox-Conyngham was buried after the action close by in a little church- 
yard behind the lines amidst every possible manifestation of grief and 
respect, deeply lamented by all under his command. He had commanded 
the 6th Battalion for two years, less one month, from October 1914 to

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September 1916. One of the last acts of his wife before her death in 1927 
was to have the two wooden crosses which had been erected over her hus- 
band’s grave in France, which had been sent home when a permanent 
memorial was put up, placed under a suitable tablet in Armagh Cathedral. 

At Guillemont Private T. Hughes, of the 6th Battalion The Connaught 
Rangers, won the Victoria Cross, “‘ for most conspicuous bravery and deter- 
mination.” Previously wounded in an attack he returned at once to the 
firing line, after having had his wounds dressed. Later, seeing a hostile 
machine-gun, he dashed out in front of his company, shot the gunners 
and single-handed captured the gun. Though again wounded, he brought 
back three or four prisoners. 

Lieut.-Colonel Lenox-Conyngham was succeeded on September 6th 
by Captain R. C. Feilding, of the Special Reserve of the Coldstream 
Guards, thenceforward in command of the battalion. At 5.50 p.m. the 
battalion, 200 strong with eleven officers, thirty-one Lewis-gunners, signal- 
lers, and head-quarters staff, marched from Carnoy to Bernafay Wood, 
timing their arrival for 8.20 p.m., when darkness had set in. At Bernafay 
Wood they were met by a guide and conducted to the junction of the Sunken 
Road and Mount Street, which was reached about 10.30 p.m. Delay was 
caused when passing Guillemont, and later by considerable enemy shell 
fire, which caught the battalion as it was crossing the open, and wounded 
the guide, as well as resulting in several casualties among the Rangers. 
After that, when the junction of the Sunken Road and Mount Street was 
finally reached, the battalion was, with some difficulty, fitted into the 
assembly trenches which had been allotted to it in readiness for another 
attack for which it had been detailed. These trenches, however, were found 
to be shallow and badly made, besides being irregular in form, and, in conse- 
quence, the companies had to be distributed in scattered positions, a task 
that took until the following morning to finish. 

September 8th was spent in completing preparations for the attack 
planned for the following day. 

The attack on September oth was heralded by a preliminary bombard- 
ment which began between 8 and g in the morning. As in the action on 
September 3rd, a good many of our shells fell short. One of them wounded 
four men of the battalion, but fortunately for the Rangers a large proportion 
of the shells were blind. 

According to the orders of the 47th Infantry Brigade for the attack, 
the 8th Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers and the 6th Battalion The Royal 
Irish Regiment were to advance first in four waves, fifty yards apart, 
followed at fifteen paces by a line composed of, from left to mght, two 
companies (A and B) of the Rangers, a half-company of the 7th Battalion 
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Leinster Regiment, and one company of the 11th Hampshire (Pioneers), 
and then by, also at fifteen paces, a second line, composed of C and D 
Companies of the Rangers and as before a half-company of the Leinsters 
and one company Hampshire Pioneers. 

Adverse fortune attended the attack from the outset and brought it to 
a stand. During the preliminary bombardment a considerable number of 
the British shells burst short, in one case wounding four men of the Rangers, 
and also many that fell on the enemy's position were blind. The bom- 
bardment indeed did very little serious harm to the enemy, who also proved 
to be in unexpectedly strong force at the point attacked by the brigade. 

The leading wave as it started and crossed the parapet ‘‘ was immedi- 
ately mown down by a devastating fire from machine-guns."" The three 
remaining waves, as they also attempted to advance, met the same fate. 
All the men, however, apparently, of the two last waves did not leave their 
trenches, and A and B Companies of the Rangers who were to have occupied 
those trenches were consequently unable to do so and were held up. Else- 
where, C and D Companies, under Captains Steuart and Bain, noting a 
pause among the advanced troops in front of them, and unable to see what 
had happened, assumed that the four leading waves had got through and 
gallantly advanced themselves. They were only able to get forward 
a few yards when the enemy fire struck them heavily, striking down 
both the Captains—Captain Steuart mortally wounded—and causing 
numerous other casualties. In like manner the Leinsters and the Hampshire 
Pioneers sustained crippling losses, and the advance had to cease. ‘' From 
my observation,” notes Lieut.-Colonel Feilding in the War Diary, “ of the 
terrific fire which the leading companies encountered on leaving their 
trench, directed not only from the German trench in front, but from numerous 
shell-holes, I do not believe it would have been possible to do more than 
they accomplished. Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers who actually 
saw the German trench report that it had escaped our preliminary bom- 
bardment almost entirely and that it was thickly manned.” 

Heavy shelling continued all day after that and during the following 
night, and delayed the relief of the Rangers by the 4th Battalion Grenadier 
Guards until about 4.40 a.m. on September roth. The casualties in the 
battalion between September 7th and goth, inclusive, numbered nine officers 
and eighty-three other ranks, killed, wounded and missing. “ All ranks,” 
remarks Lieut.-Colonel Feilding in the War Diary, “‘ behaved with the 
greatest gallantry throughout.” 

On the morning of September roth the battalion marched back to 
Carnoy Craters, and at 3.30 next day it marched to Happy Valley, where 
it rested for the night and then joined the rst Line Transport. The battalion 
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then, at 3.30 on the 12th, marched to Vaux-sur-Somme, and went into 
billets there. The usual practices were organized during its stay at Vaux- 
sur-Somme, which lasted until September 18th. 

Two N.C.O. instructors of the Coldstream Guards joined the battalion 
on the 16th of the month. 

The Rangers left Vaux-sur-Somme on September 18th, and marched 
through Corbie, whence French motor-omnibuses took them to Huppy. 
They were billeted at Huppy and remained there until the 21st, preparing 
to move into the 2nd Army area. On September 21st they left Huppy 
at 5.15 a.m. and marched to Abbeville, to entrain for Bailleul. From 
Bailleul they marched through Meteren to billets at Fontaine Houck. 
The G.O.C. 47th Infantry Brigade inspected the billets on September 22nd. 
A draft of twenty men joined the battalion the same day, followed on the 
next day by a draft of twelve officers. 

Orders were then received that the battalion would move into divisional 
reserve on the following day, in accordance with which, at 8.45 a.m. on 
September 24th, it marched through St. Jean Cappel to Locre, encamping 
there in huts. The Army Commander inspected the Rangers at rr a.m. 
on September 25th, the battalion marching past in column of route. The 
rest of that day and the next, and part of September 27th, was taken up 
with drill and preparations for a tour of duty in the trenches. The bat- 
talion now moved by companies on the 27th to the trenches in relief of 
the 8th Royal Dublin Fusiliers in the Vierstraat sector. The relief was 
completed about 11 p.m. Head-quarters were fixed at York House; D 
Company had two platoons in the front line, and two in support ; B Com- 
pany had one platoon on the nght of D Company’s front line, taken over 
from the 7th Royal Insh Rifles, and three platoons at S.P.13. A Company 
occupied Sandbag Villa ; C Company were in reserve at Siege Farm. The 
quietness of the sector was found a welcome change; with the exception 
of a certain amount of artillery activity by day and some nfle and machine- 
gun fire at night, the time in the sector was uneventful as far as the enemy 
were concerned. Working parties for the front line were provided by the 
companies in support and reserve, and much work was done in defilading 
the fire-trench and revetting the trenches generally. A draft of one officer 
and forty-two other ranks joined the battalion on September 29th. On 
the following day, September 30th, a raid was made by the Australian 
Division, which was on the Rangers’ left, and in the consequent artillery 
duel the battalion suffered the only casualty it had during this tour of duty 
in the line. On September 30th also one officer joined the battalion. The 
dispositions were changed on October 1st, C Company relieving the rst 
Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers at S.P.13 and Turner’s Town. B Com- 
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pany sent forward another platoon into the front line, relieving the 1st 
Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers. The remaining two platoons of B 
Company were in support line. Two platoons of A Company relieved B 
Company in S.P.13, while two remained at the Sandbag Villa. The whole 
of D Company was in the front line. The Company was relieved by the 
8th Royal Munster Fusiliers at 3 p.m., and proceeded to Siege Farm, and 
about 4.30 p.m. B Company was relieved by the same battalion and pro- 
ceeded to Kemmel. The two platoons of A Company occupying S.P.13 
were relieved by C Company, and joined the platoons in Sandbag Villa. 
Battalion head-quarters moved to Siege Farm. On October 1st a draft of 
thirty-two men joined the battalion. 

A, B, and D Companies and Head-quarters on October 2nd provided 
working parties who made fresh dug-outs and shelters at Siege Farm, and 
strengthened those already there. About 9.30 p.m. an officer and twenty 
other ranks of A Company relieved the 1st Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers 
in Fort Halifax. A draft of twenty-one men, for the most part returned 
casualties of the actions on September 3rd and oth, joined the battalion on 
October 2nd. October 3rd was also a quiet day. Lieutenant T. Booth 
took over the command of C Company. On October 4th the working 
parties were occupied as before, others being also supplied to the R.E. and 
the 11th Battalion Hampshire Regiment (Pioneers). The battalion was 
relieved on October 5th by the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment and 
the 7th Battalion Leinster Regiment, and marched to La Clytte Camp. 
It rested there until October 12th. During this time the battalion was 
fitted with the new box respirators, which were tested with lachrymatory 
gas at the Divisional Gas School and found effective. On October oth, 
Majors W. A. H. Grimshaw and J. E. Harden, with Captains T. H. Crofton 
and J. Tasker, joined. Major Gnmshaw took over the duties of second in 
command, Major Harden took over command of D Company, Captain Tasker 
the temporary command of A Company, and Captain Crofton was posted 
to B Company. 

The G.O.C. Sixteenth Division visited the battalion on October roth. 
A notification was also received that the Corps Commander XIV Corps 
had awarded Military Medals to Sergeant J. Deveney, and Privates F. 
McPartland and A. Corrigan. The Divisional Commander lectured to all 
the officers of the battalion on October 11th. Second-Lieutenant W. E. 
Carnaghan reported for duty from a Reserve Battalion The Connaught 
Rangers, and a draft of eleven Other Ranks joined, mostly returned 
casualties. 

The battalion relieved the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment and 
the 7th Battalion Leinster Regiment on October 13th, B Company taking 
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over S.P.13, Turner’s Town (left), and Fort Halifax. A Company relieved 
the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment in the fire and support trenches ; 
C Company took over York House and Van Keep. D Company relieved 
the garrison of Sandbag Villa. Head-quarters relieved the 6th Battalion 
The Royal Irish Regiment at York House. The enemy was fairly quiet 
on October 14th, except for some slight artillery activity about 2 p.m., 
when the trench at the junction of Watling Street and Support Trench was 
blown in. On October 15th the enemy’s artillery was more active round 
S.P.13. Captain W. H. Parke, one of the few remaining original officers 
of the battalion, was killed. He had commanded it after the capture of 
Guillemont from September 3rd until the 6th. The enemy artillery con- 
tinued fairly active on the 16th, its efforts being supplemented by rifle 
grenade and medium trench-mortar fire. A test gas attack alarm was 
carried out throughout the division on October 16th. 

The situation continued normal on the 17th. In the evening A Com- 
pany was relieved by A Company of the 8th Battalion Royal Munster 
Fusiliers, and B and D Companies of the Rangers relieved two platoons 
of C Company and one of D Company in the front line. Three platoons 
of C Company of the 8th Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers relieved D 
Company in the support line, the remaining platoon relieving D Company 
at Sandbag Villa. A Company proceeded on relief to Siege Farm; D 
Company and two platoons of C Company to Kemmel. On October 18th 
all the men in reserve were employed in finding working parties for the 
Royal Engineers, and A Company began to improve the billets at Siege 
Farm. Their work was continued on the roth and 2oth. On October 21st 
the battalion was relieved by the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment 
and a company of the 7th Leinster Regiment, and moved to tents at Butter- 
fly Farm. From the 23rd until the 28th the battalion found about 100 
men a day for working parties. On October 26th Lieutenant T. Booth 
became Acting Adjutant in place of Second-Lieutenant F. W. S. Jourdain, 
who took over the Battalion Signalling Section. Captain S. L. Gwynn, 
Lieutenants C. A. Brett and G. C. P. R. O’Donoghue, and Second-Lieu- 
tenant R. H. French, joined the battalion. 

The battalion relieved the 6th Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment and 
part of the 7th Battalion Leinster Regiment on October 29th. B Company 
and two platoons of C Company held the front line, with the remainder 
of C Company in the support line. Two platoons of D Company held Van 
Keep, and two held S.P.13. One platoon of A Company held Turner’s 
Town Left, one held Fort Halifax, and two held Sandbag Villa. The 
night of October 29th passed quietly as a whole. Two battalions on the 
Rangers’ right front made a demonstration in front of Grand Bois. Second- 
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Lieutenant B. T. Utley and Second-Lieutenant H. P. Pickett were accident- 
ally wounded during the night. October 30th was also another quiet day. 
A patrol examined the enemy’s wire. On the 31st there was some enemy 
trench-mortar activity on both flanks, and there were two casualties in 
the battalion. 

November Ist and 2nd were uneventful. On the evening of the 2nd 
the two platoons of C Company in the front line and the two in support 
were relieved by the 8th Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers, and proceeded 
to Kemmel. B Company was also relieved and proceeded to Siege Farm ; 
the two platoons of A Company in Sandbag Villa were relieved and went to 
Kemmel. One platoon of A Company remained at Turner’s Town Left 
and one at Fort Halifax. Two platoons of D Company held S.P.13 and 
two Van Keep. November 3rd and 4th were also uneventful; the com- 
panies in brigade support found working parties for the Royal Engineers. 

On November 5th the battalion was relieved and proceeded to the 
huts at Curragh Camp, Locre. The usual drills, practices and inspections 
occupied the battalion until November r4th, when it relieved the 6th 
Battalion The Royal Irish Regiment and part of the 7th Battalion Leinster 
Regiment. D Company and two platoons of A Company took over the 
front line, with the rest of A Company in support line, two platoons of C 
Company in S.P.13, and two in Van Keep. One platoon of B Company 
held Turner’s Town Left, one Fort Halifax, and two Sandbag Villa. 
Battalion head-quarters were in York House. The night was quiet. On 
November 15th there was some trench-mortar activity on both sides, and 
a good deal of sniping. Second-Lieutenant D. J. Lyons was accidentally 
killed on November 15th. The situation remained unchanged on the 16th ; 
the battalion on that day had one slight casualty. On November 17th 
the enemy bombarded Van Keep with aerial torpedoes, and the British 
artillery replied between 10.30 and 10.40 p.m. The day was otherwise 
uneventful. On November 18th the enemy trench mortars were active 
at 3.15 p.m., but were soon silenced by the British artillery. <A draft of 
four men joined the battalion. November roth passed quietly. The com- 
panies of the battalion in the front and support lines were relieved in the 
late afternoon, A Company and two platoons of B Company going to 
Kemmel,and D Company to Siege Farm. A draft of thirty men joined the 
battalion on November 19th. The companies in brigade support found the 
usual working parties for the Royal Engineers on the 2oth, 21st and 22nd. 
Four returned casualties rejoined from the 16th Infantry Base Depot on 
the 2oth. 

The battalion was relieved on November 23rd, the relief being completed 
by 8 p.m. It then proceeded to Butterfly Farm. On the 24th Lieut.- 
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Colonel R. C. Feilding went on leave, and Major W. A. H. Grimshaw assumed 
the command of the battalion. The battalion, on the afternoon of Novem- 
ber 26th, again moved into brigade support. A and B Companies 
were in Kemmel ; C Company and battalion head-quarters at Siege Farm. 
D Company was in S.P.13, Turner’s Town Left and Fort Halifax. On 
November 27th and 28th the usual working parties were provided. Second- 
Lieutenant W. E. Carnaghan was wounded while in charge of a working 
party on the night of the 28th-zoth. A draft of four men joined on the 
29th. On November 30th the battalion was relieved, and returned to 
Butterfly Farm. It remained there until December 5th, when the 47th 
Infantry Brigade relieved the rogth Infantry Brigade in the Spanbroek 
Sector. The battalion relieved the rst Battalion Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers 
in the sector on December 5th. 

The enemy bombarded the line between 2.30 and 3.30 p.m., while the 
relief was taking place. 

At 6.55 a.m. on December 6th the enemy fired with aerial darts on Dur- 
ham Road, and again at 11.30 a.m. The Rangers’ Stokes guns opened fire 
at 3 p.m., and the enemy retaliated with heavy trench mortars on the left 
of the line. The Germans, however, were silenced by howitzers, trench 
mortars and field guns. Three of the enemy were observed at 1.5 a.m. on 
December 7th near the British parapet opposite Kingsway, and were fired 
on by the Lewis guns. One German was hit, and the other two put up 
their hands. All three were made prisoners. They stated that they were 
a patrolling party. The wounded man was the N.C.O. in charge. He 
spoke English, but was too badly wounded to give much information, 
except saying that they were all Saxons. At 7.30 a.m. the brigade on the 
Rangers’ right opened fire with trench mortars, and the enemy retaliated, 
but were eventually silenced. At 3.30 p.m. the Rangers’ Stokes guns fired 
about sixty rounds ; the enemy replied, but was silenced in a few minutes 
by the British artillery. The battalion’s sentries and snipers accounted 
for several of the enemy who had exposed themselves in an attempt to 
repair their line. The night was quiet. The enemy about 3.30 p.m. on 
December 8th bombarded with heavy trench mortars and a few projectiles 
fell on the Rangers’ front, all between the front and support lines. Three 
enemy heavy trench mortars (which were familiarly known as ‘‘ Sammy,” 
“Satan ’’ and ‘“‘ Sidney ”’) were active, but were silenced by the British 
artillery. ‘‘ Sally ’’ was again active about 5 p.m. on December gth, and 
one of the bays held by the battalion was blown in, causing six casualties. 
Retaliation then silenced the enemy trench mortar. A patrol consisting 
of Lieutenant D. H. Wickham, Second-Lieutenant C. L. McCarthy and 
Sergeant J. Casey went out about 5.30 p.m. After an hour they were able 
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to report that the wire on both sides was low and bad, but there were a 
few shell-holes large enough for cover in No Man’s Land. They pointed out 
the position of a German working party, on which the Lewis guns immedi- 
ately opened fire. The nights of December gth and roth and the morning 
of December r1th were quiet. In the afternoon shells were exchanged 
on both sides about 3 p.m. Several enemy trench-mortar projectiles also 
fell immediately behind the trench held by the Rangers, and, about 3 p.m., 
one of them blew the parados into the trench. At 4 p.m. two fell in the 
trench on the extreme right of the left company. They badly damaged 
the trench, but the damage was soon repaired. 

The battalion was relieved at the close of the day and proceeded to 
billets at Canada Corner near Locre, where it remained until December 2oth. 
The usual parades were held while in these billets on December roth. 

The Rangers relieved the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment on December 
zoth in the right subsector. The night of the zoth—2rst and the following 
day, however, passed quietly, without trench-mortar or artillery activity. 
Large working parties were at work repairing the trenches and improving 
the much damaged front line trench, in particular on December 21st, 22nd 
and 23rd. There was some activity about 5 p.m. on the 23rd, but half 
an hour later the situation became normal again. A patrol went out about 
5.30 p.m., which remained out for an hour and a half. During the evening 
also the Rangers’ Lewis guns fired on two enemy working parties. December 
24th was also quiet. Its only incident was that, on a chance offering, two 
enemy working parties were caught by the battalion’s Lewis guns. There 
was increased machine-gun and rifle fire during the night of the 24th—25th. 
An S.O.S. test attack was carried out at 9.20 p.m. A patrol reported the 
position of an enemy patrol, who were fired on. During December 26th 
there was no trench-mortar activity during the day or night, but, about 
8 p.m., the enemy sent over a number of heavy shells. These fell, however, 
a long way to the rear and to the right. The night of the 26th—27th also 
was marked by increased German artillery activity, the enemy firing a 
number of medium and heavy trench mortars and aerial torpedoes between 
10.30 p.m. and 3.30 a.m. During the previous afternoon (December 
26th) the enemy line on the left underwent an intense bombardment, to 
which their reply was ineffective and resulted in no damage. A patrol 
which went out during the night reported that the enemy trenches had 
been repaired and dugouts completed. 

The battalion was relieved on December 28th and proceeded to Derry. 
It remained there until January 5th 1917, the usual parades and 
inspections being held and working parties provided. As the battalion 
had spent December 25th in the trenches, December 30th was kept as 
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Christmas Day. On that day Captains I. H. Garvey and N. S. B. Kidson 
and Second-Lieutenants G. E. Maguire, J. J. Barry, A. H. E. Russell and 
W. Keegan joined the battalion. They were followed on the 31st by 
Second-Lieutenants J. C. W. Payne and H. E. Taggart. Major R. J. A. 
Tamplin, D.S.O., rejoined the battalion on January 2nd and assumed 
temporary command of D Company. 


1917 

On January 3rd it was announced that Captain and Adjutant J. J. 
Martin had been awarded the Military Cross, and C.S.M. J. Stanton and 
Sergeant J. 1. Cox the D.C.M. 

The Rangers relieved the 6th Bn. the Royal Irish Regiment in the line 
on January 5th. Three platoons of D Company and one of C Company 
were in the front line ; three of C Company, one of D Company and two of 
A Company in S.P.6; B Company in Shamus Dugouts; two platoons 
of A Company in Galway Dugouts. One platoon of C Company reinforced 
the front line at night. Hostile trench mortars were active from II p.m. 
on January 5th to I a.m. on the 6th, and again on the 6th from Ir a.m. 
to r p.m. The Rangers’ Stokes guns replied with 280 rounds. Enemy 
field guns shelled the neighbourhood of Shamus Farm and Burnt Farm 
at 2 p.m. At 4 a.m. on January 7th the enemy opened an intense 
bombardment, followed at 4.30 a.m. by an unsuccessful attempt to 
enter the line. The day after that passed quietly, except that, about 
4.15 p.m., some twenty shells fell in the neighbourhood of S.P.6. The 
enemy’s snipers were unusually active on the night of the 7th-8th. On 
January 8th, at 10 a.m. and noon, Galway Dugouts were bombarded by 
trench mortars. At 10.30 a.m. also the head-quarters of the company 
on the right in the front line were shelled with a 4-2 gun. The afternoon 
was quiet. The enemy, in retaliation for the battalion’s Stokes-gun activity, 
at 7.30 a.m. on January gth blew in a section of front-line trench in two 
places, and shelled the line promiscuously through the day. On January 
gth B Company took over the front line, on which the platoon of C Company 
thus relieved moved into S.P.6. The three platoons of D Company moved 
into Shamus Dugouts. January roth and rith were quiet days, except 
for slight trench-mortar activity. On the 12th at 3.15 p.m. a number of 
trench-mortar shells and 4:2’s fell between Shamus Dugouts and Cooker 
Farm at 3.15 p.m. It was followed by enemy retaliation for a bombard- 
ment by the 49th Brigade. As retaliation the Germans made a severe 
bombardment on S.P.6 and Shamus Farm at 7.30 and 9.30 p.m. At 
11.40 p.m. further the enemy artillery put a fierce barrage on the front line, 
S.P.6 and Shamus Farm. The trench in that quarter was badly damaged 
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in three places, and Kingsway was also blown in opposite S.P.6. Three 
men were killed and one was wounded. January 13th was quiet. The 
battalion was now relieved and moved into divisional reserve at Curragh 
Camp. A draft of fifty-seven men joined on January 16th, and Captain 
T. H. Crofton rejoined on the 18th. 

On Sunday, January 21st, after church parade, the battalion relieved 
the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment in the line. A Company was in 
Lurgan Camp; B Company at S.P.6. Two platoons of C Company were 
at Galway Dugouts and two in the left front line. Two platoons of D 
Company were in Shamus Dugouts and two in the right front line. One 
platoon of B Company reinforced the front line at night. Hostile patrols 
were active between 5.30 and 6 a.m. on the 22nd. There was some trench- 
mortar activity at 12.45 p.m., but it produced no effective reply. On 
January 23rd the snipers on both sides were active at dawn. Hostile 
retaliation to the Rangers’ medium trench-mortar fire took place at 2 p.m., 
but, although severe, it did no damage. On the 24th the artillery on both 
sides was active during the day, but after that the following night and all 
day on the 25th were unusually quiet as far as the guns were concerned. 
An enemy wiring party was dispersed by the battalion’s Lewis guns. 
During the 25th also enemy aircraft were active from II a.m. to noon and 
from 3-4 p.m. B Company took over the front line, and C Company on 
relief took over S.P.6, and D Company Shamus Dugouts. January 26th 
was quiet in the line, although hostile aircraft were active. 

The battalion was relieved at 2 p.m. and moved into brigade reserve 
at Derry Huts. 

On the 2oth it relieved the 8th Bn. Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers and 
the 7/8th Bn. Royal Irish Fusiliers. The relief commenced at 11 p.m. 
and the companies were disposed as follows: A Company in the right 
front line with B in right support; C Company in the left front line, 
with D in left support. The night of January 29th-3o0th was quiet and 
wet. The enemy artillery, however, again showed themselves active 
throughout the following day, firing particularly on S.P.10. At 8.30 a.m. 
on the 31st the enemy field guns shelled N 29, 2 and 3, obtaining a direct 
hit on the signal-ofice. At 3.15 p.m. their trench mortars and howitzers 
were also active, and one of the Stokes guns of the Rangers was put 
out of action. D Company relieved C Company in the left front line, 
C Company taking over the strong points which had been previously held 
by D Company. 

At 5.15 a.m. on February Ist the enemy opened a sudden and fierce 
artillery and trench-mortar bombardment along the front held by the 
company on the right. After twenty minutes the German fire lifted to a 
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line about seventy yards behind the front trench. A few minutes later a 
party of the enemy, dressed in white and in close formation, advanced 
towards a gap in the British wire which had been cut by their artillery. 
They were, however, dispersed by the Rangers’ nfle fire, and were further 
caught by the fire of three Lewis guns as they recrossed No Man’s Land, 
leaving several dead. The Rangers’ casualties were four men wounded. 
Captain I. H. Garvey, commanding A Company, Lieutenant A. G. F. 
Sims, the Lewis-gun officer, and Second-Lieutenant W. H. Odbert, the 
officer on duty at the time, were later awarded the Military Cross for their 
part in the operation. At 5.25 a.m. the same morning (February Ist), 
in response to a S.O.S., the British field artillery, heavy artillery and trench 
mortars opened a vigorous fire on the enemy. The situation became once 
more normal by 6.30 a.m. Hostile trench mortars opened another severe 
bombardment about 9.30 a.m., breaching the line near the top of Ketchen 
Avenue and obtaining direct hits on Via Gellia. The British retaliation 
was vigorous and by 10.15 a.m. the enemy was silenced. The situation 
was normal through the rest of the day until 9 p.m. The enemy then 
started another sudden and intense trench-mortar bombardment on the 
same part of the line as before. The British artillery once more retaliated 
with effect, and the enemy became quiet by 9.30 p.m. and remained so 
after that until next day. 

The battalion was relieved on February 2nd by the 6th Bn. The Royal 
Irish Regiment and moved into brigade reserve, with Head-quarters and 
A and C Companies at Derry Huts, and B and D Companies at Kemmel 
Chateau. Enemy aircraft were active during February 3rd, and in the 
forenoon 5-9 in. howitzers shelled the vicinity of the camp to the west. 
On February 4th the Commanding Officer left to attend a course at the 
II Army School, and Major W. A. H. Grimshaw assumed temporary 
command of the battalion. On February 6th the G.O.C. Sixteenth Division 
visited the battalion in the morning and congratulated Captain I. H. 
Garvey on the behaviour of his company on the rst. Later in the day 
the battalion was relieved by the 8th Bn. Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, and 
proceeded into divisional reserve at Kemmel Shelters. 

The usual parades, inspections and classes were held. 

The enemy opened fire on February 8th at 10.30 a.m. with 5-9 howitzers 
on the huts occupied by A and B Companies and a part of C Company. 
A and B Companies were on parade at the time and were able to evacuate 
the camp quickly and in good order. C Company’s men were in their hut 
just as it was hit, and three men were killed and eleven wounded. One 
of these died later. After a while the enemy’s range lengthened as if to 
catch the men as they left the huts. It became possible to reoccupy the 
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huts on the northern side of the Locre-Kemmel Road soon after noon, 
but the remainder of the huts were too much damaged for use. The enemy 
began another bombardment at 2.30, this time firing on the northern side 
of the road. The camp was again evacuated for safety sake, but no serious 
damage was done and it was found possible to return after an hour. 
A and B Companies were later accommodated in Doncaster Huts and 
Birr Barracks. 

On February roth Major W. A. H. Grimshaw went on leave and 
Lieut.-Colonel R. C. Feilding reassumed command of the battalion. 

The battalion at 4 p.m. on February 14th relieved the 8th Bn. Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers in the left subsection. A Company held the right 
front line and C Company the left, with one platoon of B Company in 
S.P.9, and the rest in Regent Street Dugouts. One platoon of D Company 
held S.P.rr and the rest S.P.10. The 15th was a quiet day. At 8.30 p.m. 
a man of the enemy ran across No Man’s Land towards the British line with 
his hands up. He was shot down by his own comrades just as he reached 
the wire. The IX Corps heavy artillery bombarded the enemy’s support 
trench at 2 p.m. on the r6th, but the enemy’s retaliation was only slight. 
The British artillery continued active all through February 17th also, 
and the enemy’s retaliation was again feeble. The battalion was relieved 
on February 18th and moved into brigade support. Head-quarters was 
at Doctor’s House, Kemmel; A Company in Galway Dugouts, Cooker 
Farm and Beehive Dugouts ; B Company in Yonge Street Dugouts and 
Fort Regina; C Company in Fort Edward, La Polka, and Fort Saskat- 
chewan ; D Company in Fort Edward and La Polka. The Rangers’ six 
Lewis guns took over 250 yards of the right subsection of the front line, 
with the southern boundary at the top of Durham Road. 

On February 1gth operations which had been discussed at battalion 
head-quarters on the 17th were carried out. At 7.15 a.m. three parties, 
comprising nine officers and 190 Other Ranks of the battalion, attempted 
to enter the enemy’s trenches at three points under cover of a dense fog. 
The centre party reached the enemy’s wire, but missed the gap which 
had been previously cut by trench-mortar fire. Second-Lieutenant E. B. B. 
Williamson, second in command of the party, was killed, and Second- 
Lieutenant J. A. V. Kent, the officer commanding the party, was wounded 
in the right arm. He continued to fire his revolver at the enemy. Private 
J. White was conspicuous in standing up and bombing the enemy trench. 
The party had then to fall back. The party on the right also reached 
the wire, where Second-Lieutenant W. R. Bradshaw, second in command 
of the party, was wounded. He was killed on his way back to the line. 
Second-Lieutenant H. F. Cardwell, commanding the party, was severely 
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wounded. The party threw all the bombs they were carrying and then 
withdrew. The party on the left met with considerable opposition, and 
though splendidly led by Second-Lieutenant F. K. Cummins, showed signs 
of faltering. Captain I. H. Garvey, the officer in charge of the raid, and 
Lieutenant T. Hughes, commanding the left support, ran across to rally 
them, accompanied by Private J. Collins, who had just before displayed 
great gallantry. Captain Garvey fell wounded. He was subsequently 
brought in by Lieutenant Hughes, Second-Lieutenant Cummins, and 
Privates P. King and M. Healy, but died of his wounds later. When the 
parties had returned Private Collins persisted in going out into No Man’s 
Land in spite of heavy enemy fire and bringing in dead and wounded. 
About 9.15 a.m. the enemy offered an armistice to collect the wounded, 
and men from both sides went out for the purpose, returning to their 
trenches when the wounded and dead had been brought in. The enemy 
had stipulated that the British should not be armed, but inadvertently 
Second-Lieutenant P. L. N. Gordon-Ralph went out with his revolver on 
and was made a prisoner in consequence. The Rangers’ casualties in the 
raid numbered two officers, six rank and file, with one machine-gunner 
and six gunners of the 47th trench-mortar battery, killed. One officer 
and two men died of their wounds, and two officers and seventeen men 
were more or less severely wounded. One officer and six men were missing, 
believed prisoners. 

After the raid the remainder of the day passed quietly. 

On February 2oth the Sixteenth Division artillery and the IX Corps 

heavy artillery bombarded the enemy at 1.15 p.m. The day was wet, 
and was followed by fog which lasted all through the 21st. There was 
thus no activity on either side. 
_ The battalion was relieved at 2.30 p.m. on February 22nd and moved 
into divisional reserve at Curragh Camp. The usual inspections and 
parades were held. Second-Lieutenant D. D. Beckett and eighteen Other 
Ranks joined the battalion on March Ist. 

The 47th Infantry Brigade relieved the 49th Infantry Brigade on March 
2nd. The Connaught Rangers went into brigade reserve with Head- 
quarters, A and B Companies at Derry Huts, and C and D Companies at 
Kemmel Chateau. Dispositions were made and trenches and dugouts 
allotted in case of hostile shelling. Working parties and drill proceeded 
as usual. On March 4th Lieutenant-Colonel R. C. Feilding went on twenty- 
one days’ leave and Major W. A. H. Grimshaw took temporary command 
of the battalion. On March 6th, beginning at 2.30 p.m., the battalion 
relieved the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Fusiliers in the left subsection of the 
Spanbroek sector. A Company held the right front line, B Company the 
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right support. Head-quarters and three platoons were in Regent Street 
Dugouts and one platoon at S.P.9. C Company held the left front line, 
and D Company the left support, with its head-quarters and three platoons 
in S.P.r1 and one platoon in S.P.10. Lieutenant A. E. Male, the Transport 
Officer, was admitted to hospital, and Second-Lieutenant F. W. S. Jourdain 
temporarily took up his duties. 

The enemy were seen on March 7th at 6.45 a.m. doubling through a 
gap opposite, and were engaged with rifle and Lewis-gun fire. At 7.30 a.m. 
a party of Germans was seen three-quarters of an hour later advancing 
across the open and they also were dispersed by Lewis guns. The following 
night was quiet. Enemy 5-9’s shelled S.P.11 between 1.30 p.m. and 
2 p.m., and a dugout was blown in, causing five casualties. A few trench- 
mortar projectiles also fell between 3.30 p.m. and 5 p.m., but did no damage. 

March 8th passed quietly until 3.30 p.m., when the enemy opened intense 
artillery and trench-mortar fire on the front and support lines. After 
that two parties of the enemy effected an entry about 4.40 p.m. into the 
trenches of the brigade stationed on the Rangers’ left. Cand D Companies 
at once formed a defensive flank along Via Gellia and sent bombing parties 
to the left. These assisted in driving the enemy out, but unfortunately 
they were then caught by enfilade fire from C Company’s Lewis guns. The 
enemy also tried to raid the trenches held by the Rangers, but were driven 
off before they could reach them. By 6.30 p.m. the situation was quiet. 
The bombardment damaged the trenches considerably, making a hundred 
yards of the front line impassable and blocking it entirely at the top of 
Ketchen Avenue. Four direct hits were made on Via Gellia between 
company head-quarters and the front line. Also S.P.11 was considerably 
damaged. At 9 p.m. B Company relieved A Company in the right front 
line and D Company relieved C Company on the left. A and C Companies 
took over the positions vacated by B and D Companies. It was announced 
on March 8th that Second-Lieutenants H. F. Cardwell and J. A. V. Kent 
had been awarded the Military Cross, and Private P. Collins the D.C.M. 

The enemy bombarded the front line at intervals during the night of 
March 8th-oth, but did no damage. At 4 a.m. on the oth another intense 
hostile bombardment began along the entire front line and on S.P.1r1. 
The enemy then, about 4.30 a.m., raided the left company, who were forced 
to retire. Ten men and a Lewis gun were found to be missing after the 
attack. The battalion’s total casualties for the two days numbered eight 
men killed, one man died of wounds, forty-two men wounded and ten 
men missing. The rest of that day and the next passed quietly, except 
for some trench-mortar firing about 9 a.m. on the roth, which did no damage. 
The battalion was relieved on March roth, and went once more into brigade 
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support. Head-quarters were at the Doctor’s House, Kemmel ; two platoons 
of A Company at Cooker Farm, and two in Galway Dugouts ; one platoon 
of B Company was in Beehive Dugouts and three platoons in Fort Edward. 
Two platoons of C Company were in Yonge Street Dugouts, and two in 
Fort Regina. Two platoons of D Company were in La Polka and two in 
Fort Saskatchewan. 

On March roth Major H. F. N. Jourdain, C.M.G., joined the battalion 
and took over temporary command. Major C. F. Underhill-Faithorne, 
Captain H. R. Goode, Lieutenant P. McBride, and Second-Lieutenant 
S. W. O’Coffey, R. B. Phillipson and T. F. Gilmore joined the battalion 
on the same day. 

Kemmel was shelled at intervals on March 11th, but the situation 
remained otherwise quiet. On March 12th the 47th Infantry Brigade was 
relieved, and the Rangers proceeded to billets in the Berthen area. The 
usual parades and inspections were held, and football matches and brigade 
and regimental sports were organized. 

Second-Lieutenant D. J. McSherry joined the battalion on March 13th, 
and on the 18th Second-Lieutenant J. J. Pope. On the r8th also Second- 
Lieutenant F. T. Chamier reported to the brngade for duty. 

The Army Commander inspected the battalion on March 22nd. 

On March 2oth C.S.M. Norman was granted a commission as Second- 
Lieutenant, and on the 24th notification was received that Lance-Corporals 
J. Johnston and G. Bond and Private P. Thompson had been awarded the 
Military Medal. On the 27th Captain T. H. Crofton was awarded the 
Military Cross, and C.S.M. J. W. Byrne the D.C.M. 

Lieut.-Colonel R. C. Feilding returned from leave on this date and re- 
sumed command of the battalion. | 

On March 31st the 47th Infantry Brngade took over the Locre area. 
The battalion billeted at Doncaster Huts. 

The battalion moved from there on April Ist into brigade reserve at 
Butterfly Farm. The G.O.C. Sixteenth Division, Major-General W. B. 
Hickie, C.B., visited the camp in the afternoon. From April 2nd to 4th 
the battalion was chiefly occupied with working parties, eight Officers and 
250 Other Ranks being engaged every twenty-four hours. All the officers 
meanwhile also inspected the line subsection about to be occupied by the 
battalion. 

The Rangers took over the right subsection of the Vierstraat Sector 
on April 5th. A Company held the nght front line, with B Company in 
support. C Company held the left front line, with D Company in support. 
During April 6th the enemy’s artillery fired bursts of from eight to twelve 
rounds at intervals in the neighbourhood of battalion head-quarters, but 
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there was otherwise little activity. On April 7th, from II a.m. to 11.35 
a.m., the left company’s trenches were shelled with 77 mm. and 105 
centimetre guns, but only two hits were made. B and D Companies 
relieved A and C Companies in the front line, and the latter went into right 
and left support. There was considerable air activity on both sides during 
April 8th, but otherwise the day was quiet, as was the following day except 
for occasional grenade and trench-mortar exchanges of fire. 

On April roth the battalion was relieved by the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish 
Regiment and went into brigade support. Head-quarters and B Company 
were in Rossignol Estaminet ; A Company was at La Polka Farm and 
Doctor’s House, Kemmel, with one Lewis gun in Fort Saskatchewan ; 
C Company had two platoons in Siege Farm and two at Sandbag Villa. 
D Company was at Siege Farm. The battalion was occupied from April 
11th to 14th with working parties. On the 11th the Commanding Officer 
received a message from the Brigadier, complimenting him on the good work 
done by the battalion whilst in the line. On April 15th the British heavy 
artillery carried out a bombardment of the enemy’s lines from 9g a.m. to 
3p.m. The enemy retaliated at 1 p.m. with 5-9 shells on Rossignol Wood, 
necessitating the temporary evacuation of B Company’s billets. At 6 p.m. 
the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment in the right 
subsection and took up the same positions as on April 5th. On April 
16th the British artillery bombarded Maedelstede at 11.30 a.m. and 
9.30 p.m., in order to interrupt work there. A patrol sent out from each 
company shortly before midnight found the enemy’s front line occupied. 
A hostile patrol of two men was captured, between two patrols of the 
Rangers, about 2.15 a.m. on April 17th. The prisoners belonged to the 
4th Prussian Grenadier Regiment. The 17th passed quietly, though the 
movements of the enemy and information from the captured patrol had 
aroused expectation of a raid. Except for a burst of fire on the left 
company about 5 p.m. nothing unusual happened. Snow and rain fell alk 
through April 18th, and activity of any kind was impossible. The 47th 
Infantry Brigade was relieved and went into divisional reserve, the battalion 
proceeding to Birr Barracks, Locre. Brigadier-General G. E. Pereira, 
C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., visited the camp in the afternoon of April 2oth. 
From April 21st to the 3oth five officers and 200 men were out as working 
parties daily, the remainder of the battalion training as usual. 

In view of a move to the neighbourhood of Ypres at an early date, 
special attention was given to training for attack. In the special training 
use was made of a model, on a scale of 1/50, of the Wytschaete Ridge, to 
which all ranks paid frequent visits. Ten battalion observers were trained, 
and on April 26th and 29th a composite company carried out an attack on 
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the brigade training ground, in conjunction with two sections of Stokes 
guns. On the first occasion the Brigadier was present and on the second 
the Divisional Commander. On the 27th the Divisional Commander 
addressed the officers of the battalion and afterwards inspected the lines. 
From April 25th onwards Major H. F. N. Jourdain, C.M.G., second in 
command of the battalion, held a class for all platoon-commanders of the 
47th Brigade, all of whom underwent a special course of training previous 
to the attack on Wytschaete and Messines. The strength of the battalion 
at the end of the month was 49 Officers and 1,083 Other Ranks, as com- 
pared with 50 Officers and 1,003 Other Ranks on April 1st. Actually, 
thirty-one Officers and 734 Other Ranks were with the battalion on April 
30th. Another attack was carried out on May Ist on the brigade training 
ground, in the presence of the Corps Commander. 

Working parties went out as usual from May Ist to 4th. On May 5th 
the 47th Infantry Brigade again took over the Vierstraat Sector, and the 
battalion returned into brigade reserve at Butterfly Farm. On the 7th 
the British artillery carried out two five-minute bombardments—at 
8.45 p.m. and II p.m., with every gun and howitzer (except 12 in.) at an 
intense rate of fire along the entire army front. The bombardment 
stopped the promiscuous shelling of back areas by the enemy at night. 
May 8th was quiet, except that, at 6 a.m., the enemy started a heavy bom- 
bardment of Butterfly Farm, his target apparently being a 12 in. howitzer 
near by. The battalion camp was successfully evacuated without 
casualties. 

The 47th Infantry Brigade was relieved on May roth and the Rangers 
then proceeded to Weston Camp. The battalion proceeded on the follow- 
ing day to Kemmel Shelters, where it remained until the 17th. Parties 
totalling twelve Officers and 450 Other Ranks were employed every day 
in burying cables under the O.C. Sixteenth Divisional Signal Company. 
That officer afterwards sent to the battalion a letter of appreciation.

THE GREAT WAR: MAY 1917-NOVEMBER 1917 


ACTION AT WYTSCHAETE—JUNE 1917. THE THIRD BATTLE OF YPRES. 
LETTERS OF THANKS TO THE BATTALION. ATTACK ON AND CAPTURE 
OF THE TUNNEL TRENCH, HINDENBURG LINE. LETTERS OF COM- 
MENDATION AND CONGRATULATION. 


E battalion left Kemmel Shelters and joined the brigade in the 

St. Omer area on May 17th, proceeding by train from Bailleul. 

It billeted at Arques, where the Rangers were joined by their 
transport, which had left Kemmel Shelters on the previous day. On the 
18th the combined brigade marched to the Bayenghem-lés-Seninghem 
area. There head-quarters and the stores of the battalion and two com- 
panies were billeted at Coulomby, and two companies and the transport 
at Seninghem. 

The battalion was busy practising attacks from the 19th to the 26th. 
The brigade training ground was laid out to represent the enemy trenches 
immediately west of Wytschaete and was used daily. Brigade training 
days were held on the 24th, 25th and 26th. On May 26th a “ dress 
rehearsal ’’ was carried out in the presence of the G.O.C.’s of the 2nd Army, 
the IX Corps, the Sixteenth Division, the Sixteenth Divisional Artillery, 
and the G.O.C.’s of the 47th and rogth Brigades, as well as a number of 
other superior officers. A contact aeroplane attended. Major H. F. N. 
Jourdain, C.M.G., was attached to the 47th Brigade during the period for 
special duty. 

The battalion then proceeded on May 2gth by march route to the for- 
ward area, reaching Arques on the 2gth, Staple on the 3oth, and Clare Camp 
on the 31st. It remained at Clare Camp until June 2nd, evacuating the 
camp at night on account of previous hostile shelling. On June rst the 
award of the Military Cross to Second-Lieutenant J. J. Pope for services 
at R.E. Farm during the shelling on the night of May 6th was notified. 

In the evening of June 2nd the 47th and 4oth Infantry Brigades took 
over the Vierstraat Sector, and the battalion relieved the 2nd Bn. Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers in the right front line. A Company held the nght and 
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C Company the left of the front line, with B Company in right and D in 
left support. Head-quarters were at S.P.12. The heavy artillery 
bombarded Wytschaete with gas shells from 10 p.m. onwards, the enemy 
retaliating with gas shells on Kemmel and 5-9 H.E. on S.P.12. After that 
the British artillery fired continuously all through June 3rd, the fire being 
intense at Ir a.m. and 3 p.m. The enemy, on their side, replied inter- 
mittently : chiefly firing on S.P.12, and exploding an ammunition dump 
at the junction of Tit Road and Rossignol Road. 

On June 4th the British artillery fired continuously and the enemy 
made a feeble reply. 

At 10.30 p.m. that night the Rangers made a successful raid on the 
enemy’s trenches immediately south of Petit Bois. The raiding party 
comprised about eleven Officers and 280 Other Ranks, with five Lewis guns, 
under the command of Lieutenant Tuite. The way was prepared by an 
artillery creeping barrage, supported by heavy howitzers on selected points. 
The attack was in two waves, the first wave seizing the second objective, 
Nancy Support, and the second wave the first objective, Nancy Switch. 
Both waves were successful in reaching their objectives. A few Germans 
were found in Nancy Switch, where a German acting officer, wearing an 
Iron Cross, was surprised and taken prisoner with some of his men. He 
stated that his platoon was sixteen strong, composed of young soldiers. 
These surrendered without fighting. Nancy Support was held fairly 
strongly, and the resistance was greater there. A machine-gun and its 
emplacement at Nancy Switch was destroyed and seven prisoners were 
taken. It was estimated that some sixty of the enemy in all were killed. 
The Rangers had one officer (Second-Lieutenant McSherry) and two men 
killed; Second-Lieutenant Fitzpatrick-Robertson and thirty-four men 
wounded ; Second-Lieutenant Hamilton and five men missing. 

On June 5th the enemy artillery was unusually active. S.P.12 and 
Hong-Kong were continuously shelled at a slow rate with 5-9 and 8 in. 
shells from 3.45 a.m. to 11.30 p.m., especially at the junction of Tit Road 
and Rossignol Road. Direct hits from 8 in. shells were registered on Harley 
House and the Bird Cage, and about 300 yards of Rossignol Road east of 
Tit Road were blown up. Casualties, however, were happily surprisingly 
few. At I am. on June 6th B and D Companies in the front line were 
relieved, and proceeded to open positions behind the Chinese Wall. 
Battalion head-quarters moved to Irish House, to which the battalion 
moved in the evening. The Rangers then moved to positions of assembly 
preparatory to the assault. 

In the forthcoming action the Sixteenth (Irish) Division attacked and 
captured the Wytschaete Ridge to the south of the Ypres Salient, including 
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the village of Wytschaete itself. The object of the action was to dislodge 
the enemy from the ridge, which gave him direct observation on all our 
movements in the bottle-neck of Ypres. The Third Battle of Ypres was 
due to begin on July 31st, and it was essential that the enemy should be 
deprived of this advantage in advance. 

The attack was carried out by the IX Corps, X Corps, and II Anzac 
Corps, of the Second Army. 

A Company (less three platoons), and all Lewis guns except six, pro- 
ceeded to an open position behind Chinese Wall; B Company (less the 
Lewis guns) to Chinese Wall and the assembly trench in front, with the 
1st Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers, for whom they were mopping up. C 
Company (less the Lewis guns) divided into two carrying parties of fifty for 
the 47th Trench-mortar Battery, and forty for the 47th Machine Gun Corps 
moved to various positions with the units to which they were temporarily 
attached. D Company (less the Lewis guns) went to Rossignol Wood for 
brigade carrying parties. The four Lewis guns of B Company and two 
from C Company held the front line. Battalion head-quarters moved to 
Knoll Dugouts. 

At 3.10 am. on June 7th the 47th Infantry Brigade attacked with 
great success and secured all its objectives, taking many prisoners. The 
attack was opened at zero hour by the explosion of several large mines all 
along the 2nd Army front. Fifteen seconds later the first wave left the 
trenches, under cover of a creeping barrage from 75 per cent of the guns 
on the army front. The other 25 per cent opened intensive fire on the 
enemy’s battery positions. The ‘“ moppers up,” under Lieutenant R. E. 
Bowen, advanced behind the first wave of the 1st Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers. 
Just before reaching the village of Wytschaete they encountered an enemy 
strong point. They rapidly overcame all opposition there, capturing and 
passing back ninety-eight prisoners, including an officer taken in the village 
beyond. They found two machine-guns in the dugouts, which they brought 
up and left on the parapet for the Royal Munster Fusiliers. The Rangers 
had four men killed, two officers and thirty-two men wounded, and two 
men missing. 

June 8th was spent in consolidating the positions captured. The 
battalion, except for parties on special duties, was then withdrawn to 
Rossignol Wood. The day passed very quietly as far as the battalion was 
concerned. There was hardly any hostile shelling, but the British artillery 
kept up a steady fire as the guns moved forward to advanced positions. 
The success of the attack was reflected in universal good spirits. 

On June oth the brigade was relieved and moved into the Locre area. 
There the battalion was accommodated, partly at Kemmel Shelters and 
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partly in the old transport lines of the 47th Machine Gun Corps. Owing, 
however, to the restricted accommodation, it was some days before the men 
were able to settle down and rest. The Brigadier addressed the battalion 
on June roth and congratulated all ranks on their ‘“‘ magnificent behaviour ”’ 
during the attack. Lance-Sergeant J. Kearns, Lance-Corporal C. P. Coyne 
and Private D. Flynn were awarded the Military Medal. 

On June 12th the battalion was called on to find a working party of 
sixteen Officers and 500 Other Ranks for road making near Wytschaete. 
Second-Lieutenant H. S. Kirkwood joined the battalion for duty on 
June 12th. 

On June 13th the 47th Infantry Brigade moved to the Merris area, 
the battalion being billeted between Outterstene and Meteren, where 
training and lectures were again organized. Major J. E. Harden left to 
take over the duties of Adjutant of the 27th Labour Group on June r4th. 
On the 15th Captain R. T. Roussell joined for duty, and on the 16th Second- 
Lieutenant J. S. Dryden rejoined from the 156th Company R.E. 

The Division moved into the Locre area on June 17th. The battalion 
paraded at 5.35 a.m. and marched in shirt-sleeves to Weston Camp. There 
Second-Lieutenant C. P. S. L. Palmer, H. E. Flinn, C. A. Stevenson, and 
J. M. Forbes joined for duty. The 47th Infantry Brigade, at 2 a.m.on June 
18th, were ordered back into the Merris area, and the battalion returned 
to its former billets. The usual training was carried on during the roth, 
on which day Second-Lieutenants J. J. Barry and D. D. Beckett rejoined 
from the 156th Company R.E. On June 2oth the battalion paraded at 
5.30 a.m. and proceeded to billets about one and a half kilométres from 
Eecke. Lieutenant T. M. H. S. Tuite was awarded the Military Cross on 
June 2oth, which he richly deserved. Training and short route marches, 
lectures and drill occupied June 21st. On the 22nd the battalion paraded 
at 5 a.m. and marched in rain to Eringhem, where it was billeted. There 
training continued during the battalion’s stay, which lasted until July 
16th. Second-Lieutenant R. H. French rejoined on June 23rd. On the 
28th Major H. F. N. Jourdain, C.M.G., left to take over the command of 
the 16th Bn. Royal Welch Fusiliers, with seniority of August 19th, 1914. 
The Divisional Commander paid a surprise visit to B Company on June 
25th, and expressed himself pleased with all he saw. On June 27th the 
battalions of the 47th Infantry Brigade marched in column of route past 
the Corps Commander on the roadside near Zeggars Cappel. On June 
28th Brigadier-General Pereira inspected D Company. 

Lieutenant-Colonel R. C. Feilding, D.S.O., commanding the battalion, 
was thrown from his horse on July 2nd, while taking part in an officers’ 
jumping competition, and was taken to hospital. Lieutenant A. E. Male 
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died on his way to hospital on July 3rd from injuries sustained by a fall 
from his horse on July 2nd. During Colonel Feilding’s absence the command 
of the battalion devolved upon Captain T. H. Crofton, M.C., Captain T. A. 
Dillon acting as second in command. Second-Lieutenants F. K. Cummins 
and M. P. O’Connor rejoined on July 2nd. On July 4th Sergeant J. Fisher 
was awarded the Military Medal. On July gth Major J. D. Mather, the 
Leinster Regiment, arrived and took over command of the battalion with 
the rank of temporary Lieut.-Colonel. On July 12th the G.O.C. Sixteenth 
Division inspected the men in billets and expressed himself pleased. Second- 
Lieutenant W. A. Farndon rejoined on the 13th. 

The battalion paraded at 5 a.m. on July 16th in trench order and 
marched to the Tatinghem area to begin hard training for action. Head- 
quarters and A Company were billeted at Cormette ; B,C, and D Companies 
in Audenthun. Notification was received on July 17th that Lance-Corporal 
Dolan and Private Devlin had been awarded the Military Medal, and on 
the rgth the Legion of Honour was awarded to Captain S. L. Gwynn, and 
the Médaille Militaire to Sergeant J. Sheehan and Lance-Corporal P. Conroy, 
attached 47th Trench Mortar Battery. On July 2oth Lieutenant T. Hughes 
and Second-Lieutenant E. C. Norman left the battalion to join the roth 
Corps Reinforcement Depét at Merckeghem, whither also on July 21st 
Captain T. H. Crofton proceeded. While at Cormette the battalion carried 
out firing and attack practices with the other battalions of the 47th Infantry 
Brigade. 

The battalion proceeded by road and train on July 23rd to the Winne- 
zeele area, and were billeted under canvas at Briel. It proceeded at 
6.45 p.m. on July 25th by route march in heavy marching order to the 
Watou district, where it billeted at 10 p.m. at Valley Camp. Second- 
Lieutenant R. E. Atwell rejoined the battalion from hospital on the 25th, 
and on the 26th Lieutenant D. H. Wickham returned from the 47th T.M.B., 
where Second-Lieutenant M. P. O’Connor took his place. Lieutenant 
R. H. French returned from leave the same day. On July 27th the battalion 
took part in a brigade attack practice in the Steenvorde training area, 
and on the 28th the battalion practised night operations. The battalion 
proceeded on July 30th to Brandhoek area, and billeted in hutments in 
a field south of Poperinghe. Signs of the coming general engagement 
were plainly visible, every yard of the ground being covered with camps, 
dumps and transport. The Rangers’ camp was bombed during the night 
of July 30th. 

On July 31st the Third Battle of Ypres started on a large front. The 
Rangers, however, on that day, remained in their billets in reserve. The 
battalion then, at 5 a.m. on August Ist, received orders at an hour’s notice 
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to move away and start for the line north-east of Ypres. The move was 
made by train as far as Goldfish Chateau. Thence the Rangers marched 
by way of Ypres and the Menin Gate to the old British reserve line on the 
left sector of the [IX Corps front. 

The 2nd Army, to which the 6th Battalion The Connaught Rangers 
had now been temporarily transferred, was about to attack the Messines— 
Wytschaete Ridge in the Third Battle of Ypres. The IX Corps was 
allotted to attack from the Wulverghem—Wytschaete Road-Diependahl 
Beck, a front of 6,400 yards. The attack was made with three divisions 
in line: on the nght, the Thirty-Sixth (Ulster) Division ; in the centre, 
the Sixteenth (Irish) Division—with whom, of course, were the Rangers ; 
on the left, the Nineteenth (Western) Division. Each brigade attacked 
with two battalions in front line, one in support, and one in reserve, each 
battalion attacking on a two-company front, in four waves. 

The battalion, on arrival, took over the trenches in relief of the 2nd 
Bn. Royal Dublin Fusiliers. Three companies occupied the trenches on 
the left of the St. Jean—Wieltje Road; D Company occupied those on 
the mght. Battalion head-quarters were at the Vinery. The trenches 
were found in a dreadful state, and the rain poured down incessantly. 

The battalion was in reserve to the 47th Brigade during the action on 
August 2nd, in which the Sixteenth Division, after carrying its first objective 
and remaining halted for between two and three hours, suffered heavy 
losses and was finally forced back by an enemy counter-attack in great 
force. 

A stretcher-bearing party of 200 men, fifty from each company, 
under Second-Lieutenant J. J. Pope, was out working for the Fifty-Fifth 
Division from 2 a.m. to 11 p.m. on August 2nd, searching for and bringing 
in wounded from part of the area covered by the old enemy front system. 
Their work was very arduous and was performed under very trying con- 
ditions. Wrote Major-General H. S. Jeudwine, commanding the Fifty- 
Fifth Division on August 6th, to Major-General W. B. Hickie, commanding 
the Sixteenth (Irish) Division :— 

‘““ We are very much indebted to you for the brave and devoted work 
of 150 men of the 6th Connaught Rangers who were lent to us as stretcher- 
bearers. They had about the hardest task that any stretcher-bearers 
have had in this war—a very long carry under severe fire over ground 
which was difficult beyond description. From all I hear they performed 
this task most gallantly—not I am afraid without severe casualties to 
themselves. I should be very grateful if you could convey the thanks of 
all ranks of the 55th Division to their C.O. and to the men themselves 
and tell them how much their services are appreciated.” 
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At the same time Colonel H. S. Thurston, R.A.M.C., wrote to the 
Commanding Officer of the Rangers :— 

‘‘ The assistance rendered by men of your battalion to the R.A.M.C. 
in bringing back wounded during the recent fighting is much appreciated, 
and J thank you very much for their invaluable services. Both officers 
and men of the R.A.M.C. speak very highly of them, for they worked 
splendidly and showed great self-sacrifice and devotion to duty.” 

Major-General Hickie, in forwarding copies of the above two letters to 
the Officer Commanding the 47th Brigade, wrote: ‘‘I need not say how 
pleased I am that the services of our gallant Rangers have been so well 
appreciated.”’ 

The battalion was relieved at 1r a.m. on August 2nd, and moved from 
the Fifty-Fifth Division into reserve to the Fifteenth Division. It occupied 
the old British front system on the right sector of the Corps front. C and 
D Companies were in the front line, and A and B in support, with battalion 
head-quarters in Cambridge Trench. The Rangers found the place terribly 
battered, and quite deserted except for a few wounded men lying on 
stretchers, waiting to be taken down. At 8 p.m. the battalion moved up 
the Potijze Road to the Blue Line, the first objective in the action of July 
Ist, by companies in artillery formation. The rain had stopped, and the 
sun was trying to shine. Occasional German shells came over, one dropping 
in the space between an extended platoon. Everywhere there was des- 
truction and ruin—battered trees, battered wire and battered trenches. 
Many dead were lying about, some belonging to the Fifteenth (Scottish) 
Division, but for the most part enemy dead. 

The battalion proceeded to the Blue Line, as just said, the first objective 
in the attack of July 31st, in close support of the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish 
Regiment. The Rangers relieved them, and they moved forward to the 
Black Line. The Rangers now occupied two lines on either side of the 
road, C and D Companies being in front, and A and B in support, about 
150 yards behind. Battalion head-quarters were in a German dugout 
in Cameron Reserve. A, B, and C Companies were on the reverse slope 
of Frezenberg Ridge, while D Company was on the forward slope, in full 
view of the enemy. 

The advance up the road and the actual relief took place under a 
heavy bombardment, which continued throughout the night on both lines 
and on battalion head-quarters. 

Shelling continued throughout August 3rd, and it was impossible to do 
much work on the wrecked lines, which also were nearly all under water. 
The Rangers’ casualties were heavy, especially among the Lewis gunners 
of A Company. Battalion head-quarters moved into Iberia Reserve, 
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which was shelled by the enemy’s field artillery throughout the night. 
Heavy rain continued all the time. The weather improved on August 
4th, and the enemy artillery, though never negligible, was not so active. 
B Company and one platoon from A and D Companies were withdrawn 
at 8 p.m. to Cameron Support. 

During the afternoon enemy aircraft were very active, fourteen ‘planes 
being observed over the lines at one time. 

During the night shelling continued to be heavy, and the battalion had 
its first experience of mustard gas. The gas shells were sent over together 
with trench-mortar shells. Two enemy aeroplanes flew low over the front 
lines on August 5th and were followed by heavy and accurate shelling at 
noon. 

The rain continued incessantly, and the mud in the trenches was so 
bad that neither nfles nor Lewis guns would fire. The mud was every- 
where knee deep, and in places waist deep. Happily the casualties were 
comparatively small. Very heavy shell fire was again experienced between 
g and II p.m., and again when the battalion was relieved at midnight. 
The battalion, after that, proceeded to the railway line west of Ypres 
and entrained for the Brandhoek area. It was billeted there in huts in 
St. Lawrence’s Camp. 

Thus ended a very trying four days under conditions as adverse as 
could be imagined. The weather was execrable and the ground a quagmire 
and sea of mud, with the result that ‘‘ trench foot ’’ was common. The 
men furthermore had been almost continuously under fire without any 
opportunity of replying. But through all and in spite of all the spirit of 
the men was excellent, and their behaviour could not have been excelled. 
Their only complaint was that they were not allowed to go right through 
and continue the attack of July 31st. The runners worked day and night 
over awful country and under almost continuous fire, but there was never 
the slightest hesitation, and all the messages were speedily carried and 
delivered. The transport brought up rations and ammunition regularly 
and punctually, although every journey was made under shell fire. On 
the 3rd Second-Lieutenant C. A. Stevenson was wounded. On the 5th 
Lieutenant Tuite, M.C., was wounded. 

During August 6th, 7th and 8th, the battalion rested. Second-Lieu- 
tenant J. J. Conlon returned on August oth from a company commander's 
Lewis gun course and Second-Lieutenants J. P. Hamilton, R. J. Carey 
and J. Cafferkey joined the battalion. A pack convoy of twenty mules 
helped to carry R.E. stores to Frezenberg Ridge under Second-Lieutenant 
H. A. Hunt. They were out from 9 p.m. to 4.30 a.m. and experienced 
the usual shelling on the Potijze Road. On the roth a party of fifty 
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men, under Second-Lieutenant J. S. Dryden, left the battalion to be 
attached to the Royal Engineers. On the same day also 200 men, with 
four officers, all under Lieutenant R. E. Bowen, proceeded to the line 
by train and relieved the gth Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers in close 
support in the night subsector about 8.30 p.m. They occupied the Blue 
Line and were formed in two lines in Wilde Wood, with the right resting 
on the Ypres—Roulers railway. Conditions improved somewhat during 
their two days’ tour of duty, but were far from good. Frezenberg 
Ridge was still being shelled by guns of all calibres, the casualties from 
which were one killed and fourteen wounded. The battalion supplied 
a similar convoy to that of the previous night, under Second-Lieutenant 
E. C. Norman, again one on the 12th under Second-Lieutenant H. A. 
Hunt, and another on the 13th under Second-Lieutenant J. P. Hamilton. 

The remainder of the battalion in camp went for short route marches 
on the 11th and 13th, and practised wiring under the 150th Company R.E. 
On the 13th Second-Lieutenant W. A. Farndon rejoined from hospital. 
A reconnoitring party of five officers and seven runners explored the tracks 
from Ypres to Frezenberg Ridge on August 15th. The battalion in the 
evening moved to the Vlamertinghe area No. 3, arriving at Ir pm. A 
wiring party of ninety men and three officers, under Second-Lieutenant 
E. C. Norman, joined the Royal Engineers on the 13th, and moved to 
trenches near Wilde Wood. 

At 9.45 a.m. on August 16th the battalion moved up to Half Moon 
trench in the Black Line, with Head-quarters at L’Ecole. All positions 
were occupied by 12.30 p.m. It proceeded at 3.55 p.m. to close support 
in the Blue Line, where it occupied the same positions as from August 2nd 
to August 5th. There was considerable shelling, especially on C Company’s 
position. The companies were reinforced by the return of the wiring party, 
and at g p.m. the battalion moved up to the relief of the 2nd Battalion 
Royal Irish Regiment, who then held the whole of the 49th Brigade section 
in the front line. The Head-quarters Company was caught in a very heavy 
barrage on its way through to Square Farm and suffered casualties. This 
barrage the companies escaped, but, owing to the difficult conditions, the 
guides supplied proved of little use, and the relief was not reported complete 
until 3.30 a.m. 

The line finally occupied ran from in front of Frost House, through Low 
Farm and a point a hundred yards west of Beck House, to the valley of the 
Steenbeck. It was held from right to left by A Company, one platoon of 
B Company, C and D Companies. The remaining three platoons of B 
Company were in support in the Blue Line. On arrival several wounded 
were found in Low Farm, and some twenty more in Square Farm. The 
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work of evacuating these was immediately begun and was completed by 
Io a.m. The part the stretcher-bearers took in this work is worthy of 
mention, as the carry from the two points to Bavaria House was in full 
view of the enemy until Frezenberg Ridge, which was, as usual, being shelled 
by all calibres, had been crossed. Wounded men, chiefly of the Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers, who had attacked on the previous morning, were 
continually being brought in from No Man’s Land, and these, after being 
medically treated, were also immediately taken back. 

Square Farm was bombarded throughout the day, but although several 
direct hits were registered, they happily had no effect. At 9 p.m. a patrol 
went out to Beck House and found it occupied by the enemy with machine- 
guns. Another house was occupied by a patrol of the Rangers. At Io p.m. 
the 10/11th Bn. Highland Light Infantry arrived to relieve the Rangers, 
and by 3 a.m. the battalion marched into its billets in Vlamertinghe No. 3 
area. 

The active part played by the battalion in the Third Battle of Ypres 
was at an end; but it had proved itself worthy of the traditions of The 
Connaught Rangers. 

From the end of July to August 18th, altogether twenty-one men were 
. killed, and nine were missing, while four officers and 205 Other Ranks were 
wounded. 

The battalion moved to the Watou B area on August roth, leaving 
billets at 6 a.m. and going by train to Poperinghe. On the 2oth the bat- 
talion paraded at 2.30 p.m. and marched to camp in the Steenvorde area. 
On August 22nd the battalion marched to Caestre Station and entrained 
for Bapaume, which was reached at 2 a.m. on the 23rd. The Rangers 
marched thence to Carlton Hill Camp at Gomiecourt and spent two nights 
there. Captain T. H. Crofton and Lieutenant T. Hughes rejoined from 
the Reinforcement Depot. 

On the 24th a conference of all the officers of the 47th Infantry 
Brigade was held at Gomiecourt Chateau, and addressed by Major-General 
W. B. Hickie, commanding the division. 

The battalion paraded at Ir a.m. on August 25th, and moved to camp 
at Ervillers. The Sixteenth Division relieved the Twenty-First Division 
on the right sector of the VI Army Corps front on the evening of the 26th. 
The 47th Infantry Brigade held the right subsector. The Rangers held 
the left of the front line, with the 6th Bn. The Royal Irish on their right. 
The 1st Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers were in support, and the 7th Bn. 
Leinster Regiment in reserve. A Company was on the right, B in the centre, 
D on the left ; C Company was in support in Lincoln Trench. 

August 27th, 28th and 29th were fairly quiet days, chiefly spent in 
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improving the trenches. Patrols were sent out every night and obtained 
a fair knowledge of the lie of the enemy’s trenches and his method of 
holding the front line. On August 28th and following days a party of 
twenty men, under Second-Lieutenant R. H. French, worked under the 
Royal Engineers from 1.45 p.m. to midnight. On August 30th the British 
trench-mortar batteries and guns of all calibres bombarded the enemy’s 
lines from 3 to 4 p.m. There was little retaliation and the next three days 
were quiet. 

There was a readjustment of the divisional front on the night of 
September 2nd-3rd. The battalion was relieved and proceeded to the 
reserve camp at Ervillers, where it rested on September 3rd, the first anni- 
versary of Guillemont. 

Company training occupied the battalion from September 4th until 
the roth. Second-Lieutenant A. F. Elliott joined on the 2nd; Second- 
Lieutenants J. A. V. Kent, U. A. Moore, B.S. F. Pickard and C. J. Waites on 
the 4th, and on the 5th Second-Lieutenants H. MacCulloch and T. S. 
Jennings. 

On September 11th and 13th the battalion undertook a practice attack, 
and on the 12th a rapid wiring competition was organized. 

On September 15th the battalion relieved the 7th Leinster Regiment 
in brigade support. A Company and two platoons of D Company on the 
extreme right of Railway Reserve, an old narrow-gauge railway-cutting 
with good dugouts. The rest of D Company and B and C Companies 
were on the left. From the 16th to the 21st working parties were provided 
for the front and support lines. Lieut.-Colonel R. C. Feilding, D.S.O., 
rejoined the battalion on September 2oth, and took over command. A 
test attack was practised during the night of the 21st-22nd. On the 23rd 
the battalion relieved the 6th Bn. Royal Irish Regiment in the front line. 
A Company held the right, C Company the centre, and B Company the 
left of the front line, with D Company in Stray Support and head-quarters 
in Railway Reserve. The front line was well made, and contained several 
old enemy concrete pill-boxes or mebus, which were safe against any- 
thing less than a 12 in. shell. The enemy line was from a hundred to a 
hundred and fifty yards away, and underneath their front line was the 
famous “ Hindenburg Tunnel.” This was about thirty feet underground 
and ran beneath the German trenches for some twelve miles. It was said 
to have been constructed chiefly by Russian prisoners of war. 

On September 24th the hostile artillery increased its activities, causing 
three casualties, but none of them serious. At 2.30 p.m. on September 27th 
the British bombarded the enemy’s line. Second-Lieutenant H. MacCulloch 
was wounded in the eye. On the same day Lieutenant D. H. Wickham 
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reported for duty and took over the duties of Intelligence Officer. Sep- 
tember 28th, 29th and 30th were quiet days. On the 29th Captain R. T. 
Roussel] and Second-Lieutenant H. V. Moore reported for duty. An enemy 
aeroplane, about g p.m. on the 29th, dropped two bombs near battalion 
head-quarters, but did no damage. 

The Rangers were relieved on October 1st, and proceeded to Innis- 
killing Camp at Ervillers, a ruined village several miles back. They moved 
next day to Dysart Camp in the same district. The British had a great 
preponderance of artillery and aeroplanes in this district, against which 
the enemy could do little. The battalion’s stay there was therefore pleas- 
antly quiet, company training and football matches, varied by practice 
attacks, occupying the time until the 16th. On the 3rd Major-General 
W. B. Hickie, commanding the division, presented the Military Medals 
won at Ypres. Second-Lieutenant D. D. Beckett left the battalion on 
October roth to join the 47th Trench Mortar Battery. On the 15th Second- 
Lieutenant J. E. Barry joined from the 7th Bn. Royal Irish Rifles, then 
disbanded. 

On October 17th the battalion relieved the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment 
in brigade support in Railway Reserve and Stray Support. The 47th 
Infantry Brigade front was reorganized into two subsections on October 
18th. The Rangers held a two-company front from Queen’s Lane to 
Pelican Avenue, with A and B Companies in the front line, D Company and 
two platoons of C Company in Railway Reserve, and the rest of C Company 
in Man Support. From the 18th to the 23rd of the month there was 
little activity on either side. C and D Companies took over the front line 
on the 21st. Lieutenant G. Haworth rejoined the battalion on the 22nd 
from hospital. 

A heavy artillery bombardment on the enemy’s trenches and mebus 
was carried out during the day on October 24th, but there was little retalia- 
tion by the Germans. Second-Lieutenant D. T. McWeeney joined the 
battalion on the 24th. On the 25th A and B Companies relieved D and C 
Companies in the front line. On October 26th gas shells were fired from 
the Stokes mortars on to the enemy front lines at 10 p.m., and again at 
3 a.m. on the 27th. Retaliation on the part of the enemy was slight. 
Second-Lieutenant F. C. Woods, on patrol on October 27th, found the 
enemy line strongly held, and Lieutenant F. K. Cummins, on patrol on the 
next night, entered the enemy trenches. He was challenged, but the patrol 
returned without casualties. On the 28th Second-Lieutenant McWeeney 
took out a patrol and returned with the body of a German killed on the 
previous night. C and D Companies on the 2gth once more took over the 
front line. The heavy artillery of the brigade, with field guns and machine- 
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guns, co-operated in the barrage for a raid carried out by the brigade. 
October 30th was mostly quiet. Between Ir a.m. and 5 p.m. about 
four hundred shells (5:9 in. with a few 8-2 in.) were fired at the 
battery position in Crux Road. Many of these fell short near Railway 
Reserve. 

The battalion was relieved on November 2nd and proceeded to Dysart 
Camp, Ervillers. While there the usual inspections and company training 
were carried on. The battalion paraded at 9 a.m. on November roth in 
fighting order and proceeded to the training ground on the Ervillers-Gomie- 
court Road, and a projected attack on Tunnel Trench was rehearsed. 
The practice was repeated daily from November 12th to the 17th. In the 
interim, on November 11th after church parade, the battalion was formed 
up in a square and addressed by the Brigadier. He warmly congratulated 
the Rangers on their good work, alike in the trenches and in a camp, and 
especially in sniping and patrol work. 

The battalion again moved up on November 18th into the trenches, 
with D Company in the front line from Bull Road to Queen’s Lane, C Com- 
pany in Man Support, A and B Companies in Railway Reserve. 

The projected attack on the 20th was designed to be in the nature of a 
feint, made in connection with the main attack on Cambrai. In conse- 
quence the battalion’s objective was strictly limited to the capture of the 
Tunnel Trench and its mebus. The companies, each 120 strong, took up 
their positions for the attack on the night of November r9th-zoth, A Com- 
pany assembling in Martin Road, with its night on Monk Sap, and B Com- 
pany in the front line between Knuckle Avenue and Queen’s Lane. D 
Company remained to hold the front line, and C Company, with surplus 
men of the other companies, was in local reserve in Man Support. On the 
occasion there was no long preliminary bombardment. Zero hour was 
6.20 a.m. and punctually the barrage began, remaining on the German 
front line (the Tunnel Trench) for four minutes. One minute after it opened 
B Company, which had some 223 yards to cover, sprang forward from the 
front trench. They were followed a minute later by A Company, who had 
seventy-five yards to cover. The two companies arrived at Tunnel Trench 
rapidly, and occupied it almost without casualties half a minute after the 
barrage had ceased. The Rangers formed the right-hand battalion of the 
division, and also of the whole operation as the division next on the right 
was not engaged. The men, on their first reaching Tunnel Trench, could 
hardly believe it was really their objective. The place looked more like a 
muddy ditch, and had neither duck-boards nor fire-bays. The entrances 
into the tunnel, masking long flights of steps down into the darkness below, 
were found covered with curtains. 
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Immediately the Tunnel Trench was occupied the mebus known as 
*“* Jove ’’ and ‘‘ Mars’’ were approached from behind. Their occupants 
surrendered after slight resistance. A sentry was then posted at each 
entrance to the tunnels, and parties were sent down armed with Mills 
bombs to clear the tunnel of the enemy. One party found the entrance 
section free of the enemy, but, on proceeding some twenty yards farther, 
came upon a number of Germans crowded together. These all surrendered 
at once and were passed along in single file to the trenches above, and so 
back to the old front line. Just behind the Germans a small alcove, or 
apartment, was discovered in which were four or five German N.C.O.’s. 
These also surrendered on seeing men with bayonets approaching. In all 
152 prisoners were thus taken. 

Meanwhile Captain T. M. H. S. Tuite, M.C., commanding B Company, 
the left company, had established his head-quarters in ‘‘ Mars,’’ and Captain 
C. A. Brett, commanding A Company, the nght company, who had led the 
party who rushed ‘‘ Jove ” mebu, made arrangements to do the same there. 
An advanced battalion signal station was set up at ‘‘ Mars ”’ and communi- 
cation established between it and the old front line. The wires were often 
cut subsequently, but they were always speedily repaired, often under 
heavy fire. 

At about 7.10 a.m. the enemy began to counter-attack on the Rangers’ 
nght flank, which was in the air, and heavy machine-gun fire from the right 
caused many casualties to parties of C and D Companies, who were bringing 
up arms and ammunition. Gallant work was performed by Pnvate Curran, 
a stretcher-bearer of B Company, who went out again and again into the 
open under this heavy fire and attended to the wounded and brought 
some of them in. 

On the nght, at this time, A Company were engaged in very desperate 
fighting. The enemy’s attacks upon them were determined and persistent, 
the enemy being able to bring up men, bombs and ammunition in over- 
whelming superiority through another tunnel to the south. A party of 
R.E,. tunnellers, carrying a large charge of ammonal, had been arranged 
for, who were to go over with the attack and blow up and make a block in 
the tunnel to the nght of A Company. Unfortunately, however, on the 
way up the ammonal carried was hit by a bullet, and the entire party were 
killed by the explosion. The enemy had thus means of uninterrupted 
communication with their rear and could bring up reserves and supplies 
readily. The mebu ‘‘ Mars”’ had only just been taken when the fresh 
German relieving forces arrived. They at once delivered a heavy and 
determined counter-attack on A Company’s exposed right flank. Some of 
the enemy swarmed up the tunnel, and others bombed their way along, 
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covered by heavy machine-gun fire which enfiladed the trench taken by the 
Rangers. 

The fighting that ensued now was fierce, and was continued almost hand- 
to-hand for several hours. In the course of it the commander of the night 
flank platoon and twenty-six out of twenty-eight Other Ranks fellas casualties. 
A Company fought on with heroic determination, with an ever dwindling 
supply of bombs, although B Company rendered all the assistance they 
could by sending theirs. These in tur gave out, on which the men used 
German bombs picked up in the Tunnel Trench. This exploit may be 
specially noted. At one critical moment in the fighting, Private K. White, 
of A Company, rushed close up to a traverse from behind which the enemy 
were bombing, and actually catching many of their bombs in mid-air in 
his hands he threw them back before they had time to explode. White 
was afterwards awarded the D.C.M., and most deservedly. The Rangers 
endeavoured at the same time to keep down the enemy’s machine-gun fire 
with their Lewis guns. The gun-crews of these suffered very heavily 
owing to the exposed positions in which they had to work their pieces. 
After an hour’s fierce fighting Captain Brett was wounded, and then A 
Company’s supply of bombs gave out entirely. The men began slowly to fall 
back upon “ Mars,” endeavouring all the time to hold the enemy back by 
Lewis gun and rifle fire. They only yielded their ground inch by inch, 
leaving a trail of dead behind them. 

Contact in the end was established, soon after 7.50, with the rst Bn. 
Royal Munster Fusiliers on the left. After that, at 8.30 p.m., the men at 
Tunnel Trench were reinforced, first with one platoon from D Company, 
and then with two platoons from C Company. No Man’s Land, it should 
be observed, was passable only with the greatest difficulty, owing to the 
incessant machine-gun and shell fire. Supplies of bombs were now got 
over, thanks to the gallant help given by a party of the 7th Bn. Leinster 
Regiment. Captain T. M. H. S. Tuite, M.C., was severely wounded by 
an explosive bullet while directing his men shortly before 9.45 a.m. He 
was carried back across the open by C.S.M. Morritt, although that non- 
commissioned officer had been himself badly wounded. C.S.M. Morritt 
was for this later awarded the D.C.M. 

At 10.30 a.m. the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment relieved the Rangers in 
the old front line, and the remainder of the battalion, under Captain E. C. 
Norman, went forward to reinforce those holding Tunnel Trench. Two 
Lewis guns were left near Penguin Trench to cover the Rangers’ right 
flank. A firm defensive flank was formed soon after I p.m. along the sap 
connecting ‘“‘ Mars’ with Tunnel Trench, and considerable progress was 
soon made towards consolidating the position. During the night the r1th 
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Bn. Hampshire (Pioneers) dug this sap through to the old front line at 
Monk Sap, thus establishing communication with the rear. 

The Tunnel Trench was found to be about 8 ft. high by 6 ft wide, with 
entrances at regular intervals about every twenty yards. At intervals 
along the main passage-way were tiers of beds, or bunks. Numerous small 
apartments also opened off it, used chiefly for rations and stores. After 
entering it a door handle was noticed projecting at one place in a small 
alcove in the wall. An officer and two men promptly forced the door and 
found themselves inside a large room, evidently a company head-quarters, 
in which were four Germans. One, a company commander, was terribly 
wounded, and was lying on a bed. He tried to get at his revolver, but 
was too weak to do so. He died about an hour later. A German medical 
officer, also badly wounded, was lying on the floor. The other two men 
in the room were their servants. The medical officer made a statement in 
which he said that the attack had been quite unexpected. He and the 
company commander had been wounded, he said, by one of the bombs 
thrown down an entrance to the tunnel, and their servants had dragged 
them into the room where they were found. 

The following night was wet and dark. It proved a time of some 
anxiety as the R.E. wiring parties had not been able to get up any wire, 
and there was nothing in front of the line in case of a counter-attack, 
Several patrols went out, but the enemy kept quiet until the next morning. 
Then they shelled the line heavily. 

The Rangers’ casualties in the operations were heavy, and for the 
most part had been incurred in the defence of the exposed nght flank. 
The killed numbered thirty-four Other Ranks. The wounded numbered 
three officers (Captains T. M. H. S. Tuite, M.C., and C. A. Brett, and 
Lieutenant R. H. French), and ro6 Other Ranks. When, at 7 p.m. 
on November 23rd, ‘‘ Jove’’ was recaptured by the 7th Bn. Leinster 
Regiment, many of the Rangers’ dead were found and recovered from 
round the mebu and from the parapet of Tunnel Trench to the north and 
south of ‘‘ Jove.’”’ One dead Ranger was found locked in grips with a 
dead German. 

In a brief letter on November 22nd, when acknowledging Lieut.-Colonel 
Feilding’s report, Major-General Hickie had written: ‘“‘ Indeed I con- 
gratulate you and your gallant Rangers who have so worthily upheld 
the traditions of Guillemont.”” At the same time Brigadier-General] Pereira, 
commanding the 47th Infantry Brigade, also wrote to Lieut.-Colonel Feilding, 
saying this in his letter: ‘‘ The Rangers must have fought splendidly and 
upheld the Guillemont traditions.”’ 

The Rangers’ services in this operation were acknowledged in the follow-

I must express to you, to the Officers, N.C.O.’s and men who took 
part in the attack of the zoth November, and especially to all ranks 
who were engaged in the heavy fighting round the Mebsu Jove on the 
right flank, my extreme appreciation of the spirit and gallantry 
shown by all ranks. The capture of the main objective, which was 
strongly held and stubbornly fought for by the Germans, is a fitting 
sequel to the capture of the quarries at Guillemont on the 3rd September 
rgr6. 

I wish you to convey to all ranks my thanks and appreciation.

On November 22nd the battalion was relieved in Tunnel Trench by 
the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment. The relief began at 6 p.m. On completion 
C Company occupied the old front line from Mebu 5 to Post 18. A, B and 
D Companies were in reserve in Railway Reserve. During the night of 
the 23rd—24th, the battalion dug a communication trench from “ Jove,” 
which the 7th Bn. Leinster Regiment had recaptured, to Nob Sap. From 
that time until the 26th, the companies in reserve were continually occupied 
in working parties. On November 25th D Company relieved C Company 
in the front line, and C Company proceeded to the Chalk Pit. Next day 
the battalion was relieved and returned to Dysart Camp at Ervillers, where 
it rested, refitted and cleaned up. On the evening of November 2oth 
C and D Companies went in reserve to Maida Vale, in Railway Reserve 
North. 

Throughout the above and subsequent operations, tanks and infantry 
closely co-operated with one another.

CHAPTER LXXXIV

znd by the Fortieth Division. The battalion proceeded to 

Gomiecourt. On December 3rd the battalion paraded in full 
marching order at 1.30 p.m. and proceeded by way of Bapaume to Beaulen- 
court, remaining in camp there until December 6th. On that day the 
battalion marched in heavy marching order to Tincourt, where it was 
billeted in huts and houses until the 11th. Second-Lieutenant H. S. 
Kirkwood left the battalion on December 8th to join the r80th Tunnelling 
Company R.E., and on the oth Lieutenant E. Haworth left to act as 
Assistant Town Major, Tincourt. 

On December 11th the 47th Infantry Brigade relieved the 48th in the right 
sector of the divisional front, and The Connaught Rangers relieved the 2nd 
Bn. Royal Dublin Fusiliers in brigade support in Lempire. From December 
12th to the 16th the battalion was chiefly occupied in working parties 
under R.E. supervision, and in improving the strong points and defence 
positions of Lempire and Ronssoy. There were hardly any casualties 
in this period except for one unlucky shell which killed three and wounded 
six men of A Company on the 16th. On November 16th Major R. M. 
Raynsford (Leinster Regiment), who had commanded the 5th Battalion 
The Connaught Rangers on the Salonika front, after Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain 
had left the battalion, joined the battalion as second in command. 

The battalion on December 17th took over the left subsection of the 
front line, with A Company in the right front line and B Company in the 
left. C Company was in Sart Lane, and D Company had two platoons 
in Wrafter Post, one in Lempire, and one in Lempire East. December 
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18th was quiet, but snow and extreme cold made conditions very trying. 
On the evening of the 19th two patrols went out under Second-Lieutenants 
D. T. McWeeney and J. M. Garrett, and found the enemy post in Crellin 
Avenue to be occupied. On the 2oth C and D Companies relieved A and 
B in the front line. The enemy, between 3.15 and 4 a.m. on the night of 
December 2oth-21st, put down a heavy trench-mortar barrage on the 
front line, under cover of which a patrol of about ten Germans attempted 
to enter Cochran Post, held by C Company. They were dispersed by rifle 
fire and bombing. D Company had two men killed and four wounded 
by the barrage. Two patrols went out on December 21st. One, under 
Lieutenant J. H. O’C. MacDonnell, found Knoll;Trench occupied ; the other, 
under Lieutenant E. A. W. Smith, confirmed the occupation of the enemy 
post in Crellin Avenue. On December 22nd Captain J. M. Ferguson, 
R.A.M.C., was killed by a shell. His place was filled by Lieutenant M. 
Lyons, M.O.R.C., U.S.A. A patrol under Second-Lieutenant G. D. Barron, 
at 5.20 a.m. on December 23rd, went out to reconnoitre some pits shown 
on an aeroplane photograph. They proved, however, to be an old and 
unoccupied line of small trenches. Lieutenant-Colonel R. C. Feilding, 
D.S.O., went on leave on December 23rd, and Major R. M. Raynsford took 
over command. The brigade was relieved that evening by the 49th 
Infantry Brigade, and proceeded by train to its former billets at Tincourt. 

The battalion remained at Tincourt until December 29th, the usual 
inspections, parades and classes being held. On the 28th Captain D. H. 
Wickham joined the brigade as bombing officer. 

On December 2oth the 47th Brigade took over the left section of the 
divisional front. The battalion went into brigade reserve in huts and 
bivouacs along the light railway-cutting between Villers Faucon and Ste 
Emilie. There Second-Lieutenants S. O’C. Mallins and I. J. Kelly joined 
the battalion with a draft of fifty-five men from the divisional base depét.

The battalion were chiefly occupied until January 4th in improving 
the accommodation under the supervision of the 180th Tunnelling Company 
and the 11th Hampshire (Pioneers), and in continuing three mine shafts. 
On January 3rd Second-Lieutenants A. Ribbons, T. C. Slowey, S. J. 
Whitaker and H. E. Hall joined the battalion. 

The battalion relieved the rst Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers in the nght 
subsection of the front line on January 4th. A Company took over Grafton 
Post, B Company, Heythrop Post, C Company, Lempire Road and Mule 
Trench, and D Company, Yak and Zebra Posts and Sandbag Alley. On 
the 5th two patrols went out. One, under Lieutenant F. K. Cummins, 
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reconnoitred No Man’s Land south of Bird Lane, and one, under Lieutenant 
B. S. Pickard, reconnoitred north of Bird Lane. Recent wheel-marks, 
apparently of an enemy hand-ambulance, were found just outside the British 
wire. Asmall patrol on January 6th found Catelet Copse to be unoccupied. 
On that day Lempire Road, near C Company’s head-quarters, was shelled 
between 6 p.m. and midnight: one shell wounded five men. On the 7th 
C Company relieved B Company in Heythrop Post, and D Company relieved 
A Company in Grafton Post. On the 8th Lieut.-Colonel R. C. Feilding, 
D.S.O., returned from leave and resumed command of the battalion. 

An enemy raiding party, at 4.5 a.m. on January roth, attempted to 
enter the advanced Lewis-gun post in Lempire Road under cover of a bom- 
bardment by 7-7 cms. Their bombs wounded three of the battalion, but 
the enemy were repulsed with Lewis-gun fire and bombs without succeeding 
in getting within the British wire. In the evening the brigade was relieved 
by the 49th Infantry Brigade and the battalion proceeded to billets in 
Villers Faucon. 

The Rangers remained there until January 22nd, the usual inspections 
and parades being held, and bombing and Lewis-gun classes whenever 
possible, The battalion was mainly occupied also with providing working 
parties for wiring the Brown Line, and in clearing ground near divisional 
head-quarters in Villers Faucon for a new battalion camp. Four Lewis- 
gun anti-aircraft emplacements and a battalion observation post were also 
built and permanently occupied, and in addition the company huts were 
furnished with bomb-proof walls. On January 14th Captain E. C. Norman 
rejoined, and on the 15th Second-Lieutenant M. McKiernan joined the 
battalion. On the r6th Captain A. Massey, R.A.M.C., left the battalion, 
and Lieutenant A. Strauss, M.O.R.C., U.S.A., took his place on the same 
day. On the roth Second-Lieutenant I. J. Kelly was attached to the 
180th Tunnelling Company R.E., and on the 21st Second-Lieutenant 
T. F. Gilmore left to join the 56th Company R.E. 

The 47th Infantry Brigade on January 22nd relieved the 48th in the 
right sector of the line, the Rangers going into brigade support in Ronssoy 
and taking over the Lempire defences. Until the 28th the time was chiefly 
occupied in working parties under R.E. supervision, and in the improve- 
ment of the defence positions. On the 25th Lieutenants D. P. J. Kelly, 
M.C., and O. H. Acton joined the battalion. 

On January 28th the Rangers relieved the 1st Bn. Royal Munster 
Fusiliers in the left subsector of the front line. Two platoons of A Company 
were in Sart Lane, one platoon in Wrafter Post, and two of B Company in 
Lempire East and adjacent trenches. C Company and a Lewis gun and 
team from A Company held the right front line, and D Company with a 
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Lewis gun and team from B Company held the left front line. Battalion 
head-quarters were at Lancaster House. On the 29th a patrol under 
Second-Lieutenant H. E. Hall reconnoitred the enemy post in Crellin 
Avenue and found it unoccupied. On the 30th A and B Companies took 
over the front line. A patrol under Second-Lieutenant T. C. Slowey recon- 
noitred the enemy’s wire from the Knoll to Lowland Post. On the 31st 
a patrol under Second-Lieutenant H. E. Taggart reconnoitred the wire 
from Crellin Avenue to Tombois Road. On February 1st C and D Com- 
panies relieved A and B Companies in the line. Lieutenant J. A. V. Kent, 
M.C., and a patrol of seven Other Ranks reconnoitred the enemy’s wire in 
front of Lowland Post and Willow Trench. 

The battalion was relieved on February 2nd and went into brigade 
reserve at Ste. Emilie. Lieut.-Colonel R. C. Feilding, D.S.O., left for 
a course at a French Army School of Instruction, and Major R. M. Rayns- 
ford took over command. 

The battalion remained at Ste. Emilie until February 8th, carrying out 
routine duties, with the usual inspections. The Rangers relieved the 1st 
Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers in the left subsector on the 8th. A Company 
and a Lewis gun and team of C Company was in the right front line, B 
Company and a Lewis gun and team of D Company in the left front line. 
The rest of C Company were at Sart Lane and Wrafter Post, and the rest 
of D Company at Lempire East. On the goth a patrol examined Fleet 
Street, Chellin Avenue and Tombois Road: no enemy patrol was en- 
countered. Second-Lieutenant J. J. Conlon joined the r8o0th Tunnelling 
Company R.E. On February roth C and D Companies relieved A and B 
in the front line. A patrol examined No Man’s Land between Cochran 
and Crellin Avenues: no enemy were encountered, but the patrol was 
fired on by a machine-gun in the enemy’s front line. On the r1th Lieu- 
tenant S. W. O’Coffey left the battalion to take up the duties of adjutant, 
47th Trench Mortar Battery. A fighting patrol of sixteen men, under 
Second-Lieutenant J. Meenaghan, went out into No Man’s Land on February 
12th, but did not encounter any enemy. The wire opposite Beel Lane 
was examined. On the next day Second-Lieutenant M. McKiernan and 
a patrol of five Other Ranks examined the wire opposite Willow Trench. 
On February 14th A and B Companies again took over the front line. On 
the 15th Second-Lieutenant D. T. McWeeney and eight Other Ranks went 
out as a fighting patrol with the object of entering the enemy’s line near 
Beel Lane and obtaining an identification. They found the line strongly 
held and the enemy alert. Three separate endeavours were made to cut 
his wire, but each time the party was discovered and fired upon. It finally 
returned, after being out five hours without casualties. 
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On February 16th the battalion was relieved. .D Company was attached 
to the rst Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers, and was placed in the front line to 
hold Guillemont Farm subsector for the next four days. The rest of the 
battalion went into brigade support in the Lempire defences. From Feb- 
ruary 17th to the 2oth the battalion was occupied with furnishing working 
parties. On February 2oth it took over the right subsector of the line, 
with A Company in the right and C Company in the left front line, B Com- 
pany in Duncan Post and D Company in Ken Lane. A heavy barrage was 
put down on the Rangers’ line at 5.30 a.m. on February 21st. Two men 
were killed. The next day a patrol of one N.C.O. and four Other Ranks 
examined the enemy wire for two hundred yards south of Bread Lane. On 
February 24th B and D Companies relieved A and C Companies in the front 
line. Second-Lieutenant H.S. Kirkwood rejoined from hospital. February 
25th and 26th were uneventful days. On the 27th a patrol of one N.C.O. 
and two Other Ranks examined the enemy’s wire from Wick Lane to Bread 
Lane. Lieut.-Colonel R. C. Feilding, D.S.O., returned to the battalion, and 
Lieutenant A. Ribbons rejoined from hospital. 

The battalion was relieved on the 28th and returned in brigade support 
to occupy the Lempire defences. 

The War Diary for March 1918 is missing. Only Lieut.-Colonel Feild- 
ing’s full and detailed Report to head-quarters of the 47th Brigade between 
March 21st and 28th, on the part taken by the battalion in the action between 
those dates and occurrence on the occasion is extant. From it, and from 
notes in a private diary kept by Lieut.-Colonel Raynsford, then Major and 
second in command, the following narrative is written. 

The battalion on March 4th marched to Tincourt, having been in the 
front line and its immediate vicinity for twenty-four days. It should 
have been relieved earlier, in the normal course, but, during the first days 
of March, there were great expectations of an enemy attack, and the 47th 
Brigade, instead of going into rest, was ordered to remain in the line. On 
the 8th, the Rangers moved to Villers Faucon, relieving the rst Bn. Royal 
Munster Fusiliers. Enemy aeroplanes were very active on March gth, 
and at night the German searchlights were exceptionally numerous. An 
attack was expected on March 13th, but did not take place. Orders had 
been received that, should the enemy attack, the Rangers were to counter- 
attack. On the 14th, another attack was expected, but again the Germans 
made no move. At 8 p.m. orders were issued to man battle-positions. 
The enemy, however, continued quiet all that night and during the next 
day. There was an alarm on the 16th, owing to a neighbouring battalion 
putting up a $.0.S. It proved to be actually without justification, but 
in consequence a very heavy barrage was put down. 
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March 17th, Passion Sunday and St. Patrick’s Day, was observed as well 
as the situation permitted. During the first part of March a draft 180 
strong joined the battalion. 

On the 18th, the hard wind of the last ten days began to die down. 
The battalion now received orders to hold itself ready to move at half an 
hour’s notice. It had been expected that the Rangers were to proceed to 
Ronssoy, but they remained instead at Villers Faucon. Rain, the first 
for a long period, fell on March rgth, followed by a return of wind. German 
prisoners taken on that day “‘ reported all sorts of horrors impending for 
us.” In spite of the prisoners’ statements, however, nothing happened on 
the 2zoth, and there appeared to be little anxiety as to any immediate enemy 
attack. Major Raynsford notes in his diary: ‘G.S.0.3, 16th Division 
said no likelihood of the attack coming on this divisional front.’’ 

As a fact it was exactly there that the enemy had planned to make 
their main attack, with the aim of breaking through where the Sixteenth 
Division, on the extreme flank of the Fifth Army, linked the British with 
the French line. 

On March 2rst, the 48th and 49th Brigades were in front line holding 
the Epéhy-—Lempire—Ronssoy sector. The 47th Brigade was in reserve, 
with brigade head-quarters at Grange Camp, Villers Faucon, a mile west 
of Ste. Emilie. The 2nd Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers were at Ste. Emilie, 
the Rangers and the 2nd Bn. Leinster Regiment at Villers Faucon. Accord- 
ing to orders issued on March roth to the brigade, in case of attack, the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers were to hold on to Ste. Emilie, the Rangers were 
to move up and counter-attack, should Ronssoy be endangered, the 2nd 
Leinster Regiment were to stand fast at Villers Faucon, awaiting orders. 

During the night of March 2oth-21st a dense fog set in over the whole 
front : caused by warm sunshine on March 2oth on ground soaked by 
the rain of the previous day. The fog became so thick towards morning 
that it was impossible to make out anything beyond ten or fifteen yards. 
It lasted till the afternoon and then remained misty. Under cover of the 
fog the Germans launched their attack, opening on the morning of the 21st 
with a ternific bombardment, followed by the advance of swarming masses 
of specially picked and trained ‘‘ storm troops,’’ brought up to the front 
line by train at night from back areas during the week before. 

The enemy were further aided in front of the Sixteenth Division by the 
state of the ground over which the Germans had to approach. The winter 
had been unusually dry and the marshes of the River Oise, fronting the 
divisional area, ordinarily impassable until nearly the summer, now pro- 
vided firm footing everywhere and enabled the enemy columns to cross 
with little impediment. Shrouded by the dense fog, and covered by the

widespread, shattering bombardment, the enemy were able to close rapidly 
on the British outpost line and pass through between the British advanced 
strong points, practically unhindered. 

The enemy’s bombardment on March 21st opened at 4.30 a.m., and 
from the first, Villers Faucon and its locality, in spite of the fog, received 
its full share, shells falling thickly on the village. Villers Faucon was four 
miles from the firing line as first held. The whole forward area was being 
drenched with poison-gas shells and high-explosive, and the same time the 
back area, for upwards of five miles, was under a no less devastating fire. 
An immense enemy artillery force, with accompanying ‘“‘ storm troops ”’ 
in great numbers, had, during the preceding days, been concentrated in 
the immediate front of the Sixteenth and adjacent divisions: brought up 
under cover of darkness during several successive nights. Further to keep 
up secrecy, although for several days our batteries had been heavily firing 
on the enemy lines, the bombardment had drawn little or no reply from the 
German side. 

No trustworthy information was available at Villers Faucon as to how 
things were going in front, and the fog, so dense that visibility was not more 
than fifteen or twenty yards, blanketed everything all round. ‘‘ No definite 
information,” writes an officer in his diary, ‘‘ has come through.” He then 
adds: ‘‘ Later. Rumours are rife. It is reported that the 21st Division ” 
(on the left of the 16th and about Epehy) ‘‘ are holding firm, but the enemy 
have taken Templeux-la-Fosse. It is certainly a weak spot, being between 
the 16th and 66th Divisions and practically devoid of defences.”’ 

At 8.30 a.m. battalion head-quarters, situated in the cellars of a small 
house near the ruins of the village church, was hit by a high-explosive shell, 
the falling masonry wounding Major Raynsford, the second in command, 
and Lieutenant Chamier, the assistant-adjutant. All others in the building 
escaped injury and got out. MHead-quarters thereupon shifted to the 
Mound, about one hundred and fifty yards north of the church. 

Before this, as soon as the nature of the bombardment became evident, 
the companies had been scattered as much as possible. They were ordered 
to take cover by sections in trenches, which had been dug by the Com- 
manding Officer’s order shortly before as shelter in case of aircraft bombard- 
ment, round the wooden huts in which the battalion was billeted. In the 
result the battalion suffered no casualties from the bombardment. The 
only damage was from a shell that hit the limber of a field kitchen. It 
knocked down the cook, who however got on his feet again unconcernedly 
and continued cooking the breakfasts as though nothing had happened. 

Dinner time came shortly after midday, and, while the men were having 
their meal, intelligence came that Ronssoy had been taken. Orders were 
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received at the same time for the battalion to move up to the Brown Line, 
a line of trench running between the village of Ste. Emilie and Ronssoy 
Wood. Shortly before this, as the situation began to look serious, Father 
McShane, a young Irish chaplain attached to the Rangers, had gone round 
the battalion and given Absolution to all. 

Lieut.-Colonel Feilding was ordered to move forward and, on the 
battalion reaching the Brown Line, to report to Brig.-General Leveson- 
Gower, commanding the 49th Brigade, under whose orders the battalion 
was to attack. The battalion moved off at 12.30 p.m. in the following 
order: C and D, A and B Companies, and made its way along the narrow- 
gauge railway line to Ste. Emilie. The enemy shells fell thickly along the 
route, and there were several casualties before the Brown Line was reached. 
On the way, two large 12-in. howitzers, which had had to be abandoned, 
were passed, also 18-pr. batteries, which their gunners were trying to get 
away, but in all cases it appeared almost impossible, as the horses were 
down. Every possible effort was being made to save the guns. 

On reaching the Brown Line, Major Raynsford was sent by the Com- 
manding Officer to report to Brig.-General Leveson-Gower, and the 
Commanding Officer proceeded also to the head-quarters of the 4oth 
Brigade. The trench the battalion now occupied was being heavily shelled 
when the Rangers reached it. Four hours before it had been a reserve 
trench, in our then rearmost line. It was now, owing to the enemy’s rapid 
advance, a front-line trench. The trench was found to have been only 
partially dug, and had no communication trench leading to it. There 
were numerous dead and wounded in and about it, mostly victims of shell 
fire, and a few men were in it, remnants of the garrison of the forward 
position. Captain Denis Wickham, a capable and excellent officer, in 
command of D Company, was wounded here. “ Shelling devilish—dead 
and wounded everywhere,’’ notes an officer in his diary. 

General Leveson-Gower directed the counter-attack to be carried out, 
against Ronssoy and to the left of the Ste. Emilie Road, without delay. 
It was to be supported, he said, by a co-operating battalion on the nght, 
and by two tanks. As it happened, however, other orders reached the co- 
operating battalion and they did not advance. The tanks also attacked 
independently, and on coming up against the enemy in the fog, were both 
put quickly out of action. 

The battalion started on its counter-attack at 3.45 p.m. Two companies 
were in front line; D on the right, A on the left. C Company followed in 
support. B was in reserve. The advance had to be made across the open 
in the face of an inferno of fire. D and A Companies, however, forced their 
way forward in the face of the enemy fire to a sunken road bounding the 
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western end of Ronssoy Wood, and were practically annihilated as the 
survivors reached there. Captain Crofton was killed while leading A 
Company, and also Lieutenant Cummins, second in command, who 
succeeded him. Lieutenant A. Ribbons, who had succeeded Captain 
Wickham in command of D Company, was wounded and missing. C 
Company, under Captain Norman, as they advanced then saw on their 
right, through the haze, what was taken to be the battalion understood to 
be co-operating with the Rangers, whose change of orders had by a blunder 
not been communicated to Lieut.-Colonel Feilding. The troops seen 
proved to be Germans lining Factory Ridge on the right front. At the 
same time others of the enemy were made out advancing along the Ronssoy 
Ste. Emilie Road, apparently with the object of getting round the flank of 
D Company, who were the leaders of the counter-attack on that side. 
Captain E. C. Norman speedily realized the situation and at once engaged, 
forming a defensive flank along the Ronssoy-Ste. Emilie Road. As he did 
so, he fell hit, with three wounds. The last officer left was struck down 
in a few minutes, while nearly all the company became casualties. The 
handful of survivors of C Company had to fall back to the Brown Line 
trench whence they had started, moving back together with the scanty 
remainder of the two advanced companies, A and B. 

In the counter-attack the battalion lost three captains and two seconds- 
in-command. It had for the time being been reduced to the Head-quarters 
Company and between thirty or forty survivors, back from the counter- 
attack. 

At 5.15 p.m. Lieut.-Colonel Feilding, who had come through so far 
unscathed, received orders to report at the 49th Brigade head-quarters 
at the Chateau of Ste. Emilie and to move battalion head-quarters 
there. Battalion head-quarters now moved back from the Brown Line 
and found accommodation in a deep mud dugout beneath the ruins of the 
chateau. The enemy bombardment, with machine-gun fire from the 
enemy close in front, was continued incessantly. The Commanding Officer 
now first learned that the order for the counter-attack had been cancelled 
and that he should have been informed, as the Commanding Officer of the 
battalion intended to co-operate had been. By a disastrous mischance 
the order, meant for the Rangers, had not reached them, with the result 
that the battalion, single-handed, had made its hopeless forlorn hope attack, 
its heroism proving only a vain and costly sacrifice against impossible odds. 

The 49th Brigade itself had by now been reduced to little more than 
about sixty men, still together. It was about to retire and the battalion 
survivors, hardly as numerous themselves, were directed to rejoin the 
47th Brigade. That for its part had suffered as severely, and its head- 
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quarters were found in a chalk quarry about 400 yards north-west of Ste 
Emilie. At the instance of the officer commanding the Ste Emilie 
defences, battalion head-quarters moved to a narrow-gauge railway-cutting. 
There it was joined later in the evening by a reinforcement of the rst Bn. 
Herts Regiment. It was proposed to attempt a counter-attack during 
the night, to hold back the enemy on the left of the cutting, but it was found 
not necessary, and at battalion head-quarters the night passed without 
further event. 

On March 22nd all stood-to at 2.30a.m. There was again a dense fog, 
and between 6 and 7 a.m. the enemy resumed their attacks vigorously, 
opening with another termfic bombardment. From three enemy prisoners 
(an Officer and two Other Ranks) brought in at 6 a.m., it was learnt that 
the attack was to be pressed home in force dunng the morning. Battalion 
head-quarters moved again at 7.30 a.m. along the narrow-gauge railway 
to the nght of the Ste. Emilie-Villers Faucon Road, where they were in- 
formed that the enemy had broken through the Brown Line to the nght 
of where they were. By 8.30 troops of various regiments were falling back 
from the nght of Ste. Emilie and a stragglers’ post was established near the 
broad-gauge railway and the Villers Faucon-Ste. Emilie Road, east of Villers 
Faucon. A defensive line was at the same time formed in conjunction 
with all available of the 11th Hampshire (Pioneers) and the rst Munster 
Fusiliers, a bank crossing the road, and adjoining ridge being manned by 
signallers, police, sappers, and all who could be collected. Enemy machine- 
guns were sweeping down the road, but the position was maintained. 
News then came that the Germans had broken through between the Six- 
teenth and Sixty-Sixth Divisions on the mght. The enemy shelling on 
Villers Faucon and the ridges round became more and more severe, and 
Head-quarters had to withdraw to a ridge west of the village. More troops 
were now retiring everywhere, but in order and steadily, well in hand. 

The position was ordered to be evacuated at noon and a withdrawal 
made to Tincourt. The move back was effected satisfactorily in spite of 
the enemy’s shelling and a number of casualties. By that time the Rangers 
were represented by practically only the Head-quarters Company, with a 
few runners and the scanty remains of the companies left after the counter- 
attack on the previous day, with some rejoined stragglers. These took post 
now with the right on the Tincourt-Villers Faucon Road. ‘‘ Every single 
officer,’ states Lieut.-Colonel Feilding in his official] report at this point, 
‘‘who had being doing duty with the companies, had become a casualty.” 

The following account of what ensued is founded upon a letter wntten 
by one of the officers who took part :— 

‘The survivors of the counter-attack on the 21st were drawn back 
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from Ronssoy Wood to a line about 300 yards west of Ste Emilie, with 
the Ste. Emilie-Ronssoy road on the right and a railway embankment 
running towards Epéhy on the left. There were four Ranger officers left 
in this line, but they were joined later in the evening by another. The 
party held on ‘ easily enough,’ so they said, until the morning of the 22nd, 
when the attack came on in force and Ste. Emilie was taken, evidently 
from the far right flank, thus cutting off the little band’s communication 
with the rear and leaving no line of retreat. A few hours later their 
ammunition gave out, and they were powerless to stop the attackers, who 
were pressing them from all sides, but no thought of surrender entered their 
heads. As they were now suffering heavy casualties to no purpose, it was 
decided to make an attempt to get through Ste. Emilie in the confusion, 
but every way was blocked and more men were shot down. Undaunted, 
they resolved to abandon their trench, such as it was, in spite of a murderous 
fire and to take their chance over the open. One of the officers and three 
or four men led the way in this brave, though desperate, attempt, but they 
had hardly got over the parapet when they all went down. At that moment 
a hail of bombs landing in the trench, forced their comrades on to the 
parapet, where they were quickly surrounded. The Rangers had held 
their ground to the end. They were the last on the field.” 

During the afternoon of March 22nd orders were received to retire again 
and march to Tank Corps Camp, in a small wood in the angle between 
Péronne and Templeux-la-Fosse Road, where efforts were being made to 
reorganize the 47th Brigade. Some thirty-four men of the Rangers, who 
had hitherto lost touch, rejoined the battalion here. 

A Composite Battalion of the remnant of Rangers and the remains 
of the 2nd Bn. Leinster Regiment (now reduced to less than a company 
in strength), and of the rst Bn. Royal Munster Fusiliers, was formed under 
Lieut.-Colonel Feilding, who received orders to line the Tincourt-Templeux- 
la-Fosse Road with it. The men of the Royal Munster Fusiliers were 
posted on the right, the Connaught Rangers in the centre, the Leinster 
men on the left. The orders were to cover the retirement of the 49th Brigade, 
should it have to fall back from where it was in position, a little way off in 
front. The 49th Brigade in that case was to pass through and the Com- 
posite Battalion to follow and take up a position on the Doingt-—Bois-des- 
Flaques—Bussu line, before Péronne. 

The 49th Brigade began to fall back shortly after daylight on March 
23rd, and the withdrawal order was carried out in good order, aided by 
the misty weather and covered by tanks and a heavy artillery barrage. 
The Germans, however, continued to press on in force, and, early in the 
afternoon, enemy skirmishers began to show on the skyline of a ridge across 
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the intervening valley, two thousand yards in front. They were followed 
by “assault troops ’”’ in large numbers, and a long-range machine-gun 
fireopened. Our casualties, however, were not serious. Little attempt at 
reply was made, orders being issued to husband ammunition until the 
enemy came close. The enemy skirmishers in consequence were able to 
come nearer by degrees. An enemy aeroplane also came over the position 
and dropped a flare. That, unfortunately, was mistaken by our artillery 
for a British signal, and shrapnel fire opened, by which two men of the 
Rangers were killed and one man was wounded. 

After that, orders came again to evacuate the position and fall back to 
Biaches. Major Raynsford, who was sent to make arrangements, was 
unfortunately severely wounded in doing so. He was carried off by six 
of the Rangers under considerable difficulties, borne in a blanket until a 
stretcher party was met. He was then taken to Péronne and on to the 
47th Brigade Casualty Clearing Station. There were two thousand five 
hundred cases being attended to, although there was only accommodation 
for six hundred. 

After quitting the position, the Composite Battalion Companies formed 
up on the edge of the village of Doingt. In conjunction with the 11th 
Bn. Hampshire Regiment (Pioneers) and the other companies of the 
Composite Battalion and R.E. details, a considerable fire was brought to 
bear on the enemy as the German “‘ assault battalions ’’ descended from 
the ridge we had just held. The Composite Battalion then fell back 
between Doingt and Péronne, halting parties at convenient points to cover 
the general withdrawal. Although the retirement was followed up with 
machine-gun fire from the enemy, the reply from our side effectively held 
off the pursuit. The position next to be held, the old line of trenches 
crossing the Herbécourt road just west of Biaches, was reached almost 
without further casualties. The trenches were manned by the Composite 
Battalion Companies in the following order, facing east: on the right the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, forming a defensive flank; next the 11th Bn. 
Hampshire Regiment (Pioneers); then the Rangers; then, forming a 
defensive flank on the left, Royal Engineer details under command of 
Major Whittell, R.E. 

An officer of Royal Engineers was waiting at each bridge in Péronne 
to blow it up when the infantry had passed. At the first bridge, that 
nearest the enemy, four men of the Rangers were left to assist, with Cap- 
tain J. H. R. Dickson, of the Rangers, acting-adjutant of the Composite 
Battalion. 

All rejoined late in the evening. 

At midnight (March 23rd—24th) an order was received to march towards 
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Bray. The Composite Battalion reached a bivouac in a field within a short 
distance of that place at 6.30 a.m. (March 24th) and found head-quarters 
of the 47th Brigade there. The Rangers were reorganized during the day 
as two provisional companies, men of A and B being amalgamated and 
C and D. By the coming of stragglers and men who had somehow got 
through, together with officers and men returned from courses, the strength 
of the Rangers now stood at 7 Officers and 180 Other Ranks. During the 
afternoon the Composite Battalionw as ordered to move to Sailly-Laurette, 
to guard the bridgesthere. German cavalry had been reported across the 
Somme and south of Péronne, moving west. The Composite Battalion 
reached the place at ro p.m. and found the bridges prepared for demol- 
ition by the sappers. 

The morning of March 25th was employed in evacuating the civil 
population. In the afternoon orders came to move to Cérisy, to guard 
two bridges at that village, where arrangements were made to destroy the 
bridges as enemy cavalry were threatening from the north bank of the 
river. 

The Sixteenth Division during March 25th were transferred from the 
7th Army Corps to the roth. 

Six Lewis guns were received on the 26th, the whole establishment 
having been lost at Ste. Emilie. A digging party of two officers and 
I0O men were sent during the morning to Proyart, leaving on the way 
a corporal and six men at each of the neighbouring bridges to assist the 
sappers in preparing these for blowing up. Orders were next received by 
the 47th Brigade to move head-quarters to Morcourt. Another order for 
the Composite Battalion followed : to move forward and take up a line in 
front of Proyart. There the Royal Munster Fusiliers company took post 
on the left, the Rangers’ two companies in the centre, the 2nd Bn. Leinster 
Regiment company on the right. The line now held extended along the 
railway to the night of the Proyart-Chuynes Road. On the nght of the 
Leinsters was a detachment of the rst Herts, with the 13th Bn. of the 
Gloucestershire Regiment (Pioneers) and the 17th Bn. King’s Royal Rifles. 
These two last belonged to the Thirty-ninth Division. To the left of the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers the line was to be held by the 48th Brigade. 

At 3.30 p.m. it was reported—and speedily made manifest by enemy 
enfilading fire breaking out—that the Germans had forced the line the 
Sixty-Sixth Division had just been holding on the right of the Sixteenth 
Division. The situation on that side improved somewhat later, but it 
then became known that the 48th Brigade had moved from their trenches 
for some reason. 

To safeguard the position on that quarter the Composite Battalion 
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frontage was patrolled during the ensuing night. The enemy were observed 
digging about 800 yards in front of the Rangers’ portion of the line and a 
party with a Lewis gun, under Second-Lieutenant Slowey of the Rangers, 
was sent out to hamper them. Soon after this, Captain Monck, G.S.0.3 
Sixteenth Division, sent word that strong French reinforcements had already 
reached Laniole and would be passing through the line to counter-attack 
the Germans in front in about six hours’ time. They did not, however, 
arrive. 

At daylight on March 27th large parties of the enemy were sighted 
moving between the Rangers’ position and the Somme, apparently making 
their way for Mérecourt and Morcourt, and message was sent asking for a 
Field Artillery section and two Vickers guns to sweep a ridge where the 
enemy were. The Germans, however, continued their move, and larger 
parties were also seen now to be working round the Rangers’ flank. A 
party under Second-Lieutenant McWeeney of the Rangers was sent out to 
try and get round and check these. The enemy, however, continued to 
push forward in ever-increasing numbers through the gap on the left, and 
at 10.15 it was reported that the dangerous state of affairs had become so 
acute that a battalion next to the Rangers would have to fall back. It 
was after that decided to vacate the whole position, and a withdrawal was 
ordered in échelon from the left to another position on a line between 
Morcourt and Framerville. The enemy discovered the retrograde movement 
before long, and began a heavy shell and machine-gun fire. The with- 
drawal, however, was successfully carried through, the night covering the 
retirement of the left in the initial stages, while covering parties, left behind 
as the withdrawal proceeded, secured the final retirement of all the rest. 

The proposed new line was reached by the Composite Battalion at 
I1.30 a.m., but a general retirement farther back had already begun, and 
the battalion moved on, collecting stragglers from other regiments as 
they went. With these additions a unit some 400 strong was created. 
Brigadier-General Bellingham, commanding the 118th Brigade, on Lieut.- 
Colonel Feilding reporting to him, halted the battalion. He lined it up 
with troops of the Thirty-Ninth Division to hold three lines of old trenches 
crossing the main Amiens Road, and keep back the German pursuit in that 
quarter. 

The force held up repeated efforts of the enemy, advancing through the 
villages of Raincourt and Framerville, until about 3 p.m. Then a counter- 
attack by fresh companies, brought up from the rear in motor-lorries, 
finally checked the Germans and they began to fall back. The enemy, 
as they recoiled, offered good targets, which were taken full advantage of. 
Lieut.-Colonel Feilding unfortunately, at 4.45, met with an accident, which 
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incapacitated him entirely from continuing to lead the Rangers in the 
action. While in the act of hastening forward to get a Lewis gun to bear 
on a bunched-up large group of the enemy, he fell over a hidden trip wire 
and was severely injured. 

There was little further fighting during March, as, for a brief interval, 
the Germans, temporarily checked in that quarter and exhausted by the 
strenuous nature of their operations in pursuit, halted until fresh troops 
of theirs, then being pressed forward but still not yet up, could reach the 
neighbourhood of Amiens. 

On March 2oth, the Sixteenth Division was at Le Hamel. On the 30th 
and 31st it concentrated at Aubigny, where the 47th Brigade and the 
Rangers then halted. Lieut.-Colonel A. J. Digan, D.S.O., now took 
command, with Captain J. H. R. Dickson acting as Adjutant. Five 
Officers were with the battalion: Captain R. E. Bowen, M.C., and Second- 
Lieutenants Slowey, Carey, and McWeeney. Other Ranks present num- 
bered about 150. The whole now formed a company of the 47th Brigade 
Composite Battalion in reserve. 

In the fighting between March 21st and 27th the total casualties of the 
Rangers were: killed, wounded and missing, twenty-two Officers and 
618 Other Ranks. 

The following momentous Special Order of the Day, issued by Field- 
Marshal Sir Douglas Haig (April 1918), best summarises the critical 
situation on the Western Front :— 

‘‘ Three weeks ago to-day the enemy began his terrific attacks against 
us on a fifty-mile front. His objects are to separate us from the French, 
to take the Channel Ports, and destroy the British Army. 

‘‘In spite of throwing already one hundred and six divisions into the 
battle, and enduring the most reckless sacrifice of human life, he has, as 
yet, made little progress towards his goals. We owe this to the determined 
fighting and self-sacrifice of our troops. 

‘‘Many amongst us now are tired. To those I would say that victory 
will belong to the side which holds out the longest. 

‘‘The French Army is moving rapidly and in great force to our support. 

‘¢ There is no other course open to us but to fight it out. Every position 
must be held to the last man: there must be no retirement. With our | 
backs to the wall, and believing in the justice of our cause, each one of us 
must fight on to the end. 

‘‘The safety of our homes and the freedom of mankind depend alike 
upon the conduct of each one of us at this critical moment.”’ 

On April znd the Rangers proceeded about noon to Hamelet, where they 
were met by Lieut.-Colonel Digan. The 47th Infantry Brigade was relieved 
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on April 3rd, and the battalion marched to Blangy-Trouville, whence it 
proceeded in motor-lormes to Saleux. There the Rangers were billeted in 
a large factory. The battalion then entrained on the 4th for Blanchy, 
detraining there and marching six kilometres to Framicourt. The pre- 
liminary wait at Saloux Station lasted two hours in drenching rain, which 
soaked the men, most of whom had lost their great-coats, to the skin. At 
Framicourt the battalion was reorganized in two companies : Total strength, 
306 of All Ranks, including 14 Officers. Lieutenant J. H.O’C. MacDonnell 
rejoined on the 6th, and on April 8th Lieutenant T. F. Gilmore. The 
battalion marched on April goth to a town called St. Quentin. Thence, 
at 10.30 p.m., it marched four kilometres to Eu, where it entrained for 
Arques. The route was via Boulogne, Calais, Etaples and Hazebrouck. 
On arrival at Arques on the morning of the roth (8 a.m.) the battalion 
detrained and marched to Wardrecques. It marched from there to Merck 
St. Leivin, and billeted there for two nights. On April 13th it arrived at 
Drionville. 

Orders were now received that all officers and men, with the excep- 
tion of Head-quarters and transport, were to be transferred to the 
znd Bn. Leinster Regiment. Captain R. E. Bowen, M.C., Lieutenants 
J. H. O’'C. MacDonnell, C. P. S. L. Palmer, J. J. Conlon, and 281 Other 
Ranks, accordingly left to join the 2nd Bn. Leinster Regiment. Lieut.- 
Colonel A. J. Digan, D.S.O., Captain J. H. R. Dickson, Lieutenants H. A. 
Hunt, E. A. W. Smith and J. M. Forbes, and Second-Lieutenants T. F. 
Gilmore and D. T. McWeeney, were left with the Head-quarters staff and 
transport. These marched on April 14th to Remilly Werquin, where orders 
were received to form a training staff for units of the American Army 
then arnving in France. For this purpose Captain Bowen, M.C., and 
twelve N.C.O.’s were re-transferred from the Leinster Regiment on the 
2oth. 

Under date April 13th Lieutenant C. P. S. L. Palmer writes in his diary : 
‘“‘Disbandment! The 13th has a name for ill-luck, not unjustified seem- 
ingly. The Battalion left Merck St. Wiel and repaired to a field near 
Drionville, where dinners were eaten. When we left our billets there was 
not a rumour of any kind regarding the coming doom of the Battalion. 
It was thought that this was just another march towards another sector. 
After dinners, the Battalion was ordered to fall in as a Company, and were 
marched off to join the 2nd Battalion The Leinster Regiment, commanded 
by Lieut.-Colonel Weldon. It was hoped that we would be kept as a 
Connaught Ranger Company, but instead one platoon was detailed off to 
each company. On April 16th the transferred Rangers gave up their 
Connaught Rangers titles for those of the Leinsters. There was consider- 
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able reluctance and bitterness among the men. Said one: ‘I’ve been a 
Ranger for eighteen years and my father was a Ranger before me—I shall 
always be one.’ ”’ 

Lieutenant J. L. Hardy reported for duty from the base on April roth, 
and two days later Lieutenants F. W. S. Jourdain and S. W. O'’Coffey 
reported. On April 22nd Lieutenant J. L. Hardy was transferred to the 
2nd Bn. Inniskilling Fusiliers, and Lieutenant E. A. W. Smith to the 
2nd Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment. Second-Lieutenant McWeeney was 
instructed to report to the O.C. 2nd Bn. The Royal Irish Regiment on the 
conclusion of a Lewis-gun course to which he had gone on the 18th. On 
April 22nd Lieutenant F. W. S. Jourdain became Adjutant. 

On April 26th The Connaught Rangers’ Training Staff and transport 
marched to Blequin, where they remained until May 15th. The time was 
employed in musketry training, tactical schemes, and lectures. On the 
15th the training staff and other details of the 47th Infantry Brigade pro- 
ceeded by route march to Desvres, where they were billeted in the town 
for three days. They proceeded at 2 p.m on the 18th by route march to 
Doudeauville, where they continued work on tactical schemes until the 
American troops arrived, to whom they were to act as instructors. 

On June ist the final detachments of the 39th Regiment, Fourth 
Division, U.S. Army, arrived in the area, and on June 3rd N.C.O. instructors 
were divided among the three American battalions and began training in 
musketry, Lewis gun, bombing, scouting, signalling and bayonet fighting, 
which continued until June 7th. General Horne, G.O.C. the First Army, 
inspected the training on the 6th. On June 7th the 39th Regiment marched 
to Samer, to exchange their British rifles for those of the Springfield pattern, 
and on the oth they left the area. On June 16th and 17th three battalions 
of the 317th Regiment, Eightieth Division, U.S. Army, arrived in the 
area. Regimental head-quarters were established at Doudeauville, the 
battalions being quartered in Beaucorry, Hodicq and Bezinghem. The 
training of the American N.C.O.’s began on the 18th and continued until 
July 4th. 

The Americans left the area at 2 a.m. on July 5th. 

No more American troops arrived during the month, and on July 31st 
the cadre received information that the 6th Battalion The Connaught 
Rangers had been finally broken up. Instructions were received that the 
personnel was to proceed to join the 5th Battalion The Connaught Rangers 
on August Ist, Lieut.-Colonel A. J. Digan, D.S.O., to proceed to the 
Commanding Officers’ Pool at Etaples. 

So passed away the last of the 6th (Service) Battalion of The Connaught 
Rangers.

present in the Retreat from Mons, and was captured at Le Grand Fayt. Died 
in Germany 5th November 1915. 1914 Star, British and Victory Medals. 


ACKLOM, GEORGE: apptd. Ensign 88th 2oth May 1826; Lieut. 8th January 
1829; placed on Half-Pay 3rd November 1837. 


ACKLOM, SPENCER: born in Wexford 28th January 1844; apptd. Ensign 
16th Regiment 28th June 1864; transferred to 88th 9th September; Lieut. 
without purchase 7th October 1867 ; Captain 9th June 1877 ; Major Connaught 
Rangers ist July 1881; Lieut.-Col. 2nd Bn. 15th January 1890; Half-Pay 8th 
February 1893; retired Ist March 1893. Superintendent of Gymnasia, Cork, 
August 1864-July 1866; Acting Brigade Major, Mauritius, December 1878—-August 
1879. Served with 88th in South African War, 1877-8, and Kaffir War, including 
action at Draaibosch ; despatches London Gazette 26th February 1878, medal and 
clasp. Served with Field Commissariat in Afghan War, 1880, medal. Died on 
15th March 1922 at Brighton. 


ACTON, JAMES Lowry COLE: apptd. Second Lieut. 88th 15th September 
1877 from the Dublin Light Infantry Militia ; Lieut. 27th August 1879; Capt. 
1st Bn. Connaught Rangers 19th February 1887; Major 16th December 1896 ; 
retired roth March 1897; apptd. to Reserve of Officers 18th October 1902 for 
service with Provisional Bn. during South African War of 1899-1902. Served 
with the 88th in the South African War of 1877-9, Kaffir War, including action 
at Draaibosch and Zulu Campaign; despatches London Gazette 26th February 
1878 ; medal and clasp. Died on 3rd September 1914, aged 57 years. 


ADAIR, WILLIAM WALKER: apptd. Ensign 88th 31st October 1799; Lieut.

‘“‘It is reported that when a small body of Mounted Police was forced to retire 
before overwhelming numbers of the enemy, Major Moore observed that Private 
Giese was unable to mount his horse, and was thereby left at the mercy of the Kafhrs. 

‘‘ Perceiving the man’s danger, Major Moore rode back alone into the midst of 
the enemy and did not desist in his endeavour to save the man until the latter was 
killed, Major Moore having shot two Kaffirs and received an assegai wound in the 
arm during his gallant attempt.”” (The London Gazette, 27th June 1879.)

“In recognition of their gallant conduct during the attack on Sekukuni’s Town 
on the 28th November 1879, in carrying out of action Lieutenant Dewar, 1st Dragoon 
Guards, when badly wounded.

Privates Fitzpatrick and Flawn, and six of the Native Contingent, and, being in- 
capable of moving without assistance, the natives proceeded to carry him down the 
hill, when about thirty of the enemy appeared in pursuit about forty yards in the 
rear, whereupon the men of the Native Contingent deserted Lieutenant Dewar, who 
must have been killed but for the devoted gallantry of Privates Fitzpatrick and 
Flawn, who carried him alternately, one covering the retreat and firing on the enemy.”’

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APPENDIX X 
THE COLOURS 


88TH FooT, AND IST BATTALION THE CONNAUGHT RANGERS 


The first stand of Colours, issued at the end of 1793 or early in 1794 to the Ist 
Battalion The Connaught Rangers, is stated by Cannon in his officially published 
History of the 88th Regiment of Foot to have borne on the Regimental Colour the Harp 
and Crown with the motto ‘‘ Quis Separabit,’”’ the field of the Colour being yellow. 

The King’sColour in all Infantry Regiments of the Line at that time was the Union 
Flag of the period, comprising only the combined Crosses of St. George and St. 
Andrew, with, in the centre, the Royal Cypher surrounded by a ‘' Union Wreath” 
of roses and thistles entwined. The field of the Regimental Colour was always of 
the colour of the regimental facings. The Regimental Colour bore a small Union 
cantoned in the upper left-hand quarter of the flag, and had in the centre, on a heart 
or ‘‘ heater ’’ shaped shield, within an entwined rose and thistle wreath, the number 
or “rank ”’ of the regiment; or, in certain cases alternatively, the special device or 
badge of the regiment, and, underneath, the motto belonging toit. In these latter cases, 
the number or rank of the regiment was borne in the centre of the Union canton m 
the upper left-hand corner of the flag. Territorial names had been appointed to 
regiments but did not appear on the Colours of Line Regiments ordinarily until after 
1815. Such had been the regulation ever since 1751, when King’s and Regimental 
Colours were so first differentiated and officially styled. 

There is nothing extant now to show when the original stand of Colours of The 
Connaught Rangers of 1793 was replaced by a second set, nothing is on record. A 
new stand is traditionally understood to have been issued about the year 1808, on the 
return of the 88th from the Buenos Ayres expedition, but nothing definite is on record 
in regard to these Colours. In December 1800, when the Fitzgerald or St. Patrick 
saltire was ordered to be added to the St. George and St. Andrew Union in all the 
Standards and Colours of the Army, the 88th were in India. In July 1802, when the 
Sphynx and “ Egypt ’’ honorary distinction was authorized for the recent campaign, 
the battalion was at Alexandria, in garrison. 

A fragment of one of the Colours of the original stand of 1793 is in the possession 
of Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain. The Colours themselves, after their fifteen years of hard 
service in Flanders, in India, in Egypt and with the Buenos Ayres Expedition, could 
hardly have been otherwise than in tatters by 1808. The fragments were nailed 
on the Colour staves on which the second and third stands of Colours were bore, 
and thus continued in existence long after 1808. 

The narrow escape of the first set of Colours from destruction at Nimeguen in the 
Flanders Campaign of 1794, and how it came about that the Colours of the 88th were 
not taken into action at Buenos Ayres on 5th July 1807 and so escaped capture, are 
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recorded in Volume I at pages 3 and 25. On the latter occasion, Fortescue suggests in 
his History of the British Army, Volume V, page 422, the Colours were left in camp by 
Colonel Duff because the right wing, which he was tolead in the attack, was numeric- 
ally so weak when it paraded in the early morning that he could not spare personnel 
for a Colour party. Colonel Duff at the Whitelocke court-martial stated that he 
left them in camp purposely, because he considered the plan of attack hopeless and 
foredoomed. 

There is no record extant in regard to the Colours of the 2nd Battalion 88th, formed 
in January 1805 under the “* Additional Forces Act of the previous July, beyond the 
statement that, on the reduction of the battalion in 1816, these Colours were lodged 
with the regimental agents, acting on behalf of the Colonel of the 88th, Marshal Lord 
Beresford. They had presumably seen service with the 2nd Battalion in the Defence 
of Cadiz in 1810, and in 1811 at Foz d’Aronce, Sabugal, Fuentes de Ofioro and the 
Second Siege of Badajoz, returning to England on the absorption of the greater part 
of the 2nd Battalion into the 1st Battalion at Castello Branco in the autumn of 1811. 
‘The Colours of 2nd Battalions during the period 1804~16 were differenced from those 
of 1st Battalionsonly by having ‘‘ 2nd Batt.’’ on a small shield under the regimental 
number. 

Ultimately, it would appear—between 1820 and 1830—the Colours of the 2nd 
Battalion, 88th, were cut up and distributed among officers of the regiment. A 
large piece is now in the possession of a descendant of one of the officers then serving 
in The Connaught Rangers, General W. H. Eden, C.B., who joined the 88th as a 
captain from half-pay of the 6th Foot in August 1826, and served with the regiment 
until August 1839, when, as Lieut.-Colonel, he exchanged into the 56th Foot. He 
died a full General in 1882, after ten years in that rank. Two other fragments of the 
2nd Battalion Colours are in Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain’s possession. It may be added 
that there are several instances on record of retired Colours being so cut up and dis- 
tributed as mementos among officers of regiments. As the Colours, on retirement, 
became the property of the respective Colonels, their disposal at the pleasure of the 
Colonels was legitimate—although in at least one case it is recorded that the Horse 
Guards expressed disapproval. 

Accepting the regimental tradition as to the presentation of a second stand of Colours 
to the Ist Battalion in 1808, these would be the Colours carried by The Connaught Ran- 
gers throughout the Peninsular War and until 1820, when, it is understood, a new 
stand was issued. It was the custom down to 1856 for the Colours of a regiment to. 
be provided by its Colonel, at his personal expense out of his ‘‘ Off-Reckonings ” 
allowance. It would fall thus, in 1808, to Lord Beresford (then Brigadier-General 
Wiliam Carr Beresford, who had commanded the 88th as Lieut.-Colonel from 1795 
to 1805), Colonel from February 1807, to provide the second stand of Colours, just as. 
Genera] De Burgh (later 13th Marquess of Clanricarde) had provided the original set 
in 1793 on the raising of the battalion. 

On embarking for Cadiz in December 1808, the Regimental Colour of the 88th 
would bear, in common with the other regiments granted the distinction, the Battle- 
Honour “ Egypt’”’ on a blue silk scroll, or label, under a Sphynx figure in silver 
within a laurel wreath of gold embroidery. The Peninsular War, between 1809 and 
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1814, added on the same Colour the following battle-names, here listed in the spelling 
and order of date in which they were officially appointed.

As the Colours were not retired until 1820, the scrolls with the foregoing Battle 
Honours would all appear on them during their last year with the regiment. 

At Salamanca the poles of the King’s and Regimental Colours were both wounded, 
struck by bullets during the action. They are now, with the historic Peninsular flags 
(attacked in 1894 in circumstances recorded in Volume I, page 243), deposited for safe 
keeping, and on view, in the Museum of the Royal United Service Institution, White- 
hall. They were placed there on the disbandment of the Regiment in 1922. 

What may well be, and probably is, a representation of the Regimental Colour of 
1808, showing its appearance when carried during the Peninsular War, is in existence 
at the Heralds’ College, London, in the ‘‘ Vellum Colour Book of Stands of Colours,”’ 
etc., drawn up about 1820 at the instance of the Adjutant-General in the office of the 
Inspector of Army Colours for official reference. The Vellum Book contains illustra- 
tions in colour of all the Regimental Colours of the Army with Battle-Honour scrolls, 
Badges, Mottoes, etc., correctly placed. The representation is a pen-and-ink sketch 
in outline. It is without date or inscription, but was apparently done about 1815, as 
a guide in placing the recently authorized ‘“‘ PENINSULA ”’ Battle-Honour scroll on the 
flag. The Colour is shown with the Sphynx and ‘‘ Egypt ”’ scroll below the central 
Union Wreath of roses, thistles, shamrocks and oak leaves. At the top of this wreath 
is the usual Royal Crown, with, underneath it and filling the upper half of the space 
enclosed by the Union Wreath, the Roman numerals LX XXVIII. The letters extend 
across and within a smaller wreath, which is of laurel. Below the laurel wreath, in 
the lower half of the space enclosed by Union Wreath, is displayed a four-stringed 
Harp—uncrowned. The place apparently proposed for the new ‘‘ PENINSULA”’ scroll 
is indicated at the top of the flag, over the Royal Crown. 

The hard usage of six continuous years of war rendered it necessary after 1815 to 
consider the question of the replacement of the Colours and, as in the case of the 
Colours of most of the regiments which had seen service in the Peninsula, an applica- 
tion was made on the subject during 1816 to the Inspector of Army Colours at the 
Heralds’ College, A design for a new stand for the 88th was duly prepared in the 
Inspector's Office and a sketch of it was sent on 2nd October 1817 to a Mr. Hibbert, 
of Pall Mall East, London, the principal manufacturer of military Colours. The orginal 
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design for the Regimental Colour is included in the “‘ Vellum Colour Book of Stands 
of Colours ’’ at the Heralds’ College. It shows nine Battle-Honour scrolls in all on 
the Regimental Colour: The Sphynxand ‘“‘ Egypt,” ‘‘ Peninsula ”’ and the seven Penin- 
sular Battle names so far gazetted, which are in accordance with the dated list 
previously given. The field of the flag is yellow. In the centre is acrimson circle in- 
scribed Connaught Rangers and bearing in the centre “‘ 88 Regt,”’ all surrounded by 
a Union wreath of roses, thistles and shamrocks. The heart or “‘ heater ”’ shield

ceased to appear on Colours after 1815. The Honours scrolls are crimson, lettered 
gold. They are ranged vertically on either side of the wreath, and below it; three 
on the left side next the staff below the Union canton, two below the wreath, four to 
right of the wreath. No Harp and Crown Badge appears on the Colour. Presumably 
Hibbert would submit the design to the Colonel of the Regiment, through the Regi- 
mental Agent, with his firm’s estimate of cost for making, as seems to have been the 
usual practice.

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What became of the matter does not appear, as another design, purporting to be 
that of the stand presented in 1820, which is also in the Vellum Book, differs in various 
details. 

This latter is shown here as originally drawn. It shows the design of a King’s

Colour for a First Battalion and a Regimental Colour for a Second Battalion. There 
had of course been no Second Battalion 88th Foot in existence since 1816, but pre- 
sumably the scroll with ‘‘ Second Battalion ”’ was meant as an indication for the 
placing of such scroll if required later, if another second battalion was raised again. 
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The Colours eventually presented in 1820 would necessarily be without any numerical 
battalion scroll. 

The representation in the Vellum Book is in colour, hand painted and excellently 
executed. The Battle-Honour scrolls are blue, edged and lettered in gold. Thecentre 
circle is crimson, edged and lettered in gold. The Union Wreath is “ proper,” i.e. in 
natural colours. The Sphynx is silver with a green laurel wreath. As will be seen, 
there is no Harp or Crown on either Colour. The field of the Regimental Colour is 
shown as yellow, as it had always been hitherto. 

The outline design, reproduced here, is a copy of sketch in pen-and-ink, on which 
is written ‘‘ As sketched for Mr. Hibbert 8 December 1830.” 

Just then, in 1830, a fresh stand of Colours had been proposed for the 88th, in 
connection with which a question had been raised regimentally as to the restoration of 
the original Harp and Crown badge on the new Regimental Colour. The badge 
apparently had not been officially authorized originally and was not on the Inspector’s 
proposed design for the 1830Colours. The post of Inspector of Army Colours was not in 
existence in 1793 when the 88th received their first stand of Colours, and the question 
of the Harp and Crown badge borne on those Colours did not receive official attention 
apparently until application on behalf of the regiment was made in 1830 in regard 
to it. The first Inspector was appointed in 1806: Mr. George Naylor, York Herald. 

The design prepared by the Inspector of Colours omitted the Harp and Crown 
badge, simply showing in the centre the number 88 within a crimson circle. In 
regard to that Colonel O’Malley wrote to the Adjutant-General representing the strong 
wishes of the regiment for the “ retention ’’ of the Badge and requesting that the 
matter should be laid before the Commander-in-Chief (General Lord Hill). 

A ‘‘ Submission to the Sovereign ’’ was thereupon made by Lord Hill to H.M. 
King William IV in the following form, and was duly approved by the King: 


‘“‘ Most Humbly Submitted to Your Majesty 

“That the 88th Regiment, or Connaught Rangers, be permitted to retain on its 
Colours and Appointments the ‘ Harp and Crown’ with the motto ‘ Quis Separabit,’ 
in addition to the other Badges and Devices which it has been permitted to bear, as 
shown in the accompanying drawing. 

 Appd., 
“'W. R. 
‘* 23rd December 1830.” 


The word “ retain ’”’ in the Submission is all important, as proving the previous 
appearance of the Badge on the earlier Colours. 

No drawing unfortunately now accompanies the original draft of the Submission, 
which is filed at the War Office. It is bound in a volume with other original drafts 
of Submissions from various regiments in regard to privileges and customs, and in 
most cases, at some time or other, the accompanying drawings in colour, have been 
abstracted. 

The Adjutant-General’s letter to Colonel O’Malley, the Commanding Officer, 
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notifying that the Royal sanction had been given, is quoted in full in Volume I at 
page 140. It bears date December 30th 1830. 

The design, in pencil, from which the new Colours were made, as it would appear, 
according to the pattern passed by the Inspector of Army Colours after His Majesty 
had approved the retention of the Harp and Crown Badge, is now at the Heralds’ 
College. It is reproduced in Volume I at page 139. The pencil sketch, as it happens 
further, was made for the Adjutant-General, who, in January 1831, wrote to the 
Inspector of Army Colours as follows : 


“Horse Guards, 20th January 1831. 
“The Adjutant-General presents his compliments to Sir George Naylor and 
requests he will be pleased to send him a drawing of the Colours of the 88th Regiment, 
or Connaught Rangers, with the Device and Motto recently approved by His Majesty.”’ 


It is also noted under the Sketch that on the same date a copy of it was sent to 
Mr. Hibbert. 

To the Commanding Officer of The Connaught Rangers, Colonel George O’Malley, 
C.B., is due the credit of having brought about the restoration of the historic Badge 
and Motto to the Colours. In conjunction with his efforts a debt is also owed to 
Mr. Richard Cannon, Chief Clerk at the War Office, the compiler of the original 
official history of the regiment, which he brought out as one of the series of regimental 
histories then in course of publication by the War Office, for doing his utmost on 
behalf of The Connaught Rangers. ‘I avail myself of the occasion,’’ wrote Colonel 
O’Malley to Mr. Cannon from Cheltenham on 21st January 1831, ‘‘ to express to you 
how much and sensibly I feel the kind manner in which you met my feeling of anxiety 
to establish this distinction for my regiment, and my obligations to you for your 
assistance in the attainment of it.’ 

There is, though, yet more to be said in regard to the special recognition that all 
who have served in The Connaught Rangers must ever pay to the memory of Colonel 
O’Malley in connection with the Colours of the 88th. He joined the regiment as 
Commanding Officer in August 1825 (from the 44th Foot, but as a Connaught man). 
Displaying keen interest in the distinguished record of The Connaught Rangers from 
the first, before long Colonel O'Malley began to make enquiries about the regimental 
Colours borne by the 88th in the Peninsular War and retired in 1820. Apparently 
their whereabouts and what had become of them was unknown. The Colours then in 
service were the 1820 set. The Peninsular Colours, Colonel O’Malley found, were not, 
and had never been, in the possession of Lieut.-General Sir Gordon Drummond, who, 
as Marshal Lord Beresford’s successor, had been Colonel in 1820 when the Peninsular 
Colours were retired. In the usual way at that time, the old Colours of a regiment 
were, on new Colours being presented, handed over to, and became the personal 
property of, the then Colonel of that regiment. Colonel O'Malley persevered in his 
enquiries ‘* for eighteen months,”’ according to his own statement, before he was at all 
successful. He then learned that the Peninsular War Colour poles, which had been 
wounded at Salamanca, as recorded in Volume I at page 101, with shreds of the flags 
attached to them, were in the possession of Lieut.-Colonel R. Nickle, then C.O. of 
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the 36th Foot, who, during the Peninsular War, had been the brilliantly distinguished 
leader of the Light Company of the 88th. How they came into Colonel’s Nickle’s 
possession is not stated, but anyhow he had treasured them most carefully. On 
Colonel O’Malley’s representations that it would be more fitting for the Colour poles to be 
in the custody of the regiment, on a request in the name of the regiment for their 
restitution, Colonel Nickle at once, in the most handsome manner and with the 
utmost good feeling, complied. The Colour poles were thereupon lodged with the 
regimental agents, Messrs. Cox and Greenwood, whom Colonel O’Malley specially 
enjoined to “‘ preserve them, as though they were bars of gold, until they were returned 
into possession of the regiment, with the only remaining fragments of the Peninsular 
flags attached to them.”” The 88th were at that time, 1827, on foreign service, in 
Corfu. 

The actual Colours themselves, the silken King’s and Regimental Colour, of both 
of which only fragments were then on the poles, did not come into the keeping of the 
88th again until between sixty and seventy years later. They were then, in July 
1894, returned to the battalion on the occasion of the Centenary of the formation of 
the 88th at Portsmouth, as related in Volume I at p. 243. The Colours, it was then made 
known, had been removed from the poles in 1819 and presented, on his quitting the 
regiment, to Colonel J. A. Wallace, the distinguished officer who had commanded the 
88th throughout the Peninsular War and had won the affectionate regard and admir- 
ation of all under his command. The Colours were restored to the 1st Battalion The 
Connaught Rangers in 1894 by his son, Colonel F.J. A. Wallace (late of the Royal Scots 
Greys), at a special parade on July 4th. The donor announced on the occasion that 
the Colours had ever since 1819 been kept and preserved with careful attention and 
honour by his family. Colonel J. A. Wallace as Lieut.-General Sir J. A. Wallace, 
Bart., K.C.B., was appointed Colonel of the 88th in October 1831 and continued so 
until February 1857. 

The Colours designed in 1830, which replaced the 1820 stand, were presented to 
the battalion at Corfu on 27th February 1834, the Anniversary of the Battle of Orthes, 
where the 88th had borne a distinguished part, and at that ceremony the new silk 
flags were attached on the old Peninsular War poles as a special mark of honour and 
distinction. Colonel O’Malley, who, in 1834, was still in command of the 88th, made 
particular reference to the fact in his address, when expressing the thanks of the 
regiment to Lady Woodford, wife of the General Officer Commanding in the Ionian 
Isles, who made the presentation. He laid stress (as is quoted in Volume I, page 178, 
where the ceremony is fully described) on the pleasure of the regiment that the new 
Colours should be borne ‘‘ on the old and wounded poles which accompanied the 
regiment through many successful and triumphant battles and with the only remaining 
fragments of the old Colours attached to them.” * 

The stand of Colours presented by Lady Woodford in 1834 were carried by the 
battalion throughout the Crimean War, and at its close in 1856 the three scrolls ALMa, 
INKERMAN and SEBASTOPOL were added on the Regimental Colour in due course. They 


* The expression “‘ only remaining fragments” is certainly strange, seeing that the then Colonel 
of the Regiment, General Wallace, was at the time in possession of the complete flags, particularly 
in view of Colonel O’Malley’s own former statement that he had been engaged for eighteen months 
in trying to discover what had become of the Peninsular Colours. 
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were retired on 3rd July 1857 when new Colours were presented to the 88th at Ports- 
mouth, on the eve of the embarkation of the regiment for India for service in the 
Indian Mutiny. The 1834 Colours are now in St. Nicholas’ Church, Galway. They 
were placed there after, it would appear, having been lost sight of for upwards of 
eighteen years, in these circumstances: 

The regiment, when the new Colours were presented in 1857, being under orders 
to embark for India within a few days, the old Colours were entrusted to the charge of 
an old officer of the regiment, Lieut.-Colonel John Hardiman Burke, who attended the 
ceremony, and undertook to have them placed in St. Nicholas’ Church, Galway. 
He was understood to have done so and for many years it was believed by the regiment 
that they were hanging in the Church. Then, however, it came out that they were not 
there at all. They had, it proved, never reached the Church. Enquiries were set on 
foot to trace them, but these were unavailing, until, in June 1875, Brevet-Major 
Moore, whoat the instance of the regiment had set himself to find out what had become 
of the Colours, at last discovered their whereabouts. They were found in the posses- 
sion of a Mr. Shawe-Taylor, of Castle Taylor. It then appeared that Colonel Burke 
had left them with, or given them to (the facts seem uncertain), Mr. Shawe-Taylor’s 
mother, from whom they had passed into herson’s possession. After long correspond- 
ence, the 88th being in England at the time, Colonel Hughes of the regiment was able, 
in the summer of 1875, to recover the Colours, which were now handed over to Brevet- 
Major Moore. Major Moore conveyed them to Galway where they were finally placed 
in the old Collegiate Church of St. Nicholas, and a brass plate affixed under them, dedi- 
cated to the memory of those who had fallen under the Colours in the Crimean War. 

The presentation of the 1857 stand of Colours was made by Lieut.-General Sir 
William Codrington, K.C.B., commanding the Southern District, with much éclaé in 
the presence of a large and distinguished gathering of military and naval officers and 
a huge assemblage of the general public, “‘ the rank and beauty of the Jocale,’’ according 
to a newspaper. The Colonel of the 88th, Lieut.-General R. B. Macpherson, C.B., 
K.H., a veteran who had first served in the Regiment in India as long previously as 
1798 and after that at Buenos Ayres and in the Peninsular War, was originally specially 
asked to present the Colours. His age and infirmities however prevented his attend- 
ance. The two officers who received the Colours were Ensign Walker and Ensign 
Fox. 

The Colours were of the somewhat reduced size prescribed by the General Order of 
5th November 1855; and also, in accordance with the Regulation laid down in Janu- 
ary 1844, the Battle Honours were borne only on the Regimental Colour. As to the 
size of the flags. From the date of the Royal Warrant of December 1768, Infantry 
Colours measured 6 ft. 6 ins. in width, or flying, and 6 ft. deep on the pole. In 1855 
they were ordered to be reduced by 6 ins. each way; to 6 ft. flying and 5 ft. 6 ins. on 
the pole. As to the Battle Honours. From 1784 when Battle Honours were first 
authorized to be borne on the Colours they had been borne on both the King’s and the 
Regimental Colour. In General Orders of January 1844 it was directed that on all 
Colours issued in future the heretofore practice was to be discontinued, and that the 
Battle Honours and Devices, etc., were to be borne on the Regimental Colour only. 
On the King’s Colour (or Queen’s Colour as it was of course then termed), the Union, 
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there was to be nothing whatever beyond ‘‘ the Number of the Regiment in gold 
characters surmounted by the Imperial Crown.” 

The 1857 stand of the 88th were provided at the public expense and issued from 
the Royal Clothing Factory, Pimlico, London. They were the first set received by 
the regiment from there, in accordance with the Royal Warrant of 21st June 1855, 
which abolished Colonels’ ‘“‘ Off-Reckonings,”’ out of which, as has been said, the Colours 
of all regiments had hitherto been provided by their colonels privately. Under the 
Royal Warrant of June 1885 all arrangements for the issue of Colours, Clothing, 
Accoutrements were to be made by the then newly constituted Army Clothing De- 
partment. 

The disposal of retired Colours on replacement was left to the discretion of com- 
manding officers of units both cavalry and infantry down to 1909. This instruction 
was then issued officially: ‘‘ When Standards, Guidons or Colours are replaced, they 
remain the property of the State, and should be deposited in some Church or other 
public building. Officers commanding will forward proposals for their disposal to the 
General Officer Commanding for submission to the War Office. No one is entitled to 
sell old Standards, Guidons or Colours, or to deal with them in any way. In no 
circumstances may Standards, Guidons or Colours be allowed to pass into the pos- 
session of any individual.” 

A drawing of the Regimental Colour of the Stand presented in 1857, which was 
carried by the regiment during the Indian Mutiny campaign, and in South Africa 
later, is in the Heralds’ College Vellum Book and is shown overleaf. It is marked 
“Sent to W.O. 5 Dec. 1856” (i.e. from the Inspector of Colours) and represents 
presumably the pattern for the Regimental Colour presented in 1857. The field of 
the flag is yellow; Crown, Wreath and Sphynx “ proper”; centre, including the 
circle bearing the name ‘‘ Connaught Rangers,”’ crimson, with gold lettering and 
edging ; the Harp and Crown “ proper”; the Battle-Honour scrolls blue, with gold 
lettering and edging. 

The 1857 stand continued in service until 1885, and during those eighteen years 
Battle-Honour scrolls for CENTRAL INDIA and SouTH AFRICA 1877-8-9 were added 
on the Regimental Colour. 

They are now in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, where they were deposited in 
1886 on retirement by the stand presented at Meerut in 1885 by H.R.H. The Duchess of 
Connaught. The 1857 Colours on retirement were given by Captain D. T. Hammond, the 
Adjutant, into the charge of Captain J. L. C. Acton, then proceeding on leave, and by 
him were deposited in St. Patrick’s Cathedral. In their present state the right-hand 
bottom corner of the Regimental Colour is missing, having apparently been either torn, 
or having fallen away, with three Battle-Honour Scrolls for ALma, SEBASTOPOL and 
SouTH AFRICA 1877-89. “ As far as can be judged,” says a letter from one of the 
Cathedral authorities who had the Colours taken down for closer inspection on 6th 
August 1927, ‘‘ the flag is 5 feet 2 or 3 inches along the pole and 5 ft. 6 in. from the pole 
outwards—this does not allow for the fringe.” 

The 1885 stand were the last Colours that the 88th took on active service. That 
was in the Kafhir War, in 1877. They were then borne, the Queen’s Colour by Second- 
Lieutenant Wyncoll (the first officer with the rank of 2nd Lieut. in the Regiment) and 
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Sub-Lieut. Webb (the last officer with the rank of Sub-Lieut. in the Regiment). The 
Colours had by then been twenty years in service and were showing signs of wear and 
tear, it is stated. The Regimental Colour had to be repaired on proceeding for service 
and the repairs are related to have been done by the ladies of the regiment using silk 
that came from a dress of Mrs. Hopton, wife of Major E. Hopton. The Colours did 
not accompany the regiment to the front in South Africa. They were deposited 
at King William’s Town in the Mess of the 24th Regiment (South Wales Borderers),

where they hung side by side with the Colours of that regiment which two years later 
were lost at Isandhiwana. 

Four years later, as the result to a large extent of what happened at Isandhlwana 
and at Maiwand, and principally as it would appear by Lord (then Sir Garnet) Wolse- 
ley’s influence at the Horse Guards the order came out in virtue of which the British 
Army ceased to carry Colours in the field and regiments had to leave them behind 
before embarkation for active service. The Horse Guards Circular Letter deprecating 
if not exactly prohibiting the taking of Colours on war service was issued in February

1882, after the 88th had ceased to bear that historic number in the Army List and had 
become the 1st Battalion The Connaught Rangers. 

The Circular Letter was addressed to all Commanding Officers, and as a matter of 
interest the wording of that received by the C.O.’sof the battalions of The Connaught 
Rangers is given here: 


*‘ I have the honour, by desire of the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, to 
convey to you, Her Majesty’s command that in consequence of the altered form of 
attack, and extended range of firing, regimental Colours will not necessarily in future 
be taken with the battalion on active service. When however a battalion proceeds 
abroad in the ordinary course of relief, Colours will accompany the battalion, but, 
in the event of its being ordered on active service, they will be left at the base of 
operations, unless the general officer commanding should be of opinion that the 
nature of the service in which a force is about to be engaged is such as to render 
the possession of the Colours with the battalion undoubtedly expedient, when 
he may, as a special matter, give directions for their accompanying it. Except 
in this respect, no change will be made, both Colours being retained as affording 
a record of the services of the regiment and furnishing to the young soldiers a 
history of its gallant deeds. 

‘‘ At reviews and occasions of ceremony they will be usually taken with the 
battalion.” 


The Colours presented in 1857 and now in St. Patrick’s were, as has been said, of 
the pattern and size authorized in 1855. Only three stands of that pattern and size, 
according to the late Mr. Milne, author of the standard work on the subject, Standards 
and Colours, were issued—to the 4oth, the 44th and the 88th. 

Three years afterwards, in 1858, new regulations were issued further reducing the 
size of the flags. The idea is understood to have been suggested by what was observed 
of the smaller and handier type of Colours carried by our French Allies in the Crimea. 
The General Order reducing the size of Infantry Colours was issued in September 1858. 
By it the size of the flags was directed to be 4 ft. 6 ins. flying and 4 ft. on the pole. 
In future also, it was ordered, infantry flags were to be edged with gold fringe mixed 
with crimson silk on the Queen’s Colour and silk of the colour of the regimental facings 
on the Regimental Colour. The idea of the fringe, usual from the first in British 
Cavalry standards and guidons, was an innovation in regard to Infantry Colours, and 
like the reduced size of the flags is said to have been taken from the French practice. 
The French had always—at least ever since the Napoleonic period (1804-1815)— 
carried gold-fringed infantry colours. 

A subsequent modification of size was made, reducing flag dimensions to 3 ft. 
9 ins. flying and 3 ft. on the staff, which has held good to the present time. 

The universal Spear-head of the Colour poles which had been in existence from 
the earliest times was also altered, the Spear-head being replaced by the Lion and 
Crown crest of England in gilt metal, with cords and tassels of crimson silk and gold 
attached as heretofore. 

While the 1857 stand of Colours of the 88th were still in service, in 1881, the Terri- 
torial Regimental System was introduced. By it the 88th became the 1st Battalion 
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The Connaught Rangers, with, for the 2nd Battalion, the then 94th Regiment. 
Under that arrangement the Battle Honour SERINGAPATAM, with the badge of the 
Elephant, honorary distinctions of the old Scotch Brigade 94th, were added to the 
Battle Honours and Badges on the Regimental Colours of the joint regiment for both 
battalions. 

The Colours that replaced the 1857 stand were presented at Meerut by H.R.H. 
The Duchess of Connaught on 6th February 1885. The battalion, under the command 
of Major Spencer Acklom, paraded for the ceremony three hundred and fifty strong, 
and the new Colours were received by Lieutenants Clough-Taylor and Lenox-Conyng- 
ham. These Colours were the first set presented to the battalion as the 1st Battalion 
The Connaught Rangers. New Colours had been originally issued in 1877 to the 
then 88th, but they had been kept in store temporarily, owing to permission being 
refused for the Colours to be presented, affixed on the old battle-scarred Peninsular 
poles, on which the previous Colours had been since 1834. The Peninsular poles had 
the spearhead, which had been made obsolete in 1858 when the Lion and Crown 
Colour pole-head was made regulation. Then, in 1881, the historic yellow of the 
Regimental Colour had had to give place to green, the appointed colour of the facings 
of the regiment, as the rst Battalion The Connaught Rangers under the Territorial 
reorganization of 1881. 

The 1885 stand of Colours also were of the smaller pattern, with fringe, made 
regulation under the Order of September 1858, which was issued in the year after the 
previous set, the 1885 Colours had been presented. These, the 1857 set, are, as has 
been said, in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, where they were placed in 1886 on 
being sent home from Meerut. The flags had been removed from the old Peninsular 
poles on being retired and the new (1885) set affixed in their place. The 1885 flags 
in turn were removed from the Peninsular poles and transferred to new poles in 1894, 
on the restitution to the battalion of the Peninsular flags, borne on them of old on the 
battlefields of Picton’s Third Division in the Peninsular War. The 1885 stand of 
Colours, retired at Delhi in December 1911 when new Colours were presented by 
H.M. the King (see Volume I, page 579) are now in St. Patrick’s Church, Soho Square, 
London, the oldest Roman Catholic Church in the metropolis. They were deposited 
there on 7th September 1922, after the disbandment of the regiment, together with 
one stand of Colours of the 3rd Battalion (Galway Militia), one stand of 4th Battalion 
(Roscommon Militia) Colours and the King’s Colour of the 6th (Service) Battalion, 
The Connaught Rangers. [A full account of the ceremony is given in Volume I, 
page 579.] 

Additions to the Battle-Honour scrolls were made on the Regimental Colour of 
the 1885 set at the close of the South African War, on the granting of the Battle 
Honours RELIEF OF LADYSMITH and SOUTH AFRICA 1899-1902. 

Yet another long overdue Peninsular War Battle-Honour scroll was added in rg10 
on the Colours of 1885, when, by Army Order No. 218 of roth September 1910, the 
Honour PYRENEES was Officially granted. It had been finally obtained after per- 
sistent efforts through the exertions of Captain (now Lieut.-Colonel) H. F. N. Jourdain. 
The Honour PyrenEEs had been claimed and originally applied for by Colonel O’Malley 
in 1830. It had then been refused, Lord Fitzroy Somerset (later Lord Raglan), the 
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Duke of Wellington’s Military Secretary, replying in these words, ‘‘ The rule is that 
no regiment should be recommended for an Honorary Distinction unless the Com- 
manding Officer has received a medal for the action.” It was again urged by Colonel 
O'Malley that, in at least one of the Battles of the Pyrenees, the Action of 28th July 
1813, ‘‘a portion of the regiment was engaged and had so distinguished itself that 
it was cheered by the whole Division, who were looking on at the exploit.’’ [See 
Volume I, pages 115 and 116, and the coloured illustration in Volume II facing page 
262.) The Honour, it was further pointed out, had been awarded to the two other 
regiments in the Brigade, the 45th and 74th, both of which had been in reserve and 
not closely involved in the action. All representations, however, were unavailing in 
1830. As the Commanding Officers of the 45th and 74th had claimed the medal, 
their regiments received the Honour. As by some unaccounted for, or personal lapse, 
Major Macpherson, then in command of the 88th, had omitted to claim the medal, the 
authorities at the Horse Guards refused to relax the rule. General Macpherson after- 
wards claimed the clasp to his gold medal, and actually obtained it. 

The efforts made to obtain War Office sanction for the further Battle Honour Nive 
claimed by the battalion as the former 88th unfortunately proved unsuccessful, 
although it was pointed out that when the General Service Medal was issued in 1848, 
several officers of the 88th had been granted the “‘ Nive ” clasp with their medal. The 
final official reply dated 5th May 1914, was to the effect that NIvE could not be granted 
as a Battle Honour as it had been decided not to extend the award to the regiments 
of the Third and Fourth Divisions. The 88th, with the rest of Picton’s Third Divi- 
sion, were in reserve at the Nive, and, it was further officially put forward as a bar to 
the regiment receiving the Honour for the Colours that the then C.O., although present 
with the whole battalion at the action, had never claimed the Gold Medal Commanding 
Officers were entitled to. Seven Officers and 114 N.C.O.’s and men received the 
clasp in 1848. 

The Colours presented to the 1st Battalion The Connaught Rangers by H.M. the 
King in 1911 were due for presentation some years previously. In 1905, the 1885 
set had reached the end of the period of twenty years’ service, appointed as the ordin- 
ary duration for Colours of Line battalions under the regulations of 1858. 

New Colours arrived from the Royal Army Clothing Department, London, at 
Mullingar, where the 1st Battalion was quartered, in January 1906. They were, 
however, considered as unsatisfactory in details and correspondence resulted, in the 
course of which the following letters passed : 


“From O.C. 1/The Connaught Rangers 

“ To C.0.0. Royal Army Clothing Department, London, S.W. 

15/2/06 
— “ Sir — 

** With reference to your letter of roth February ’o6 and proceedings of 
Board on New Colours I have the honour to state that I cannot accept without 
protest the Colours which have been sent to the Battalion. They are in every 
respect hideous. The female figure on the harp is more like a kangaroo than a 
woman, and the embroidery, if worked in a Board School, would disgrace a child of 
ro years old. The drawing of the elephant, especially the legs, is very bad. The 
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old Peninsular Colours and the Colours of 1877 which stand in our mess, mark 
the decadence which has taken place during the last century. I propose, with 
your sanction to return the new Colours, they will cause the Regiment to be made 
a laughing stock and a derision to all who see them and can never cause an 
affection amongst officers and men. 
“‘ I have the honour to be, etc. 
‘* (Sd.) M. G. Moore. 
** Colonel Commanding The Connaught Rangers.”’ 


The reply was as follows :— 


*“ Royal Army Clothing Department, London, S.W., 27th Feb. 1906. 
** S1IR,— 

“ With reference to your letter dated Mullingar 15/2/06 on the subject of the 
Colours furnished to your Regiment by the Dept., I beg to inform you (1) The 
design is correct and heraldically accurate. (2) The workmanship and matenal 
were on inspection found to be good. (3) The female figure with the harp is 
shown as in the Royal Arms approved by her late Majesty in Council (Order 
dated 26th July 1887), i.e. with the face turned to the spectator. The expression 
is, sO far as it is possible to do so when working in metallic thread, made similar 
to that in the drawing. The Elephant, drawn from a recently designed badge 
of the 19th Hussars, is a good specimen of an Indian elephant. It is regretted 
that sanction cannot be given for the return of the Colours to this department. 
Any further communication or reference to this matter should be made to the 
General Officer Commanding. 

‘I have the honour to be, etc. 
‘*—__. Chief Ordnance Officer. 
“To O.C. 1st Connaught Rangers, Mullingar.” 


In 1905, while the battalion was at Mullingar, the Peninsular Colours were enclosed 
in an oaken air-tight case by order of Colonel M. G. Moore, C.B. Silk net had been 
put on them in 1894. 

The presentation of Colours by H.M. King George V took place on 11th December 
1911 at Delhi, on the occasion of His Majesty’s presence there for the Coronation 
Durbar. A full and complete narrative of the impressive and stately ceremony that 
took place is given on pp. 418 and 419 of Vol. I. The text of the remarkable address 
made by the King to the 1st Battalion The Connaught Rangers may, however, be 
again quoted here. 

The address handed to the Commanding Officer of The Connaught Rangers was 
as follows :— 


** Lieut.-Colonel Ford-Hutchinson, Officers, Non-conmmissioned Officers and 
Men of the 1st Battalion The Connaught Rangers, I am very glad to have this 
opportunity of giving new Colours to your Battalion. The presentation of 
Colours is a solemn occasion in the history of a Regiment. For then you bid 
farewell to the old flag, which bears upon it the records of past achievements, 
receiving in return a new flag, upon which it lies with you to inscribe the names 
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of future victories. Recalling with pride the deeds of those who have gone 
before, you look forward with hope into the coming days. Remember this is no 
common flag which I am committing to your keeping. A Colour is a sacred 
ensign, ever by its inspiration, though no longer by its presence, a rallying point 
in battle. It is the emblem of duty; the outward sign of your allegiance to 
God, Your Sovereign, and Country, to be looked up to, to be venerated, and to 
be passed down untarnished to succeeding generations. Just over a century ago 
you excited even Wellington to enthusiasm by your magnificent counter-attack 
at Bussaco. Twelve years ago you showed that ninety years had made no 
difference in your fighting spirit. Time has wrought many changes in war and 
you are not likely again to meet an enemy who will bring a Jingling Johnny into 
the field. But whatever the enemy opposed to you, I feel confident that The 
Connaught Rangers will still be such as they showed themselves in the Penin- 
sular, in the Crimea, and in South Africa.” 


This address was subsequently framed and adorned the officers’ mess of the 
battalion until the disbandment. 

On the outbreak of the European War in August Ig914, on the 1st Bn. The Con- 
naught Rangers being ordered to France from India, the Colours were sent for safe 
keeping to the Regimental Depot at Galway. They remained there during the War, 
until, in June rg19, they were brought to Dover, the Colour party, under Captain 
W. Russell Maguire, comprising Lieutenant J. M. Garrett, M.C. (King’s Colour), 
and Lieutenant H. A. Benke (Regimental Colour), with, as escort, Sergeant Gilman 
and Q.M.S. Prentice. In July 1919, the Colours were taken to France to participate 
with the British Army Contingent in the ‘ Victory March.’’ The Colour party 
comprised Major R. L. Payne, D.S.O. (second in command of the Ist Battalion), 
and Major W. W. Roche, with, as escort, Sergeants Leahy and Sheehan, M.M., 
and Lce.-Corporal McGarry, D.C.M. On returning to England in the following 
weck the same Colour party proceeded to London for the “ Victory March ”’ in the 
British metropolis. 

The Colours, after proceeding with the battalion to India in October 1919, returned 
with it in April 1922, on the recall of the rst Battalion to undergo the unmerited fate 
of other Irish Line units of the British Army—disbandment. The final scenes at 
Shorncliffe, on the leaving of the Colours for Windsor, and the last moving scene of 
all in St. George’s Hall, Windsor Castle, when the Colours were received by His Majesty 
the King, to be taken into his own gracious keeping, are described fully and in detail 
in Volume I at pages 574-579. 

The King’s ‘‘ Farewell Message ”’ to the battalion which he handed to Lieutenant- 
Colonel W. N.S. Alexander, D.S.O., the Commanding Officer, on His Majesty receiving 
into his own hands from the Colour-bearers, Captains F. D. Foott and W. O’Brien, 
M.C., each on bended knee, in turn, the King’s Colour and the Regimental Colour, 
may again be fitly quoted in conclusion here :— 


‘‘To the Officers, Warrant Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and Men of 
The Connaught Rangers: 


It is with feelings of no ordinary sorrow that I address you for the last time ; 
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for I know I am taking leave, not merely of a fine regiment, but of great memories 
and great traditions which have hitherto been kept alive and embodied in yon. 

I mourn indeed the loss of a Regiment which was prominent in Picton’s 
glorious Fighting Division. But your fame is assured by the names of Bussaco 
and Badajoz, even if you had not earned fresh honours in subsequent campaigns 
and in the great World War. 

You have your Colours, your trophies and your household gods, which are 
dear to you as honour itself. You have thought fit to entrust your Colours to 
me for custody, and I am very proud to take charge of them, to be preserved 
and held in reverence at Windsor as a perpetual record of your notable exploits 
in the field. 

Meanwhile, be very sure that, with or without external monument, the fame 
of your great work can never die. 
I thank you for your good service to this country and the Empire, and with a 
full heart I bid you—‘ Farewell.’ 
(Signed) 
GeorcE R.I. 
12th June 1922.” 


The following arrangements in regard to the Battle Honours of the Great War were 
notified in Army Orders subsequent to the deposition of the Colours at Windsor. 

‘There will be only one Honours List for a Regiment. An Infantry Regiment will 
include the Regular, Militia (or Special Reserve), Territorial, and Service Battalions 
of the regiment concerned. 

Regiments of Cavalry and Yeomanry, battalions of Infantry, Regular, Milita 
(Special Reserve), and Territorial, will have emblazoned on their Standards, Guidons, 
and Colours not more than twenty-four honours, of which not more than ten will be 
‘‘Great War ”’ honours, to embrace the whole history of the regiment concerned from 
the date on which it was raised to the end of the Great War, such honours to be selected 
by Regimental Committees from the List of Honours to be shown in the Army List. 
The honours emblazoned on the Colours will be the same for al] units comprising the 
regiment concerned, and will be shown in the Army List in thicker type. 

The guiding principle in the selection and allotment of battle honours will be that 
Headquarters and at least 50 per cent. of the effective strength of a unit in a theatre 
of war (exclusive of drafts which, although in a theatre of war, had not actually joined 
the unit) must have been present at the engagement for which the honour is claimed. 

Regimental Committees under the chairmanship of their regimental colonels, oT 
of representatives to be nominated by the regimental colonels, will be set up to select 
the particular honours for Regimental Colours.” 

It was notified subsequently that the Army Order of 1844, prohibiting the placing 
of Battle Honours on the King’s Colour, was cancelled. Sanction was thereupon 
given by the Army Council for the emblazoning of Battle Honours awarded for the 
Great War on the King’s Colour of Infantry Battalions of the Regular Army, Militia 
and Territorial Army. Scrolls, to the number of ten, it was notified, would be affixed 
to the obverse and reverse sides of the Colour in order of precedence across the Colour. 
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The necessary measures were in due course taken as soon as possible to emblazon 
the Honours gained in the Great War by all battalions of The Connaught Rangers 
on the Colours of the Ist and 2nd Battalions of the Regiment at Windsor Castle. 


THE Scots BRIGADE; SCOTCH BRIGADE; 94TH FOOT; 
2ND BATTALION THE CONNAUGHT RANGERS. 


The only existing Colours of the Scots Brigade, from which the 2nd Bn. The Con- 
naught Rangers claim descent and trace their origin (see Vol. II, pp. 1 and 2), are now in 
St. Giles’s Cathedral, Edinburgh. They are the last Colours ever carried by the 
historic Scots Brigade and were under fire and heroically rescued from capture just a 
hundred and eighty years ago (at Bergen-op-Zoom in 1747). They were obtained 
specially for placing in St. Giles’s Cathedral in 1884 by the late Lord Reay,* K.T., 
G.C.S.I., G.C.1.E., P.C., by consent of the Dutch Government. 

The pair of Colours in St. Giles’s, a representation of which forms the frontispiece 
to Vol. II, were left, or rather held back, in Holland in 1782, when the Dutch Govern- 
ment, recently at war with Great Britain, denationalized the Scots Bngade into 
a Dutch formation. In spite of efforts made by the British Government, on the 
conclusion of peace with Holland, to recover the Colours as belonging to a British force 
originally “ lent ’’ by treaty to Holland, the Dutch Government of the day retained 
the Colours, pleading that they were Dutch property, until just forty-three years ago. 
Then, in 1884, on the personal representations of Lord Reay, and as a privilege in 
virtue of his ancestral relationship with Holland, the authorities at the Hague yielded 
their claim to them and handed them over into his keeping for deposit in St. Giles’s 
Cathedral. The detailed story of what took place in connection with the Scots Brigade 
Colours, and of the previous efforts to recover possession of them, is related in Volume 
II at pages 93-95, where also is described the ceremony of 25th March 1885 when the 
Colours were received and deposited in St. Giles’s Cathedral. 

According to a War Office MS. on the services of the Scots Brigade, apparently 
compiled some eighty years ago for Cannon’s projected official History of the 94th 
Foot,f the earliest Colours of the Scots Brigade, authorized in 1577 by James VI of 
Scotland (later James I of England), were simply the Scottish national flag, the 
White St. Andrew Cross on a Blue Field. A stand of two Colours of this design was 
represented in carving on the stone monument erected some thirty years afterwards 
in Bothwell Parish Church, Lanarkshire, to a Duke of Hamilton who had served in the 
War of Dutch Independence in command of a regiment of the Scots Brigade. The 
monument is in existence and can be seen to-day. 

The first Colours of the Scotch Brigade, under which title the historic Scots Brigade. 
was reconstituted and re-formed in 1793, are now in St. Michael’s Church, Linlithgow, 
where they were laid up with special ceremony in November 1925, as will be described. 
They are the original Colours of the 3rd Battalion, The Scotch Brigade, commanded 


* Baron Reay, Hereditary Chief of the Clan Mackay, and a descendant of the succession of many 
gallant Mackays who served for generations in the Scots Brigade, certain of them also commanding 
its regiments in turn. 

t+ It was to have been one of the series of Regimental Histories that Cannon compiled, which. 
Treasury parsimony in 1849 stopped after about half the series had been published. 
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by Lieut.-Colonel [lay Ferrier, who raised the Corps at the instance of the British 
Government. 

The King’s Colour, the field of which is the pre-1801 Union, bore in the centre the 
Thistle of Scotland, surrounded by a green circular scroll inscribed in gold with the motto 
of the Order of the Thistle, ‘‘ Nemo me impune lacessit,’’ within an outer wreath of 
thistles and roses, all surmounted by the RoyalCrown. The Regimental Colour had a 
green field. Green was the colour of the regimental facings, which colour was adopted 
by Lieut.-Colonel Ilay Ferrier when raising his battalion, presumably from the green 
facings of the battalion of the old Scots Brigade in Holland he had commanded in 
1783. The Regimental Colour bore the Scots Thistle and motto, as in the King’s Colour, 
in the centre, with the pre-union wreath described, and beneath all, on a wavy 
scroll, in gold capital letters, the title ‘‘ Scotch Brigade.” 

The first Colours were in service from 1793 to 1801, and were carried at the storm- 
ing of Seringapatam in 1799. It may be, indeed, that one of the pair is the identical 
Colour which was planted by Captain Molle on the rampart of Seringapatam as he led 
the grenadier company at the head of the Right Attack. [See Vol. II, pp. 135-6.] It 
was the practice in most regiments to carry their Colours with them in storming 
attacks. For instance, to name only two regimentally recorded cases, that of the 5th 
Foot (now the Northumberland Fusiliers) at Ciudad Rodrigo in 1811, when the central 
figure of St. George and the Dragon was shot clean away out of the centre of the 
Regimental Colour by a cannon-ball; and that of The Royal Scots 4th Battalion at 
the storming of Bergen-op-Zoom in 1814. In the miscarriage on this occasion the 
regiment was isolated and cut off on the ramparts and the Colours before surrender 
were hastily flung over into the river-bed of the Zoom, where they were later dredged 
up by the French and taken as a trophy to the Invalides in Paris, where they now 
hang. 

The Colours at Linlithgow were sent home in 1803 to Colonel Ilay Ferrier, who had 
raised and commanded the 3rd Battalion, the Scotch Brigade, becoming later Com- 
manding Officer of the regiment when the three battalions were amalgamated into a 
single unit. Colonel Ferrier raised the battalion at Linlithgow in 1793-4, and pro- 
vided it with the Colours in question, publicly presented in Edinburgh in 1795 by 
General Lord Adam Gordon, Commanding the Forces in North Britain. Owing to the 
necessity of replacing the Colours in consequence of the 1801 alteration in the Union 
flag design, and presumably also because of the Scotch Brigade being numbered as 
the 94th at the end of 1802, new Colours were required by the regiment, then in India. 
On that, the then Commanding Officer, Lieut.-Colonel James Ferrier, nephew of 
Colonel Ilay Ferrier, returned the original set to his uncle in Scotland as being the 
person specially entitled to receive them. 

The Colours were preserved at Belsyde, the ancestral seat of the Ferrier family, 
until, in November 1925, they were deposited in the Parish Church of St. Michael, 
Linlithgow. The presentation of the Colours was made at Morning Prayer on Sunday, 
8th November 1925, by Major-General James Ferrier, C.B., D.S.O., a great-grandson 
of Colonel Ilay Ferrier, on behalf of his elder brother, the head of the family, Colonel 
George Henry Ferrier, the state of whose health did not permit of his being at the 
ceremony. The special service was conducted by the Minister of the Parish, the Rev.

Robert Coupar, in the presence of the Provost, Magistrates and Town Councillors in 
their robes, and a large representative congregation and was most impressive. The 
Colour-bearers on the occasion were Captain H. Moubray Cadell, R.E., and Captain 
Norman S. Main, of The Royal Scots. They were attended by two Colour-Sergeants 
and the Pipe-Major of The Royal Scots, sent from the depé6t at Glencorse, as escort. 
The Colours were borne up the nave to the Choir to the Slow March of the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers played by the Pipe-Major, and were handed in turn to Major- 
General Ferrier who, in the name of his elder brother, presented each to the 
Minister. 

The stand of Colours which replaced the 1793 set have apparently disappeared. 
Nothing is now extant, it seems, either as to their presentation, or what became of 
them ultimately. They were retired about 1812, when a new set was sent to the 
battalion in Spain. 

Quite possibly the Colours were made in India in 1802, which at that period was 
not unusual owing to the length of time required for communication with England, 
everything to and fro having to make voyages of many months round the Cape of 
Good Hope. Milne, for instance, in his book Standards and Colours, records the 
making in India of a stand of Colours for the 74th, in 1802, the same year in which the 
Scotch Brigade 94th Colours were made. A stand also made in India for the 84th are 
now, Milne also states, in York Minster. 

As tothe design on the Regimental Colour a letter is filed in the Heralds’ College, 
London. It was written in 1809 by Lieut.-Colonel Campbell, the Commanding 
Officer, to Mr. George Naylor, York Herald, recently appointed as the first Inspector 
of Army Colours, in regard to the placing of the Elephant badge on the Colours. 
Apparently, soon after the return of the regiment from India in 1808, an application 
had been made to Naylor by Lieut.-Colonel Campbell in regard to a new stand of 
Colours. In reply the Inspector’s Office in August 1809 sent to Colonel Campbell, 
then on leave at Aberdeen, a design made in the office, which did not show the Ele- 
phant badge, although the King had authorized its grant in April 1807. The sketch 
design sent (now at the Heralds’ College) shows a flag with the usual Union cantoned 
in the upper left-hand corner, simply bearing

in the centre, encircled with a rose, thistle, and shamrock Union wreath. 
Colonel Campbell’s letter is as follows :-— 


“* Aberdeen, 
Aug. 11, 1809. 
** Srr,— 

In reply to yr letter of the 4th inst, I have the honor to acquaint you that 
the Regimental Colours of the 94th Regiment do not correspond with the sketches 
you sent me. The Agents have a sketch of our Regimental Colour which I lately 
sent them and which the Corps has borne ever since it has been raised, His 
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Majesty was pleased in April 1807 to grant His most gracious permission that 
the 94th Regt. should bear the elephant on the Colours as an Honorable and 
lasting testimony of their distinguished service in India. 
There are no Camp Colours with the Regiment of any description. 
I have the honour to be 
Sir 
Your most obedient, Humble servant, 
Jas. CAMPBELL, 
Lt.-Col. 94th/S.B./Regt. 

George Naylor Esq.” 


Nothing further has been preserved about the matter, nor is there extant any 
official design of the Colours brought home by the regiment from India. According 
to a tradition the Regimental Colour referred to by Colonel Campbell bore the Crown 
over ‘‘ 94th Scotch Brigade ”’ and the Elephant badge, all within a wreath of thistles, 
the stalks of which crossed and were tied together at the foot. 

This is the last mention of the 1802 Colours. It appears in an Inspection Retum 
of the 94th, made in Spain during the Peninsular War and is dated Cedavin, 30th May 
1812 :—‘‘ Colours much worn and new ones arrived at Lisbon.” 

Cedavin was a village between Fuente Guinaldo and Ciudad Rodrigo in the Agueda 
Valley, about two hundred and fifty miles from Lisbon by the usual route of communi- 
cation. It would be interesting to know if the new Colours had reached the regiment 
in time for the Battle of Salamanca, fought on July 22nd seven weeks later, or whether 
the old Colours figured on their last battlefield on that occasion. The old Colours had 
been borne in action at Asseerghur, Argaum, Gawilghar, at Redinha, Fuentes de Offioro, 
at the storming of Ciudad Rodrigo and of Badajoz. They had accompanied the 
regiment at the defence of Cadiz and in the Lines of Torres Vedras, and to have been 
under fire at Salamanca finally would have been a fitting close to so notable a career 
of service. 

The 1812 stand of Colours is now in St. Giles’s Cathedral, Edinburgh. The pair 
of Colours were presented by the officers of the regiment, together with a magnificent 
sword of honour, on the disbandment in December 1818, to the veteran Colonel 
Campbell who had commanded the regiment for upwards of fifteen years in India and 
throughout the Peninsular War, and had gained the affection and admiration of all ranks. 
Preserved with the utmost care, the Colours, at his death in 1837 as General Sir James 
Campbell of Sanda, K.C.B., and Colonel of the revived 94th of 1823, passed into the 
possession of his daughters. The ladies in 1887 gave them into the keeping of the late 
Sir Duncan Campbell of Barcaldine, Bart., who, by their desire, presented the Colours 
in 1897 to St. Giles’s Cathedral. 

Both the King’s and the Regimental Colour, in their present state, are illustrated 
here. Only the tattered remains of the King’s Colour, originally displaying within its 
centre the Royal Cypher G.R. entwined, and crowned, with a Union wreath encirc- 
ling, exist as shown. The Regimental Colour is practically intact, and a “‘ close-up ” 
view of its central design is also shown. That displays, in addition to the customary 
Union canton in the upper left-hand corner, the Elephant Badge of the Scotch Brigade 
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in the centre, with the heraldic arms and supporters and motto of the City of Edin- 
burgh, “ Nisi Dominus Frustra.’’ Under the motto was originally the number of the 
regiment, the figures 94. The Royal Crown appears above and encircling all is the 
Union wreath. The oval ring round the elephant bears, in the upper half, in capital 
letters, ‘‘ Edinburgh ”’; in the lower half ‘‘ Scotch Brigade.” The field of the Regi- 
mental Colour, originally green, has faded by now almost to a dull drab. 

It is certainly curious that not one of the scrolls with the Battle Honour awarded 
to the regiment previous to its disbandment in December 1818 appears on either 
the King’s or the Regimental Colour. The Battle Honours were granted at these 
dates and in this order :—

The first stand of Colours issued to the 94th on being reconstituted in 1823 were 
as regards the Regimental Colour, green, with the Union canton in the upper left- 
hand corner, and in the centre, without any Crown on the flag, the title of the regi-

ment, within a flat oval wreath of roses, thistles and shamrocks. The design was 
common to all the six battalions raised during that and the following year, which 
bore numbers from 94 to 99. 

The question of placing on their colours the distinctions possessed by the former 
regiments of the same numbers at disbandment was apparently raised by Sir George 
Naylor, as the Inspector of Army Colours was now known. It was in due course 
brought before the Duke of York, the Commander-in-Chief, by the Inspector, only, 
however, to be curtly turned down, as the following official answer shows :— 


“* Horse Guards, 
22 March, 1824. 
‘* SIR, — 

I have had the honour to lay before H.R.H. the Commander-in-Chief your 
letter of the 19th inst, containing sketch of the Colours for the new regiments 
from the 94th to the 99th inclusive, which are herewith returned, and am directed 
to acquaint you that His Royal Highness approves of these sketches but will on 
no account consent to any peculiar badges being given to these regiments until 
they earn them, nor can His Royal Highness admit that such badges having 
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been given to the former regiments of corresponding numbers can be any ground 
for extending them to these corps. 
I have the honour to be, Sir, 
Your most obedient and humble serv‘,

** Sir George Naylor, 
Inspector of Regtl. Colours, 
College of Arms.” 


The design for the 94th forwarded to the Horse Guards and returned, as stated 
above, is in the Vellum Book, in colours. It shows on the flag, as described in detail 
in the first paragraphs of this section, the proposed additions. Above the wreath, 
the Elephant with a scroll bearing Assaye (by error for Seringapatam) and on scrolls 
on either side of the wreath Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Salamanca, on the left side, 
and on the right Vittoma, Nivelle, Orthes, Toulouse. At the bottom below the wreath 
is Peninsula. On the King’s Colour, superimposed on the Union, are similar scrolls 
and the Elephant Badge. The cords and tassels are crimson. 

The Colours were presented, as recorded in Volume II, pages 308-9, at Gibraltar 
in April 1825. They were retired at Madras in March 1847, but what became of them 
afterwards cannot be traced it would seem. 

The presentation of the 1847 stand of Colours is described in Volume II, page 314. 
They were, as before, green as to the colour of the flag, and in design the same as the 
former set, except that the Roman numerals XCIV replaced in the second stand the

The Arabic numerals and Regt disappeared. A Royal Crown of large dimensions 
surmounted the wreath. Again there appears to be nothing to show what became 
of these Colours, which were retired at Jullundur in November 1862. 

The ceremony at the presentation of new Colours at Jullundur on r9th November 
1862 is described in Volume II, pages 327-8. This stand continued in service for the 
exceptional period of forty-nine years. It was not retired until 11th July 1911, when 
the last stand carried by the battalion, which is now in Windsor Castle, was presented 
at Dublin by H.M. the King. 

The restoration of the Honours awarded to the 94th of the Peninsular War period 
took place in 1874, and, on revival, they reappeared on these Colours. The Submission 
to the Sovereign that led to the restoration, which was made by H.R.H. the Duke of 
Cambridge, is recorded thus at the War Office, with H.M. Queen Victoria’s signature 
attached :— 

““ Most humbly submitted to Your Majesty 
by His Royal Highness the 
Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief :— 


That Your Majesty’s 94th Regiment of Foot be permitted to bear upon its Second

The official letter from the Adjutant-General notifying the grant is quoted in Volume 
II, page 333, and ran in practically identical terms. It was received by the regiment 
at the Curragh and read to the regiment on parade by the Commanding Officer, Lieut.- 
Colonel Lord John Taylour on 25th May 1874. 

An application for permission to resume the older historic title of the regiment, 
“The Scotch Brigade,’”’ was withheld for some reason which was not explained, 
although the Honour “ Seringapatam ”’ and also the “‘ Elephant ’’ badge were gained 
by the regiment while known only as The Scotch Brigade and upwards of four years 
before the number 94, or any number at all, had been given to the regiment. There 
was no 94th in existence in 1799, not until December 1802. 

The same Colours in 1879 accompanied the regiment into the field in the Zulu War 
and were present and under fire in the square at Ulundi. They were also with the 
regiment in the Sekukuni Campaign of the same year and at the storming of the 
“Fighting Kopje.’’ Following on that, in December 1880, they were with Head-quar- 
ters and the two companies which were involved in the unfortunate affair at Bronk- 
horst Spruit, after which they were saved and carried to Pretoria by Conductor (now 
Lieut.-Colonel) Egerton and Sergeant Bradley, as recorded in detail in Volume II, 
pages 361 et seq. At Pretoria they were taken care of by the 2/21st Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, who lodged them in their own Guard Room entwined with their own Colours. 
They continued there until they were returned to the 94th and re-affixed to the original 
poles which had meanwhile been recovered by Lieutenant J. J. F. Hume. 

By G.O. 57 of 1881 the Battle Honour SoutH AFRICA 1879 was granted to the 
g4th, and the scroll added on the Regimental Colour. 

On Ist July 1881, on the coming into force of the Territorial System of that year, 
the Colours of the 94th became the Colours of the 2nd Battalion The Connaught 
Rangers. In accordance with the Regulations issued in consequence (G.O. May 
1881), the Battle Honours, Badges, and Distinctions hitherto borne on the Colours of 
the 88th, were, on that regiment becoming the 1st Battalion The Connaught Rangers, 
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added on the Colours (the Regimental Colour only of course) of the 94th. The 
Regimental Colour of each battalion bore then, in consequence, the Harp and Crown 
and motto “‘ Quis Separabit ’’ of the 88th together with the Elephant badge of the 
g4th, and the following Battle Honours, gained between the two battalions. The 
numeral in brackets shows the battalion by which each Honour was won :—Seringa- 
patam (2), Talavera (1), Bussaco (1), Fuentes de Ofioro (1), Ciudad Rodngo (1 and 2), 
Badajoz (1 and 2), Salamanca (1 and 2), Vittoria (1 and 2), Nivelle (1 and 2), Orthes 
(x and 2), Toulouse (1 and 2), Peninsula (1 and 2), Alma (1), Inkerman (1), Sebas- 
topol (1), Central India (1), South Africa 1877-8-9 (1 and 2). 

The Colours of the 2nd Battalion, on retirement, on the presentation of new Colours 
by H.M. the King at Dublin on r1th July 1911, were on 28th November 1911 deposited 
in the Roman Catholic Chapel of the Regimental Depot, Renmore Barracks, Galway. 
The ceremony and impressive service on the occasion is described in Volume II at 
pages 396-7. They unhappily disappeared one night in March 1916, during the 
Revolutionary troubles in Ireland, being surreptitiously removed, together with a 
stand of Colours of the 4th (Special Reserve) Battalion of the Regiment, by some 
persons unknown and no trace of them has since been obtained. 

The Colours presented in 1911 were during the Great War laid up at the Depot. 
In March 1rg91gon the 5th (Service) Battalion being converted as a reward for distin- 
guished service into the 2nd Battalion the Colours became those of the latter batta- 
lion. They were with the 2nd Battalion at Connaught Barracks, Dover, in 1922, 
when the disbandment of the Regiment took place. With the Colours of the 1st 
Battalion, they were, as related in Volume II at pages 466-468, delivered up to H.M. 
the King and taken into His Majesty’s personal care at Windsor Castle on 12th June 
1922. 

The illustrations in this Appendix show the Colours of the 2nd Battalion being 
trooped at Dover on 11th June 1922, prior to leaving for Windsor Castle, and the 
march through Windsor on the following day of the Colours of the 1st and 2nd Batta- 
lions. The final scene in St. George’s Hall, of H.M. the King receiving the Colours of 
the Irish Regiments, is depicted in Volume I, facing page 578. 


MILITIA AND SPECIAL RESERVE. 


With regard to the Colours of the 3rd and 4th Battalions of The Connaught Ran- 
gers, whether as Militia or Special Reserve, there is, unfortunately, next to nothing 
on record. 

In the eighteenth century, the Colours of all Irish Militia regiments would pre- 
sumably follow the usage and pattern of the English Militia, at least in regard to the 
Regimental Colour in each case. The universal English practice was, according to the 
Ordnance Department books at the Public Record Office, London, for the Militia 
Regimental Colours to bear simply the heraldic coat of arms of the Lord-Lieutenant 
of the County. To quote one entry from the Ordnance Issue books of 1759, when 
Militia battalions were permanently regulated :—‘ Silk Colours; one, a Union, ye 
other ye Lord Lieutenant’s arms. Oyl skin cases for ditto lined with Bayze.” The 
colour of the flags in most cases seems to have been green.

WINDSOR—THE COLOUR PARTIES OF THE ist AND 2nd BATTALIONS.

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The King’s Colour in the case of English Regiments was invariably the Union. 
In Ireland, as far as can be judged from one or two prints in existence, the Royal 
Cypher G.R. and a Crown over it, would probably be adopted before 1801, the date 
of the Union with Great Britain. There was no Scottish Militia in existence until the 
end of the century. 

From 1801 to 1871, when the Militia in Great Britain and Ireland was transferred 
from the Home Office and the Lords-Lieutenant of counties to the War Office, the 
King’s Colour was universally the Union, usually within the centre a circular disc or 
roundel surrounded by a Union Wreath, of roses, thistles and shamrocks, and bearing 
the Royal Cypher on it. The Regimental Colour, or “‘ County Colour ” as it was 
generally termed, was of the same colour as the facings and bore, in addition to the 
universal Union in the upper left-hand corner as in Line Regiments, variously the Lord- 
Lieutenant’s Arms or some county emblem, or the arms of the county town. A 
drawing of the Colours of the Waterford Militia shows, for instance, the King’s Colour 
as a Union, with in the centre the Royal Cypher, crowned, and having a Union wreath 
round it. The Regimental Colour bears the Union canton in the left-hand corner and 
the arms of the Lord-Lieutenant of Co. Waterford in the centre of the flag. The 
Devon Militia ‘‘ County Colour ”’ had the Castle of Exeter, the Worcester Militia, the 
arms of Worcester City, the Londonderry Militia, the arms of the City of Londonderry, 
the Oxfordshire Militia, the arms of the City of Oxford, and so on. 

From 1881 onwards the Militia battalions bore Colours similar in design to those 
of the Territorial Regiments throughout Great Britain and Ireland borne by the Line 
battalions, but without the Battle Honours and Badges awarded for war services. 
On the Militia battalions being re-formed into ‘‘ Special Reserve ’’ Battalions in 1908 
the former regulation held at first as to the omission of the Battle Honours and Badges. 
Special Reserve battalions were differentiated from their Line Battalions by bearing 
the number of the battalions, as the 3rd or 4th, in Roman numerals in the upper canton 
next the staff. Finally, in December 1910, H.M. the King approved of the Honorary 
Distinctions and Badges borne on the Colours and Appointments of the Regular 
Battalions of Territorial Regiments being borne on the Colours and Appointments of 
the Special Reserve battalions as well. And since 1922 identical procedure has been 
authorized in regard to Great War Battle Honours being emblazoned on the King’s 
Colour of all units. 

As far as the Records show new Colours were presented to the Galway Militia on 
19th October 1855, the first mention of a presentation (see Volume II, pages 471 and 
472), and to the Roscommon Militia on r9th July 1877 (see Volume II, pages 499 and 
500). New Colours were presented to the 3rd Battalion (Militia) on 26th July 1895 
(see Volume ITI, page 474). On the disbandment of the 3rd Battalion as Militia 
in 1808 for conversion into Special Reserve, the then Colours were deposited in 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin. One stand of Colours of the 3rd Battalion (Galway 
Militia) and one stand of the 4th Battalion (Roscommon Militia) were deposited in 
St. Patrick’s, Soho Square, London, the oldest Irish church in London, on September 7th 
1922, at the same time that the 1885 stand of Colours of the rst Battalion The Con- 
naught Rangers and the King’s Colour of the 6th (Service) Battalion of the Regiment 
were laid up there. (See Volume I, page 579). 
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SERVICE BATTALIONS. 


On 21st July 1919 Silk Union Flags were authorized to be issued to the Service 
Battalions which had served overseas in the Great War, the notification being made 
in the following terms :— 


THE KING’S COLOUR—THE GREAT WAR. 


In accordance with Army Council Instruction No. 444, dated July 21st rg19, Silk 
Union Flags were authorized to be issued to the Service Battalions which had served 
abroad during the Great War, the details of which are as follows: 

His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to approve of the presenta- 
tion of a silk Union Flag to each Service Battalion of the Regular Army which 
served abroad during the war. 


His Majesty has been further pleased to command that these Flags, which will 
represent the King’s Colour, are to be consecrated and to be granted all the 
salutes and compliments authorized to be paid to Colours. 

In the case of Battalions which have been disbanded or otherwise ceased to 
exist, the final disposal of the Flags rests with the Commanding Officer and 
Officers of the Battalion at the time of disbandment, subject to the proviso that 
they are to be deposited in some sacred or public building in the locality where 
the unit was raised. It is to be distinctly understood that the Flags remain the 
property of the State, and are not to pass into the possession of, or be handed 
over for custody to, any private individual. 

The Flags as issued are plain Union Flags, and no additions (except titles 
and numerals) can be sanctioned. 


The design for a King’s Colour is as follows: 


*‘ The King’s Colour of every Battalion is to be the Great Union, the Imperial 
Colour of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in which the Cross 
of St. George is conjoined with the Crosses of St. Andrew and St. Patrick on a 
blue field, as modified by Her late Majesty Queen Victoria in 1900. The Colour 
is to bear in the centre the Territorial designation on a crimson circle, with the 
Royal or other title within, the whole surmounted by the Imperial Crown. The 
number of each Battalion is to be placed in the dexter canton. 

“*'When Regiments have not a combination of Territorial and Royal or other 
special designations, the number of the Battalion will be placed within the circle 
bearing the name of the Regiment, instead of in the dexter canton.” 


The King’s Colour of the 5th Service Battalion was returned to the Ordnance 
Department in consequence of the 5th Battalion having become the 2nd Battalion 
(Regular), in accordance with Orders from Higher Authority. 

The King’s Colour of the 6th Battalion is now, as previously stated, deposited in 
St. Patrick’s Church, Soho Square, London. 
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MUSIC 


THE BAND 


Military bands in a rudimentary form appear to have originated in the British 
Army about the year 1678. The chief reed instrument then introduced into the 
British service was the oboe. It was non-chromatic, having a reed, not unlike that 
of the present-day bassoon. The number of musicians was generally from four to 
six. This state of things lasted till about the middle of the eighteenth century, 
when the clarionet, together with the horn and bassoon, first began to make their 
appearance. The bassoon was next found insufficiently strong to maintain the bass 
part, and the serpent and trombone were introduced in support. The serpent was 
the natural bass of the cornet family, and the bassoon became the tenor instrument, 
The trombone also first made its appearance in the early years of this century. 

Drums and fifes were adopted, or rather revived, in 1748, after the Campaign in 
Flanders under the Duke of Cumberland. They had been known and employed 
casually two hundred years earlier. At that time and for long afterwards no school 
of military music existed in any form for the training of bandsmen. In those cir- 
cumstances regiments had no alternative but to engage civilians as their musicians, 
with the result that not being subject to military discipline, they were a constant 
source of trouble and anxiety to commanding officers and the military authorities. 

As to uniform, the Clothing Warrant of 1751 and some subsequent regulations 
directed that drummers should wear coats of the regimental facing colour; and 
band musicians were also frequently so clothed. But no general order as to the 
dress of bands was issued before 1830, and until then all sorts of fancy garments 
and head-dresses were permitted. Thirty years later, the strength of bands was 
increased to eight instrumentalists—two clarionets, two horns, two bassoons and two 
oboes. Occasionally also a flute, or trumpet or bugle appears to have been included 
—but at the expense of one or other of the former instruments. 

During the earlier years, when regimental music was still in its comparative in- 
fancy, probably no one strove harder for its advancement and improvement than 
General John Reid, Colonel of the 88th, who died in 1807. He was a proficient 
flautist and musical composer, and amongst his compositions wrote, about the year 
1790, an ‘‘introduction pastorale, minuet and march,’’ presumably for the flute and 
bass, and also several military marches, which were later orchestrated for a full brass 
and reed band, the best known being ‘‘ The Garb of Auld Gaul.’’ On the death of 
his only daughter in 1839, who had only a life interest in his estate, the whole of his 
fortune was bequeathed to the University of Edinburgh to found a professorship of 
music and to purchase a library. One provision of his will was that a concert should 
be annually given on his birthday, which should commence with one or other of his 
compositions. An illustration of the original portrait, still in possession of the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, showing him holding his flute, will be found facing page eighty- 
eight of the Second Volume of this History. 

Regimental bands were copied in European armies from the Turks, who often 
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bad negroes in them. Hence the black cymbal players, the turbans, and silver col- 
lars and fancy jackets which adorned the bands of the eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth century. Negroes were employed in Bnitish bands up to 1835, though in 
decreasing numbers, the enlistment of ‘‘ men of colour” having been restricted early 
in the century. The negroes were usually employed as drummers and cymbal players. 

The bass drum and cymbals, as these were introduced into the Army, were eagerly 
adopted by infantry regiments, together with the tmangle and the tambourine. 
Another importation of the early eighteenth century also, was the chapeau chinois, 
more commonly known as the “‘ Jingling Johnny.’’ It consisted of a staff, surmounted 
by several brass crescents to which were attached a number of small bells, each of a 
ditferent tone. The “ Jingling Johnny,”’ which was, from the Peninsular War 
onwards, a prominent feature of the band of the 88th and 1st Battalion The Con- 
naught Rangers, is described later (see Volume I and Appendix XII). The negroes were 
gorgeously dressed in a semi-savage attire and it was their custom to perform all 
sorts of gymnastic and fanciful antics and contortions whilst playing. These negroes 
disappeared from regimental band establishments before Queen Victoria’s Reign. 

The key-bugle was invented and patented in 1810; and from this was evolved 
the ophicleide. That, in reality, was a bass key-bugle, but an octave lower than the 
former instrument. Valves in brass instruments were unknown before this, with the 
result that it was quite impossible to produce a complete scale. 

In 1822 the number of musicians forming a regimental band was raised to ten, 
exclusive of negroes or boys, which was by regulation in 1823 officially increased to 
fifteen, including the band-sergeant. The number however was usually exceeded, in 
spite of the regulation as to strength, by enlisting men from the ranks who were 
termed “‘ acting bandsmen,”’ frequently to some thirty players. It was a matter for 
the officers’ pockets. No Government grants were available for the upkeep of the 
band and any expenses incurred had to be and were defrayed personally by the officers. 
Prior to 1855 the Horse Guards declined in any way to recognize the existence of 
bands, or indeed, to have anything to do with regimental music and musical matters, 
which were relegated to a branch of the Board of Ordnance to control as it pleased. 
A certain proportion of the players also was enlisted on the Continent and could 
scarcely speak English. There was further no recognized pitch, and consequently 
it was usually a risky experiment to mass bands together. 

The cornopean, or cornet, was introduced in 1836, and the saxhorn, or euphonium, 
in 1845. The latter took the place of the ophicleide. The saxophone was introduced 
in the following year. 

H.R.H. the late Duke of Cambridge always took the greatest interest in military 
bands. One of his first measures on becoming Commander-in-Chief was to issue a 
circular letter on 26th September 1856, addressed to the officers commanding all 
regiments, drawing their attention to the great expense involved by the practice of 
employing professional musicians, civilians, as masters of bands, and recommending 
the formation of a musical class of instruction for the tuition of candidates selected 
from regiments to qualify for bandmasters or bugle-majors. The scheme was 
adopted, and a “ Military Music Class’ was started at Twickenham on 3rd March 
1857. This was the forerunner of the Military School of Music, Kneller Hall, which 
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was established in the following year especially to train musicians who held the rank 
of sergeant in the Army for the higher band posts. It was not, however, until about 
1875 that the War Office assumed complete control. On passing an examination in 
counterpoint, harmony and instrumentation those successful were posted to units 
where vacancies existed, with the rank of “‘ band-master-sergeant.”” The title of rank, 
a few years later, was altered to that of ‘* bandmaster,’”’ and has since continued. 

A trained bandmaster was appointed and added to the establishment of the g4th 
Regiment in 1863, in virtue of authority from the War Office, by a letter dated 4th 
June (see page 328, Volume IT). 

There was still a tendency in certain regiments to increase the numbers in the 
band. A typical band of the mid-Victorian period consisted of thirty-five instru- 
ments, constituted as follows :— Two Flutes, one Piccolo, one Oboe, two Clarionets 
E flat, nine Clarionets B flat, two Bassoons, four Cornets, two Trumpets, one Althorn, 
two Euphoniums, three Trombones, three Bombardons, and three Drums. 

During the year 1873, the white coat with facings of the regimental colour, which 
had been the pattern, for over forty years, for all bandsmen of Line Regiments, was 
abolished, in favour of the red worn by all ranks (see Appendix IV). 

The regimental march of the 88th has always been “‘ St. Patrick’s Day,”” and that 
of the 94th “ Blue Bonnets,” etc. (see page 362, VolumeII.) Onthe amalgamation of 
the two regiments in 1881 ‘‘ St. Patrick’s Day ” was adopted for all battalions of 
The Connaught Rangers. But the 2nd Battalion always played ‘‘ Blue Bonnets over 
the Border ’’ followed by ‘“ Argyll is my Name,” before ‘‘ St. Patrick’s Day,” and 
this remained until the disbandment in 1922. 

The original words of the ballad, ‘‘ Argyll is my Name,” are believed to be the 
composition of John, Duke of Argyll and Greenwich, who became Commander of 
the Forces and who died in 1743. These extend to some five verses. The air itself 
is undoubtedly much older and of Gaelic or Celtic origin. The original verses are 
given in Volume IV of ‘‘ The Family and Clan of Campbell.” 

In order to ensure uniformity throughout the bands of the Service, the King’s 
Regulations now lay down, that the instruments are to be of the pitch known as 
the “‘ Kneller Hall” pitch, which is 479°3 vibrations at 60° Fahrenheit for B flat, 
corresponding to 452°4 for A and 538 for C at the same temperature. 

According to the latest establishment also, the official strength of the band of an 
infantry battalion is one Bandmaster, one Sergeant, one Corporal, and thirty-six 
Bandsmen (sixteen acting). These, in addition to their musica] training and duties, 
act as regimental stretcher bearers in the field when required, and have to qualify 
accordingly. The number of Drummers is sixteen per battalion. 


Major H. Mackay Scobie, late Seaforth Highlanders, has in his possession a set of 
old pipes, which has been in the possession of his family since 1781, and which are 
reputed to date from about 1650. 

There is a strong tradition that they were played in the Brigade in Holland circa 
1687-8, and accompanied the Regiment home with William of Orange. Major Mackay 
Scobie says that: The old air, ‘‘ The Lowlands o’ Holland hae twined me and my 
Love,’’ was a well-known tune connected with The Scots Brigade. 


REGIMENTAL CALLS. 


The 1st Battalion used the usual Bugle Calls, authorized for use throughout the 


Army, 


of the Battalion, in 1922.

The Mess Calls of the 2nd Battalion were composed specially by Bandmaster 


G. Landrock, L.R.A.M., in 1905. These were originally written for four cornets or 
B flat trumpets, but were afterwards orchestrated for full brass and played in this 


manner from 1908 until disbandment. 
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APPENDIX XII 
“THE JINGLING JOHNNY ” 


This treasured and famous relic of the 88th Connaught Rangers measures seven 
feet six inches over all, and was made partly of brass and partly of silver—the stem and 
the crescents being of brass, the bells and the attachment rings of silver. The plumes 
which hang from the two ends of the crescents were at first of horsehair, dyed red and 
black. The Napoleonic eagle on the summit is entirely of brass. 

It was reputed to have been originally carried in battle by the Moors; and in 
addition to being used as a musical instrument, was also utilized as a rallying colour 
for their warriors. The French surmounted it with an Imperial Eagle. 

The exact date of its capture from the Moors by the French is somewhat un- 
certain, but from accounts rendered to the 88th by French officers during the Occu- 
pation of France, after the Battle of Waterloo it is known that it had been for some 
years in possession of the French Regiment of the Line, from whom the 88th 
Connaught Rangers captured it at the Battle of Salamanca on the 22nd July 1812, 

Neither is it quite certain from which French Regiment the “ Jingling Johnny ” 
was taken. For many years it was an accepted tradition that it had been captured 
from the 88th French Regiment of the Line, but this regiment was not present at 
Salamanca. Most probably it was borne by the Fren¢h rorst Regiment of’the Line, 
which regiment was practically annihilated by the troops of Wallace’s Brigade of? the 
Third Division, in a gallant charge during the latter stages of the battle, in which 
The Connaught Rangers fully participated. (See Volume I, page 99.) This rorst 
French Regimenf had three Battalions in front in the Battle of Salamanca. 

Since the Peninsular War it has always been with the Regiment, both at home 
and abroad, except for a short period, and has been invariably carried in front of the 
Band and Drums on all ceremonial parades by the tallest man in the Battalion. ~" 

When the 88th was stationed in India, after the Mutiny, about 1860, a certain 
Native Regiment had a musical instrument not altogether unlike the “ Jingling 
Johnny ’’; and the commanding officer consequently gave orders that the much- 
prized trophy was not in future to be carried on parade, so it was carefully put away 
into its wooden case, where it remained for several years. Some natives, however, 
thought that the silver bells could be put to better use and therefore cut them off and 
stole them. When this theft was discovered the “ Johnny ”’ was sent to Paris, to have 
new bells fitted. The silver bells in all the crescents were replaced by brass, the 
horsehair plumes were renovated, the red being eliminated were now entirely black. 

After this it was again carried on all ceremonial parades of the 88th and 1st Bat- 
talion, until 1903, when on the return from South Africa after the war, it was found 
that the stem was seriously damaged, and unsafe to carry on parade. It was accord- 
ingly once again sent to Paris to be repaired. At the same time a replica was made, 
and this replica was carried instead, in order to save the original from further damage, 
until the disbandment of the Regiment in 1922. 

The original ‘‘ Jingling Johnny ”’ has since been deposited and placed on view in 
the Museum of The Royal United Service Institution, London, whilst the replica is 
now in the possession of Lieut.-General Sir William Heneker, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., D.S.O. ; 
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with the proviso that in the event of The Connaught Rangers, at any future time, 
being re-raised again in the British Service, they should be returned forthwith. 

In H. G. Farmer’s Memoirs of The Royal Artillery Band (1904), p. 51, there 
is a footnote describing the Jingling Johnny as being ‘‘a pole surmounted by a 
Crescent, from which depended bells. In the Janissary days it was the Standard of 
the band, and had a number of dyed horse-tails hanging to it, but no bells. It

was called by them ‘Mahomet’s Standard,’ and by the European nations, with 
whom it lost its ancient dignity by the addition of bells, it was called ‘ Chapeau 
Chinois,’ and in England ‘ Jingling Johnnie.’ The Instrument is depicted in an old 
sketch, by Cruikshank, of a Foot regiment marching to church.” 


THE RUSSIAN DRUMS 
Another interesting and highly prized trophy is the set of three drums captured 
from the Russian infantry, by the 88th, in the Crimean War. Two of these were 
taken by Corporal John Larking at the Battle of The Alma (zoth September 1854) and 
the third by Drum-Major Robert Beck at the Battle of Inkerman (5th November 1854). 
An illustration appears facing page one of the First Volume. 


APPENDIX XIII 
CUSTOMS OF THE REGIMENT 


REGIMENTAL MUSIC. 


The Officers’ Mess Calls of the 1st and 2nd Battalions are dealt with under the 
heading of Music and Bands, but the men had their Dinner Call played on a flute and 
a drum to the time of “‘ Brian O’Lynn.” 

The march past of the 94th was originally ‘‘ Blue Bonnets over the Border,” but 
as this was not long enough, it was increased by an additional tune of ‘‘ Argyll is 
my Name,” which has been given under heading Music. The znd Battalion always 
played ‘‘ Blue Bonnets over the Border ”’ before ‘‘ St. Patrick’s Day,’’ at the conclusion 
of the Band programme, and marching into Barracks or Camp, and when returning 
in Quarter Column (march past). In the 94th the Battalion troop was always the 
“* Maid of Athens,’”’ until Lieut.-Colonel J. J. F. Hume assumed command, when the 
very beautiful air of ‘‘ The Irish Emigrant ” was introduced, and this was continued 
until the disbandment. 


‘THE JINGLING JOHNNY.” 


Mention has already been made of the custom in the 88th of the “' Jingling Johnny ” 
being carried by the tallest man in the Battalion in front of the Band and Drums. 

As far as is known, this custom has been in vogue since the time when the trophy 
was carried after its capture from the French. 

The man detailed for this service was not necessarily a bandsman, but was selected 
purely for his height. The carrier generally was fitted with a white apron to save 
his red coatee or red tunic. 

This practice proved very exhausting on long marches, especially abroad in 
tropical countries, and in consequence the venerated trophy was of later years only 


carried on ceremonial occasions, when the strain of carrying it was not unduly 
heavy. 


‘* BRIAN Boruv.’”’ 


In the 1st Battalion, formerly the 88th, a very favourite march tune was “‘ Brian 
Boru,” and this was played generally when the Battalion was marching through a 
town, or when after a hot and heavy march, the Battalion was feeling the strain and 
the Commanding Officer wished to revive the spirits of the men. 

On such an occasion, at a time generally given by the Sergeant-Major, all ranks 
would give a regular ‘‘ Connaught Yell,’’ during which the Band would make a pause, 
and then continue playing. (See page 560.) 
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This went on for many years, but one Commanding Officer, who did not hail from 
the Emerald Isle, gave orders that this was not to be allowed. However, the custom 
was revived after he left, and was carried on until the disbandment. 

Even when marching to attention the men were allowed to “ yell,’’ when the 
time came. 

It is hoped that if The Connaught Rangers are re-raised in the future that the 
marches, customs and calls of the old Regiment recorded herein may be restored 
and that the yells of ‘‘ Brian Boru ” may again be heard resounding down the village 
streets of rural England. 


CHURCH PARADES. 


The practice of the Band marching with the Roman Catholic Church party in the 
1st Battalion was carried out from a very early date, and when the 88th and 94th 
were amalgamated and the recruits began to join the 94th, then the 2nd Battalion, 
Colonel James Browne ordered the Band of the 2nd Battalion in 1885 to follow the 
same procedure. This was hardly a custom, but it was followed in both Battalions 
down to the disbandment. 


THE SOVEREIGN’S ‘“‘ HEALTH.”’ 


In the rst Battalion the custom of drinking the Sovereign’s “‘ health ”? was carried 
out every night of the week from the earliest days until the Battalion returned from 
India in 1891, when it was discontinued on Sunday night, as supper was served on 
that day, and consequently officers did not dress in uniform on that night, and it 
was also generally discontinued on service. It is noteworthy that the 88th was one 
of the first regiments to begin an Officers’ Mess in the field at Campo Mayor in Por- 
tugal during the Peninsular War. 


St. PaTrick’s Day. 


On the eve of St. Patrick’s Day the Band generally assembled shortly before 
midnight, and as the clock struck midnight the Band struck up “ St. Patrick’s Day,” 
and after marching round the Square, generally marched round the officers’ quarters, 
followed by all the eager spirits, who were awake, and who cared for a route march 
at midnight. This unofficial route march was generally carried out ‘‘ as strong as 
possible.”’ 


THE WEARING OF THE SHAMROCK. 


The custom of wearing shamrock in the head-dress on St. Patrick’s Day was always 
followed, long before the famous order of Her Majesty Queen Victoria in 1900, to 
commemorate the bravery of the Irish Regiments in the early part of the War in 
South Africa 1899-1902. 
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STAFF PARADES. 


In the 2nd Battalion, on the Inspection of Staff Parade, there were also certain 
evolutions peculiar to the Battalion, which brought the Senior N.C.O.’s by a series 
of marches and counter-marches on to the right. 

They were indeed most complicated, but were invariably understood and carried 
out on Staff Parades in the 94th. 

A peculiar method of collecting reports was also carried out in the 94th, and later 
in the 2nd Battalion. The adjutant fell in on the directing flank of the Battalion 
formed up in “ open column,” and facing the rear with his sword at the slope. On 
receiving the command “ Collect Reports,”” he brought his sword to the “ carry ” 
either when mounted or on foot, at the same time stepping off if on foot, or at the 
trot when mounted. As he passed the flank of each Company, the Commander re- 
ported “‘ Present, Sir’’ or otherwise—the Drums playing ‘‘ The Trot.” After passing 
the flank of the rear Company he wheeled his charger round if mounted, moved at a 
canter towards the C.O., halted, saluted, and reported, ‘‘ Battalion present, Sir ’’ or 
otherwise, and resumed his place in column. If on foot he moved in quick time. 


THE REAR-RANK SERGEANT-MAJOR. 


There was a very old established custom in the 94th of appointing a Rear-Rank 
Sergeant-Major. He was generally a Colour-Sergeant and preferably the senior of 
that rank. But the principal qualification was that he should be a good drill. This 
appointment was made on the recommendation of the Adjutant in the days when he 
was responsible for the drill and instruction of the recruits (both young officers and 
soldiers). 

His principal duty was to superintend the recruits’ drill, and to assist and under- 
study the Regimental Sergeant-Major and to act for him in his absence. It was 
generally accepted that he should succeed to the vacancy of Sergeant-Major. He 
wore the slung sword, cap and appointments similar to those of the Sergeant-Major, 
but his own chevrons of rank. This custom was allowed to drop some years before 
the disbandment of the Battalion, about 1890 or later. 


There were several customs which had come into being during the last thirty 
years or less, and which had been taken into permanent usage, but which cannot be 
classed as Regimental Customs, as they do not bear the stamp or sanction of antiquity. 


APPENDIX XIV 


REGIMENTAL MEDALS 


Long before it had been the custom for the Government to reward military service 
by distributing medals to the rank and file, many regiments had instituted awards 
of merit and medals for individual rewards, such as bravery, good conduct, shooting 
and sobriety. These were usually presented and paid for by the officers themselves, 
but the number given in each regiment was never very numerous, only being to those 
who were specially distinguished. Hence they are all now very rare and much prized 
by medal collectors. 

On the return of the Peninsular Army to stations at home, on the conclusion of 
the war in the Peninsula, and after the lavish distribution of medals for the Battle 
of Waterloo, the veterans who had fought throughout the Napoleonic wars from 
1793 to 1814 thought themselves very much slighted, and officers of many regiments 
obtained leave from the Horse Guards to make and grant Regimental Medals, which 
were very often worn in uniform with the Military General Service mbbon, or a 
ribbon specially made for the particular regiment. 

When the Government instituted the Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in 
1830, these Regimental Medals, except in a few isolated cases, were discontinued. 

It will be noted there was no uniform design, and from the fact that many were 
engraved instead of being struck from a die, it may be reasonably inferred that m 
most cases not more than one or two of each were issued, save in the case of the Order 


of Merit for the Peninsular War. 
88TH 


A curious medal of the 88th is shown on Plate I. On one side it shows Hibernia, 
with a Shamrock leaf, seated, with a Wreath of Laurel, and a Harp, and two small 
mounds. Underneath it bears the date 1789, which is four years before the 88th 
were raised. It has a plain rim and an omamental border, on which are smaller 
Shamrocks. The size of the medal is 2°65 inches. It bears on the reverse the 
following :—"* The Gift of Col. W. Percival to Edward Joyce for Merit.” It is a fine 
specimen of an old medal, and the figure of Hibernia with the Wreath of Laurel, 
seated, and Harp and two small mounds is almost the same as on the Second and 
Third Class Order of Merit awarded in 1817. There is no hall-mark on the medal. 

There was an Irish Volunteer Corps raised in 1782, which is described in ‘‘ MacNevin's 
History of the Volunteers of 1782 ’’(i.e. The Irish Volunteers), 4th Edition, Dublin, 1846, 
viz. Connagh Rangers (Col. Percival). The name on the medal is Connaught Rangers, 
but in MacNevin the name is Connagh Rangers. 

During the earlier campaigns, no medals were awarded to either officers or men, 
except in the Egyptian Campaign of 1801, when the officers received the Sultan’s gold 
medal; twenty-one of the officers in the 88th received this medal and a few non- 
commissioned officers the silver medal, but these were very scarce, and only few are 
known. 

Colonel Wallace, who for his services at Seringapatam, in Minorca, Egypt and the 

Peninsula, had himself been awarded the Honourable East India Company’s medal 

for Seringapatam in silver and the Sultan’s gold medal, was of the opinion that the 

rank and file of his Regiment should be rewarded similarly for their gallant services. 

His officers unanimously favoured his proposal, and although he did not actually 
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join the First Battalion 88th until after the Battle of Talavera, he was instrumental 
in awarding the first regimental medal that can be traced for bravery in that battle. 
This medal is a plain circular silver medal 13 inches in diameter with a plain border. 
On the one side is inscribed ‘‘ Peninsula,”’ ‘‘ Battle of Talavera,’’ 88th. On the other 
** For Conspicuous Bravery, Patrick Burke, 1809.” 

In 1812 a pale gold medal was awarded to J. Murphy for bravery at Badajoz. 
This medal is 1} inches in diameter and suspended by a ring with crimson and blue 
ribbon. (See illustration facing page 134, Volume I.) There is no hall-mark. It is 
known that several other medals for the Peninsular War were subsequently awarded. 

Medals were also awarded for improvement in musketry. One such award, in 
1816, was a small silver medal with an ornamental clasp of shamrock and oak leaves 
which bears on its obverse a Crown with 88th beneath, on either side of the numerals 
and below are circles to represent bullets, all within a wreath, the reverse: ‘‘ Prize 
Medal adjudged to John Walsh 1816 for the Best Marksman.” (See Plate III.) In 
the same year a large silver medal was awarded for good service to D. Stewart, which 
bears on one side a six-stringed Harp and Crown, surrounded by a wreath of laurel, 
and inscribed below ‘‘ Connaught 88th Rangers.’”’ On the other side, the inscription 
is as follows: ‘‘ The Gift of the Officers to D. Stewart. A Reward for Merit and Good 
Conduct, 1816.” It was worn suspended by a ribbon. For services in the Peninsula 
another military medal was awarded to Sergeant M. O’Neill in 1817, who also received 
the First Class Order of Merit in 1818, the former being of silver about 1} inches in 
diameter bearing on one side an eight-pointed star, and the word “ Peninsula ’’; within 
the star is a circle with the number 88, and around it ‘‘ For Military Merit and Good 
Conduct.’’ On the other side is inscribed ‘‘ Awarded to Sergt. M. O'Neill, 1817.” 
The ribbon appended is crimson and blue. He was also a recipient of a large silver 
medal from the Sergeants in 1818. 

The Regimental Order of Merit for services rendered during the Peninsular War 
was instituted in 1818, and consisted of three classes. The approval of H.R.H. the 
Duke of York, the Commander-in-Chief, was conveyed by a Horse-Guards letter 
of zoth June, 1818. 

The First Class consisted of a Silver Maltese Cross, with 88 in the centre and the 
twelve general actions in which the 88th were engaged, stamped on the arms of the 
Cross. It was suspended from a clasp bearing the word “’ Peninsula,’’ and worn with 
a ribbon similar to, but broader than, that of the Waterloo medal. On the reverse was 
the recipient’s name. The First Class was for those who had participated in the 
twelve actions in which the Regiment was engaged. Seventy were awarded (see 
illustrations facing page 134, Volume I). 

The Second Class was a silver medal. Obverse: Hibernia seated, holding in her 
right hand a wreath, with an Irish Harp at her side. Reverse: 88 and a laurel 
wreath, within which are engraved the battles in which the recipient was engaged. 
A clasp bearing the word “ Peninsula ’’ was attached to the usual crimson and blue- 
edged ribbon. This medal was for those who had participated in from seven to 
eleven general actions. One hundred and forty-five were awarded. 

The Third Class Medal, together with the clasp and ribbon, was similar to the 
Second, but of asmaller size, and was granted to those who had been present in six 
or any less number of the general actions. Two hundred and seventeen were awarded. 
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The supply of the Third Class Medals was not equal to the demand, but as there 
were several surplus Second Class Medals, some men who were entitled to the Third 
Class actually received the larger Second Class Medal, showing only the number of 
actions for which the Third Class was awgrded. 

The names of the recipients of the Second and Third Class were engraved round 
the rim, near the bar for suspension. 

It is related that a sergeant of the 88th on being transferred to another regiment 
that had no regimental decoration, being unwilling to appear without his 88th Cross, 
had the number of his new regiment affixed over the 88th. 

Encouragement for musketry was continued even after 1819, and medals were 
given for marksmanship up to 1823. One such medal bears on the obverse the name 
of the Regiment, ‘‘ 88th Connaught Rangers,’”’ The Harp and Crown, and a wreath 
of Shamrock, and on the reverse : ‘‘ Marksman’s Prize Medal, Captain George Hill's 
Company, 1823.’ This medal was also worn with a crimson and blue-edged ribbon 
and was suspended by a ring. 

The principle, that all men should be awarded medals for any campaign equally 
with the officers, was not finally conceded until the Military General Service Medal 
was authorized in 1847. Good shooting medals were also afterwards awarded, but 
were not allowed to be worn by the recipients in uniform. Only regimental medals 
awarded between the years 1809 and 1823 were worn in uniform in the 88th. 

94TH 

A Shooting Medal of much interest is that awarded by Lieut.-Colonel James 
Campbell, afterwards General Sir James Campbell, the gallant leader of the 94th 
Scotch Brigade in India and in the Peninsular War. It is a silver medal, hall-marked, 
circular, made in London, engraved with plain rim, diameter 1-8 inches, and bears 
on one side the following inscription :— 

‘“* Badge won at a Shooting Match, awarded to Corporal J. Stevens; Lt.-Col. 
Campbell, His Majesty’s 94th Foot, 3rd Jany. 1812." On the reverse is a Crown, 
with G.R. on a shield with scroll of laurel, and the number 94 below the ‘“‘G.R.” 
It has the date letter (London) for 1811, with Sovereign’s head and Leopard, and 
was made in England in the previous year to the award. (See Plate II.) It was 
probably brought out by some officer at the request of Lieut.-Colonel Campbell to 
the Peninsular War. Colonel Campbell much encouraged musketry, and rewarded 
specially selected men. This medal is a particularly fine specimen of that time. 

The 94th Regiment, like the 88th, founded a Regimental Order of Merit at the 
termination of the Peninsular War. Before the disbandment in 1818, this Order was 
struck and issued, but there is no record that authority was obtained for it to be worn 

The reverse bore the following Battles and Sieges :—

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The Silver Medal was suspended from a bar, with “‘ Peninsula ’’ inscribed on same. 
Ribbon, crimson with blue edges. On the obverse an ‘‘ Elephant and Crown ”’ and 
**XCIV,” ‘‘ Scotch Brigade,’’ and bunches of Thistles. On the reverse a‘‘ Crown ” 
and between laurels the aforementioned Battle Honours. 

The Order of Merit was issued in silver and bronze. Some of the Bronze do not 
bear the clasp, but have a ring for suspension. The name of the recipient was en- 
graved on the rim. 

A splendid specimen of the Silver Order of Merit of the 94th Scotch Brigade is 
shown on Plate II. It was awarded to Sergeant Alexander Pirie or Perrie. In fact 
his Military General Service Medal, and nine clasps bears his name as Alexander 
Pirie. This Order of Merit has the name as “ Sergeant Alexander Perrie.”” This 
medal was not given for Good Conduct alone, but for service in the Peninsular War. 
The late Lord Cheylesmore had a like medal awarded to Andrew Allan of the Scotch 
Brigade in his collection. The Silver Medals of the Order of Merit seem to have 
been awarded to Sergeants, and those who had fought in several engagements up to 
nine, and who had distinguished themselves. 

Two specimens of the Bronze Order of Merit are known of, one of which was 
awarded to William English, who also had the Military General Service Medal with 
two clasps for Nive and Orthes. 

The Bronze Medals were not cast with as much care as the Silver Medals, and 
were given to men who had only a limited war experience. The Silver Medal always 
bears a bar for suspension, with the word ‘‘ Peninsula.”” The Bronze Medal, on the 
other hand, has no bar for suspension, having only a ring, and is of the same design 
as the Silver Order of Merit, but is more roughly cut. 

Similarly to the 88th, no money was forthcoming from a grateful Country in 
recognition of patriotic and gallant services, and all these and other awards were 
presented and paid for personally by the officers of the Regiment. 


THE MILITIA | 

A splendid specimen of the Regimental Medal of the South Mayo Militia, awarded 
in 1799 to Sergeant P. Flynn by Colonel D. G. Browne is shown on Plate I. It is of 
silver, with a moulded border, engraved, and is 2°3 inches in diameter, and carries 
the number of the Battalion, ‘“‘ XXX,’’ and the Harp and Crown, ornamented in the 
centre with the Shamrocks. 

In 1799 a medal was presented by Colonel Lord Kilconnel to Quarter-Master 
Hugh McCartan of the Galway Militia for high soldierly spirit. It is dated 15th 
November 1799. This medal is circular, engraved, 1*9 inches in diameter. The 
title is round a Crowned Harp with the numbers XI below, and the names of the 
Colonel and the recipient are recorded. 

Another medal, awarded to an officer of the Galway Militia, is of silver, by Mossop 
in 1797. This medal was given by the Friendly Association of Ireland to the Garrison 
of Bantry, who prepared to defend that place against an invasion by the French, 
an expedition which was frustrated by storms. The Republicans of France, after 
subduing the Royalists in La Vendée, turned their attention in 1796 to the possible 
invasion of England. This however, upon serious deliberation, was found to require 
more capital than France had at disposal, and an expedition was planned on a smaller 
scale to invade Ireland. In the summer of that year several members of the Execu-

tive Committee of the Society of United Irishmen held a conference in Paris, which 
resulted in the French Government sending a fleet of forty-four sail, including seven- 
teen line-of-battle ships, with a considerable army on board, to the coast of Ireland. 
The ill-fated fleet met with a succession of disasters from first to last. When off the 
coast of Ireland a dense fog set in, and when that cleared away a gale commenced, 
which scattered the ships, several being wrecked, and others driven out to sea. A 
few ships entered Bantry Bay, but these were obliged to return, making no attempt 
to land. The garrison of Bantry, which included the Galway Militia and the Royal 
Meath Militia, had made every preparation in their power to defend their posts against 
the French, and although they were not called upon to act on this occasion, the 
Friendly Association of Ireland had a medal struck for distribution among the garti- 
son as a reward for their loyalty and energy. 

Obverse : in the centre a Crown: around and above are the words: ‘“* Friendly 
Association '’: below, ‘‘ Bantry Garrison.’"” The whole is surrounded by a beaded 
circle. Reverse: Ships inastorm: “ A ffiavit Deus et Dissipantuy *’: in the exergue, 
‘Jan MDCCXCVII, Mossop.”’ This medal was issued in both silver and copper, and 
was 1% inches in diameter. By W. Mossop. 

The officers of the Galway Militia, who formed part of the garrison, received the 
medal in silver. This medal was presented to “ Brinsley Purefoy, Ensign, Galway 
Regt.’ (Vide Tancred, page 60.) The medal has a loop for suspension. This 
officer afterwards became a captain in the 45th, and was present at the Siege of 
Badajoz. 

Also in Dr. Joly’s collection was a medal, which belonged to Lieutenant Thomas 
Pepper of the Royal Meath Militia. There are few specimens of this medal now 
extant. A Bronze Medal, inscribed ‘‘ M. C. Murphy, Trumpeter, Galway Regiment,”’ 
was sold in 1913. The Leitrim Militia had also a medal awarded in 1799, which was 
circular and engraved, and had a floral border. It is 2°15 inches in diameter, has a 
Crowned Harp with sprig of Shamrock on either side, and bears the words ‘“ Leitrim 
Militia ’’ above, and ‘‘ X Battalion’ below. On the reverse, ‘‘ For Soldierly Merit, 
Awarded by Colonel Walter Jones, 7th August 1799.” 

The Roscommon Militia had their medal also to reward Merit and Good Conduct. 
This medal is a small Silver Medal, with hall-mark and date letter of 1802. On one 
side it bears the following inscription: ‘‘ The Roscommon Militia. A Reward of 
Merit No. 2." On the other side, within a wreath are the words: ‘‘ Colonel the Earl 
of Knugstor, Commanding.”” (See Plate III.) This is evidently a mistake for the 
Earl of Kingston, who commanded the Regiment at that date. 

The Sligo Militia also had a regimental medal. It was circular, engraved, with 
a plain rim, I-go inches in diameter, bearing a Crowned Earp, Sligo, above, and 
Militia below, in a rayed border. Reverse: ‘‘ Reward of Merit”? on an S-shaped 
ribbon, and the words ‘‘ By the Right Honourable Colonel King.” 

Medals were also struck and awarded to the following in the Province of Connaught :— 

The Crossmolina Artillery for Merit in 1780. 

The Killala Rangers. For the best target, 100 yards in 1799. 

The Longford Town Volunteers for Merit in 1780. 

The Ballina and Ordnance Volunteers in 1799 by Colonel H. King. 


The medals shown in the illustrations are reproduced the same size as originals. 
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APPENDIX XV 
REGIMENTAL DINNER CLUB 


It is not known exactly when the Regimental Dinner Club was originally formed, 
but for very many years the Officers of the Rangers have dined together annually, 
at The Hotel Metropole, London, and latterly at The Victoria, always on the day 
between the Derby and the Oaks. 

The Dinner was resumed after the War in 1919, mainly through the energy of 
Lieut.-Colonel W. A. Hamilton, and has been held annually ever since. 

The Committee is composed of three past Officers of the Regiment, and only two 
Toasts are proposed: ‘“‘ The King ’’ and ‘“‘ The Memory of the Old Regiment.” 

Whilst The Connaught Rangers gallantly held their place in the British Army 
List, the latter toast was ““ The Regiment ’’; the alteration has been made since 
the disbandment. 

The Irish Branch of The Connaught Rangers holds an Annual Dinner in Dublin 
and is affiliated to the Regimental Dinner Club in London. 


RULES. 


1.—The object of the Club is to give former Officers of The Connaught Rangers 
an opportunity of meeting and dining together once a year. 


2.—Any Officer or ex-Officer who has held a Commission in The Connaught 
Rangers (Regular, Service, Militia or Special Reserve Battalions) is eligible for 
membership, and also any person who was made, in recognition of services in time 
of war, a permanent Honorary Member of the Officers’ Mess of any of those Bat- 
talions, or who served as a Warrant or Non-Commissioned Officer in The Con- 
naught Rangers before receiving a Commission in another British Regiment. 


3.—The Club shall be managed by a Committee of three, who shall be elected 
by the members of the Club in the following manner :— 

(a) The Secretary shall notify all members (either individually or through 
the Regimental Journal) that a vacancy on the Committee exists, and that 
Luruea ss sinneseeupletevdaieaasassoons offers himself for election and is recommended by the 
remaining members or members of the Committee. 

(6) The election shall be deemed to have been made unless the number of 
written objections amounts to one-seventh of the written approvals, in which 
case a further name shall be put forward. 

4.—TIhe Manager for the time being of ‘‘ F”’ Section of Lloyds Bank Ltd. 
(Messrs. Cox & Co.’s branch) shall, ex-officio, be Treasurer. 
5.—The Annual Subscription shall be Ten Shillings, and shall be payable to 
the Treasurer as soon as the candidate has been informed, by registered letter, 
that he has been enrolled as a member of the Club. | 
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6.—Annual Subscriptions (except the first subscription of a new member, as 
provided for in Rule 5) shall be payable to the Treasurer on January Ist, in ad- 
vance. (Members are requested to give an order to their Bankers to pay the sub- 
scription annually on that date.) A member who has not paid his subscription 
by the date of the Regimental Dinner shall, if he dines, be required to pay therefor 
as if he were a non-member, as provided for in Rule 9. 


7.—In ordinary circumstances the Regimental Dinner shall take place annually 
on Thursday in Derby Week. Notice of the place, date and hour shall be sent 
to each member, and to the Military Clubs, during the month of April. In addi- 
tion, notices shall be inserted in such newspapers as the Committee shall decide. 


8.—A statement of the Club Accounts and a List of Members shall be sent to 
each member at the same time as the notice referred to in Rule 7. 


9.—Any Officer or ex-Officer who is qualified for membership (see Rule 2), but 
who has not availed himself of the privilege, shall be eligible to attend the Regi- 
mental Dinner, but only on payment of his full share of the cost thereof (not ex- 
ceeding two guineas). A representative of the Treasurer shal] attend at the time 
and place fixed for the Dinner to receive these sums. 


10.—Members attending the Dinner shall be charged such sum, not exceeding 
one guinea, as the Committee may determine for the current year. 


11.—Members of the Club and other past Officers of the Regiment wishing to 
attend the Dinner should give written notice to the Treasurer of their intention, 
as early as possible after receipt of the notification referred to in Rule 7. 


12.—The Colonel of the Regiment, if present, shall take the Chair at the Regi- 
mental Dinner. In his absence, the Senior Officer of the Regiment (irrespective 
of whether he is still on the Active List or not), being a member of the Club, shall 
preside. 
13.—The following shall be the only toasts to be submitted at the Dinner :— 
His Majesty the King. 
The Memory of the Regiment. 
No speeches shall be made. 


14.—Amendments proposed to these Rules shall be submitted in writing to the 
Secretary, who shall take such steps as may be necessary to consult the members 
thereon. In exceptional cases he may convene a meeting of the Club, to take 
place, if possible, on the same day as the Regimental Dinner. 


15.—The possession of a copy of these Rules by a member of the Club shall 
be held to indicate his acquiescence therein.

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THE HISTORICAL RESEARCH COMMITTEE 
ORIGIN AND FORMATION 


The Commanding Officer of the 1st Battalion The Connaught Rangers having 
approved of the formation of a ‘‘ Historical Research Committee,”’ the first Com- 
mittee Meeting was held at Mullingar on the 24th September 1903. Lieut.-Colonel M.G. 
Moore, C.B., Captain W. S. Sarsfield and Captain H. F. N. Jourdain were present. 
Its duties were defined as follows :— 

‘** To collect and arrange for material for a History of the Regiment, and to obtain 
for the Regiment any object which is, or is likely to become of historical interest 
to the Regiment, such as pictures, photographs, documents, books, war trophies, 
regimental badges, medals, etc.” 

The Committee at a Committee Meeting held on the 24th September 1903 placed 
on record the following decisions :— ? 


I. The Members of the Committee serving with the Regiment to be entrusted 
with the care of all such objects, now in possession or afterwards to be acquired. 


II. The History of the Regiment to contain a complete record as derived from 
official records, together with any anecdotes and other information, which not 
being in the official records, may be of interest, also portraits of the most dis- 
tinguished officers, and others connected with the Regiment; reproductions of 
old prints and pictures, pictures of old uniform and trophies, maps and plans 
of battles, the History of the Regimental Plate, which Captain H.F.N. Jourdain 
is now compiling ; lists of all officers with dates and services; photographs of 
interest taken during the late war in South Africa; and anything of interest 
to the Regiment of which it is desirable to have a record. 


III. The Committee to have the power to make purchases of documents and 
objects of interest to the Regiment up to a certain amount. The question of 
funds for carrying on the work of the Committee will be referred to the next 
Mess Meeting. 


IV. The Committee to keep in communication with past officers of the Regiment 
with a view to their assisting it in its objects. 

V. The Committee to render a half-yearly report of its proceedings, or when- 
ever possible on account of exigencies of the Service. 


VI. It is intended that, after the publication of the History, the Committee 
shall continue its work in keeping the History up to date and in collecting 
objects of interest for the Regiment. 


VII. The Committee shall be constituted as follows :— 
President—Lieut.-Colonel M. G. Moore, C.B. 
Members—Captain W. S. Sarsfield. 

Captain H. F. N. Jourdain. 
Lieutenant J. M. B. Wratislaw (Hon. Sec.). 

With power to add to their numbers. 
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The second Committee Meeting was held at Mullingar on the 26th September 1903 
and it was decided to carry on the work for the present on the following lines :-— 


I. To request the assistance of all officers and to send a circular to all past 
officers whose addresses can be obtained, and to others interested in the Regi 
ment, informing them of the formation and the objects of the Committee and 
inviting their assistance. 

II. To obtain a temporary loan from the Mess Fund for immediate expenses 
and to refer the whole question of funds for carrying on the work to the next 
Mess Meeting. 

III. To divide the History of the Regiment into periods and to collect and arrange 
the matenal for the History according to these periods. 

IV. To obtain photographs of past and present officers for the Mess Album and 
to record names and dates under each photograph in the book; also to obtain 
photographs of groups, etc., and to arrange them in the Mess Group Album 
with names and date of photographs when possible. 

V. To form a book of photographs taken by officers during the late War in 
South Africa. 

VI. To prepare a special Inventory Book with a list of all Mess property of an 
historical nature, with history of each article. 

VII. To start a book of newspaper cuttings of interest to the Regiment, com- 
mencing with the present date. 

VIII. To start a collection of old newspaper cuttings of interest to the Regiment 
with a view to having it arranged in a book in chronological order when the 
sources of supply are exhausted. 

IX. To prepare a list to contain dates of Service, War Services, etc., of all past 
officers. 

X. To keep a book with names and addresses of past officers of the Regiment. 

XI. To arrange for exhibition in the Mess in proper frames or cases any objects 
or collection of objects which may be obtained suitable for exhibition. 


All the above were duly carried out. 
On the 29th October 1903 the Mess made a grant of {25 to the Historical Re 


search Committee. 

The third Committee Meeting was held on the 11th February 1904 at Mullingar, 
when Captain W. S. Sarsfield, Captain H. F. N. Jourdain, Lieutenant J.M.B. Wratislaw, 
and Second-Lieutenant T. G. Ruttledge, who had been elected a member in 
accordance with Minute VII of the 24th September 1903 were present. 

The Committee at this Meeting reported progress, and Captain H. F. N. Jour- 
dain was requested to, and took over the duties of Hon. Secretary and Hon. Treasurer, 


which had become vacant. 
The fourth Meeting of the Committee was held on the 13th April 1906 at Mullingar, 
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when Captain W. A. Hamilton and Lieutenant H. J. Nolan-Ferrall were elected to 
the Committee. 

The Hon. Secretary reported the receipt of numerous gifts to the Committee, and 
the receipt of many photographs, books, medals, diaries, relics of the Crimea, old 
letters relating to the 88th Regiment, and other papers invaluable to the writer of 
the Regimental History. 

The report of the Committee was read, and passed with acclamation, and it was 
decided to draw up a scheme for the purchase of some regimental medals and the 
formation of a permanent Medal Fund. 

Meanwhile the work of the Historical Committee went on day by day, and the 
diaries, letters, and other documents which were received were collected, and divided 
into periods by the Hon. Secretary. 

In 1906 Colonel Moore left the Regiment on retirement, and Captain Sarsfield 
proceeded to Boyle, but continued to assist the Committee by his advice and sym- 
pathetic help—which was of great assistance to the Committee. 

The next meeting was held at Malta on the 6th Apmil 1907, when Captains W. A. 
Hamilton, H. F. N. Jourdain, and Lieutenant T. G. Ruttledge were present. 

The Hon. Secretary reported the receipt of many photographs, cases of medals, 
a large amount of manuscript relating to the History of the Regiment, and other 
trophies had been given to the Committee or had been purchased. 

The old Peninsular Colours had been enclosed in a specially made airtight case, 
which made them free from attacks of moth, etc., and which had been sent to the 
Depot at Galway for safe keeping, while the Regiment was abroad. 

Good progress was reported with the work of collecting materials for the History 
of the Regiment. 

On the 3rd September 1907 Captain H. F. N. Jourdain was instructed by Lieut.- 
Colonel H. D. Chamier, the Commanding Officer of the rst Battalion, to continue 
to undertake the duties of Hon. Secretary and Hon. Treasurer of the Regimental 
Historical Research Committee, on leaving the 1st Battalion for the Depédt at Gal- 
way. Several Regimental medals of the rst Battalion were purchased by the Hon. 
Secretary and were forwarded out to India to the Battalion in 1908. 

Captain W. A. Hamilton, who continued to serve with the 1st Battalion, under- 
took to assist Captain H. F. N. Jourdain with the Historical Research Committee, 
and all documents and information forwarded out to India were sent home to the 
head-quarters of the Committee, which were then at Galway. 

In 1911 the Honour “ Pyrenees ’’ was obtained for the Regiment through the 
exertions of the Hon. Secretary of the Historical Research Committee. This had 
been tried twice before but always without success. 

The work of collecting material went on steadily year by year, and the Com- 
mittee received much valuable advice from Major W. S. Sarsfield during the time 
he commanded the Regimental Depot at Galway. Dianes and documents were 
arranged in periods, typed and copied for the History. 

In 1913 the compiling of the Regimental History was commenced, and made 
most rapid progress until the outbreak of the Great War in August 1914, when the 
work was temporarily suspended. The records were carefully stored, and the work 
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was not resumed until after the conclusion of hostilities, when the collection of 
documents was at once extended to include all battalions of The Connaught 
Rangers. 

At the Farewell Dinner of the znd Battalion The Connaught Rangers, held at 
Dover on April zoth 1922, at which representatives of different battalions of The 
Rangers were present, it was agreed that a History of all the Battalions should be 
compiled at the earliest possible moment so as to place on permanent record a com- 
plete and standard chronicle; to serve also as an abiding memorial of the long, 
varied and brilliant career and services of The Connaught Rangers in every quarter 
of the globe. 

There was at the time no complete and comprehensive history of The Connaught 
Rangers in existence. Cannon’s short and incomplete record dealt only with the 
1st Battalion and only went down to the earlier years of Queen Victoria’s reign. It 
had long been obsolete and also was then out of print. It became therefore impera- 
tive as an act of plain duty to the memory of one of the most famous regiments of 
the Army, that the proposed Regimental History should be written authoritatively 
and in detail; also at once while materials were still available, to keep alive for ewer 
the spirit and traditions of The Connaught Rangers. Such a History would embrace 
the services of the Regular and Militia, and the “ Service’’ Battalions raised during 
the Great War. 

It was also proposed to include chapters on uniform, medals, etc., together with 
a full nominal roll of all officers who have served in The Connaught Rangers, with 


biographical details as far as possible. 
The work to be fully illustrated with portraits, representations of actions, maps, 


and historic objects of regimental interest. 

At the time the expenses of publication were necessarily very high and in order 
to produce the work it was essential for all who were interested in the Regiment to 
guarantee each the sum of at least £3. It was at the same time confidently hoped 
that all who could afford a larger sum would do so in order that the work might be 
carried out on a scale and in a manner worthy of the Regiment. 

The History would be in two large volumes, and would be brought out under 
the auspices of The Royal United Service Institution. The materialf compiled 
before the Great War would be utilized to the full, and many additions would be 
made. 

At the same time Mr. Edward Fraser, an expert historian and an able and talented 
writer, was called in to co-operate in the work, and the services of several others 
mentioned in the Prefaces were obtained, and all were willing to assist in the com- 
pilation and production of the History. 

This circular was sent out in January 1923, and with the utmost despatch the 
Regimental History of The Connaught Rangers was pushed on. Mr. Edward Fraser 
laboured with great energy in the cause of the History. Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain 
retained the Presidency of the Committee of Historical Research, and he was assisted 
in obtaining the detail of several badges, one of which was found in the Church of 
Santo Domingo at Buenos Airesin South America, by Lieut.-Colonel W. A. Hamilton, 
who had also taken a photograph of the old breastplate of The Scotch Brigade, 
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1814-18, and the old Cap Badge of the Grenadier Company, 1850, both of which 
are reproduced in the chapter on Uniform in Volume II. 

In September 1924, Volume I, which contained the History of the 88th or rst 
Battalion The Connaught Rangers, was published. In July 1927, Volume II was 
published, which comprised the History of the 2nd, 3rd and 4th Battalions, includ- 
ing a most interesting military History of The Scots Brigade, The Scotch Brigade 
and the former 94th, the forerunners of the 2nd Battalion of The Connaught Rangers. 

Meanwhile the History of the Service Battalions raised during the Great War 
and the rolls of officers of all the Regular Battalions was pushed rapidly on, and 
Colonel H. C. Wylly, C.B., kindly assisted in the compilation of the latter. 

Lieut.-Colonel W. A. Hamilton and Major H. J. Nolan-Ferrall, the two members 
on the Committee since the early days, have been always helpful and of great assistance. 

With the production of Volume III the History of The Connaught Rangers is 
completed in every detail, and the Historical Research Committee lays down its 
duties with the satisfaction that its work has been well and truly done, and that 
its labours for twenty-four years have been of some considerable value to the his- 
torian, and will for ever serve as a perpetual monument to The Connaught Rangers 
for all time, to keep alive the long, varied, and brilliant career and services of The 
Connaught Rangers in nearly every quarter of the globe. Better than monuments 
of stone and bronze to the future generations, the History will hand down to gener- 
ations to come the glorious traditions of The Rangers from the early days down to 
the disbandment in 1922.

THE MESS PLATE 

A short History of the Regimental Plate of the 1st Battalion, containing several 
illustrations, was compiled by Captain H. F. N. Jourdain, and published in 1904. 

Divided into two parts, the first part contains a detailed description of the larger 
pieces, including the silver cups and statuettes, mostly gifts from the officers, whilst 
the second part describes the service plate, the majority of which was purchased from 
the mess-funds from time to time. It was brought out under the auspices of the 
Historical Research Committee. 
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THE REGIMENTAL JOURNAL: ‘“‘ THE RANGER” 


The Regimental Journal originally appeared at Tipperary, in 1909, chiefly pro- 
moted by Lieut.-Colonel, now Brig.-General J. J. F. Hume, C.B.E., then command- 
ing the 2nd Battalion. Captain H. W. Worsley-Gough (now Lieut.-Colonel H. W. 
Worsley-Gough, C.M.G.) was Editor, and Sergt.-Major J. T. Gorman (now Major 
J. T. Gorman, M.B.E.) was Business Editor. 

The head-quarters of ‘“‘ The Ranger’’ were at Tipperary, until transferred, with 
the Battalion, to Curragh Camp, where Lieutenant J. T. Gorman took over the 
editorship, until the Regimental Journal was removed to Galway in 1913. 

Here ‘‘ The Ranger” was edited and printed until the outbreak of the Great 
War in 1914, when publication was suspended. 

In January 1922, Captain E. Lindsay-Young and Lieutenant C. P. S. L. Palmer 
re-started the Journal and the last copy was issued in May 1922, just before the 
disbandment of the Regiment. 

Although at the disbandment, ‘“‘ The Ranger ” ceased publication, it was decided 
to re-commence in 1923, with Volume IV, and since that time the Journal has 
appeared thrice annually, with the good circulation of over six hundred copies. 

At the time of its first publication, no one worked harder to make “‘ The Ranger ”’ 
a success than Major J. T. Gorman, and no one has taken a keener interest in it than 
he during the last four years. Lieut.-Colonel T. G. Ruttledge, C.B.E., M.C., and 
Captain F. T. Chamier, have, since ‘“‘ The Ranger ’”’ reappeared, given invaluable 
help. 

The name of the Journal appears in the Army List, and the Editor is Lieut.- 
Colonel H. F. N. Jourdain, who held this post from 1913-14 and from 1923 to the 
present date, 1927. 

A unique feature of ‘‘ The Ranger ”’ which has done much to establish a won- 
derful feeling of camaraderie, is the publication of letters sent from officers, N.C.O.’s 
and men in its pages, now scattered all over the globe.

APPENDIX XVIII 
THE REGIMENTAL ASSOCIATION 


With a view to the establishment of a Regimental Association, a meeting was 
held in June 1912 at Gough Barracks, Curragh Camp, at which Lieut.-Colonel A. W. 
Abercrombie presided, Colonel J. J. F. Hume and Major H. F. N. Jourdain being 
present. It was decided to bring into being The Connaught Rangers Regimental 
Association. 

A conference of commanding officers followed on the 18th July at the Depdt at Gal- 
way, presided over by Colonel D. T. Hammond, C.B. Colonel W. R. Inglis, command- 
ing the 3rd Battalion, attended, also Major G. L. Hobbs, representing the rst Bat- 
talion, Major W. S. Sarsfield, Officer Commanding the Regimental Depét, and Captain 
E. Yeldham, representing the znd Battalion. The letter convening the conference 
and the reason for the assembly of such a meeting were explained by Major Sarsfield. 

The conference agreed unanimously as to the need of such an Association amongst 
_ all Rangers, both past and present, and decided that it should be formed with as 
little delay as possible. With a few alterations, the conference also approved “ the 
Specimen Constitution and Rules ’’ furnished by the Regimental Homes and Benefits 
Agency. 

On July 25th 1913 a second conference was held at Oranmore Camp, at which 
were present Colonel D. T. Hammond, C.B., O.C. 4th Battalion; Colonel W. R. 
Inglis, O.C. 3rd Battalion ; Lieut.-Colonel A. W. Abercrombie, O.C. 2nd Battalion ; 
Major A. C. Lewin, D.S.O., 3rd Battalion, and Major H. F. N. Jourdain, O.C. Regi- 
mental Depét. 

Lieut.-Colonel G. H. Ford-Hutchinson, D.S.O., O.C. 1st Battalion, wrote express- 
ing his entire sympathy and promising his own support and that of the rst Battalion. 

It was unanimously decided that the offices of Treasurer and Secretary should 
be held by one and the same person, and that the Committee should consist of the 
four Lieut.-Colonels of the four battalions, together with certain elected officers. 

Major H. F. N. Jourdain was appointed Honorary Treasurer and Secretary. 

A good start was soon made by the Hon. Secretary and funds were collected 
from retired officers and friends of the Regiment. Largely through the untiring 
efforts of Lieut.-Colonel and Mrs. Abercrombie and Lieut.-Colonel A. C. Lewin, D.S.O., 
a fine nucleus was got together, and the Association, formed with such enthusiasm, 
began at once to assist ex-Rangers in distress all over Great Britain. Later, Lieut.- 
Colonel H. D. Chamier joined the Committee, and Major-General W. L. Dalrymple, 
C.B., the Colonel of the Regiment, accepted the office of President, and took the 
chair at the next meeting of the Association on December 12th 1913 at 33 Tothill 
Street, London. On this occasion Lieut.-Colonel A. W. Abercrombie, Colonel M. G. 
Moore, C.B., and Captain T. G. Ruttledge (acting as secretary for Major Jourdain) 
were present. 

In 1913 a well-known Ranger, Colour-Sergeant T. Croke, was appointed clerk to 
the Hon. Secretary and was a very great acquisition; he remained at the Depét 
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during the period of the Great War and did excellent service there. The transfer 
of the Depét to Dover in 1922 deprived the Association of his very valuable services. 

The Rules, passed by conferences, were put together and were printed as the 
Articles of the Constitution. 

In December 1913, £430 13S. was received by the Association from the Military 
Bazaar. 
On the outbreak of the Great War, Colonel H. D. Chamier from retired pay re- 
placed Major H. F. N. Jourdain as Hon. Secretary and Treasurer, and large sums 
of money were collected by him for the Association. Colonel Chamier carried on the 
work of the Regimental Association during the whole of the Great War, and in 1919 
handed over the duties to Major Yeldham, who in turn was succeeded by Captain 
E. Lindsay-Young as O.C. Depédt, until Lieut.-Colonel H. F. N. Jourdain resumed 
the duties of Hon. Secretary and Treasurer, with Colonel H. D. Chamier as Co-Trustee 
and Member of the Committee on return from Upper Silesia early in 1922. Captain 
T. Cheadle was selected as assistant to the Honorary Secretary at a small annual 
stipend, and his services have been most useful to the Association, which, since the 
disbandment of the Regiment has assisted old Rangers all over the British Isles. 

On the disbandment of the Regiment, the officers of the 2nd Battalion trans- 
ferred all the available funds of the 2nd Battalion to the Association. The Colonel 
and officers of the 4th Battalion also transferred all their funds to the Association, 
and the 5th (Service) Battalion, up to 1916. The 1st Battalion afterwards transferred 
the remainder of the Commanding Officer’s Fund to the Association, and a portion 
of the funds of the 3rd Battalion were transferred by Lieut.-Colonel Jourdain in 1918. 

All soldiers of the Regiment, whether of Line Battalions, or Militia and Service 
Battalions, share equally. 

The Head-quarters of the Association are at Fyfield Lodge, Fyfield Road, Oxford. 


The Badge of The Connaught Rangers’ Regimental Association is enamelled in 
colours, the ground and scroll being green and yellow; the transverse ribbons in 
green and yellow and maroon and green, showing the colours of the rst and 2nd 
Battalion ribbons; the Harp and the other emblems are in gold. 

Badges can be obtained either for wearing in the buttonhole, or as brooches or 
pendants. Any ex-Ranger may wear one, whether a member of the Association 
or not.
